An  enclosure  explains  the  FOIA  exemptions  and  other  grounds  for 
withholding  material.

The  Trafficking  Victims  Protection  Act  of  2000,  (PL  106-386)  a 
comprehensive  law  designed  to  prevent  modern-day  slavery,  protect 
victims,  and  enhance  civil  and  criminal  penalties  against  traffickers.

State  College,  (now  The  College  of  New  Jersey)  with  a  degree  in 
business  administration.

Amal  Clooney:  Amal  Clooney  is  a  British  human  rights  lawyer 
practicing  at  Doughty  Street  Chambers  in  London,  where  she 
specializes  in  international  law  and  human  rights.  She  is  also  a  Visiting 
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Professor  at  Columbia  Law  School,  where  she  teaches  Human  Rights. 
She  is  currently  legal  counsel  to  genocide  survivor  Nadia  Murad  and 
other  Yazidi  women  who  have  been  sexually  enslaved  by  ISIS  in  Iraq 
and  Syria,  and  is  working  to  secure  accountability  for  the  crimes 
committed  by  ISIS  in  national  and  international  courts. 


Nadia  Murad:  Nadia  Murad  Basee  Taha  is  a  21  years  old  Yazidi 
survivor  of  ISIS  captivity.  She  was  one  of  the  thousands  ofYazidi  girls 
and  young  women  who  were  enslaved  by  the  so-called  Islamic  State 
("IS")  and  sexually  abused  by  militants.  Nadia  is  from  Kocho,  a  Yazidi 
village  in  Sinjar,  Iraq  where  ISIS  massacred  all  the  men  and  enslaved 
all  the  women  and  children.  Nadia  was  in  IS  captivity  for  3  months  and 
she  was  treated  as  sex  slave  and  abused  by  more  than  12  IS  fighters. 
She  lost  6  brothers  in  the  Kocho  massacre  and  her  mother  was 
subsequently  murdered  along  with  80  other  older  Yazidi  women.  In 
spite  of  the  appalling  sexual  violence,  the  brutality  and  the 
accompanying  psychological  trauma  Nadia  underwent  at  the  hands  of 
IS  fighters,  she  escaped,  revived,  became  stronger  and  confronted  her 
trauma.  She  decided  to  lead  a  humanitarian  mission  asking  the 
international  community  to  designate  the  heinous  crimes  perpetrated 
against  Yazidis  and  other  minorities  by  IS  members  as  genocide  and  to 
seek  that  the  United  Nations  Security  Council  refer  these  crimes  to 
the  International  Criminal  Court  for  prosecution.  She  has  addressed 
the  UN  on  human  slavery  and  minority  issues,  and  has  met  with  global 
leaders,  including  senior  U.S.  officials  such  as  John  Kerry  Susan  Rice, 
and  Samantha  Power.

Background: 

Joint  Special  Representative  Jeremiah  Mamabolo  (South  Africa)  will 
brief  on  the  security  situation  in  Darfur  at  this  quarterly  update  on  the 
African  Union/UN  Hybrid  Operation  in  Darfur  (UNAMID).  Mamabolo 
was  formally  appointed  on  April  3,  2017,  he  had  been  serving  in  an 
acting  capacity  since  the  previous  JSR  departed  in  January. 

Mamabolo  will  likely  report  that  the  situation  in  Darfur  has  evolved. 
The  government  and  rebel  groups  are  no  longer  engaged  in  active 
combat,  except  for  in  the  Jebel  Marra  region  of  Central  Darfur.  As  a 
result,  the  security  and  humanitarian  situations  have  improved  in 
most  of  Darfur,  yet  internally  displaced  persons  (IDPs)  -  of  which 
there  remain  2.6  million  -  still  face  significant  insecurity,  mostly  from 
government  forces,  but  also  from  armed  militias  and  criminal 
elements.  He  will  report  on  continued  unrest  over  land  ownership,  as 
former  IDPs  attempt  to  return  home  to  find  their  properties  occupied 
by  others,  resulting  in  armed  clashes.  He  will  also  report  on  progress 
towards  the  political  process,  disarmament  of  militias,  reconciliation 
and  accountability,  and  the  rule  of  law. 

The  government  of  Sudan,  led  by  ICC  indictee  Omar  al-Bashir,  has 
never  been  a  partner  to  the  UN  and  has  a  terrible  human  rights 
record.  However,  Darfur  today  is  less  dangerous  than  it  was  when  the 
Council  created  UNAMID  with  resolution  1769  in  2007.  The  UN 
Department  of  Peacekeeping  Operations  (DPKO)  is  currently  working 
to  finish  a  strategic  review  of  the  mission  that  will  likely  conclude  that 
a  30  percent  reduction  in  troops  would  be  acceptable.  Privately,  some 
in  DPKO  have  told  us  that  the  mission  could  still  carry  out  its  core 
functions  with  greater  reductions. 

We  should  use  this  meeting  to  signal  that  the  United  States  is  open  to 
restructuring  the  mission,  but  that  the  government  of  Sudan  will  need 
to  show  it  can  be  a  credible  partner.  These  UNAMID  meetings  are 
usually  held  in  a  private  format,  so  this  open  briefing  presents  a  rare 
opportunity  for  Council  members  to  publicly  react  to  the  situation  in 
Darfur.

complete  -  which  should  happen  this  summer.  This  would  mean  the

Background: 

Meeting  Context:  MINUSMA  was  established  in  2013  to  help  protect 
civilians  and  to  support  the  Malian  government  to  extend  state 
authority  to  the  North;  and  later  to  support  implementation  of  a  2015 
peace  agreement,  which  has  mostly  sputtered  and  stalled.  The 
current  mandate  expires  on  June  30,  and  this  is  a  quarterly  briefing 
mandated  by  Resolution  2295  (2016).  USG  Jean-Pierre  LaCroix  will 
brief  and  Mali  Foreign  Minister  Abdoulaye  Diop  will  participate. 

France  is  the  penholder  for  MINUSMA  and  will  speak  first. 

Political  Developments  and  the  Peace  Agreement:  Progress  on  the 
peace  agreement  signed  by  the  three  parties  (the  government,  the 
CMA  and  Platform)  in  2015  has  two  months  remaining  in  its  two  year 
interim  period,  after  which  the  commitments  will  need  to  be 
renewed.  The  Government  has  been  slow  to  deliver  on  its 
commitment  to  establish  authorities  in  the  North  that  could  provide 
services,  while  the  armed  groups  often  resist  participation  on  items 
established  in  the  peace  agreement  they  feel  are  unfavorable. 

Security  Situation:  The  security  situation  remains  volatile  in  northern 
and  central  Mali.  Extremist  attacks  against  Malian,  French  and 
MINUSMA  forces  have  become  more  frequent,  including  a  January  IS 
attack  on  600  members  of  the  Malian  armed  forces,  CMA  and 
Platform  training  in  advance  of  launching  a  joint  patrol,  which  killed 
54  people.  In  February,  after  much  delay,  the  government  adopted  an 
integrated  security  plan  for  the  central  regions. 

MINUSMA:  MINUSMA  continues  to  struggle  to  implement  its  mandate 
due  to  the  hostile  environment,  lack  of  proper  equipment,  and  a 
diffuse  mandate  from  the  Security  Council.  MINUSMA  is  the  UN's 
fourth  largest  peacekeeping  operation,  with  13000  troops  and  police 
and  an  approved  2016-2017  budget  of  $933. 4M  (U.S.  share:  $266M). 

Sanctions:  After  shelving  a  proposal  to  circulate  a  sanctions  resolution 
in  late  January,  France  has  indicated  it  plans  to  circulate  a  sanctions 
resolution  in  the  next  few  weeks.  While  in  principal  we  support 
sanctions  against  political  spoilers  in  Mali,  we  have  urged  France  to 
consider  using  other  sanctions  regimes,  such  as  the  ISIL/AI  Qaeda 
regime,  to  target  spoilers  rather  than  creating  a  new  sanctions 
mechanism. 

Flumanitarian  Situation:  Of  the  total  population  of  18  million,  3.7 
million  people  are  in  need  of  food,  water,  health  care,  and  education. 

Fifteen  schools  closed  since  October  2016,  bringing  the  number  of 
closures  up  to  436  of  2,380  schools  in  the  country,  due  to  insecurity 
and  the  influence  of  radical  extremist  groups  opposed  to  education. 

Since  2013,  over  540,000  people  who  were  displaced  have  returned, 
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with  141,000  remaining  in  neighboring  countries.  The  Humanitarian 
Response  Plan  budget  has  decreased  since  the  height  of  the  crisis 
from  $481  million  to  $293  million,  however  it  is  only  3  percent  funded 
in  2017.

Background: 

*  A  country  once  synonymous  with  'state  collapse,'  Somalia’s  election 
of  President  Farmaajo  in  February  was  an  important  step  towards 
one-person,  one-vote  elections  in  2020.  Al  Shabaab  was  expelled  from 
Mogadishu  in  2011  by  forces  of  the  African  Union  Mission  in  Somalia 
(AMISOM),  but  remains  a  potent  threat  and  controls  swathes  of  the 
country.

More  than  half  of  the  country  requires  food  assistance,  and 
there  is  a  risk  of  famine. 


*  AMISOM,  established  in  2007,  is  an  AU-led  mission  authorized  by 
the  Security  Council  that  conducts  counterterrorism  operations 
against  Al  Shabaab.  The  European  Union  pays  the  salaries  of  the 
22,126  AMISOM  troops.  With  a  cost  of  $2B  to  date,  in  2016,  the  EU 
cut  its  stipend  payments  by  20%  due  to  transparency  concerns  and  to 
redirect  its  African  security  assistance.  The  AU  has  called  for  the 
stipend  cuts  to  be  restored,  and  AMISOM  has  signaled  that  it  will 
begin  withdrawing  in  October  of  2018.  There  is  not  yet  a  viable  Somali 
security  partner  to  whom  to  hand  over  responsibility. 

*  In  2009,  the  Council  authorized  the  provision  of  a  UN  logistical 
support  package  to  AMISOM.  The  UN  Support  Office  in  Somalia 
(UNSOS  provides  non-lethal  support  (rations,  transportation,  and 
medical  evacuation  to  AMISOM  and  the  nascent  Somali  National 
Army),  and  has  a  2016-17  budget  of  $593M  (U.S.  share:  $168M). 


*  During  the  Deep  Dive,  Robert  Kris  and  Steve  Gee  will  discuss  the 
security  and  political  situation  in  Somalia,  an  outstanding  request 
from  the  AU  for  UN  support  for  an  additional  4,500  AMISOM  troops, 
which  we  expect  the  UK  will  propose  in  May,  the  upcoming  renewals 
of  UNSOS  and  AMISOM  in  May,  and  the  UN  political  mission  (UNSOM) 
in  June.

Background: 

SRSG  Sandra  Honore  will  brief  the  Council  April  11  on  the  transition  of 
MINUSTAH  towards  a  more  fit-for-purpose  police-only  mission 
focusing  on  rule  of  law,  the  UN  Mission  for  Justice  Support  in  Haiti,  or 
MINUJUSTH.  POL  will  provide  deep  background  on  where  things  stand 
today.  Haiti  is  the  poorest  country  in  the  Americas,  and  the  United 
States  is  the  largest  bilateral  donor.  After  a  year-long  delay,  Haiti 
finally  completed  its  Presidential  elections  last  November.  MINUSTAH 
has  been  present  in  Haiti  since  2004.  The  country  has  stabilized  a 
great  deal  since  that  time,  and  as  a  result  MINUSTAH's  troop  and 
police  personnel  levels  are  the  lowest  they  have  ever  been  -  they  are 
currently  at  2,370  and  2,601  respectively  (in  the  police  levels,  there 
are  eleven  Formed  Police  Units  [FPUs]  which  are  quasi-military  crowd 
control  police).  The  new  mission  will  remove  the  military  component 
completely,  and  leave  a  reduced  UN  police  presence  to  train  and 
support  the  Haitian  National  Police.  This  election  was  a  major  step 
towards  consolidating  Haiti’s  democracy  gains  over  the  past  twenty 
years,  and  much  needed  to  provide  a  stable  platform  for  the  socio¬ 
economic  and  institutional  development  Haiti  desperately  needs. 
Washington  has  had  a  long-abiding  interest  in  Haiti,  both  due  to  its 
geographical  proximity  and  concern  about  refugee  flows  due  to 
chronic  natural  disasters  and  political  crises,  our  shared  history  (the 
U.S.  invaded  Haiti  in  1915  and  stayed  through  1934),  as  well  as  the 
over  800,000  Haitians  and  Haitian-Americans  residing  in  the  United 
States.

The 
MINUJUSTH  resolution  is  scheduled  to  be  adopted  on  Thursday,  April

Background: 

UN  Special  Envoy  Staffan  de  Mistura  will  brief  the  UN  Security  Council 
during  his  monthly  update  on  the  Syrian  political  process.  His  briefing 
comes  one  week  after  U.S.  strikes  on  Shayrat  Airfield  in  response  to 
the  use  of  chemical  weapons  by  the  Asad  regime  and  one  week 
before  the  next  round  of  Astana  ceasefire  talks  in  Tehran.  On  April  10, 
he  told  you  that  he  believes  the  U.S.  strikes  in  Syria  have  created  an 
opening  and  new  leverage  to  push  the  political  process  forward.  This 
Council  session  comes  one  day  after  Secretary  Tillerson  met  with 
Russian  FM  Lavrov.  The  Council  will  also  vote  on  the  Syrian  CW 
resolution  after  the  political  meeting. 

Diplomatic  Updates:  U.S.  air  strikes  on  the  Syrian  government's 
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military  facility  where  chemical  weapons  were  deployed  against  the 
town  of  Khan  Sheikhoun  in  Idlib  set  off  a  chain  of  events  and  meetings 
on  Syria.  On  April  11,  Russia's  Ministry  of  Foreign  Affairs  announced 
FM  Lavrov  will  host  talks  with  his  counterparts  from  Syria  and  Iran  this 
week.  The  meeting  publicly  signals  Russia's  commitment  to  its  alliance 
with  Iran  and  Syria,  but  the  outcomes  from  Secretary  Tillerson’s 
meeting  with  Lavrov  may  impact  the  trilateral.  On  April  10,  Secretary 
Tillerson  traveled  to  Moscow  following  a  G-7  meeting  in  Lucca,  Italy. 

In  Lucca,  the  G-7  Ministers  agreed  that  there  can  be  no  peace  solution 
for  war-torn  Syria  with  President  Bashar  al-Assad  in  power. 

Military  Update:  The  Syrian  regime  reacted  to  the  U.S.  airstrikes  with 
intensified  campaigns  against  the  opposition  in  Idlib,  Flama,  and  the 
Damascus  suburbs.  Although  there  have  been  no  credible  reports  of 
CW  usage  since  April  4,  the  regime  has  reverted  to  "conventional 
weapons”  including  barrel  bombs  and  incendiary  munitions.  In 
addition,  the  regime  continues  its  sieges  on  hundreds  of  thousands  of 
Syrian  civilians,  most  notably  in  the  Damascus  suburbs.

The  Syrian  opposition  celebrated  the  airstrikes  on  Shayrat  Airfield  and 
urged  the  U.S.  to  become  more  actively  involved,  especially  when 
delivering  punitive  responses  to  the  Asad  regime.  We  are  carefully 
managing  message  and  expectations  because  the  opposition  also  runs 
the  risk  of  becoming  over  confident  and  uninterested  in  the  political 
process.  This  UNSC  session  is  key  iri  emphasizing  that  a  political 
process  is  available  and  all  countries  must  influence  all  relevant 
parties  to  advancing  this  process.

*  We  also  requested  that  South  Sudan  be  added  as  a  lunch  topic;  we  - 
as  well  as  the  UK  and  France  -  are  concerned  about  a  lack  of 
information  from  the  UN  and  others  on  plans  to  advance  the  political 
process. 

Suggested  Talking  Points: 

1.  SG's  Trip  to  Iraq:  Note  U.S.  backing  for  Prime  Minister  Abadi's 
statement  of  support  for  Security  Council  action  on  bringing  ISIS  to 
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justice.  Ask  the  SG  how  he  sees  the  UN's  role  in  Iraq  shifting  once  the 
Mosul  battle  concludes  and  over  the  coming  year. 

*  Emphasize  U.S.  support  for  the  UK  proposal  for  an  investigative 
mechanism  to  collect  and  preserve  evidence  of  ISIS  atrocities  in  Iraq, 
but  also  highlight  that  this  is  a  complex  issue  and  any  Council  action 
needs  to  be  taken  in  close  consultation  with  the  Government  of  Iraq. 

*  Explain  that  the  United  States  will  be  looking  at  the  UNAMI  mandate 
renewal  in  July  [the  United  States  holds  the  pen]  with  an  eye  toward 
ensuring  UN  resources  are  put  to  their  best  use  and  meet  Iraq's 
current  and  future  needs. 

Note:  The  United  States  had  an  opportunity  to  weigh  in  on  the  UK's 
revised  draft  ISIS  accountability  resolution,  which  was  shared  with  the 
Iraqis  last  week,  but  other  governments  (including  France)  have  not 
seen  the  modified  proposal.  The  main  change  to  the  proposal  was  the 
assurance  that  Iraqis  would  have  a  say  on  end-uses  of  collected 
evidence,  coupled  with  a  re-branding  of  the  mechanism  as  an 
"investigative  assistance  mission"  to  signal  its  complementary 
function  to  Iraq's  own  judicial  processes.  The  UN  Assistance  Mission  in 
Iraq  (UNAMI)  is  the  second-largest  special  political  mission  in  the  UN 
system,  with  an  annual  budget  of  $117.5  million.  The  United  States 
has  contributed  $1.1  billion  to  the  UN  humanitarian  effort  in  Iraq 
since  the  war  against  ISIS  began  in  2014.

In  April  6  legislative  elections,  the  United 
Democratic  Party  (UDP),  one  of  the  seven  opposition  parties  that 
joined  forces  last  fall  to  defeat  the  22-year  rule  of  former  President 
Yahya  Jammeh,  won  a  majority  of  seats  in  the  National  Assembly  (35 
of  53),  which  will  help  President  Barrow  to  enact  needed  reforms.

Dr.  Kissinger  Bio: 

Henry  Alfred  Kissinger  was  sworn  in  on  September  22, 1973,  as  the 
56th  Secretary  of  State,  a  position  he  held  until  January  20, 1977.  He 
also  served  as  Assistant  to  the  President  for  National  Security  Affairs 
from  January  20, 1969,  until  November  3, 1975.  In  July,  1983  he  was 
appointed  by  President  Reagan  to  chair  the  National  Bipartisan 
Commission  on  Central  America  until  it  ceased  operation  in  January 
1985,  and  from  1984-1990  he  served  as  a  member  of  the  President's 
Foreign  Intelligence  Advisory  Board.  From  1986-1988  he  was  a 
member  of  the  Commission  on  Integrated  Long-Term  Strategy  of  the 
National  Security  Council  and  Defense  Department.  He  has  served  as  a 
member  of  the  Defense  Policy  Board  since  2001. 
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At  present,  Dr.  Kissinger  is  Chairman  of  Kissinger  Associates,  Inc.,  an 
international  consulting  firm.  He  is  also  a  member  of  the  International 
Council  of  J.P.  Morgan  Chase  &  Co.;  a  Counselor  to  and  Trustee  of  the 
Center  for  Strategic  and  International  Studies;  an  Honorary  Governor 
of  the  Foreign  Policy  Association;  and  an  Honor  Member  of  the 
International  Olympic  Committee.  Among  his  other  activities,  Dr. 
Kissinger  served  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  ContiGroup 
Companies,  Inc.  from  1988-2014  and  remains  an  Advisor  to  the  Board, 
a  position  he  also  holds  at  American  Express  Company  since  2005, 
after  serving  on  the  Board  from  1984.  He  is  also  a  Trustee  Emeritus  of 
the  Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art;  a  Director  Emeritus  of  Freeport- 
McMoRan  Copper  and  Gold  Inc.;  and  a  Director  of  the  International 
Rescue  Committee. 

Among  the  awards  Dr.  Kissinger  has  received  have  been  a  Bronze  Star 
from  the  U.S.  Army  in  1945;  the  Nobel  Peace  Prize  in  1973;  the 
Presidential  Medal  of  Freedom  (the  nation's  highest  civilian  award)  in 
1977;  and  the  Medal  of  Liberty  (given  one  time  to  ten  foreign-born 
American  leaders)  in  1986. 

Dr.  Kissinger  was  born  in  Fuerth,  Germany,  came  to  the  United  States 
in  1938  and  was  naturalized  a  United  States  citizen  in  1943.  He  served 
in  the  Army  from  1943  to  1946.  He  graduated  summa  cum  laude  from 
Harvard  College  in  1950  and  received  M.A.  and  Ph.D.  degrees  from 
Harvard  University  in  1952  and  1954. 

From  1954  until  1969  he  was  a  member  of  the  faculty  of  Harvard 
University,  in  both  the  Department  of  Government  and  the  Center  for 
International  Affairs.  He  was  Director  of  the  Harvard  International 
Seminar  from  1952  to  1969.

Background:  UNSMIL  (UN  Support  Mission  in  Libya) 


*  The  UN's  special  political  mission  in  Libya  began  in  September  2011 
with  the  aim  of  shoring  up  Libya's  transitional  government.  Since  the 
renewal  of  conflict  in  2014,  UNSMIL  has  been  forced  to  operate  out  of 
Tunis,  due  to  security  concerns  in  Tripoli.  Its  approved  budget  is  $63.6 
million,  making  it  the  5th  largest  special  political  mission.  UNSMIL's 
mandate  was  last  renewed  for  nine  months  in  December  2016,  set  to

expire  September  15.  Per  its  mandate,  UNSMIL's  priories  are  to 
support  Libyan  institutions,  facilitate  the  expansion  of  essential 
services  and  humanitarian  assistance,  monitor  human  rights,  help 
counter  proliferation,  and  support  post-conflict  reconstruction. 


*  While  ISIS  no  longer  controls  large  stretches  of  contiguous  territory 
around  Sirte,  clashes  between  armed  groups  continue  across  the 
country,  including  in  Tripoli,  while  ISIS  fighters  are  believed  to  have 
dispersed  among  the  civilian  population.  The  UN-recognized 
Government  of  National  Accord  (GNA)  continues  to  struggle  to  build  a 
coherent  security  architecture  capable  of  addressing  this  insecurity. 
Meanwhile  General  Haftar's  "Libyan  National  Army"  (LNA)  continues 
to  be  viewed  as  a  threat  against  stability,  pending  possible 
modification  of  the  UN-endorsed  Libyan  Political  Agreement  (LPA)  to 
form  a  more  inclusive  government. 

*  Approximately  1.3  million  people  in  Libya  are  in  need  of 
humanitarian  assistance,  including  an  estimated  241,000  internally 
displaced  people  (IDPs),  100,000  refugees,  and  nearly  200,000 
migrants.  Clean  water,  sanitation,  and  healthcare  are  inaccessible  for 
many  Libyans,  and  food  shortages  persist.  UN  humanitarian 
operations  in  Libya  are  constrained  by  poor  funding  and  minimal 
access  to  affected  communities.  The  2017  UN  humanitarian  response 
plan  for  Libya  requests  $151  million,  of  which  10  percent  has  been 
funded.  Last  year,  the  U.S.  provided  $6.7  million  in  humanitarian 
assistance  to  Libya. 

*  On  the  Council,  the  UK  is  penholder,  and  is  constantly  looking  for 
ways  to  leverage  Security  Council  and  UN  attention  in  support  of  a 
political  agreement.  Libya  is  likewise  the  top  foreign  policy  priority  for 
Italy  and  Egypt,  given  their  proximity.

Purpose:  To  establish  a  positive  relationship  with  Chairperson  of  the 
African  Union  Commission  Moussa  Faki,  who  was  recently 

sworn  in  to  the  top  executive  position  in  the  African  Union, 
overseeing  the  organization's  eight  departments  and  nearly  2,000 
employees. 

Background:  Faki  is  the  former  Foreign  Minister  of  Chad,  and  was  a 
reliable  partner,  including  when  Chad  served  on  the  Security  Council 

from  2014-15.  This  is  Faki's  highest  level  meeting  with  the  new  U.S. 
Administration.  The  United  States  was  often  at  odds  with  Faki's 
predecessor,  Nkosazana  Dlamini-Zuma  (South  Africa),  and  this  is  a 
good  opportunity  to  establish  an  important  relationship  early  in  Faki's 
tenure.  The  African  Union  leads  the  UN-authorized  peace  support 
operation  in  Somalia  (AMISOM),  and  it  jointly  runs  the  peacekeeping 
operation  in  Darfur,  Sudan  with  the  UN  (UNAMID).  The  AU  also  has  a 
large  political  role  in  conflict  resolution  throughout  Africa,  including 
South  Sudan,  Sudan,  DRC  and  CAR.  Peace  and  Security  Commissioner 
Smail  Chergui  (Algeria)  will  also  attend  the  meeting  -  Chergui  was 
recently  re-elected  to  another  four  year  term  as  Commissioner  for 
Peace  and  Security,  and  he  has  played  an  out-sized  role  in  peace  and 
security  affairs  in  Africa.  Political  Affairs  Commissioner  Minata  Samate 
Cessouma  (Burkina  Faso)  may  also  join. 

UN-AU  Relations:  Express  your  hope  that  the  United  States,  as  well  as 
the  UN  Security  Council,  will  continue  to  deepen  its  already  strong 
partnership  with  the  African  Union.

South  Sudan:  Faki  has  prioritized  South  Sudan  peace. 

Underscore  support  for  the  shuttle  diplomacy  of  the  AU  High 
Representative  Mr.  Alpha  Oumar  Konare.  The  AU,  the  region  (IGAD), 
and  the  UN  need  to  have  a  coordinated  approach  to  how  to  address 
the  political  issues  in  South  Sudan. 

There  will  be  no  peace  in  South  Sudan  unless  we  combat  impunity  and 
the  Hybrid  Court  meets  the  South  Sudanese  people's  demand  for 
justice.  We  would  like  to  see  the  AU  move  forward  with  this  initiative 
and  underscore  that  the  funds  we  provided  for  the  Hybrid  Court 
expire  at  the  end  of  June,  and  the  inability  to  use  the  funds 
jeopardizes  future  funding  from  other  external  donors. 

Background :  The  AU  High  Representative  for  South  Sudan  Konare,  a 
former  president  of  Mali,  is  engaging  in  shuttle  diplomacy  between 
South  Sudanese  parties,  but  there  has  been  little  progress  so  far. 

While  we  are  prepared  to  give  his  efforts  more  time,  we  don't  want  to 
see  an  open-ended  process,  and  we  continue  to  push  the  UN  to  work 
with  the  AU  and  the  region  to  devise  a  plan  for  the  way  forward  to 
coordinate  engagement.  The  AU  is  responsible  for  establishing  a 
Hybrid  Court  for  South  Sudan  per  the  2015  peace  agreement.  There 
has  been  little  movement  on  this  since  2015,  despite  a  push  by  the 
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U.S.  to  mandate  the  UN  (through  a  resolution)  to  provide  technical 
support  to  the  AU.  The  U.S.  has  also  provided  $3.3  million  in 
assistance  to  the  AU  to  aid  in  the  establishment  of  the  Hybrid  Court. 
The  AU  has  not  yet  used  this  funding,  and  the  money  expires  on  June 
30  unless  the  AU  beings  spending  the  funds.

Background:  This  meeting  is  the  first  time  the  Security  Council  has 
held  a  meeting  dedicated  to  and  focused  exclusively  on  the  linkage 
between  human  rights  and  international  peace  and  security.  Council 
members  agreed  to  the  agenda  item  "Maintenance  of  international 
peace  and  security:  human  rights  and  prevention  of  armed  conflict," 
so  there  will  not  be  a  procedural  vote  on  the  adoption  of  the  agenda. 
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You  will  deliver  remarks  first. 

Human  Rights  in  the  Security  Council:  Human  rights  feature 
prominently  in  the  Charter  of  the  United  Nations.  Promoting  the 
respect  for  human  rights  is  one  of  the  UN's  purposes  and  principles. 
For  decades,  human  rights  had  been  seen  as  largely  outside  the  scope 
of  the  Security  Council.  Over  time,  the  Security  Council  has  become 
relatively  more  engaged  in  viewing  human  rights  as  an  important 
factor  in  situations  that  it  addresses.  More  than  half  of  the  current 
peacekeeping  and  political  missions  have  human  rights-related  tasks 
in  their  mandates,  and  several  Security  Council-established  sanctions 
regimes  include  serious  human  rights  violations  or  abuses  as  a 
criterion  for  adding  individuals  to  travel  ban  lists  or  asset  freeze  lists. 
The  Council  has  a  range  of  tools,  such  as  commissions  of  inquiry, 
judicial  mechanisms,  visiting  missions,  or  sanctions,  to  try  to  address 
human  rights  issues.  However,  addressing  human  rights  in  the 
Security  Council  remains  extremely  controversial  for  Russia  and  China 
and  for  some  elected  Council  members,  particularly  Egypt  and  Bolivia. 
Council  members  who  strongly  prioritize  state  sovereignty  (and  lack  of 
scrutiny  for  their  governments’  own  human  rights  abuses)  continually 
argue  that  discussions  about  human  rights  belong  solely  in  the 
General  Assembly's  Third  Committee  and  the  Human  Rights  Council. 

Human  Rights  at  the  UN:  Human  rights  issues  are  integrated  into  the 
work  of  the  UN  through  a  variety  of  bodies.  The  General  Assembly’s 
Third  Committee  is  the  human  rights  mechanism  made  up  of  all  193 
member  states,  and  it  has  adopted  resolutions  focused  on  country- 
specific  human  rights  violations  (Iran,  Syria,  DPRK,  Burma,  Ukraine)  as 
well  as  thematic  human  rights  topics  (ex.  rights  of  the  child, 
extrajudicial  killings,  torture).  The  Human  Rights  Council  is  the 
standing  body  of  the  UN  created  to  focus  specifically  on  human  rights 
issues.  The  Human  Rights  Council  was  created  to  respond,  in  part,  to 
urgent  human  rights  crisis  situations  through  special  sessions.  It  also 
creates  mandates  for  UN  Special  Rapporteurs  (independent  experts 
tasked  with  looking  into  thematic  or  country  human  rights  issues)  or 
Commissions  of  Inquiry,  which  can  be  dispatched  to  look  into  urgent 
issues.  The  UN  Office  of  the  High  Commissioner  for  Human  Rights  is 
the  office  of  the  UN  secretariat  tasked  with  carrying  out  the  UN's 
human  rights  priorities.  Headed  by  UN  High  Commissioner  for  Human 
Rights  Zeid  Ra'ad  Al  Hussein,  OHCHR  has  country  offices  around  the 
world  that  provide  technical  assistance  to  countries.  These  bodies  do 
not  explicitly  explore  how  human  rights  violations  can  cause 
international  instability,  however,  since  international  peace  and 
security  is  the  mandate  of  the  Security  Council.

Background: 

A  peace  agreement  last  December  ended  52  years  of  conflict  between 
the  Colombian  government  and  the  FARC,  a  left-wing  terrorist 
organization.  The  UN  Monitoring  and  Verification  Mission  (MVM)  has 
been  monitoring  the  government-FARC  ceasefire  and  the  FARC’s 
disarmament  process  since  the  beginning  of  the  year.  The  Colombians 
will  ask  the  UN  to  provide  continued  monitoring  of  elements  of  the 
agreement  once  disarmament  is  complete  this  summer.  This  would 


mean  the  UN  special  political  mission  would  continue  its  work  -  with  a 
reduced  footprint  -  for  the  next  2-3  years.  Holguin  wants  the  second 
phase  of  the  mission  to  be  established  through  the  General  Assembly 


Oscar  Naranjo,  a  former  general  with  a  proven  track  record  of 


negotiating  with  the  FARC,  and  other  senior  Colombian  government 
players  brought  together  international  representatives,  including  the 
U.S.  Ambassador  to  Bogota,  to  request  specific  international 
"accompaniment"  of  the  peace  accord.  Such  support  will  include 
financial  cooperation,  technical  cooperation,  and  monitoring.

Background:  Nickolay  Mladenov  is  the  UN  Special  Coordinator  for  the 
Middle  East  Peace  Process,  an  office  that  was  established  in  1994 
following  the  signing  of  the  Oslo  accord.  The  office  of  the  UN  Special 
Coordinator  (UNSCO)  is  charged  with  boosting  UN  development 
assistance  in  support  of  the  peace  process  and,  when  the  Quartet  was 
formed  in  2002  the  Special  Coordinator  took  on  the  role  of  Quartet 
envoy  for  the  UN  (the  Quartet  consists  of  the  UN,  EU,  US  and  Russia).

Background:  Representative  Rooney  sits  on  the  House  Appropriations 
State  and  Foreign  Operations  Subcommittee  as  well  as  the  House 
Permanent  Select  Committee  on  Intelligence.  Representative  Rooney 
visited  South  Sudan  on  April  8.  During  his  one-day  visit  to  the  capital, 

Juba,  he  visited  a  UN  protection  of  civilians  site  and  spoke  with 
internally  displaced  persons,  and  he  met  with  U.S.  Embassy  Juba, 
humanitarian  organizations,  and  the  South  Sudanese  First  Vice 
President  and  President  (in  separate  meetings).  According  to  Rooney's 
staff,  Rooney  told  South  Sudanese  leadership  that  they  should  not 
necessarily  count  on  the  support  of  the  Trump  administration  while 
the  government  has  not  demonstrated  any  will  to  improve  the 
situation  in  South  Sudan.  He  reinforced  that  the  famine  in  South 
Sudan  was  manmade  and  urged  South  Sudanese  leaders  to  stop 
blaming  others  for  the  present  situation. 

We  recommend  you  mostly  be  in  listening  mode  but  let  Rooney  know 
that  the  administration  is  in  the  process  of  reviewing  how  best  to 
address  the  peace  and  security  challenges  and  humanitarian  situation 
in  South  Sudan.  Rooney  also  wants  you  to  know  that  he  can  offer  his 
support  in  Congress  as  you  move  forward  on  South  Sudan.  Rooney  will 
likely  tell  you  that  he  believes  there  is  value  in  deployment  of  the 
Regional  Protection  Force  (a  4,000-person  force  authorized  by  the 
Council  in  August  2016  but  not  yet  deployed).  He  may  also  press  you 
on  an  arms  embargo,  and  may  recommend  using  the  arms  embargo 
as  leverage  to  get  the  government  to  allow  the  Regional  Protection 
Force.  He  is  also  likely  to  urge  you  to  support  keeping  open  the 
protection  of  civilians  sites  (UN-protection  sites  where  220,000 
civilians  are  sheltering).

Background:  MINURSO  (UN  Mission  for  the  Referendum  in  Western 
Sa hara) 

*  Through  its  "good  offices”  function,  the  UN  has  been  seeking  a 
settlement  in  Western  Sahara  since  the  withdrawal  of  Spain  in  1975 
and  subsequent  Moroccan  invasion  of  the  territory.  In  1991, 

MINURSO  was  established  through  UN  Security  Council  resolution  690 
(1991)  in  accordance  with  settlement  proposals  accepted  by  both 
parties,  Morocco  and  the  Polisario.  Originally  established  to  provide  a 
transition  period  and  prepare  for  a  referendum  in  which  the  people  of 
Western  Sahara  would  choose  between  independence  and 
integration  with  Morocco,  the  mission’s  mandate  has  evolved 
significantly  since  1991. 

*  We  are  the  penholder.  On  April  30,  2016,  in  resolution  2285  (2016), 
the  UNSC  extended  the  mandate  of  MINURSO  for  one  year  in  one  of 
the  most  controversial  mandate  renewals  of  the  year.  It  was  adopted 
with  10  votes  in  favor,  two  against  (Uruguay  and  Venezuela),  and 
three  abstentions  (Angola,  New  Zealand,  and  Russia).  Those  who 
abstained  and  voted  no  stated  they  did  so  because  the  resolution  did 
not  hold  Morocco  accountable  for  the  expulsion  of  MINURSO  civilian 
staff  in  March  2016.  France,  a  staunch  supporter  of  Morocco, 
prevented  harder  language  from  being  included  during  negotiations. 

*  MINURSO,  with  an  annual  budget  of  $57  million,  has  214  military 
observers  and  27  troops  charged  with  patrolling  both  sides  of  a  1,700 
mile-long  sand  berm  separating  the  two  sides  of  the  conflict.  They  are 
unarmed  and  supported  by  71  international  staff  and  159  local  civilian 
staff. 

*  During  the  Deep  Dive,  Amy  Tachco  and  Leslie  Ordeman  will  discuss 
the  Western  Sahara  conflict,  the  role  of  the  Personal  Envoy  of  the 
Secretary  General  to  find  a  political  solution,  and  the  role  of  MINURSO 
in  monitoring  the  thirty-year-old  ceasefire.

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While  violence  was  unfolding,  UNMISS  was  blocked  for  almost  a  week 
from  traveling  to  areas  in  the  Equatorias  (southern  South  Sudan)  after 
reports  of  fighting.  Similar  obstructions  occurred  in  areas  where 
fighting  occurred  in  the  west  and  east  of  South  Sudan.  Deployment  of 
the  Regional  Protection  Force  continues  slowly  and  there  is  now 
indication  that  deployment  of  a  vanguard  unit  will  be  delayed  further 
than  the  early  May  timeframe  we  were  told  earlier. 

At  a  Summit  of  regional  leaders  on  March  25,  the  Government  of 
South  Sudan  agreed  to  declare  a  unilateral  ceasefire,  but  has  not  done 
so.  Armed  opposition  leader  Riek  Machar  rejected  a  request  on  April  1 
to  declare  a  unilateral  ceasefire.  In  recent  weeks,  several  members  of 
Congress  and  U.S.  officials  have  visited  South  Sudan  and  have  told 
President  Kiir  that  U.S.  generosity  is  not  infinite  in  the  current  budget 
climate  and  that  the  absence  of  meaningful  progress  on  conflict 
resolution,  and  the  government’s  continued  harassment  of 
humanitarians,  will  make  South  Sudan  a  poor  candidate  when  it 
comes  time  for  the  United  States  to  decide  how  to  apportion 
assistance. 

Given  the  briefing  by  the  Chair  of  the  South  Sudan  sanctions 
committee  and  the  upcoming  South  Sudan  sanctions  mandate 
renewal  (May  31),  some  Council  members  are  likely  to  state  their 
position  on  an  arms  embargo  and  sanctions  during  the  meeting.  We 
can  anticipate  that  Russia  and  Egypt  will  not  express  support  for  these 
measures.

Background  on  World  Jewish  Congress  Event: 


*  The  World  Jewish  Congress  (WJC)  is  a  major  international 
organization  of  Jewish  communities  and  leaders  from  throughout  the 
world.  It  is  truly  an  international  group,  representing  Jewish 
communities  in  100  countries.  This  is  not  a  grassroots  group  like 
AIPAC,  but  it  is  a  high  level  group  in  the  pro-Israel  and  Jewish 
communities. 


*  Every  four  years  they  have  a  plenary  conference  and  elect  their 
leadership.  This  time  the  conference  is  in  New  York.  There  will  be 
around  500  leaders  from  some  90  countries. 


*  Secretary  General  Guterres  is  addressing  the  group  on  Sunday. 
Several  members  of  Congress  and  Amb.  Danon  will  address  them  as 
well. 

*  The  President  of  WJC  is  Ronald  Lauder.  You  and  I  met  with  him  in 
your  office,  where  he  asked  you  to  speak  at  this  event.  Recall  that 
Lauder  is  close  with  Jason  Greenblatt,  and  that  he  speaks  with 
President  Trump  about  the  I srae l-Palestinian  peace  negotiations.

It's  always  a  special  treat  for  me  to  be  in  the  company  of  the  Jewish 
community.  One  of  the  reasons  why  is  that  Jewish  communities  and 
Indian  communities  are  really  very  similar. 

Both  of  us  are  very  close  knit,  very  family  oriented.  We  have  strong 
work  ethics.  We  highly  value  education  for  our  children.  On  a  side 
note,  we're  also  both  stubborn,  and  neither  of  us  back  down  from  a 
fight. 

I'm  particularly  happy  to  speak  today  following  Secretary  General 
Guterres's  appearance  here  on  Sunday  -  the  first  for  a  UN  Secretary 
General  at  a  World  Jewish  Congress  conference.  Secretary  General 
Guterres  is  a  good  partner.  He  is  committed  to  fighting  anti-Semitism 
and  bigotry  in  all  its  forms.  We  are  fortunate  to  have  him  at  the  UN. 

It's  still  early  in  my  time  as  ambassador,  but  I  think  I  can  safely  say 
that  it's  a  new  day  for  Israel  at  the  United  Nations.  I  know  it's  a  new 
day  for  Israel  at  the  U.S.  Mission  to  the  United  Nations. 

Before  I  was  confirmed  as  ambassador,  I  watched  in  horror  as  the 
Security  Council  passed  resolution  2334-  and  the  U.S.  stood  by  and 
allowed  it  to  happen. 

I  can  say  with  complete  and  total  confidence  that  those  days  are  over. 

The  United  States  will  no  longer  be  silent  as  Israel  is  unfairly  attacked 
at  the  United  Nations.  Silence  is  not  my  thing  anyway,  but  that’s 
especially  true  when  it  comes  to  standing  up  for  America’s  friends. 

And  we  have  no  better  friend  in  the  Middle  East  than  Israel. 

The  anti-Israel  bias  that  has  existed  for  so  long  at  the  UN  is  cut  from 
the  same  cloth  as  the  BDS  movement  and  the  global  rise  in  anti- 
Semitism. 

They  all  seek  to  deny  Israel's  right  to  exist.  They  are  all  efforts  to 
intimidate  herfriends  and  embolden  her  enemies. 

The  UN  charter  commits  member  states  to  quote  "respect  for  human 
rights  and  for  fundamental  freedoms  for  all  without  distinction  as  to 
race,  sex,  language,  or  religion.”  Unquote 
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Everyone  pays  lip  service  to  these  words,  of  course.  Everyone  claims 
to  support  human  rights. 

But  when  it  comes  time  to  single  out  a  country  for  violating  these 
rights  ...  the  amount  of  hypocrisy  is  just  unbelievable. 

Israel  is  singled  out  more  than  Iran,  Syria,  and  North  Korea.  It's  just 
shocking,  and  it  undermines  the  entire  credibility  of  the  UN. 

However,  pushing  back  against  this  bias  is  easier  than  many  people 
think. 

There's  really  no  magic  to  it.  All  you  have  to  do  is  tell  the  truth. 

The  truth  is  there  is  only  one  true  democracy  in  the  Middle  East. 

There  is  only  one  country  in  the  region  that  grants  equal  justice  under 
the  law. 

There  is  only  one  country  that  fully  respects  the  rights  of  women  and 
religious  minorities. 

As  long  as  I'm  America’s  representative  at  the  UN,  I  am  going  to  stand 
for  human  rights  and  I  am  going  to  stand  for  the  truth.  And  that 
means  I  am  going  to  stand  for  Israel. 

I  felt  the  same  way  when  I  was  governor  of  South  Carolina. 

I'm  proud  that  my  home  state  led  the  nation  in  taking  on  the  BDS 
movement.  We  passed  a  law  in  2015  that  unapologetically  upholds 
the  values  that  Israel  and  the  United  States  share.  We  were  the  first  in 
the  nation  to  do  that. 

We  said  we  will  not  use  taxpayer  funds  to  do  business  with  any 
company  that  discriminates  on  the  basis  of  race,  color,  religion, 
gender,  or  national  origin.  And  make  no  mistake,  that  is  exactly  what 
the  BDS  movement  does. 

Getting  rid  of  Israel-bias  at  the  UN  is  closely  connected  to  getting  rid 
of  the  Israel  obsession  at  the  UN. 

Every  month  the  Security  Council  convenes  a  meeting  on  the  Middle 
East.  And  every  month  this  meeting  turns  into  an  Israel-bashing 
session. 

The  Middle  East  is  a  region  that  is  home  to  a  disproportionate  number 
of  the  conflicts  in  the  world,  and  those  conflicts  have  nothing  to  do 
with  Israel.  That  is  not  where  our  focus  should  be. 

The  United  States  is  the  president  of  the  UN  Security  Council  this 
month,  so  I  get  to  chair  the  Security  Council  meetings.  Well,  last  week 
I  decided  that  if  I  was  going  to  be  chairing  this  meeting  on  the  Middle 
East,  I  was  not  going  to  be  part  of  the  same  old  tired  talking  points. 

I  told  my  colleagues  that  if  we  were  going  to  speak  honestly  about 
conflict  in  the  Middle  East,  we  had  to  start  with  who  is  most 
responsible  for  that  conflict.  The  responsible  party  is  Iran. 
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Iran  and  its  terrorist  militia  partner  Hizballah  conspire  together  to 
destabilize  the  Middle  East. 

In  Lebanon,  Hizballah  uses  civilian  men,  women,  and  children  to  shield 
its  illegal  arsenals  of  rockets. 

In  Syria,  Hizballah  -  under  Iran's  instruction -fights  side-by-side  with 
Assad  as  they  slaughter  the  Syrian  people. 

Iran  is  the  threat  that  should  be  taking  up  the  time  of  the  Security 
Council.  Hizballah  is  the  destabilizing  force  that  should  be  the  focus  of 
our  monthly  meetings. 

Together,  Iran  and  Hizballah  are  the  source  of  human  rights  violations 
and  security  threats.  That  should  be  the  "obsession"  of  the  United 
Nations.  That  was  my  message  to  the  Security  Council  last  week.  I 
hope  they  take  it  to  heart.  But  the  United  States  is  not  waiting  to 
focus  its  attention  and  its  power  on  the  real  source  of  instability  in  the 
Middle  East. 

As  with  the  issue  of  human  rights  and  Israel,  it  is  the  simple  truth  that 
will  guide  the  United  States  policy  toward  Iran  -  both  inside  the  UN 
and  out. 

The  truth  is  that  Iran  is  the  world's  number  one  state  sponsor  of 
terrorism. 

The  truth  is  that  Iran  is  the  number  one  source  of  instability  in  the 
Middle  East. 

The  facts  are  this:  Israel  hasthe  right  to  exist  in  peace  and  security. 
Israel  is  America's  best  friend  in  the  Middle  East.  Israel  and  America 
both  seek  peace.  Anti-Semitism  must  be  ended  in  all  of  its  forms  in 
every  place  on  the  planet. 

My  job  is  simply  to  stand  for  the  truth.  I  am  grateful  to  the  World 
Jewish  Congress  for  being  a  partner  in  this  noble  cause.

Ra'ed  Saleh  leads  the  White  Helmets,  a  2,800+  volunteer  force  of 
emergency  responders  who  have  saved  more  than  60,000  lives  since 
the  Syrian  crisis  began.  As  head  of  the  White  Helmets,  he  focuses 
largely  on  delivering  aid,  ensuring  that  White  Helmets  offices  have  the 
supplies  they  need,  and  coordinating  with  aid  groups  in  Turkey. 

Saleh  was  born  and  raised  in  Jisr  al-Shughour,  Idlib  Province.  Before 
the  war,  he  worked  as  a  businessman  who  sold  electrical  and 
electronics  equipment.  When  the  revolution  began  in  2011,  he  joined 
the  peaceful  protests  that  swept  across  Syria.  After  his  hometown  was 
overrun  by  the  Syrian  army,  he  sought  shelter  with  his  family  in 
Turkey.

Akbaruddin  is  a  civil  servant.  Akbaruddin  was  the  official 
spokesperson  of  the  Ministry  of  External  Affairs  of  India  from  January 
2012  to  April  2015.  He  headed  the  External  Publicity  and  Public 
Diplomacy  division  of  the  Ministry  of  External  Affairs  in  the  capacity  of 
Joint  Secretary  to  Government  of  India.  He  was  also  the  chief 
coordinator  for  the  I nd ia-Africa  Summit  in  October  2015.  He  was  later 
Additional  Secretary  in  the  Ministry  of  External  Affairs  (India)  from 
April  2015  to  September  2015.  In  November  2015,  Akbaruddin  was 
appointed  as  India's  permanent  representative  to  the  United  Nations 
in  New  York. 


April  4  Remarks  on  India-Pakistan: 


QUESTION:  My  name  is  Deepak  Korora  (ph).  I  am  from  New  Delhi, 
India  with  the  Tribune  Online.  I'm  the  diplomatic  editor  there.  I've 
covered  diplomacy  for  the  past  20,  30  years,  but  I'm  amazed  by  your 
comments  in  the  past  few  days.  And  - 
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AMBASSADOR  HALEY:  Am  I  not  diplomatic  enough? 

QUESTION:  No.  Of  course.  (Laughter.) 

QUESTION:  And  if  I  could  borrow  words  of  President  Trump,  it  seems 
like  you  are  going  to  make  UN  great  again.  Okay.  So  coming  to 
terrorism,  I  saw  your  tweet  on  that.  And  you  said  you  would  like  to 
make  -  to  name  countries.  Now,  our  part  of  the  world  also  has  been 
facing  the  problem,  and  PresidentTrump  and  Prime  Minister  Modi 
have  talked  to  each  other  on  this.  And  terrorism  is  a  big  issue.  And  do 
you  think  we  -  there  have  been  attempts  in  the  past  to  name  a  few 
terrorists  in  the  UN  list.  But  it  has  been  scuttled  by  another  B5 
country,  by  a  veto  vote.  I  would  like  to  hear  your  views  on  it.  How 
would  you  like  to  tackle  it  as  the  President  of  the  UN  Security  Council? 

AMBASSADOR  HALEY:  Well,  I  think  that  the  administration  very  much 
is  looking  at  all  of  these  avenues.  And  some  of  the  things  we've  talked 
about  is  sanctions  and  who's  on  the  list  and  how  we've  managed  that, 
and  I  think  that's  part  of  what  we're  going  to  try  and  find  our  place 
with,  is  that  we  do  want  to  make  sure  that  we're  calling  out  those  that 
we  need  to  call  out.  We  do  want  to  make  sure  that  we’re  leading 
towards  a  result  and  not  sitting  back  and  allowing  things  to  happen. 

I  think  you  are  obviously  seeing  a  more  aggressive  administration 
because  we  feel  like  in  order  to  lead,  we  need  to  act,  and  in  order  to 
act,  we  need  to  make  sure  that  we  have  those  conversations  with  the 
National  Security  Council.  And  we  are  having  those  conversations  with 
the  National  Security  Council. 

So  as  we  go  forward,  I  th ink you'l I  see,  just  in  the  two  months,  a  lot 
has  already  happened  and  a  lot  will  continue  to  happen.  But  it  is  all 
about  how  we  can  make  sure  we're  moving  the  ball.  Are  we  going  to 
have  people  that  veto  certain  issues?  Yes.  But  that  doesn't  preclude 
the  United  States  from  acting,  and  it  certainly  doesn't  preclude  us 
from  trying  to  see  if  we  can  change  that  as  well.  So  our  goal  is  to  get 
more  done  together  that  we  do  separately.  If  we  can't  get  it  done 
separately,  then  we  just  move  in  another  direction  to  still  get  the 
same  things  done. 


QUESTION:  Thank  you  very  much.  Madam  Ambassador,  my  name  is 
Masoud  Hetter(ph).  I  represent  daily  Dawn  Newspaper  of  Pakistan. 

As  you  know  that  India  and  Pakistan  have  been  daggers-drawn  on 
Kashmir  issue.  And  recently,  more  than  ever  before,  there  are  human 
rights  abuses  in  occupied  Kashmir,  even  when  Prime  Minister  Modi 
went  day  before  yesterday  to  Kashmir.  The  whole  of  -  the  whole  of 
Kashmir  Valley  shut  down.  Can  United  States  make  any  effort  to  get 
these  two  together  to  talk  peace?  Because  India  does  not  want  to 
have  an  interlocutor.  Pakistan  agrees  to  an  interlocutor  that  yes,  we 
will  accept  United  States  as  interlocutor  or  any  other  country.  But 
India  doesn't.  So  what  do  you  think  you  can  do  to  bring  these  two 
enemies  together?  Thank  you. 

AMBASSADOR  HALEY:  I  think  it's  absolutely  right,  and  this 
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administration  is  concerned  about  the  relationship  between  India  and 
Pakistan,  and  very  much  wants  to  see  how  we  de-escalate  any  sort  of 
conflict  going  forward.  So  I  would  expect  that  the  administration  is 
going  to  be  in  talks  and  try  and  find  its  place  to  be  a  part  of  that.  We 
don't  think  we  should  wait  until  something  happens.  We  very  much 
think  that  we  should  be  proactive  in  the  way  that  we're  seeing 
tensions  rise  and  conflicts  start  to  bubble  up.  And  so  we  want  to  see  if 
we  can  be  a  part  of  that.  So  I  think  that  that  will  be  something  that 
you  will  see  members  of  the  National  Security  Council  participate  in, 
but  also  wouldn't  be  surprised  if  the  President  participates  in  that  as 
well.

After  Nikki  Haley's  comment,  US  says  India,  Pakistan  should  talk 
directly  to  each  other

The  United  States  on  Tuesday  said  India  and  Pakistan  should  resolve 
their  differences  through  "direct  dialogue",  indicating  continuity  in  its 
stated  position,  contrary  to  the  shift  suggested  by  its  ambassador  to 
UN,  Nikki  Haley. 

The  45-year-old  Haley  surprised  both  Indians  and  Americans  when  at 
a  news  conference  on  Monday  she  said  the  US  under  President 
Donald  Trump  would  like  to  "find  its  place"  in  efforts  to  de-escalate 
tensions  between  the  two  Asian  neighbours. 

"We  encourage  India  and  Pakistan  to  engage  in  direct  dialogue  aimed 
at  reducing  tensions,"  a  US  state  department  spokesperson  said  on 
Tuesday. 

The  normalisation  of  ties  was  vital  to  both  the  countries  as  well  as  the 
region.  Closer  regional  economic  ties  could  create  jobs,  lower 
inflation,  and  increase  energy  supply. 

"We  have  and  continue  to  encourage  India  and  Pakistan  to  work 
together  to  resolve  any  differences,"  the  spokesperson  said. 

Haley,  who  will  be  the  UN  security  council  president  for  the  month  of 
April,  had  said  the  US  should  be  "proactive"  in  its  efforts  to  de- 
escalate  India-Pakistan  tension  and  "we  don't  think  we  should  wait  till 
something  happens".  It  wasn't  clear  then  if  that  was  the  position  of 
the  Trump  administration,  as  it  marked  a  significant  policy  shift. 

The  US  has  long  maintained,  at  the  insistence  of  New  Delhi,  that  India 
and  Pakistan  should  settle  their  dispute  bilaterally. 

India  has  steadfastly  opposed  third  party  mediation  and  said  so  again 
on  Tuesday,  the  day  after  Haley's  remarks. 

Addressing  a  news  conference  at  the  UN,  Hailey  had  said,  "It's 
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absolutely  right  that  this  administration  is  concerned  about  the 
relationship  between  India  and  Pakistan  and  very  much  wants  to  see 
how  we  de-escalate  any  sort  of  conflict  going  forward. 

"So  I  would  expect  that  the  administration  is  going  to  be  in  talks  and 
try  and  find  its  place  to  be  a  part  of  that  and  we  don't  think  we  should 
wait  till  something  happens..." 

The  suggestion  was  that  the  Trump  administration  could  insert  itself 
into  the  South  Asian  dispute  or,  at  the  very  least,  the  US  envoy  to  the 
UN  was  strongly  advocating  it  should. 

India  shot  down  Hailey's  suggestion,  saying,  "Government’s  position 
for  bilateral  redressal  of  all  India-Pakistan  issues  in  an  environment 
free  of  terror  and  violence  hasn't  changed.” 

The  US  was  not  planning  to  seek  a  change  either,  as  the  state 
department  spokesperson  said,  despite  the  remarks  of  the  country's 
new  ambassador  to  the  UN  who  has  not  been  afraid  to  take  policy 
positions  contrary  to  that  of  the  president. 

Was  she  taking  a  contrary  position  on  India  as  well,  then? 

The  Trump  administration  has  let  India  know  the  president  had  no 
intention  of  involving  himself  or  the  US  into  the  conflict  as  a  mediator 
or  a  peace-maker,  according  to  officials  in  New  Delhi  who  spoke  on 
condition  of  anonymity. 

New  Delhi  first  raised  the  issue  with  the  new  administration  in  January 
after  Trump,  then  president-elect,  was  seen  to  be  signalling  a  desire 
to  mediate  in  a  call  with  Pakistan's  Prime  Minister  Nawaz  Sharif. 

"I  am  ready  and  willing  to  play  any  role  that  you  want  me  to  play  to 
address  and  find  solutions  to  the  outstanding  problems,"  Trump  had 
said,  according  to  a  transcript  released  by  Pakistan.  "It  will  be  an 
honor  and  I  will  personally  do  it." 

New  Delhi,  which  has  been  engaging  the  new  administration  in  a 
series  of  meetings,  was  alarmed  and  checked.  "We  were  told  by  those 
close  to  the  administration  the  president  was  not  interested,"  said  an 
official. 

And  that  remains  the  situation,  as  reiterated  by  the  US  on  Tuesday

Background:  UN  Under-Secretary  General  (USG)  for  Humanitarian 
Affairs,  Stephen  O'Brien,  will  brief  the  Council  in  the  Open  Chamber 
on  the  deteriorating  humanitarian  situation  in  many  parts  of  the 
country.  Your  remarks  focus  Assad's  continued  use  of  siege-and- 
starve  tactics  and  refusal  to  grant  life-saving  humanitarian  access  to 
besieged  areas. 

Humanitarian  Situation:  At  least  13.5  million  people  in  Syria  require 
humanitarian  assistance— two-thirds  of  the  remaining  population. 

This  includes  6  million  people  in  "acute"  need  (wholly  dependent  on 
aid)  and  an  estimated  643,700  people  living  in  13  besieged  areas. 

Access  to  date  in  2017  is  at  abysmal  levels.  Since  January,  the  UN  has 
been  able  to  reach  fewer  than  13  percent  of  the  4.9  million  people  in 
besieged  and  hard-to-reach  areas.  This  is  due  to  the  Syrian 
Government's  repeated  denials  of  UN  requests,  their  artificial  claims 
that  the  UN  is  overestimating  the  number  of  people  in  need,  and  their 
removal  of  supplies  from  convoys.  The  Syrian  regime  has  also  refused 
to  grant  the  UN  access  to  any  areas  that  it  is  besieging.  Medicine  and 
medical  supplies  continue  to  be  removed  from  convoys. 

Evacuation  Agreements:  Last  month,  Iran  and  Qatar  brokered  an 
agreement  for  the  evacuation  of  the  "Four  Towns”— two  besieged  by 
Hizbal la h  (Madaya  and  Zabadani)  and  two  Shia-majority  towns 
besieged  by  Al-Nusra  Front  (Foah  and  Kafraya).  The  agreement 
reportedly  covered  up  to  30,000  people  and  would  result  in  a  near- 
complete  evacuation  of  the  four  towns.  (As  with  nearly  every  previous 
"reconciliation"  agreement  in  Syria,  the  UN  was  cut  out  of 
negotiations  and  is  not  supervising  the  evacuations.  These  deals 
essentially  amount  to  forced  demographic  change.)  On  April  15, 
during  the  second  round  of  evacuations  from  the  "Four  Towns",  a  car 
bomb  exploded  at  the  Al  Rashedeen  exchange  point,  killing  130 
people— including  67  children— and  injured  275  others.  No  group  has 
claimed  responsibility.  However,  the  VBIED  attack  appeared  to  be 
targeting  a  group  of  people  from  Foah  and  Kafraya,  besieged  towns 
aligned  with  the  regime. 

Battlefield  Update:  Violence  across  Syria  remains  high.  Over  the 
weekend,  the  Syrian  military  and  its  allies  continued  to  push  back 
recent  opposition  gains  using  "scorched  earth"  techniques  that 
include  phosphorous  and  incendiary  bombs  in  civilian  areas,  according 
to  opposition  sources.  The  main  Damascus  suburb  still  held  by  the 
opposition,  Eastern  Ghouta,  has  also  seen  heavy  fighting  as  the 
regime  and  its  allies  chip  away  at  the  opposition’s  territory  there.  The 
Syrian  regime  has  targeted  and  shut  down  many  smuggling  tunnels 
into  the  area  that  had  previously  facilitated  a  flow  of  food  and  medical 
supplies.  In  the  counter-ISIS  fight,  the  Syrian  Democratic  Forces  (SDF) 
led  by  Syrian  Kurds  have  made  progress  in  the  fight  for  Tabqa,  a 
strategic  town  34  miles  east  of  Raqqah.  On  April  25,  Turkish  military 
jets  struck  Kurdish  forces  in  Syria  and  Iraq,  citing  self-defense  against 
Kurdish  terrorist  activities  in  Turkey.  Strikes  in  Syria  targeted  the  YPG, 
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a  Kurdish  militia  that  plays  an  important  role  in  the  fight  against  ISIS. 
The  Turks  probably  did  this  to  send  the  United  States  a  warning, 
discouraging  cooperation  with  the  Syrian  Kurds  in  the  counter-ISIS 
campaign. 

Political  Developments:  On  April  19,  Russia,  Turkey,  and  Iran 
concluded  a  round  of  technical  Astana-process  talks  in  Iran.  They  are 
trying  to  finalize  a  monitoring  and  verification  mechanism  for  the 
tattered  ceasefire.  The  next  round  of  official  talks  in  Astana  will  take 
place  in  early  May,  before  UN  Special  Envoy  Staffan  de  Mistura  aims 
to  host  the  next  round  of  talks  in  Geneva  probably  in  mid-May. 

While  the  Syrian  regime  continues  to  stall,  block,  and  obstruct 
negotiations,  its  brutal  tactics  on  the  ground  continue.  Russia  and 
Iran's  support  for  the  Assad  regime  appears  ironclad  -  regardless  of 
regime  actions.  As  the  political  process  stagnates,  violence  on  the 
ground  continues  unabated  and  Iran  and  Russia's  increased  support 
for  the  brutal  regime  has  only  forced  the  moderate  opposition  groups 
to  cooperate  with  Al-Qaeda  out  of  desperation.

Boris  Johnson 

UK  Secretary  for  Foreign  and  Commonwealth  Affairs 

Boris  Johnson,  one  of  the  UK's  most  recognizable  politicians,  has 
served  as  Secretary  of  State  for  Foreign  and  Commonwealth  Affairs 
Linder  UK  Prime  Minister  Theresa  May  since  July  2016.  In  2016, 
Johnson  was  the  leading  spokesman  for  the  "Leave"  campaign  in  the 
run-up  to  the  UK's  national  referendum  on  whether  the  UK  should 
remain  a  member  of  the  European  Union  ("Brexit").  Johnson  had  been 
a  favorite  to  serve  as  Prime  Minister  after  UK  voters  narrowly  voted  to 
leave  the  EU,  but  Theresa  May  became  Conservative  Party  leader  and 
Prime  Minister  instead  after  Conservative  Party  infighting.  His 
bumbling  demeanor  and  occasionally  irreverent  remarks  have  made 
him  a  perennial  favorite  for  the  British  media. 

In  1997,  Johnson  lost  his  first  election  for  the  Flouse  of  Commons,  his 
initial  foray  into  UK  politics.  Fie  later  won  a  seat  in  2001  as  a 
Conservative  candidate  representing  a  district  near  London.  He 
survived  a  number  of  political  scandals  and  was  reelected  to  his 
parliamentary  seat  in  2005.  Johnson  was  elected  Mayor  of  London  in 
2008  and  reelected  in  2012.  In  2015,  he  returned  to  the  House  of 
Commons  when  the  Conservative  Party  captured  its  first  clear 
parliamentary  majority  since  the  1990s. 

Johnson  was  born  in  1964  in  New  York  City,  although  he  later 
renounced  his  U.S.  citizenship.  As  a  child,  he  lived  in  New  York  City, 
London,  and  Brussels  before  attending  Oxford.  He  worked  briefly  in 
consulting  and  then  in  journalism  from  1987-2005.  He  has  written 
numerous  books,  including  a  biography  of  Winston  Churchill  and  a 
historical  survey  of  the  Roman  Empire.

Fumio  Kishida 
Japanese  Foreign  Minister 

Fumio  Kishida  was  born  in  1957  and  is  a  Japanese  politician  in  the 
House  of  Representatives  of  the  Japanese  Diet  (parliament)  as  a 
leading  member  of  the  ruling  conservative  Liberal  Democratic  Party 
(LDP).  He  has  been  serving  as  Prime  Minister  Shinzo  Abe's  foreign 
minister  since  2012.  Kishida  was  born  in  Hiroshima  into  family  of 
Japanese  politicians  and  graduated  from  Waseda  University  in  1982. 
He  was  first  elected  into  the  lower  house  in  1993.  He  previously 
served  in  Prime  Minister  Abe's  first,  short-lived  cabinet  (2006)  and 
continued  in  the  cabinet  of  Prime  Minister  Yasuo  Fukuda  (2007-2008), 
who  succeeded  Abe,  as  minister  of  state  for  Okinawa  and  northern 
territories  affairs,  science  and  technology  policy,  quality-of-life  policy, 
and  regulatory  reform.  He  is  married  with  three  sons.

Boris  Johnson 

UK  Secretary  for  Foreign  and  Commonwealth  Affairs 

Boris  Johnson,  one  of  the  UK's  most  recognizable  politicians,  has 
served  as  Secretary  of  State  for  Foreign  and  Commonwealth  Affairs 
under  UK  Prime  Minister  Theresa  May  since  July  2016.  In  2016, 

Johnson  was  the  leading  spokesman  for  the  "Leave”  campaign  in  the 
run-up  to  the  UK's  national  referendum  on  whether  the  UK  should 
remain  a  member  of  the  European  Union  ("Brexit").  Johnson  had  been 
a  favorite  to  serve  as  Prime  Minister  after  UK  voters  narrowly  voted  to 
leave  the  EU,  but  Theresa  May  became  Conservative  Party  leader  and 
Prime  Minister  instead  after  Conservative  Party  infighting.  His 
bumbling  demeanor  and  occasionally  irreverent  remarks  have  made 
him  a  perennial  favorite  for  the  British  media. 

In  1997,  Johnson  lost  his  first  election  for  the  Flouse  of  Commons,  his 
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initial  foray  into  UK  politics.  He  later  won  a  seat  in  2001  as  a 
Conservative  candidate  representing  a  district  near  London.  He 
survived  a  number  of  political  scandals  and  was  reelected  to  his 
parliamentary  seat  in  2005.  Johnson  was  elected  Mayor  of  London  in 
2008  and  reelected  in  2012.  In  2015,  he  returned  to  the  House  of 
Commons  when  the  Conservative  Party  captured  its  first  clear 
parliamentary  majority  since  the  1990s. 

Johnson  was  born  in  1964  in  New  York  City,  although  he  later 
renounced  his  U.S.  citizenship.  As  a  child,  he  lived  in  New  York  City, 
London,  and  Brussels  before  attending  Oxford.  He  worked  briefly  in 
consulting  and  then  in  journalism  from  1987-2005.  He  has  written 
numerous  books,  including  a  biography  of  Winston  Churchill  and  a 
historical  survey  of  the  Roman  Empire.

Background:  May  will  be  Uruguay's  second  turn  in  the  presidency  seat 
during  its  current  Security  Council  term.  The  Council  will  be  dark 
during  the  first  week  of  May.  The  Security  Council  retreat  with  the 
Secretary-General  will  take  place  May  1-2  on  Long  Island,  after  which 
the  Council  will  depart  for  its  mission  to  Colombia  from  May  3-6.  The 
rest  of  the  month  will  be  busy,  with  Council  meetings  scheduled  for  all 
but  a  few  working  days. 
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COUNCIL  MEETINGS 

May  1-2  -  Security  Council  Retreat:  The  annual  Security  Council 
Retreat  with  the  Secretary-General  will  be  held  on  May  1-2  at  the 
Greentree  Estate  in  Manhasset,  Long  Island.  Now  in  its  18th  year,  this 
retreat  is  designed  to  promote  freer  discussion  among  the  Council  and 
Secretary-General.  The  UN  has  identified  two  subjects  that  the  two 
main  sessions  will  focus  on:  "the  complexity  and  changing  nature  of 
peace  operations";  and  the  Council's  role  in  "authorizing  and 
supporting  regional  forces."  In  addition  to  Council  PermReps  and  the 
Secretary-General,  the  USGs  from  DPA,  DPKO  and  DFS  will  attend. 

May  3-6  -  Security  Council  Mission  to  Colombia:  Uruguay  and  the  UK 
will  lead  this  Council  mission,  which  will  focus  on  implementation  of 
the  peace  process  and  the  work  of  the  special  political  mission  (SPM) 
there.  The  SPM,  established  in  2016,  is  responsible  for  the  monitoring 
and  verification  of  the  laying  down  of  arms  and  -  as  the  international 
component  of  a  tripartite  mechanism  composed  of  the  FARC  rebel 
group,  Government  of  Colombia,  and  unarmed  UN  military  observers 
-  monitoring  and  verifying  the  definitive  bilateral  ceasefire  and 
cessation  of  hostilities  agreed  to  by  the  parties.  The  Council  will  visit 
Bogota  and  a  demobilization  zone  in  a  rural  region  in  Colombia,  and 
meet  with  senior  UN,  Government,  civil  society,  and  high-level  FARC 
officials  (we  have  been  carefully  vetting  all  FARC  scenarios  with  Legal 
and  State). 
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May  8  -  Libya  International  Criminal  Court  (ICC)  Briefing:  International 
Criminal  Court  Prosecutor  Fatou  Bensouda  will  address  the  Council.  In 
this  biannual  briefing,  she  will  discuss  the  Libya  situation  and  need  for 
Libya  to  cooperate  with  the  ICC.  She  may  also  brief  on  the  recent 
unsealing  of  a  new  arrest  warrant  for  a  Qaddafi-era  figure. 

May  9  -  UN-EU  Cooperation  Briefing:  Federica  Mogherini  -  High 
Representative  of  the  European  Union  for  Foreign  Affairs  and  Security 
Policy  and  Vice-President  of  the  European  Commission  (basically  the 
EU's  Foreign  Minister)  -  will  brief  on  EU  conflict  prevention  and 
mediation  efforts  in  the  Balkans,  Ukraine,  Georgia,  Cyprus,  Moldova, 

Azerbaijan,  and  Armenia,  and  partnering  with  the  UN  in  these  and 
other  conflicts  of  concern  to  the  EU,  including  Syria,  Iran,  and  the 
DPRK,  and  PKOs  in  Africa. 

May  11  -CT  Committees  Briefing:  This  meeting  consists  of  a  joint 
open  briefing  by  the  three  counter-terrorism  committees:  the 
1267/1989/2253  Al-Qaeda  and  ISIS  Sanctions  Committee,  the  1373 
Counter-Terrorism  Committee  (CTC)  and  the  1540  Non-Proliferation 
Committee.  The  three  Chairs  of  the  committees  (Kazakh  PermRep 
Umarov  for  1267/1989/2253,  Bolivian  PermRep  Uorenty  for  1540,  and 
Egyptian  PermRep  Aboulatta  for  1373  CT)  will  deliver  their  remarks 
separately. 

May  11- Lebanon  (1559  Report)  Consultations:  USG  for  Political 
Affairs  Jeff  Feltman  will  brief  the  Council  on  the  twice-annual  report 
on  implementation  of  Resolution  1559.  Feltman  will  highlight  that  key 
demands  of  the  resolution  remain  unfulfilled  -  in  particular,  the 
disarmament  of  Hizballah.  He  will  also  talk  about  the  status  of 
Lebanon's  parliamentary  elections,  which  are  scheduled  for  June. 

May  15  -  Sexual  Violence  in  Conflict  (SVC)  Open  Debate:  This  meeting, 
to  focus  on  SVC  as  a  tactic  of  war  and  terrorism,  will  be  one  of 
Uruguay's  two  signature  events;  although  it  is  not  a  ministerial,  their 
Vice  Foreign  Minister  will  chair  it.  Deputy  Secretary-General  Amina 
Mohammed  (TBC)  will  brief  on  the  effects  of  sexual  violence  in 
conflict  and  the  efforts  being  made  to  address  it;  other  briefers 
include  Acting  SRSG  for  SVC  Adama  Dieng,  and  Mina  Jaf,  a  civil  society 
representative.  Uruguay  does  not  envision  a  product  for  the  meeting. 

May  16-  UNMIK  (UN  Mission  in  Kosovo)  Briefing:  SRSG  Zahir  Tanin 
will  brief  on  the  activities  of  UNMIK  and  related  political 
developments  for  the  period  January  to  March  2017.  Tanin  likely  will 
also  discuss  the  potential  impact  of  France's  release  of  Kosovo's 
former  Prime  Minister  Ramush  Haradinaj  on  April  27.  Serbia  had 
issued  a  controversial  warrant  through  Interpol  for  the  arrest  of 
Haradinaj  for  alleged  war  crimes.  A  French  court  rejected  Belgrade's 
extradition  request  on  the  grounds  that  Serbia  failed  to  provide 
sufficient  evidence  of  Haradinaj's  culpability. 

May  16-  Somalia  Briefing:  This  meeting  will  take  place  shortly  after 
the  May  11  London  Conference  on  Somalia,  co-hosted  by  the  UN  and 
the  Federal  Government  of  Somalia,  where  the  international 
community  is  planning  to  re-commit  its  support  for  Somalia's  security, 
economic  development,  constitutional  reform,  and  addressing  the 
drought.  Secretary  of  Defense  Mattis  and  Acting  Deputy  Secretary  of 
State  Shannon  are  expected  to  lead  the  U.S.  delegation.  At  the  May  16 
briefing,  Deputy  SRSG  Raisedon  Zenenga  and  the  AU  Representative 
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(TBC)  will  brief  the  Council  via  videoteleconference,  and  Council 
members  who  participated  in  the  London  Conference  will  re-affirm 
their  commitments.  The  AMISOM/UNSOS  mandates  expire  May  31, 
but  the  UK  is  likely  to  seek  a  technical  rollover,  given  the  timing  of  the 
London  Conference  and  the  long-delayed  UN-AU  joint  review  of 
AMISOM,  due  to  begin  in  mid-May. 

May  16 -Colombia  Trip  Briefing:  Colombia  mission  co-leaders 
Uruguay  and  the  UK  will  brief  the  Council  on  the  trip. 

May  17 -Somalia/Eritrea  "751/1907"  Sanctions  Consultations:  Kazakh 
PermRep  Umarov,  in  his  capacity  as  Committee  Chair,  will  brief  the 
Council  in  closed  consultations  on  the  activities  of  the  sanctions 
Committee,  with  a  focus  largely  on  Eritrea  sanctions  and  the  Somalia 
and  Eritrea  Monitoring  Group's  midterm  report  released  in  April. 

Council  members  will  be  expected  to  share  their  views  and 
assessments  on  Eritrea  sanctions.  Following  the  discussion,  the  UK  as 
penholder  for  the  regime  will  take  stock  of  Council  member  views  and 
develop  a  sanctions  roadmap  (expected  in  late  May)  that  Eritrea 
would  be  expected  to  fulfill  in  order  for  the  Council  to  consider 
eventually  lifting  sanctions. 

May  18 -Syria  Political  Briefing  and  Consultations:  Special  Envoy 
Staffan  de  Mistura  (TBC)  will  brief  the  Council  on  next  steps  for  the 
resumption  of  intra-Syrian  political  talks  in  Geneva  and  on  prospects 
for  both  parties  to  discuss  governance,  a  constitution,  elections,  and 
counterterrorism  and  security.  The  timing  of  this  briefing  may  shift 
because  the  next  round  of  Geneva  talks  is  not  currently  scheduled.  De 
Mistura  aims  to  reconvene  the  parties  sometime  in  mid-May  in 
Geneva  after  the  next  round  of  ceasefire  talks  between  Russia,  Iran, 
and  Turkey  in  Astana  during  the  first  week  of  May. 

May  18-  Bosnia  and  Herzegovina  Debate:  This  is  the  semi-annual 
debate  on  Bosnia  and  Herzegovina  (BiH).  High  Representative  Valentin 
Inzko  will  update  the  Council  on  the  activities  of  the  High 
Representative  (OHR)  in  BiH  and  implementation  of  the  Framework 
Agreement  in  accordance  with  UN5CR  1031;  Serbia  and  Croatia,  as 
guarantors  of  Dayton,  typically  participate,  as  does  Bosnia  and 
Herzegovina. 

May  22-  UNMISS  (UN  Mission  in  South  Sudan)  Briefing:  USG  for 
Peacekeeping  Affairs  Jean-Pierre  Lacroix  will  brief  the  Council  on  the 
situation  in  South  Sudan  and  the  Secretary-General’s  latest  report  on 
obstructions  to  UNMISS  and  deployment  of  the  Regional  Protection 
Force.  The  UK  has  requested  that  African  Union  High  Representative 
for  South  Sudan  and  former  President  of  Mali  Alpha  Oumar  Konare  be 
invited  to  address  the  Council  as  well.  Konare  has  already  declined  to 
address  the  Council  on  two  previous  occasions  this  year. 

May  23  -  Middle  East  Briefing  and  Consultations:  Special  Envoy 
Nickolay  Mladenov  (TBC)  will  brief  the  Council.  We  will  continue  to 
urge  that  he  broaden  his  brief  beyond  the  Israel i-Pa lestin ian  issue,  as 
he  did  in  April,  and  encourage  Council  members  again  to  avoid 
allowing  another  Israel-bashing  session. 

May  23  -  Peacekeeping  Operations  Briefing:  The  Security  Council  will 
hold  its  annual  briefing  with  the  Heads  of  Military  Components 
(HOMC)  of  peacekeeping  operations.  As  in  previous  years, 
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peacekeeping  mission  Force  Commanders  and  the  USG  for 
Peacekeeping  will  attend.  This  meeting  occurs  during  the  weeklong 
UN  Heads  of  Military  Component  Conference  (HOMCC)  which  brings 
all  16  UN  Force  Commanders  to  New  York  for  a  number  of  meetings 
and  events,  May  22-25.  The  FCs  from  UNDOF  (Golan  Heights), 
MINUSCA  (Central  African  Republic),  and  UNMIL  (Liberia)  will  brief  the 
Council  on  their  missions. 

May  24-  UNAMI  (UN  Assistance  Mission  for  Iraq)  Briefing:  SRSG  Jan 
Kubis  will  brief  the  Council  on  the  status  of  the  ongoing  conflict  and 
humanitarian  crisis  in  Iraq,  likely  focusing  on  the  ongoing  counter-ISIS 
efforts  in  Mosul,  but  also  efforts  to  facilitate  lasting  political 
reconciliation  between  Iraq’s  sects  and  factions.  This  will  mark  Kubis' 
last  briefing  to  the  Council  before  we  negotiate  and  adopt  a  renewed 
mandate  for  UNAMI,  on  which  we  hold  the  pen. 

May  24-  North  Korea  ''1718"  Sanctions  Committee  Consulations: 
Italian  PermRep  Sebastiano  Cardi  (TBC),  in  his  capacity  as  1718  Chair, 
will  brief  the  Council  on  implementation  of  UN  sanctions  against 
North  Korea. 

May  25  -  Healthcare  in  Conflict  Open  Debate:  This  meeting,  at  the 
ministerial  level,  will  be  the  second  signature  event  of  Uruguay's 
presidency.  SG  Guterres  (TBC)  will  brief  on  the  implementation  of  a 
landmark  resolution  (Resolution  2286,  from  2016)  on  protection  of 
healthcare  facilities  in  armed  conflict,  which  the  Council  adopted  one 
year  ago.  Uruguay  also  plans  to  have  two  civil  society  representatives 
brief  the  Council.  No  product  is  expected.  This  may  be  a  difficult 
meeting;  many  Council  members  will  no  doubt  focus  on  attacks 
against  medical  facilities  by  Bashar  Al-Assad,  but  there  will  also  be 
criticism  of  the  Saudi-led  Coalition's  bombing  of  hospitals  and  clinics 
in  Yemen. 

May  25  -  Monthly  Council  Lunch  with  the  SG:  The  Secretary-General’s 
staff  will  inform  the  Council  about  the  issues  he  would  like  to  raise  a 
few  days  before  the  lunch.  With  the  Uruguayan  Foreign  Minister 
expected  to  chair  the  open  debate  that  day,  he  probably  will  host  the 
lunch. 

May  26 -Syria  CW  Briefing  and  Consultations:  New  High 
Representative  for  Disarmament  Affairs  Izumi  Nakamitsu  (TBC)  will 
brief  the  Council  for  the  first  time  on  the  OPCW  Director-General's 
monthly  report  regarding  Syria's  obligations  under  the  Chemical 
Weapons  Convention,  the  ongoing  work  of  the  OPCW  Fact-Finding 
Mission  to  investigate  allegations  of  chemical  weapons  use  in  Syria, 
and  the  Joint  Investigative  Mechanism’s  (JIM)  efforts  to  resume  full 
operations.  Incoming  head  of  the  JIM  Edmond  Mulet  may  be  present 
during  the  briefing  but  is  not  likely  to  speak. 

May  29-  UN  Official  Holiday  -  Memorial  Day. 

May  30 -Yemen  Briefing  and  Consultations:  Special  Envoy  Ismail  Ould 
Cheickh  Ahmed  will  deliver  his  regular  60-day  briefing  to  the  Security 
Council.  He  will  provide  an  update  on  efforts  to  restart  political  talks, 
the  current  military  situation  on  the  ground,  and  Yemen's 
humanitarian  crisis.  The  tenor  of  this  briefing  will  depend  heavily  on 
whether  an  attack  against  the  Hudaydah  port  has  taken  place. 
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May  30  -  Syria  Humanitarian  Briefing  and  Consultations:  USG  for 
Humanitarian  Affairs  Stephen  O'Brien  will  brief  the  Council  on  the 
UN's  and  its  humanitarian  partners'  efforts  to  deliver  assistance  to 
besieged  and  hard-to-reach  areas.  Humanitarian  access  so  far  in  2017 
has  been  abysmal;  the  UN  has  been  unable  to  reach  any  communities 
besieged  by  the  regime.  O’Brien  will  also  express  concern  about  so- 
called  "reconciliation"  agreements  reached  between  the  regime  and 
opposition,  which  essentially  amount  to  involuntary  displacement  of 
civilians  and  forced  demographic  changes.

Rep.  Barbara  Lee  (D-CA-13  Oakland):  Rep.  Lee  was  elected  in  1998 
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after  almost  a  decade  serving  the  California  State  House  and  Senate. 
She  serves  on  the  House  Appropriations  Committee  and  is  quite  active 
in  subcommittee  that  funds  the  UN  (the  State  and  Foreign  Operations 
Subcommittee).  She  is  looked  at  as  the  leader  on  HIV/AIDS  programs, 
helping  to  craft  legislation  authorizing  PEPFAR  and  the  Global  Fund. 
Rep.  Lee  has  authored  amendments  for  the  SFOPS  bill  to  fund  UN 
Peacekeeping  and  other  UN  agencies  like  UNFPA.  Nothing  But  Nets 
honored  her  for  her  work  on  malaria  at  a  Golden  State  Warriors  (her 
hometown  team)  game  in  2014  and  had  our  champion  Steph  Curry 
send  her  a  condolence  card  when  her  mother  passed  in  2016. 


Rep.  Carolyn  B.  Maloney  (D-NY-12  New  York):  Rep.  Maloney  is  a 
senior  member  of  both  the  House  Financial  Services  Committee  and 
the  House  Oversight  and  Government  Reform  Committee,  and  the 
Ranking  House  member  of  the  Joint  Economic  Committee.  In  the 
House  Democratic  Caucus,  she  serves  as  a  Regional  Whip  (she  served 
as  Vice-Chair  of  the  House  Democratic  Steering  and  Policy  Committee 
in  the  112th  Congress).  A  champion  for  domestic  and  international 
women's  issues,  Maloney  helped  pass  legislation  that  targets  the 
'demand'  side  of  sex  trafficking;  provides  annual  mammograms  for 
women  on  Medicare;  the  Debbie  Smith  Act  which  increases  funding 
for  law  enforcement  to  process  DNA  rape  kits,  termed  'the  most 
important  anti-rape  legislation  in  history'. 


Rep.  Sheila  Jackson  Lee  (D-TX-18  Houston):  Rep.  Jackson  Lee  was 
elected  in  1995  to  the  House  of  Representatives  after  serving  on  the 
Houston  city  council.  Rep.  Jackson  Lee  currently  sits  on  the  House 
Budget  Committee,  as  well  as  the  House  Judiciary  and  Homeland 
Security  Committees.  Rep.  Jackson  Lee  previously  served  on  the 
House  Foreign  Affairs  Committee  and  was  very  active  on  issues 
relating  to  Darfur,  so  she  may  be  very  interested  in  the  response  to 
the  humanitarian  crisis  going  on  there  now. 


Rep.  Diana  DeGette  (D-CO-1  Denver):  Rep.  DeGette  is  a  powerful  ally 
of  Minority  Leader  Nancy  Pelosi  and  leader  in  the  House  of 
Representative.  Elected  in  1997,  Rep.  DeGette  filled  the  seat  of  Rep. 
Pat  Schroeder  who  chose  to  retire  in  1996.  Rep.  DeGette  serves  as  the 
co- chair  of  the  Pro-Choice  Caucus  and  has  defend  funding  for 
bilateral  family  planning  and  UNFPA  funding  in  that  position.  She 
serves  as  one  of  Leader  Pelosi's  chief  deputy  whips  and  on  the  Energy 
and  Commerce  Committee.  As  a  member  of  the  Democratic 
leadership,  she  played  a  vital  role  in  the  reauthorization  of  the 
Children's  Health  Insurance  Program,  has  fought  for  tough  food  safety 
legislation,  and  was  a  key  player  in  crafting  a  comprehensive 
consumer  product  safety  bill. 


Rep.  Yvette  Clarke  (D-NY-9  Brooklyn):  Rep.  Clarke  has  served  in 
Congress  since  2007  an  sits  on  the  prestigious  Energy  and  Commerce 
Committee.  While  not  directly  dealing  with  foreign  policy  on  the 
committee,  Rep.  Clarke  has  been  a  leader  on  women's  health  an 
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family  planning.  She  has  been  the  lead  sponsor  of  the  Global  Sexual 
and  Reproductive  Health  Act,  the  most  progressive  piece  of  legislation 
on  SRHR.  Rep.  Clarke  did  speak  at  our  event  in  2012  at  the  Democratic 
National  Convention  in  Charlotte  that  we  hosted  with  Planned 
Parenthood. 


Rep.  Chellie  Pingree  (D-ME-1  Portland):  Rep.  Pingree  was  sworn  into 
office  in  2009.  Sh  previously  served  in  the  Maine  State  House  and  was 
the  Executive  Director  of  Common  Cause.  She  is  a  small  business 
owner,  running  a  bed  and  breakfast  on  an  island  off  the  coast  of 
Maine.  Rep.  Pingree  is  serves  on  the  House  Appropriations 
Committee,  although  she  does  not  serve  on  the  subcommittee 
funding  the  UN  and  foreign  assistance.  She  is  the  vice  chair  of  the 
Congressional  Progressive  Caucus. 


Rep.  Cheri  Bustos  (D-IL-17  Peoria):  Rep.  Bustos  was  sworn  in  2013  and 
is  currently  the  Co  Chair  of  the  Democratic  Policy  and 
Communications  Committee.  She  serves  on  the  House  Transportation 
and  Infrastructure  Committee,  as  well  as  the  House  Agriculture 
Committee  While  not  focusing  extensively  on  foreign  affairs,  she  has 
been  an  active  advocate  for  electing  more  women  into  Congress. 


Rep.  Lois  Frankel  (D-FL-21  West  Palm  Beach):  Rep.  Frankel  was  elected 
in  2013  after  servin  14  years  in  the  state  legislature.  As  a  vice-chair  of 
the  Congressional  Women’s  Caucus  an  the  House  Foreign  Affairs 
Committee,  Rep.  Frankel  has  been  a  leader  on  gende  empowerment, 
especially  related  to  education  and  economic  empowerment.  She  i 
strongly  pro-Israel  but  has  never  spoken  out  in  opposition  to  the  UN 
for  anti-Israel  actions  She  has  been  most  vocal  about  protecting 
women's  access  to  family  planning  and  healt  services,  especially 
Planned  Parenthood. 


Rep.  Robin  Kelly  (D-IL-2  Chicago):  Rep.  Kelly  was  elected  in  2013  to  fill 
the  seat  of  Jesse  Jackson  Jr.  From  her  perch  on  the  House  Foreign 
Affairs  Committee  and  the  House  Oversight  and  Government  Reform 
Committee,  she  has  made  helping  women  and  girls  a  priority.  She  is 
the  Chair  of  the  Congressional  Black  Caucus  Health  Braintrust,  and  Co- 
Chairs  the  Congressional  Caucus  on  Black  Women  and  Girls,  and  is 
focused  on  women  entering  the  technology  space.  Serves  on  House 
Committee  for  Oversight  and  Government  Reform.  She  is  the  Ranking 
Member  of  the  Subcommittee  on  Information  Technology.  She  also 
serves  on  the  Subcommittee  on  National  Security  and  Foreign  Affairs, 
the  Subcommittee  on  Terrorism,  Nonproliferation,  and  Trade  and  the 
Subcommittee  on  the  Western  Hemisphere. 


Rep.  Val  B.  Demings  (D-FL-10  Orlando):  Rep.  Demings  was  elected  in 
2016  after  serving  as  a  police  officer  for  over  25  years.  She  rose  to 
become  the  Chief  of  Police  of  the  Orlando  Police  Department  in  2007. 
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She  currently  serves  on  the  House  Homeland  Security  and  Oversight 
and  Government  Reform  Committees,  on  the  following  committees: 
Committee  on  Homeland  Security,  Subcommittee  on  Border  and

As  President  of  the  Better  World  Campaign  and  Vice  President  for 
Public  Policy  and  Advocacy  at  the  United  Nations  Foundation,  Peter 
Yeo  leads  the  Foundation's  strategic  engagement  with  Congress  and 
the  Administration  to  advance  policy  changes  that  support  the  UN’s 
work  for  global  progress.  Under  Yeo's  leadership,  the  Foundation  has

World  Hunger  Briefing 

*  Some  70  million  people,  across  45  countries,  will  require  emergency 
food  assistance.  This  is  a  40  percent  increase  since  2015. 
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*  Of  the  hungry,  some  20  million  are  facing  famine  in  the  next  six 
months.  Populations  in  South  Sudan  are  already  experiencing  famine; 
people  in  Nigeria,  Somalia,  and  Yemen  are  at  imminent  risk. 

*  Famine  is  an  evidence-based  statement.  A  famine  will  be  declared  if 
there  are  three  triangulating  conditions  in  a  given  area: 

o  At  least  20  percent  of  households  suffer  from  a  complete  lack  food; 

o  Thirty  percent  of  a  community  is  acutely  (severely)  malnourished; 
and 

o  Death  rates  exceed  two  deaths  per  10,000  people  per  day,  or  four 
child  deaths  per  10,000  children  per  day. 

*  Death  rates  are  often  the  last  figure  to  be  collected.  For  this  reason, 
when  a  famine  is  finally  declared,  hundreds  of  people  —or  even 
hundreds  of  thousands  in  the  case  of  the  Somalia  famine  of  2011- 
have  already  died. 

*  While  the  four  famine  risk  countries  differ  in  many  ways,  they  all 
have  in  conflict  and  displacement  in  common.  Active  conflict  has  also 
created  barriers  to  access  in  each  of  these  situations. 


Country  Specifics 
South  Sudan: 

*  A  famine  has  been  declared  in  South  Sudan 

*  5  million  people  (50  percent  of  the  remaining  population)  require 
urgent  food  assistance 

*  One  million  are  at  high  risk  of  famine  and  100,000  people  currently 
experiencing  famine. 

*  The  United  States  is  the  single  largest  provider  of  humanitarian 
assistance  for  the  response  to  the  South  Sudan  crisis,  having  provided 
more  than  $2.1  billion  since  the  start  of  the  conflict  in  December 
2013. 

*  U.S.  humanitarian  funding  for  South  Sudan  for  FY16-17  is  $850 
million. 

*  WFP  provides  lifesaving  emergency  assistance  for  1.6  million  people 
directly  affected  by  conflict,  and  non-emergency  food  assistance  for  a 
further  1.6  million  people  through  our  recovery  operation. 


Nigeria: 

*  Famine  may  have  occurred  in  northeastern  Nigeria  in  2016,  but  they 
were  unable  to  collect  ample  data  to  confirm  it  due  to  insecurity. 
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*5.1  million  people  (3  percent  of  the  population)  require  urgent  food 
assistance 

*  1.5  million  people  are  at  high  risk  of  famine. 

*  U.S.  humanitarian  funding  for  Nigeria  for  FY16-17  is  $299  million 

*  WFP  uses  either  food-  or  cash-based  transfers  to  support  displaced 
people  living  in  camps  or  with  host  communities,  as  well  as  vulnerable 
host  populations.  Distributions  have  scaled  up  from  160,000  people 
reached  in  October  2016  to  over  1  million  in  December  and  January 
2017. 


Yemen: 

*  Yemen  is  already  the  largest  food  security  emergency  in  the  world. 

*  Ten  million  people  (42  percent  of  the  population)  require  urgent 
food  assistance 

*  Three  million  are  at  high  risk  of  famine.  This  includes  half  a  million 
severely  malnourished  children  under  age  five. 

*  Yemen  is  reliant  on  commercial  imports  for  food  and  80  percent  of 
the  cargo  comes  through  one  port:  Pludaydah.  The  UN  is  extremely 
concerned  that  an  attack  on  the  port  could  catapult  the  country  into 
famine. 

*  U.S.  humanitarian  funding  for  Yemen  for  FY16-17  is  $526  million. 

*  In  2015  WFP  provided  food  assistance  to  over  6  million  people  every 
other  month  in  19  out  of  22  Yemeni  governorates,  with  plans  to 
expand  to  7  million  in  2017. 


Somalia: 

*  Somalia  recently  experienced  a  famine— in  mid-2011— which 
resulted  in  the  death  260,000  people. 

*  Prior  to  famine  declaration,  150,000  people  died,  half  of  whom  were 
children  under  5  years  old. 

*  Three  million  (24  percent  of  the  population)  people  require  urgent 
food  assistance 

*  400,000  people  are  at  high  risk  of  famine. 

*  In  Somalia,  unlike  the  other  context  above,  drought  is  the  primary 
driver  of  the  humanitarian  crisis,  exacerbated  by  conflict. 

*  U.S.  humanitarian  funding  for  Somalia  in  FY16-17  is  $364  million 

*  In  the  north  and  central  regions,  WFP  provides  seasonal  nutritional 
assistance  for  all  children  under  three. 
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UN  Funding:  The  UN  Secretary  General  has  requested  $4.4  billion  for 
famine  prevention  and  response:  So  far  28.7  percent  ($1.26  billion) 
has  been  funded,  including: 

*  Nigeria  17.7%  ($131  million) 

*  South  Sudan  33.9%  ($424  million) 

*  Somalia  57.6%  ($415  million) 

*  Yemen  17.2%  ($293  million)  (At  the  April  24,  2017,  UN  pledging 
conference  for  Yemen,  countries  pledged  $1.1  billion  towards  the 
UN's  emergency  appeal  for  humanitarian  assistance  in  Yemen)

Michael  Guest,  Council  on  Global  Equality 

Michael  was  America's  first  openly  gay,  Senate-confirmed 
Ambassador  (to  Romania,  2001-04).  He  is  a  South  Carolina  native.  He 
ended  his  26-year  diplomatic  career  in  December  2007  after  having 
sought,  without  success,  to  end  the  State  Department's  discriminatory 
treatment  of  the  partners  of  gay  and  lesbian  Foreign  Service  Officers 
in  foreign  postings. 

Mr.  Guest's  career  focused  on  European  policy,  with  emphasis  on 
using  rule  of  law,  individual  and  collective  rights,  and  anti-corruption 
measures  to  anchor  Europe's  new  democracies.  His  assignments 
included  executive-level  duties  as  Dean  of  the  Leadership  and 
Management  School;  Principal  Deputy  Assistant  Secretary  for 
Legislative  Affairs;  Deputy  Chief  of  Mission  in  the  Czech  Republic;  and 
Deputy  Executive  Secretary.  Among  other  earlier  responsibilities,  he 
served  as  White  House  Assistant  Press  Secretary  and  as  a  member  of 
U.S.  delegations  to  bilateral  arms  control  negotiations  with  the  Soviet 
Union  and  to  the  "Two-Plus-Four"  talks  that  led  to  Germany's 
unification. 

Mr.  Guest's  numerous  awards  include  a  Leadership  Award  from  the 
National  Gay  and  Lesbian  Task  Force  and  the  State  Department's 
Christian  A.  Herter  Award,  given  to  a  Senior  Foreign  Service  Officer  in 
recognition  of  intellectual  courage,  initiative,  and  integrity  in  the 
context  of  constructive  dissent. 

Mr.  Guest  holds  an  MA  in  Foreign  Affairs  from  the  University  of 
Virginia  and  a  BA  in  History  and  Political  Science  from  Furman 
University.  He  and  his  husband,  Alexander  Nevarez,  reside  in  Sonoma 
County,  California. 


Mark  Bromley,  Council  on  Global  Equality 

Mark  helped  launch  the  Council  for  Global  Equality  to  encourage  a 
clearer  and  stronger  American  voice  on  international  lesbian,  gay, 
bisexual  and  transgender  human  rights  concerns.  Mr.  Bromley 
previously  worked  for  more  than  eleven  years  at  Global  Rights,  where 
he  served  in  various  program  management  positions.  During  his 
tenure  at  Global  Rights,  he  coordinated  donor  relations  and  helped 
open  field  offices  in  Bosnia  and  Herzegovina,  Burundi,  Morocco, 

Nigeria  and  India.  In  2005,  he  launched  an  organization-wide  Lesbian, 

Gay,  Bisexual,  Transgender  and  Intersex  Initiative.  Mr.  Bromley  has 
also  regularly  monitored  developments  within  the  U.N.  human  rights 
system.  He  conducted  research  on  sexual  violence  in  support  of  the 
International  Criminal  Tribunals  for  Rwanda  and  for  the  former 
Yugoslavia,  and  he  reviewed  international  law  standards  in  legal  briefs 
filed  by  Global  Rights,  as  amicus  curiae,  in  human  rights  cases  before 
U.S.  and  international  courts.  From  2001-2002,  Mr.  Bromley  served  as 
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a  Foreign  Policy  Fellow  in  the  office  of  U.S.  Senator  Russ  Feingold. 
During  that  period,  he  staffed  Senator  Feingold's  work  on  the  Senate 
Foreign  Relations  Committee,  including  the  Senator's  Chairmanship  of 
the  Africa  Subcommittee. 

Mr.  Bromley  holds  a  Juris  Doctor  degree  from  the  University  of 
Virginia  School  of  Law  and  a  BSFS  from  the  School  of  Foreign  Service 
at  Georgetown  University.  Fie  has  published  on  human  rights  and 
international  law  issues,  and  has  served  as  an  adjunct  professor  for 
the  human  rights  clinic  at  the  University  of  Virginia  School  of  Law  and 
at  Nova  Southeastern  University,  Shepard  Broad  Law  Center.  He  lives 
in  Washington  with  his  husband,  David  Salie,  and  their  children,

Graeme  Reid,  Human  Rights  Watch 

Graeme  is  Director  of  the  Lesbian,  Gay,  Bisexual  and  Transgender 
Rights  Program  and  is  an  expert  on  LGBT  rights.  He  has  conducted 
research,  taught  and  published  extensively  on  gender,  sexuality,  LGBT 
issues,  and  HIV/AIDS. 

Before  joining  Human  Rights  Watch  in  2011,  Reid  was  the  founding 
director  of  the  Gay  and  Lesbian  Archives  of  South  Africa,  a  researcher 
at  the  Wits  Institute  for  Social  and  Economic  Research  and  a  lecturer 
in  Lesbian,  Gay,  Bisexual,  and  Transgender  Studies  at  Yale  University. 
An  anthropologist  by  training,  Reid  received  a  master's  from  the 
University  of  the  Witwatersrand,  Johannesburg,  and  a  PhD  from  the 
University  of  Amsterdam.  Human  Rights  Watch  is  a  member  of  the  UN 
LGBT  Core  Group. 


Jessica  Stern,  OutRight  Action  International 

Jessica  Stern,  Executive  Director  of  the  OutRight  Action  International 
formerly  known  as  the  International  Gay  and  Lesbian  Human  Rights 
Commission,  specializes  in  gender,  sexuality  and  human  rights 
globally.  As  the  first  researcher  on  LGBT  rights  at  Human  Rights  Watch 
and  a  Ralph  Bunche  Fellow  at  Amnesty  International,  she  conducted 
fact-finding  investigations  and  advocacy  in  relation  to  Iran,  Kyrgyzstan, 
South  Africa,  and  the  United  Arab  Emirates.  She  has  campaigned 
extensively  for  social  and  economic  justice  in  the  United  States  for  the 
Center  for  Constitutional  Rights,  the  National  Gay  &  Lesbian  Task 
Force,  the  Urban  Justice  Center  and  as  a  founding  collective  member 
of  Bluestockings.  A  past  board  member  of  Queers  for  Economic 
Justice,  she  currently  serves  on  the  board  of  the  International  Bar 
Association’s  Committee  on  LGBT  Rights  and  the  Law.

Background: 

*  The  Congressional  omnibus  budget  maintains  the  25  percent  cap  on 
U.S.  peacekeeping  assessments  authorized  in  the  1994-1995  Foreign 
Relations  Authorization  Act.  As  a  result,  the  UN  will  assess  the  U.S. 
more  than  we  can  pay.  The  omnibus  provides  full  funding  in  FY  17  for 
our  contribution  to  the  regular  budget. 
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*  On  May  1,  the  Fifth  Committee's  annual  session  on  the  Secretary- 
General's  peacekeeping  budget  request  and  cross-cutting  policy  issues 
started.  This  includes  policy  on  accountability  for  sexual  exploitation 
and  abuse. 


*  The  Secretary-General  is  requesting  a  $7.97  billion  peacekeeping 
budget  for  July  1,  2017  to  June  30,  2018.  This  budget,  covering  14  field 
missions  (including  UNSOS,  which  supports  AMISOM  in  Somalia)  and 
headquarters  support,  is  a  1  percent  increase  ($82. 7m)  over  the 
current  '16/17  budget  of  $7.87  billion.  This  increase  is  due  mainly  to 
expansions  in  Mali,  Somalia,  and  South  Sudan.  (The  budget  request  is 
based  on  existing  mandates  as  of  February  2016,  and  does  not  reflect 
mandate  changes  for  MGNUSCO  and  MINUSTAH).  The  General 
Assembly  will  need  to  adjust  the  budgets  to  reflect  those  realities.  In 
addition,  we  believe  the  budgets  can  be  significantly  reduced  further. 

*  The  United  States  is  the  single  largest  contributor  to  the  UN 
peacekeeping  budget  (by  a  factor  of  more  than  two)  and  pays  more 
than  the  rest  of  the  P-5  combined.  This  gives  us  leverage  and  as  such, 
the  Secretary-General  and  other  Member  States  need  to  work  with  us 
to  make  these  reductions  a  reality.

Background:  As  the  former  Foreign  Minister  of  Italy,  Mogherini 

championed  the  EU's  Operation  Sophia  —  authorized  by  the  Security 

Council  --  which  has  been  vital  in  rescuing  the  vast  majority  of  the 

over  180,000  migrants  who  were  channeled  in  2016  through  Libya 

from  across  Africa  to  migrate  to  Europe  by  sea.  At  least  5,100 

seaborne  migrants  en  route  to  Europe  died  in  the  Mediterranean  in 

2016.  The  EU  has  asked  UNHCR  and  the  International  Organization  for 

Migration  (IOM)  to  establish  centers  in  Libya  where  refugee  cases 

could  be  heard  before  asylum-seekers  reach  Europe  and  migrants 

could  be  processed  for  return  to  their  home  countries.  Both  have 

agreed  as  long  as  protection  concerns  can  be  met.  The  EU  also  trains  B5 

and  equips  the  Libyan  Coast  Guard  to  bolster  search  and  rescue 

capabilities  while  deterring  dangerous  journeys. 


Background:  USUN  works  very  closely  with  the  EU  delegation, 
particularly  on  management  reform  and  development  issues  (e.g.,  the 
Quadrennial  Comprehensive  Policy  Review).

She  was 
the  Italian  Minister  for  Foreign  Affairs  from  February  to  October  2014 
and  a  Member  of  the  Italian  Parliament  (Chamber  of  Deputies),  where 
she  was  elected  for  the  first  time  in  2008. 

In  parliament,  she  was  the  Head  of  the  Italian  Delegation  to  the  NATO 
Parliamentary  Assembly  and  Vice-President  of  its  Political  Committee 
(2013-2014);  member  of  the  Italian  Delegation  to  the  Parliamentary 
Assembly  of  the  Council  of  Europe  (2008-2013);  Secretary  of  the 
Defence  Committee  (2008-2013)  and  member  of  the  Foreign  Affairs 
Committee.  She  also  coordinated  the  Inter-Parliamentary  Group  for 
Development  Cooperation. 

She  has  been  in  the  leadership  of  the  Democratic  Party  since  it  was 
founded  in  2007:  first  as  Secretary  for  Institutional  Reforms,  then  as  a 
member  of  the  National  Council,  and  in  2013-2014  as  Secretary  for 
European  and  International  Affairs.  Previously,  she  was  a  member  of 
the  Bureau  of  PES  (Party  of  European  Socialists),  Vice-President  of  the 
European  Community  Organisation  of  Socialist  Youth  (ECOSY), 
member  of  the  Bureau  ofthe  European  Youth  Forum,  and  a  member 
of  the  Secretariat  of  the  Youth  Forum  of  the  United  Nations  Food  and 
Agricultural  Organisation  (FAO). 

Mogherini  is  a  member  of  IAI  -  Instituto  Affari  Internazionali  -  and  a 
fellow  ofthe  German  Marshall  Fund  for  the  United  States.  She  is  also 
a  member  ofthe  European  Leadership  Network  for  Multilateral 
Nuclear  Disarmament  and  Non-Proliferation  (ELN)  and  ofthe  Group  of 
Eminent  Persons  (GEM)  ofthe  Preparatory  Commission  for  the 
Comprehensive  Nuclear-Test-Ban  Treaty  Organization  (CTBTO).

Background :  Currently,  the  highest  level  ranking  Israeli  in  the  UN  is  a 
D2  woman  (Shari  Klugman)  who  is  the  Executive  Secretariat  of  the 
Advisory  Committee  on  Administrative  and  Budgetary  Questions. 

Israel  does  not  hold  any  positions  at  the  ASG  or  USG  level.  Israel  has 
had  a  long-standing  desire  to  hold  a  senior-level  UN  position  at  the 
ASG  or  USG  level.

General  Joseph  F.  Dunford,  Jr.  is  the  19th  Chairman  of  the  Joint  Chiefs 
of  Staff,  the  nation's  highest-ranking  military  officer,  and  the  principal 
military  advisor  to  the  President,  Secretary  of  Defense,  and  National 
Security  Council. 

Prior  to  becoming  Chairman  on  October  1,  2015,  General  Dunford 
served  as  the  36th  Commandant  of  the  Marine  Corps.  He  previously 
served  as  the  Assistant  Commandant  of  the  Marine  Corps  from  2010 
to  2012  and  was  Commander,  International  Security  Assistance  Force 
and  United  States  Forces-Afghanistan  from  February  2013  to  August 
2014. 

A  native  of  Boston,  Massachusetts,  General  Dunford  graduated  from 
Saint  Michael's  College  and  was  commissioned  in  1977.  He  has  served 
as  an  infantry  officer  at  all  levels,  to  include  command  of  2nd 
Battalion,  6th  Marines,  and  command  of  the  5th  Marine  Regiment 
during  Operation  IRAQI  FREEDOM.

He  was 
the  main  sponsor  of  the  North  Korea  Sanctions  and  Policy 
Enhancement  Act  of  2016,  which  expanded  domestic  sanctions 
against  individuals  in  North  Korea's  nuclear  program  and  proliferation 
activities  including  those  involved  in  a  number  of  DPRK  trade  activities 
as  well  as  officials  involved  in  human  rights  abuses.

"The  most  recent  missile  test  by  North  Korea  appears  to  be  one  of  its 
most  advanced  yet,  and  proves  that  a  policy  of  maximum  pressure 
that  fully  enforces  all  sanctions  against  the  regime  is  the  only  way  to 
bring  Kim  Jong  Un  to  his  senses,"  said  Gardner.  "It  is  clear  that  North 
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Korea  is  learning  from  those  tests  and  improving  their  capabilities, 
with  the  ultimate  goal  of  reaching  the  U.S.  homeland." 

Senator  Gardner  is  the  author  of  the  North  Korea  Sanctions  and  Policy 
Enhancement  Act.  This  legislation,  which  passed  unanimously  in  the 
Senate  and  was  signed  into  law  last  year,  provides  the  Administration 
with  a  wide  range  of  policy  options  it  needs  to  exact  pressure  on 
North  Korea  and  its  enablers,  wherever  they  are  based. 

"The  time  for  rhetoric  is  over  -  it  is  time  for  concerted  action," 
continued  Gardner.

"If  fully  enforced,  the  North  Korea  Sanctions  and  Policy  Enhancement 
Act  has  the  potential  to  economically  cripple  the  North  Korean  regime 
and  to  help  ensure  China  works  more  faithfully  with  the  United  States, 
Japan,  and  South  Korea  to  stop  the  madman  in  Pyongyang.  The  United 
States  must  also  continue  show  of  strength  exercises  in  coordination 
with  our  allies,  so  that  North  Korea  understands  that  all  options  are 
on  the  table  to  deter  aggression." 

As  Chairman  of  the  Senate  Foreign  Relations  Subcommittee  on  East 
Asia,  the  Pacific,  and  International  Cybersecurity  Policy,  Gardner  led 
the  effort  to  impose  broad  new  sanctions  against  North  Korea  by 
authoring  the  North  Korea  Sanctions  Policy  and  Enhancement  Act. 
Signed  into  law  by  President  Obama  in  February  of  2016,  the 
legislation  marked  the  first  time  Congress  imposed  stand-alone 
mandatory  sanctions  on  North  Korea.

Background:  USUN  proposed  this  meeting  to  discuss  the  UK's 
proposed  draft  for  an  ISIS  accountability  mechanism.  We  also  wish  to 
discuss  the  status  of  the  South  Sudan  sanctions  resolution,  LIN  reform 
issues,  and  the  UK-Mauritius  dispute  over  the  British  Indian  Ocean 
Territory. 
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Note:  Homeland  Security  Advisor  Tom  Bossert  raised  the  UK  proposal 
with  Prime  Minister  Abadi's  Deputy  Chief  of  Staff  Dr.  Naufel  al-Hassan 
on  May  10,  and  requested  Baghdad's  timely  review  and  submission  of 
a  formal  request  to  the  Security  Council. 
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Note:  The  three  pillars  of  the  SG’s  reform  agenda  (peace  and  security, 
development,  and  management  reform)  have  separate  work  streams 
that  are  all  underway,  and  management  reform  efforts  will 
additionally  undergird  the  other  two  pillars.  USG  for  Field  Support  Atul 
Khare  and  Ms.  Alicia  Barcena  (Head,  ECLAC)  will  chairthe  Internal 
Review  Team  (IRT)  on  management  reform.  Next  week,  Chef  de 
Cabinet  Viotti  will  be  conducting  outreach  with  member  states  at  the 
DPR-level  (e.g.,  WEOG,  G-77)  to  solicit  inputs  on  reforming  the  UN, 
with  the  possibility  of  a  SG-led  retreat  with  PRs  in  July.  MR  is 
coordinating  USUN’s  messaging  in  advance  of  that  outreach.  It  is 
projected  that  the  SG  will  finalize  initial  findings/recommendations  in 
all  three  pillars  over  the  summer,  and  the  work  will  culminate  in  a 
report  to  the  General  Assembly  during  the  72nd  main  session  in  the

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Biography: 

Feridun  Sinirlioglu  was  formerly  Undersecretary  of  Foreign  Affairs  and 
interim  Foreign  Minister  (August  2015 -November  2015).  After  the 
June  2015  general  election  resulted  in  a  hung  parliament,  President 
Recep  Tayyip  Erdogan  called  a  new  general  election  for  November 
2015  in  late  August.  When  the  main  opposition  parties  refused  to 
send  ministers  to  the  cabinet,  Sinirlioglu  was  appointed  as  the 
Minister  of  Foreign  Affairs.  Fie  is  very  close  to  Erdogan  and  the  Turkish 
Government. 

Sinirlioglu  was  born  in  1956  in  Turkey's  Black  Sea  Region's  and 
received  his  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  from  Ankara  University  and  holds 
M.A.  and  Ph.D.  degrees  from  School  of  Political  Science  and 
International  Relations  in  Bosporus  University.  Upon  completion  of  his 
Ph.D.  degree  in  1982,  Sinirlioglu  began  his  career  in  Turkey's  Ministry 
of  Foreign  Affairs.  Between  1985  and  1992  he  served  in  Turkey's 
diplomatic  missions  in  The  Plague,  Beirut,  and  Greece.  In  1992, 
Sinirlioglu  was  appointed  as  the  Undersecretary  to  the  Permanent 
Mission  of  Turkey  to  the  United  Nations. 

Fie  has  also  served  as  the  Chief  Foreign  Policy  Advisor  to  Turkey's 
former  President  Suleyman  Demirel  between  1996  and  2000,  Minister 
and  Deputy  Director  General  for  the  Middle  East  and  North  Africa 
between  2000  and  2002,  and  served  as  the  Ambassador  of  Turkey  to 
Israel  between  2002  and  2007.  Feridun  Sinirlioglu  continued  his  career 
as  the  Deputy  Undersecretary  for  Bilateral  Political  Affairs  from  2007 
to  2009.  In  August  2009,  he  became  the  Undersecretary  to  the 
Ministry  of  Foreign  Affairs. 

Sinirlioglu  is  married  with  two  children  and  speaks  fluent  English  and 
German.

*  Zeid  was  formerly  Jordan's  Ambassador  to  the  UN  as  well  as  to  the 
United  States  and  is  a  well-respected  diplomat  and  a  member  of  the 
Jordanian  Royal  Family. 

*  Zeid  has  been  openly  critical  of  the  Trump  administration  policies, 
particularly  immigration.  Prior  to  the  U.S.  elections,  Zeid  warned 
against  "populists  and  demagogues"  -  mentioning  Trump  by  name.

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Biography: 

Zeid  Ra'ad  Al  Hussein  assumed  his  functions  as  United  Nations  High 
Commissioner  for  Human  Rights  on  1  September  2014,  following  the 
General  Assembly's  approval  on  16  June  2014  of  his  appointment  by 
the  United  Nations  Secretary-General.  He  is  the  sixth  High 
Commissioner  to  lead  the  Office  of  the  High  Commissioner  for  Human 
Rights  (OHCHR)  and  the  first  Asian,  Muslim  and  Arab  to  do  so. 

A  veteran  multilateral  diplomat,  Zeid  was  previously  Jordan's 
Permanent  Representative  to  the  United  Nations  in  New  York,  a  post 
he  held  from  September  2010  until  July  2014,  and  which  he  also  held 
from  2000  to  2007.  From  2007  to  2010  he  was  Jordan's  Ambassador 
to  the  United  States  of  America.  He  served  as  Jordan's  Deputy 
Permanent  Representative  to  the  UN,  with  the  rank  of  Ambassador, 
from  1996  to  2000.  In  January  2014,  he  was  President  of  the  UN 
Security  Council  and  chaired  the  Security  Council's  1533  and  1521 
committees  with  regard  to  two  sanctions  regimes  regarding  the 
Democratic  Republic  of  the  Congo  and  Liberia. 

Zeid's  professional  experience  demonstrates  his  long  familiarity  with 
international  criminal  justice,  international  law,  UN  peacekeeping, 
post-conflict  peace-building,  international  development,  and  counter- 
nuclear  terrorism.  He  played  a  central  role  in  the  establishment  of  the 
International  Criminal  Court,  chairing  the  complex  negotiations 
regarding  the  elements  of  individual  offences  amounting  to  genocide; 
crimes  against  humanity;  and  war  crimes.  Courts  around  the  world 
now  cite  as  authoritative  the  definition  for  'crimes  against  humanity’ 
refined  by  the  'elements'. 

In  September  2002,  Zeid  was  elected  the  first  President  of  the 
Assembly  of  States  Parties  to  the  Rome  Statute  of  the  International 
Criminal  Court.  At  that  time,  the  Court  was  only  a  plan  on  paper,  and 
over  the  next  three  years  he  oversaw  the  election  of  the  first  18 
judges,  mediated  selection  of  the  Court's  first  president,  and  led 
efforts  to  name  the  Court's  first  prosecutor  -  laying  out  a  functioning 
institution,  despite  considerable  budgetary  pressures  and  criticism  of 
the  Court  from  several  leading  nations. 

Subsequently,  in  2009,  he  was  asked  to  chair  the  closing  stages  of  the 
intricate  negotiations  over  the  crime  of  aggression  —  identified  by  the 
International  Military  Tribunal  at  Nuremburg  as  that  "supreme 
international  crime"  -  specifically  with  respect  to  its  legal  definition 
and  the  conditions  for  the  court’s  exercise  of  jurisdiction  over  it. 

Those  negotiations  ended  successfully  and  with  consensus  in 
Kampala,  Uganda,  in  June  2010. 

In  2004,  Zeid  was  appointed  by  his  government  as  Jordan's 
representative,  and  head  of  delegation,  before  the  International  Court 
of  Justice  in  the  matter  relating  to  the  wall  being  built  by  Israel  in  the 
Occupied  Palestinian  Territories.  He  also  represented  Jordan  before 
the  International  Court  of  Justice  in  December  2009  in  the  advisory 
proceedings  relating  to  Kosovo's  declaration  of  independence.

Background:  USG  for  Humanitarian  Affairs  Stephen  O’Brien  will  brief 
the  Council  on  the  UN's  and  its  humanitarian  partners'  efforts  to 
deliver  assistance  to  besieged  and  hard-to-reach  areas.  The  Council 
met  twice  last  week  on  Syria  --  Monday  on  political  developments 
with  Staffan  de  Mistura,  Tuesday  on  the  CW  file. 

Humanitarian  Update:  The  United  Nations  estimates  that,  as  of  the 
end  of  April,  some  624,500  people  were  living  under  siege  in  Syria. 

The  Syrian  regime  and  its  allies  are  responsible  for  approximately  82 
percent  of  the  sieges  in  Syria.  No  besieged  area  was  reached  through 
United  Nations  inter-agency  cross-line  operations  in  April,  except  Deir 
ez-Zor  (through  airdrops).  Only  one  besieged  location,  Douma,  was 
reached  in  May.  Out  of  the  one  million  people  the  UN  had  hoped  to 
reach  in  April  and  May,  only  266,000  were  reached.  The  number  of 
assistance  convoys  to  besieged  and  hard  to  reach  areas  in  Syria  was 
down  to  18  from  50  the  same  time  last  year.  The  Syrian  regime 
continued  to  impose  its  "reconciliation”  agreements  that  often 
occurred  following  long  sieges  and  eventual  surrender.  The  UN  also 
reported  that  local  agreements  "do  not  appear  to  meet  international 
standards  or  humanitarian  safeguards  and  may,  in  some 
circumstances,  be  characterized  as  forced  population  transfers  to 
opposition  controlled-areas,  which  continue  to  see  civilian 
infrastructure  attacked  regularly." 

Intra-Syrian  Talks:  The  latest  round  of  Geneva  talks  ended  on  May  19. 
Staffan  de  Mistura's  goal  was  to  push  constitutional  issues  in  a 
"business  like”  atmosphere  without  an  opening  or  closing  ceremony. 
Instead,  de  Mistura  dove  right  into  separate  meetings  with  each 
delegation,  proposing  a  consultative  mechanism  on  constitutional 
issues  that  would  include  experts  as  well  as  opposition  and  regime 
participation.  Neither  side  was  particularly  receptive,  but  reluctantly 
offered  their  experts  for  initial  technical  meetings  with  the  UN  on  May 
18,  a  notable  success  for  the  UN  team.  While  publicly  agreeing  to 
proceed,  the  opposition  is  divided  over  just  how  much  to  work  with 
the  new  mechanism.  We  are  insisting  that  the  mechanism  discuss  all 
parts  of  the  four  baskets  (governance,  constitutional  reform,  an 
elections  process,  and  counter-terrorism)  and  not  just  the  constitution 
as  Russia  would  like. 

Astana  Update:  Russia  announced  the  Astana-led  "Joint  Working 
Group"  was  formally  established  in  Ankara  on  May  18  and  experts 
there  from  the  three  guarantors  (Russia,  Iran,  Turkey)  started 
deliberations  on  a)  zone  mapping  and  delineation  and  b)  checkpoint 
locations  and  functions.  The  group  noted  the  three  guarantors  would 
no  longer  be  able  to  take  unilateral  strikes  on  terrorist  targets,  which 
would  now  require  "full  coordination.”  We  expect  the  Astana 
guarantors  to  meet  again  sometime  after  Ramadan.

Background: 

On  May  28  the  United  States,  as  pen-holder  for  Iraq,  requested  a 
UNSC  meeting  on  the  humanitarian  situation  in  Mosul,  in  response  to 
shifts  in  the  civilian  evacuation  strategy  for  ISIS'  last  holdout  in 
western  Mosul's  Old  City.  Undersecretary-General  for  Humanitarian 
Affairs  and  Emergency  Relief  Coordinator  Stephen  O'Brien  is  expected 
to  brief. 

On  May  25  and  29  the  Government  of  Iraq  (GOI)  dispersed  over 
500,000  leaflets  over  ISIS'  last  stronghold  in  western  Mosul's  Old  City. 

The  leaflets  advised  all  civilians  to  leave  the  area  and  assured  Iraqi 
Security  Forces  (ISF)  protection  and  guidance  during  the  evacuations, 
which  began  on  May  27.  The  leaflet  drop  surprised  humanitarian 
partners,  whom  the  GOI  had  not  consulted  before  the  decision  was 
taken  to  implement.  The  directive  marks  a  major  change  from  the 
GOI's  prior  decision  not  to  provide  evacuation  guidance  for  Mosul's 
citizens  (in  part  to  prevent  ISIS  from  taking  advantage),  and  is 
expected  to  generate  a  surge  in  the  outflow  of  I  DPs  from  the  city. 

Though  outflows  remain  low  as  of  May  29,  humanitarian 
organizations  estimate  that  up  to  180,000  may  flee  the  Old  City  in  the 
coming  days. 

Given  high  temperatures,  shortages  of  medical  supplies,  food,  clean 
water,  and  the  persistent  presence  of  ISIS  snipers  and  booby  traps 
(there  are  even  reports  of  ISIS  trapping  civilians  in  their  homes  by 
welding  their  doors  closed),  the  UN  and  humanitarian  community  are 
deeply  concerned  over  the  ability  of  civilians  to  safely  depart  the  Old 
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City,  where  they  have  essentially  been  taken  hostage.  Efficient  but 
appropriate  'screening'  of  civilians  (to  weed  out  fleeing  ISIS  fighters) 
has  been  a  perennial  concern  throughout  the  conflict,  with  numerous 
reported  disappearances.  To  that  end,  it  remains  critical  that  the  ISF 
and  its  partners  -  which  include  both  Coalition  and  Iran-trained 
Popular  Mobilization  Forces  (PMF)  militia  groups  -take  all  possible 
measures  to  prioritize  protection  of  civilians  during  the  evacuation 
and  conduct  of  hostilities. 

Overall,  coordination  between  humanitarian  actors  and  the 
Government  of  Iraq  with  regards  to  the  Mosul  operation  has  been 
strong  since  it  began  on  October  17,  2016,  and  the  humanitarian 
community  has  been  preparing  for  a  possible  evacuation  scenario 
since  April.  The  UN  and  NGOs  have  rapidly  mobilized  to  ensure  there 
is  adequate  protection,  health,  WASFI,  food,  and  shelter  solutions  at 
five  mustering  points  around  Mosul.  Clean  water  access  along 
evacuation  routes  remains  an  issue,  however.  The  UN  is  preparing  for 
western  Mosul  military  operation  to  continue  through  the  end  of 
summer. 

One  focus  of  this  meeting  will  be  a  recent  Der  Spiegel  photo  essay,  in 
which  an  Iraqi  freelance  photographer,  deployed  to  record  a  good 
news  story  about  Shia  and  Sunni  soldiers  working  together,  instead 
photographed  alleged  torture,  rape,  and  summary  executions  by  the 
Iraqi  Ministry  of  the  Interior's  Emergency  Response  Division  (ERD). 
Despite  the  article's  allegation  that  the  ERD  was  U.S. -trained,  the  unit 
was  actually  disqualified  from  receiving  U.S.  training  or  equipment  in 
March  2015  (they  failed  to  pass  Leahy  human  rights  vetting). 
Flowever,  it  is  possible  that  U.S.  equipment  delivered  to  the  GOI  was 
routed  to  ERD  units,  and  that  U.S.  advisors  may  have  engaged  with 
ERD  units  during  or  afterthe  alleged  events  took  place.

*  Last  week  you  met  Syrian  refugees  living  in  camps  and  urban  areas 
in  Jordan  and  Turkey.  You  saw  first-hand  how  refugee  families  are 
living,  visited  schools  and  health  centers,  and  listened  as  women, 
children,  and  their  counselors  described  the  long-lasting  trauma  of 
war.  You  also  heard  them  describe  their  hopes  for  the  future  and  their 
strong  desire  to  return  home. 

*  You  saw  the  generosity  of  Syria's  neighbors  and  heard  how  they've 
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struggled  to  cope  with  the  influx  of  refugees;  you  visited  a  small  home 
shared  by  four  families,  a  school  running  double  shifts,  and  a  clinic 
training  Syrian  doctors  and  nurses  to  work  in  the  local  health  system. 


*  In  Jordan,  you  met  with  King  Abdullah,  Foreign  Minister  Safadi,  and 
Minister  of  Planning  Fakhoury.  All  expressed  concern  about  the 
protracted  nature  of  the  crisis  and  noted  its  impact  on  Jordan's 
economy  and  people.  You  raised  concerns  about  the  plight  of  Syrians 
living  on  Jordan's  berm  and  the  slow  progress  with  security  screenings 
at  Azraq  camp.  You  also  stressed  the  importance  of  issuing  work 
permits  to  Syrian  refugees  and  of  providing  psychological  support  and 
education  for  Syrian  children. 

*  In  Turkey,  you  met  with  the  Prime  Minister  Yildirim  and 
Undersecretary  for  Foreign  Affairs  Yalcin.  Both  expressed  concern  for 
Turkey's  security  situation  and  its  need  for  additional  support  from 
the  international  donor  community  to  cope  with  the  refugee  crisis. 

PM  Yildirim  urged  that  the  UN  create  a  single  coordinating  mechanism 
to  channel  international  support  to  refugee  host  countries  like  Turkey, 
Lebanon,  and  Jordan.  (Note  that  the  UN  coordinates  humanitarian 
funding  through  the  Regional  Response  Plan  and  ask  if  he  sees  a  role 
for  the  UN  in  coordinating  bilateral  support  to  host  governments.)  You 
raised  concerns  about  Turkey's  recent  de-registration  of  NGOs  in 
Turkey,  including  two  (Mercy  Corps  and  IMC)  carrying  out  large  relief 
programs  for  the  United  States.  You  expect  a  resolution  to  the  NGO 
registration  issue  in  the  months  ahead,  but  also  reminded  NGOs  that 
they  must  remain  compliant  with  Turkey's  laws. 

*  In  discussions  with  government  officials  and  UN  leadership  in  both 
countries,  you  noted  a  need  to  close  the  gap  between  relief  and 
development  activities.  You  stressed  that  assistance  in  Year  7  should 
not  appear  the  same  as  assistance  provided  in  Year  1.  In  Jordan  and 
Turkey,  you  saw  several  great  examples  of  innovative  UN  programs 
that  meet  the  needs  of  refugees  while  also  building  their  future  and 
supporting  local  communities.  In  the  months  and  years  ahead,  the 
international  community  and  countries  hosting  Syrian  refugees  must 
intensify  our  focus  on  helping  refugees  become  more  self-sufficient; 
we  must  continue  to  focus  on  work  permits  and  on  ensuring  that 
Syrian  children  are  getting  an  education.  Above  all,  you  noted,  we 
must  work  to  end  this  conflict  and  enable  Syrians  to  return  home. 

*  You  saw  U.S  humanitarian  funding  at  work.  You  visited  the 
innovative  UN  food  program  in  Jordan  that  enables  refugees  to 
purchase  food  in  a  grocery  store,  using  nothing  but  their  retinas.  You 
saw  how,  in  partnership  with  the  UN,  U.S.  funding  is  helping  Syrian 
children  catch  up  in  school,  cope  with  trauma,  and  receive  critical 
training  and  life  skills. 

*  You  also  visited  the  Syrian  border  and  two  of  the  four  crossing 
points  authorized  by  UN  Security  Council  2165— Ramtha  and  Bab  Al 
Hawa.  There,  you  observed  the  large-scale  UN  cross-border  relief 
operation  for  Syria.  At  an  air  base  in  Jordan,  you  also  saw  the  UN 
preparing  for  high-altitude  air  drops  to  besieged  Deiz  Ez  Zor  city.

Background  on  PGA:  Annually,  the  General  Assembly  elects  a  new 
President  of  the  General  Assembly  (PGA)  and  many  Vice-Presidents 
(VPGAs)  who  serve  a  one-year  terms  beginning  each  fall  at  the  start  of 
UNGA.  Candidates  are  nominated  in  accordance  with  an  established 
regional  rotation  scheme  many  years  in  advance.  This  year,  the 
Eastern  European  Group  (EEG)  nominates  the  PGA,  which  will  be 
Slovakia's  rotation.  The  vote  is  predicted  to  go  by  acclimation,  i.e.  will 
not  be  contested,  will  not  be  balloted.

Background:  In  current  budgetary  negotiations  for  UN  I  FI  L  we  have 
proposed  at  $34m  reduction  in  the  mission's  operating  costs.  The 
largest  cost-driver  for  the  mission's  operations  is  its  naval  component 
(the  Maritime  Taskforce).  Germany  contributes  one  of  the  seven  ships 
in  this  Taskforce,  and  they  are  concerned  about  its  future.  We  feel 
that  the  Maritime  Taskforce  is  ineffective,  especially  given  its  $50m 
price  tag.  Discussions  on  UNIFIL's  budget  are  in  the  early  stages,  and 
we  will  continue  to  coordinate  with  Germany  as  we  move  forward.

Biography: 

Joao  Vale  de  Almeida  is  a  senior  European  Union  diplomat  who  was 
appointed  as  EU  Ambassador  to  the  United  Nations  from  16  October 
2015. 
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Ambassador  Vale  de  Almeida  previously  served  as  the  first  EU 
Ambassador  to  the  United  States  of  America,  from  2010  to  2014.  In 
Washington,  he  actively  engaged  in  strengthening  EU/U.S.  relations 
and  was  critical  to  the  launching  of  negotiations  of  the  Transatlantic 
Trade  and  Investment  Partnership  (TTIP). 

Prior  to  his  appointment  in  Washington,  Ambassador  Vale  de  Almeida 
served  as  Director  General  of  External  Relations  of  the  European 
Commission,  the  European  Union's  executive  body.  As  the  most 
senior  official  under  the  authority  of  the  High  Representative/Vice- 
President,  he  helped  formulate  and  execute  the  EU's  foreign  policy 
and  played  a  key  role  in  preparing  for  the  new  European  External 
Action  Service  (EEAS)  introduced  by  the  Treaty  of  Lisbon. 

Between  2004  and  2009,  Ambassador  Vale  de  Almeida  was  the  Head 
of  Cabinet  (Chief  of  staff  and  main  adviser)  for  European  Commission 
President  Jose  Manuel  Barroso.  He  accompanied  President  Barroso  in 
all  European  Council  (EU  Summit)  meetings  and  ensured  coordination 
with  the  private  offices  of  Heads  of  State  and  Government  in  all  28 
Member  States  of  the  EU.  He  was  also  the  President's  Personal 
Representative  for  the  negotiations  on  the  Treaty  of  Lisbon. 

Ambassador  Vale  de  Almeida  also  acted  as  the  EU  "Sherpa"  for  G8  and 
G20  Summits  between  2005  and  2010.  In  this  capacity  he  prepared 
and  attended  annual  G8  Summits  in  Gleneagles,  UK;  St  Petersburg, 

RU;  Heiligendamm,  DE;  Toyako-Hokkaido,  JP;  L’Aquila,  IT;  and 
Muskoka,  CA.  He  accompanied  President  Barroso  in  the  launching  of 
G20  Summits  in  late  2008  in  Washington  and  in  subsequent  meetings 
in  London,  Pittsburgh  and  Toronto  in  2009  and  2010.  He  also  attended 
Summit  meetings  with  EU's  strategic  partners  around  the  world  and 
with  the  Secretary  General  of  the  United  Nations. 

Earlier  in  his  career  in  the  European  institutions,  Joao  Vale  de  Almeida 
held  several  senior  positions  in  the  European  Commission  and  the 
Economic  and  Social  Committee  and  worked  closely  in  different 
capacities  with  and  under  the  authority  of  former  Commission 
Presidents  Jacques  Delors,  Jacques  Santer  and  Romano  Prodi. 

Immediately  before  joining  President  Barroso’s  team  in  2004,  Joao 
Vale  de  Almeida  held  a  senior  position  in  the  Directorate  General  for 
Education  and  Culture  after  serving  as  Deputy  Chief  Spokesman  of  the 
European  Commission. 

Joao  Vale  de  Almeida  joined  the  European  Commission  in  1982  at  its 
Delegation  in  Lisbon,  after  spending  seven  years  as  a  journalist.  He 
holds  a  degree  in  History  from  the  University  of  Lisbon  and  has 
studied  and  received  training  in  journalism  and  management  in  the 
United  States,  France,  Japan,  and  the  United  Kingdom.  Ambassador 
Vale  de  Almeida  was  decorated  in  2011  by  the  President  of  the 
Republic  of  Portugal  with  the  'Gra-Cruz  da  Ordem  do  Infante  D. 
Henrique'  (Grand  Cross  of  the  Order  of  Prince  Henry  the  Navigator). 

Joao  Vale  de  Almeida  is  Portuguese;  he  was  born  in  Lisbon  in  1957.  He 
is  married,  has  two  children  and  recently  became  a  grandfather.

Poland  is  pursuing  an  uncontested  bid  for  the  Eastern  European  seat 
for  non-permanent  members  in  the  Security  Council.  Foreign  Minister 
Waszczykowski  (pronounced  "Vaash-chi-KOFF-skee")  is  in  New  York  to 
solicit  support  ahead  of  the  GA  election  on  June  2  at  10:00, 
immediately  following  your  meeting  with  him.  The  Poland  mission  has 
indicated  Poland's  priorities  in  the  SC  likely  will  include  supporting  the 
SG’s  conflict  prevention  focus,  Security  Council  transparency,  and 
refugee  concerns. _ 


Poland  enthusiastically  supports  a  strong  U.S.  military  presence  in 
Europe  and  earlier  this  year  welcomed  a  U.S.  battalion  to  northeast 
Poland  as  part  of  NATO's  enhanced  Forward  Presence  deployment, 
which  reassured  Poland  of  our  shared  resolve  against  the  Russia 
threat.  Although  Poland  usually  aligns  with  its  EU  partners  in  the  UN, 
it  is  sometimes  at  odds  with  the  EU  on  internal  European  affairs, 
including  recent  spats  over  rule  of  law  matters  and  immigration. 

Largely  homogenous  with  a  historic  distrust  of  outsiders,  Poland  has 
rebuffed  calls  from  Brussels  to  host  refugees  -  taking  on  zero  to  date 
despite  an  expectation  of  burden  sharing  among  EU  states. 

Waszczykowski,  however,  earlier  this  week  signaled  Poland  might 
temporarily  take  on  Syrians  who  need  medical  treatment.

Witold  Waszczykowski,  Minister  of  Foreign  Affairs,  was  born  in

history,  he  holds  a  PhD  in  the  humanities. 

The  chief  of  Polish  diplomacy  graduated  from  the  Faculty  of 
Philosophy  and  History  at  the  University  of  Lodz  (1980),  and  the 
Department  of  International  Studies  at  the  University  of  Oregon 
(1991)  in  the  United  States.  In  1992-93,  he  pursued  postgraduate 
studies  in  international  security  and  arms  control  at  the  Geneva 
Centre  for  Security  Policy  in  Switzerland.  In  1993,  he  was  awarded  a 
PhD  in  the  humanities  (history)  for  his  dissertation  The  United  States 
and  the  Strategic  Disarmament  Negotiations  in  1919-36.  From  1981  to 
1987,  he  was  an  assistant  lecturer  at  the  Faculty  of  Philosophy  and 
History  of  the  University  of  Lodz. 

He  began  his  career  with  the  Ministry  of  Foreign  Affairs  in  the  early 
1990s.  In  1992,  he  became  a  senior  expert  in  the  United  Nations 
System  Department  and  the  European  Institutions  Department,  and  in 
1996  he  was  named  deputy  director  of  the  European  Institutions 
Department,  and  then  of  the  Security  Policy  Department.  In  1997,  he 
served  as  head  of  Poland’s  Liaison  Office  to  NATO  in  Brussels,  and 
went  on  to  become  deputy  Permanent  Representative  of  Poland  at 
the  newly  created  diplomatic  mission  to  the  North  Atlantic  Alliance 
(1997-99).  From  1999  to  2002,  he  was  posted  as  Poland's  Ambassador 
to  Iran.  In  2003,  he  worked  at  the  Department  of  Foreign  Policy 
Strategy  and  Planning,  and  in  2005  became  deputy  director  of  the 
Department  of  Africa  and  the  Middle  East.  In  2005-08,  he  was  deputy 
foreign  minister,  also  serving  as  the  chief  negotiator  during  Poland-US 
missile  shield  talks. 

In  2008,  he  was  appointed  deputy  head  of  the  National  Security 
Bureau,  and  from  2011,  served  as  a  deputy  to  the  7th  Sejm, 
representing  the  Law  and  Justice  party.

Background: 

This  pull-aside  will  take  place  during  Security  Council  elections,  after 
ballots  have  been  collected,  but  before  results  are  announced.  POL 
will  liaise  with  the  Cote  d'Ivoire  mission  in  the  GA  Hall  to  coordinate 
timing  and  will  accompany  you  to  the  P5  room  for  the  brief  15-minute 
meeting. 


After  13  years,  the  UN  Peacekeeping  Operation  in  Cote  d'Ivoire 
(UNOCI)  will  complete  its  final  liquidation  this  month,  with  a  final 
Council  briefing  scheduled  later  on  Friday.  UNOCI  is  the  second 
peacekeeping  mission  in  West  Africa  to  shutter  in  the  last  12  years. 

Recent  turbulence  in  the  country  is  a  concern  after  a  series  of 
mutinies  in  the  armed  forces  over  unpaid  bonuses  led  to  armed 
protests  and  some  deaths,  first  in  January  and  again  in  May.  When  the 
government  agreed  to  pay  mutinous  soldiers  in  January/February,  the 
unrest  and  strikes  spread  more  widely,  to  other  members  of  armed 
and  security  forces.  There  have  been  several  fatalities  and  dozens  of 
injuries  in  the  most  recent  spate  of  violence.  Much  of  the  problem 
stems  from  unrealized  security  sector  reform,  as  rebels  who 
supported  President  Ouattara  during  the  power  struggle  in  2011  were 
not  properly  compensated,  integrated  into  the  army,  or  demobilized. 

Cote  d'Ivoire  has  experienced  the  impact  of  regional  terror  networks, 
most  recently  when  three  gunmen  opened  fire  at  an  Ivorian  beach 
resort  in  Grand-Bassam  in  March  2016  killing  19  people  and  injuring 
33  others  (Al-Qaeda  in  the  Islamic  Maghreb  claimed  responsibility). 
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Since  the  incident  the  government  has  stepped  up  efforts  to 
strengthen  its  borders  and  counter  terror  threats.  Finally,  Cote 
d'Ivoire  is  the  world's  leader  in  production  and  export  of  cocoa  beans, 
though  drops  in  global  prices  have  leveled  off  years  of  steady 
economic  growth  and  created  serious  challenges  for  farmers.

During  his  previous 
tenure  at  the  United  Nations,  he  served  as  Vice-President  of  the 
Economic  and  Social  Council  from  2003  to  2004;  as  his  country's  chief 
representative  to  the  Security  Council  from  2001  to  2002;  and  as 
President  of  the  Security  Council  in  January  2002.  From  2003  to  2006, 
he  served  as  Chairman  of  the  Alliance  of  Small  Island  Developing 
States.

Purpose:  At  her  request,  Rep.  Bass  wanted  to  provide  a  readout  of 
and  recommendations  from  her  trip  with  Rep.  Chris  Smith  (R-NJ)  to 
South  Sudan  and  Uganda. 

Background: 

Rep.  Bass  is  the  Ranking  Democrat  on  the  House  Foreign  Affairs 
Subcommittee  that  oversees  the  UN.  You  previously  met  her  during 
the  UNSC  visit  in  DC  when  she  participated  in  the  Member  of  Congress 
panel  at  the  Blair  House.  She  has  been  a  vocal  supporter  of  additional 
aid  to  the  1+3  Famine  countries  including  authoring  a  H.  Res.  187 
calling  for  USAID  to  dedicate  more  funds  to  address  the  famine  in 
South  Sudan. 

During  the  week  of  May  29,  a  CODEL  led  by  U.S.  Representatives 
Smith  and  Bass  traveled  to  South  Sudan  and  neighboring  Uganda  to 
assess  humanitarian  conditions.  The  delegation  met  with  President 
Salva  Kiir,  members  of  the  South  Sudan  Council  of  Churches,  UNMISS 
leadership,  and  key  humanitarian  actors,  and  visited  the  UNMISS 
protection  of  civilians  (PoC)  site  in  Bentiu,  where  almost  120,000 
people  shelter  for  safety.  In  Uganda,  they  visited  Kuluba  Collection 
Center  and  Bidi  Bidi  refugee  settlement,  which  hosts  more  than 
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270,000  South  Sudanese  refugees.  The  delegation  also  met  with 
Ugandan  President  Museveni,  who  reaffirmed  the  country's 
commitment  to  continue  hosting  South  Sudanese  refugees. 
Throughout  the  visit,  the  CODEL  stressed  ending  the  conflict, 
improving  humanitarian  access  in  South  Sudan,  and  rescinding  the 
recent  South  Sudanese  government  increase  in  NGO  registration  fees. 


A  new  report  on  the  level  of  food  insecurity  in  South  Sudan  is 
expected  in  the  coming  days;  this  will  indicate  if  famine  has  been 
averted  or  continues.  We  expect  to  hear  that  more  people  are  on  the 
brink;  the  last  report  of  February  20  stated  that  one  million  people 
were  on  the  edge  of  famine  and  100,000  experiencing  famine. 

Humanitarian  access  has  been  predominantly  blocked  by  fighting  and 
obstacles  created  by  the  parties  to  the  conflict.  With  the  arrival  of  the 
rainy  season  now,  roads  will  become  impassable  and  more  aid 
delivery  will  resort  to  air  operations.  The  flow  of  refugees  out  of  South 
Sudan  continues.  Uganda  hosts  1.5  million  refugees,  and  72  percent 
are  from  South  Sudan.

Summary 


1.  (SBU)  During  a  May  30  to  June  1  visit  to  South  Sudan,  a 
Congressional  delegation  led  by  Representatives  Chris  Smith  and 
Karen  Bass  pressed  President  Salva  Kiir  Mayardit  to  implement  a 
ceasefire  and  end  the  conflict.  Representatives  Smith  and  Bass 
emphasized  that  the  government  of  South  Sudan  must  demonstrate  a 
commitment  to  peace  and  act  on  U.S.  priorities  in  order  to  justify  U.S. 
foreign  assistance.  They  expressed  concern  about  harassment  of 
humanitarians,  including  arbitrary  fees;  restrictions  on  international 
journalists;  and  failure  to  hold  the  security  forces  to  account  for  the 
Terrain  Hotel  attack.  President  Salva  made  no  promises  of  changed 
behavior,  merely  arguing  that  the  United  States  must  continue  to 
support  its  "child."  Representatives  Smith  and  Bass  also  met  newly- 
appointed  SPLA  Chief  of  Defense  Forces  General  James  Ajongo 
Mawut,  who  shared  an  aspirational  list  of  positive  reforms.  The  CODEL 
met  with  church  leaders  and  humanitarians;  each  group  described  a 
deteriorating  political  environment.  They  also  met  with  UNMISS 
leadership,  who  expressed  cautious  optimism  about  the  impact  of  the 
new  leadership  of  the  SPLA  under  Ajongo.  The  CODEL  also  travelled  to 
Bentiu  to  meet  with  internally-displaced  South  Sudanese  (septel).  End

3.  (SBU)  On  June  1,  Representatives  Chris  Smith  and  Karen  Bass 
(Chairman  and  Ranking  Member  of  the  blouse  Sub-Committee  on 
Africa,  Global  Health,  Global  Human  Rights  and  International 
Organization,  respectively)  and  the  Ambassador  met  with  President 
Salva  Kiir  Mayardit,  First  Vice  President  Taban  DengGai,  Cabinet 
Minister  Martin  Elia  Lomuro,  Petroleum  Minister  Ezekiel  Lol  Gatkuoth, 
Justice  Minister  Paulino  Wanawilla  Unango,  and  Deputy  Justice 
Minister  Martinson  Mathew  Oturomoi. 


4.  (SBU)  Representative  Smith  opened  the  discussion  by  reporting  that 
prior  to  the  meeting  the  delegation  had  visited  Uganda  (reftel  A), 
where  they  spoke  with  South  Sudanese  at  the  Bidi  Bidi  refugee 
settlement,  and  the  UN  Protection  of  Civilian  camp  in  Bentiu,  where 
approximately  120,000  IDPs  are  seeking  refuge  (septel).  He  said  all 
were  unanimous  in  their  cry  for  the  conflict  to  end.  Calling  upon 
President  Salva  to  "end  this  thing,"  Smith  warned  that  funding  is 
limited  and  cannot  be  guaranteed  for  countries  who  do  not  act  as 
cooperative  partners.  Recalling  that  the  SPLA  rallying  cry  during  the 
struggle  with  Khartoum  was  "2  million  dead,  4  million  displaced,"  he 
expressed  regret  that  under  SPLA  leadership  3.8  million  are  displaced 
now.  Representative  Bass  asked  the  government  to  rescind  its 
proposal  to  levy  new  fees  on  humanitarian  NGOs  (reftel  B),  explaining 
that  such  harassment  of  U.S.  implementing  partners  made  it  difficult 
to  argue  for  assistance  for  South  Sudan  at  a  time  when  foreign 
assistance  budgets  are  being  cut.  Salva  responded  that  "the  U.S.  has 
supported  us,  so  you  cannot  dismantle  that  [...]  we  are  America's 
child."  Cabinet  Affairs  Minister  Lomuro  presented  a  slew  of 
unverifiable  statistics  purporting  to  demonstrate  that  humanitarians 
are  given  full  access  and  support  by  the  government  in  the  form  of  tax 
exemptions,  and  blamed  new  NGO  fees  on  the  Transitional  National 
Legislative  Assembly.  These  fees  are  comparable  to  the  region, 

Lomuro  asserted  (incorrectly),  but  he  also  claimed  that  the 
government  directed  the  Relief  and  Rehabilitation  Commission  (RRC) 
to  reconsider  the  registration  fee  for  NGOs  in  deference  to  donor 
concerns.  (The  RRC  continues  to  threaten  NGOs  and  demand 
payment.)  First  Vice  President  Taban  inaccurately  alleged  that  NGOs 
spend  "85  percent  on  administrative  costs:  offices,  travel,  luxuries." 
Salva  agreed,  suggesting  that  audits  of  these  organizations  would 
reveal  that  NGO  funding  does  not  reach  people  on  the  ground. 
Representative  Bass  responded,  "That  is  not  our  understanding." 


On  Terrain:  What  FBI  invitation? 


5.  (SBU)  Representative  Smith  recalled  that  during  his  last  visit  to 
Juba,  he  had  been  promised  that  the  FBI  would  be  invited  to  provide 
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assistance  to  the  investigation  into  the  attack  on  aid  workers  at  the 
Terrain  Hotel  compound  on  July  11,  2016  (reftel  C).  A  senior 
government  delegation  that  visited  Washington  and  New  York  in 
September  2016  also  committed  to  welcoming  an  FBI  role.  Nine 
months  later,  the  government  has  still  not  extended  an  invitation  for 
FBI  assistance.  Despite  this  inaction,  the  FBI  is  ready  to  assist  and 
could  have  an  agent  on  the  ground  to  conduct  an  initial  visit  as  early 
as  June  3,  Smith  advised  the  President.  Justice  Minister  Paulino  said 
that  the  matter  of  FBI  assistance  "depends  on  what  assistance  is  being 
offered."  Technical  assistance  with  regard  to  forensic  evidence  would 
be  useful  as  SPLA  Military  Justice  does  not  have  these  capabilities,  he 
said.  The  Deputy  Minister  of  Justice  interjected  that  the  United  States 
and  South  Sudan  would  have  to  work  out  a  Memorandum  of 
Understanding,  or  perhaps  even  a  mutual  legal  assistance  treaty 
(MLAT),  in  order  for  the  FBI  to  participate,  and  suggested  that  the 
Embassy  write  a  letter  detailing  exactly  what  assistance  the  FBI  would 
provide.  When  informed  that  the  FBI  had  deposed  the  U.S.  victims,  he 
said  such  testimony  could  not  be  used  in  a  South  Sudanese  court.

6.  (SBU)  Deputy  Justice  Minister  Oturomoi  said  that  the  government's 
initial  investigation,  which  he  led,  has  been  transparent  and  objective. 
He  explained  that  the  prosecution  had  been  handed  over  to  the  SPLA. 
Acknowledging  that  there  were  doubts  about  the  government’s 
commitment  to  accountability,  Oturomoi  reported  that  the  SPLA  held 
the  first  hearing  of  its  court  martial  on  May  30,  which  was  open  to  the 
public  and  media  (Reftel  D).  [Note:  That  initial  hearing,  scheduled  to 
take  place  before  CODEL  Smith’s  arrival,  was  adjourned  after  an  hour 
due  to  the  prosecution's  lack  of  preparation.  Embassy  contacts 
subsequently  reported  that  the  Chief  Prosecutor  had  been  fired  and 
replaced  on  June  4.  End  Note.]  Representative  Smith  asked  how  many 
soldiers  had  been  arrested:  Oturomoi  said  that  23  suspects  had  been 
detained,  and  13  had  been  at  the  court  martial  hearing.  [Note:  Only 
12  were  present  at  the  hearing  on  May  30.  End  Note.]  Paulino  said 
that  suspects  were  being  tried  by  a  SPLA  court  martial  rather  than  a 
civilian/military  hybrid  court  (despite  the  fact  the  South  Sudanese  law 
calls  for  soldiers  who  commit  crimes  against  civilians  to  be  tried  by  a 
civilian  court)  because  the  soldiers  were  in  uniform  when  they 
committed  the  crimes. 


On  the  Conflict,  Dialogue,  Political  Prisoners,  and  the  Churches: 


7.  (SBU)  Representative  Smith  strongly  encouraged  President  Salva  to 
meet  with  the  South  Sudan  Council  of  Churches.  The  President  has 
declined  repeated  requests  for  meetings  with  the  group,  which  asked 
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to  see  him  after  the  President's  office  named  the  Council  to  the 
secretariat  of  the  National  Dialogue  without  consultation  in 
December.  Salva  explained  that  he  had  stopped  regularly  attending 
church  because  he  is  offended  that  religious  leaders  are  practicing 
"tribalism"  during  mass.  He  contended  that  he  is  "much  more _ 


truthful"  than  church  leaders.  (Comment: 

End  Comment.)  Representative  Smith  also  urged  the 

President  to  fulfill  his  commitments  to  release  political  prisoners  such 
as  Dong  Saluel  Luak,  Aggrey  Idri,  and  James  Gatdet  Dak.  Taban 
responded  "you  should  ask  Kenya"  about  Dong  and  Aggrey,  claiming 
South  Sudan  had  not  role  in  their  disappearance,  and  inaccurately 
asserted  that  the  ICRC  has  been  allowed  access  to  see  Gatdet. 
President  Salva  added  that  the  ICRC  should  be  permitted  to  visit 
Gatdet.  The  Justice  Minister  added  that  Gatdet  was  being  charged 
formally  and  would  face  a  criminal  trial  soon  (he  has  been  held 
without  charge  since  November  2016). 


8.  (SBU)  Salva  stressed  that  he  had  announced  a  unilateral  ceasefire 
during  the  opening  of  the  National  Dialogue,  but  suggested  the 
opposition  can  "break  it  at  any  time."  The  President  described  the 
controversial  dismissal  of  former  SPLA  leader  General  Paul  Malong 
Awan  as  "a  normal  change"  based  on  a  typical  rotational  schedule, 
but  admitted  that  "General  Paul  did  not  receive  it  well."  He  said 
"Thank  god  there  was  no  bloodshed,”  and  asserted  the  government  is 
in  firm  control  of  Malong  and  the  new  chief.  General  Ajongo,  is  in  full 
control  of  the  SPLA. 


On  Media:  Don't  Expect  Critical  Voices  to  Get  Visas 


9.  (SBU)  Representative  Smith  expressed  regret  that  journalists  from 
the  Wall  Street  Journal  and  other  major  publications  had  been  denied 
visas  to  South  Sudan  and  urged  reconsideration  of  these  refusals. 
Representative  Bass  added  that  all  politicians  are  criticized  by  the 
media  but  the  press  plays  an  important  role.  President  Salva  asserted 
the  government's  sovereign  right  to  approve  or  deny  visas.  The 
President  said  that  the  government  had  granted  access  to  western 
journalists  "in  good  faith,"  but  "biased"  reporters  had  reported 
negatively  on  positive  developments  in  order  to  secure  "fundraising.” 
The  First  Vice  President  admitted  that  visa  denials  were  based  on  past 
critical  coverage. 


...And  What  About  the  Good  Things  in  South  Sudan? 


10.  (SBU)  Taban  criticized  Ambassador  Phee  for  organizing  a  visit  of 
the  CODEL  to  the  UNMISS  POC  camp  in  Bentiu,  lamenting  their  trip 
was  "focusing  on  the  negative,  not  the  positive."  He  said  the  trip 
should  have  included  a  visit  to  the  site  where  the  Ministry  of  Interior 
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is  training  police  to  replace  the  SPLA  in  Juba  and  other  cities.  He  also 
highlighted  his  recent  involvement  in  brokering  a  cessation  of 
hostilities  in  legacy  Jonglei  state  between  the  Bor  Dinka  and  the 
Murle.  Representative  Bass  informed  him  that  she  and  Representative 
Smith  had  specifically  directed  the  embassy  to  arrange  the  trip  to 
Bentiu  as  the  two  intended  to  hold  a  hearing  shortly  to  review  the 
issues  of  famine  and  food  insecurity.  The  First  Vice  President 
attempted  to  argue  that  South  Sudanese  who  have  fled  to  Uganda  are 
not  fleeing  violence  but  have  been  driven  out  from  fear  generated  by 
hate  speech  and  opposition  propaganda.  Ezekiel  added  that  "positive 
things  are  happening"  in  South  Sudan  but  not  being  reported,  and 
claimed  "there  is  no  fighting,  just  scrimmages"  across  the  country. 


New  Army  Chief  Ajongo  Says  All  the  Right  Things 


11.  (SBU)  Also  on  June  1,  the  CODEL  met  the  newly  appointed  SPLA 
Chief  of  Defense  Forces  (CDF),  General  James  Ajongo  Mawut.  Also  in 
attendance  were  the  Assistant  CDF  for  Logistics  LTG  Gabriel  Jok; 
Assistant  CDF  for  Administration  LTG  Mangar  Buong;  Director  for 
Transformation  MG  Rabbi  Emmanuel;  and  the  Chief  of  the  Joint 
Border  Verification  and  Monitoring  Mechanism  (JBVMM)  MG  Majier 
Kur.  Ajongo  highlighted  recent  moves  to  restructure  the  SPLA 
following  his  promotion  and  stated  his  intent  to  move  most  SPLA  units 
out  of  Juba  and  other  towns  (consistent  with  the  peace  agreement). 
He  agreed  that  the  agreement's  call  to  canton  forces  was  outdated 
and  expensive,  and  recommended  as  an  alternative  setting  up 
assembly  areas  for  opposition  groups  that  renounce  violence  to  be 
assimilated  into  the  SPLA,  and  then  further  reduced  as  appropriate  in 
a  future  Disarmament  Demobilization  Reintegration  (DDR)  process. 


12.  (SBU)  Ajongo  frankly  offered  his  view  that  the  government  cannot 
be  satisfied  with  the  current  situation  where  conflict  and  violence 
have  displaced  millions  and  so  many  South  Sudanese  have  sought 
refuge  in  other  countries.  He  acknowledged  the  gap  between  the 
SPLA  and  communities,  and  said  he  seeks  to  rebuild  trust  between  the 
two.  He  said  the  SPLA  is  reaching  out  to  opposition  counterparts. 
Ajongo  said  he  has  instructed  the  SPLA  to  support  such  engagement  in 
the  field  and  to  guarantee  the  safety  of  opposition  officials,  although 
he  said  both  would  be  challenging. 


13.  (SBU)  Representative  Smith  asked  Ajongo  if  the  SPLA  in  the  field  is 
following  his  orders.  Ajongo  replied  that  he  would  go  to  the  field 
himself  to  explain  his  policies,  and  to  also  make  clear  that  there  is  a 
standing  order  to  allow  access  for  humanitarian  workers. 
Acknowledging  that  humanitarian  organizations  play  a  critical  role  in 
supporting  the  people  of  South  Sudan,  Ajongo  said  that  humanitarians 
and  UNMISS  should  improve  communication  with  the  SPLA, 
specifically  notifying  the  Joint  Border  Verification  and  Monitoring 


Mission),  of  SPLA  obstructions  and  violations.  (Comment: 
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_ |End  Comment.)  Ajongo 

claimed  these  violations  are  reported  through  international  channels 
and  the  SPLA  leadership  in  Juba  does  not  find  out  about  it  until  made 
public. 


14.  (SBU)  The  SPLA  chief  emphasized  that  the  peace  agreement,  the 
National  Dialogue,  President  Salva's  announcement  of  a  unilateral 
ceasefire,  and  opening  of  channels  to  the  opposition  as  examples  of 
the  government’s  efforts  to  pursue  peace.  He  expressed  appreciation 
for  AU  and  IG  AD  support  of  these  efforts,  and  opined  that  the 
international  community  should  do  the  same.  Ajongo  also  commented 
on  Juba's  bilateral  relationship  with  Khartoum,  highlighting 
unresolved  issues  such  as  each  side's  respective  support  for  rebel 
groups  and  the  lack  of  an  agreement  as  to  whether  rebel  groups 
should  be  disarmed  before  they  are  expelled. 


15.  (SBU)  Congressman  Smith  expressed  his  concern  over  reports  of 
SPLA  misconduct,  particularly  with  respect  to  sexual  violence,  urging  a 
policy  of  zero  tolerance.  Ajongo  demurred  at  first  as  he  claimed  this 
subject  is  not  one  that  is  discussed  in  his  culture.  He  then  collected 
himself  and  reiterated  that  this  is  one  of  the  areas  that  must  be 
addressed  to  narrow  the  gap  between  the  SPLA  and  civilian 
population.  The  Ambassador  asked  about  a  recent  visit  by  a 
delegation  from  the  UN  Office  of  the  Special  Representative  of  the 
Secretary  General  on  Sexual  Violence  in  Conflict:  Ajongo  responded 
positively  that  he  wanted  to  see  the  draft  of  the  UN’s  Action  Plan  so 
the  SPLA  can  make  adjustments  to  current  policy  as  appropriate. 


16.  (SBU)  Ajongo  raised  the  decision  by  AFRICOM  not  to  invite  the 
SPLA  to  a  recent  CHOD  Conference  and  admitted  that  the  reason  was 
obvious:  "the  way  we  operate."  He  expressed  his  desire  to  "close  the 
gap"  so  the  SPLA  can  become  a  partner  for  the  region  and  the  United 
States,  citing  counterterrorism  concerns  such  as  Al  Shabaab. 


Humanitarian  Partners:  "Year-on-Year  Degradation" 


17.  (SBU)  In  a  May  30  meeting  with  representatives  from  World  Food 
Program  (WFP),  Office  for  the  Coordination  of  Humanitarian  Affairs 
(OCHA),  International  Organization  For  Migration  (IOM),  Catholic 
Relief  Services  (CRS),  Samaritan's  Purse,  and  Mercy  Corps, 
humanitarians  told  the  CODEL  that  the  government  must  take  action 
to  match  its  repeated  assurances  about  aid  worker  safety  and  access. 
Humanitarians  flagged  that  northern  Jonglei  state  may  soon  reach 
famine  conditions,  and  said  the  outbreak  of  cholera  is  another 
concern.  Humanitarians  agreed  that  there  has  been  a  "year-on-year 
degradation  of  everything"  with  respect  to  food  security,  the 
economy,  and  political  dialogue. 
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Church  Leaders:  Locked  Out  of  J1 


18.  (SBU)  In  a  June  1  meeting  with  South  Sudan  Council  of  Churches 
(SSCC)  General  Secretary  Father  James  Oyet  Latansio  and  other  SSCC 
members,  Representative  Smith  underscored  the  importance  of  faith- 
based  groups  in  promoting  peace  and  reconciliation.  Father  James 
reported  that  the  SSCC  has  repeatedly  requested  to  meet  with 
President  Salva  since  being  appointed  to  the  National  Dialogue 
Secretariat  in  December  2016,  but  said  that  the  President  has  refused 
to  meet:  "the  door  has  been  locked  to  us."  One  SSCC  member 
expressed  skepticism  about  the  credibility  of  the  government's 
prosecution  of  the  Terrain  Hotel  compound  attackers,  opining  that 
"accountability  scares  Salva  and  the  other  leaders."  Another  member 
suggested  that,  while  there  was  support  for  the  general  idea  of 
hosting  a  National  Dialogue,  the  government  had  not  taken  the  steps 
(release  of  prisoners,  credible  security  guarantees)  to  enable  it  to 
succeed  but  instead  had  "copied  and  pasted"  Sudan's  National 
Dialogue  initiative.  Father  James  shared  SSCC  plans  to  travel  to  meet 
with  regional  stakeholders  (Uganda,  Sudan,  Ethiopia  and  the  African 
Union)  in  June  and  July. 


UNMISS:  Optimistic  about  Improved  Relations  under  Ajongo 


19.  (SBU)  In  a  June  1  meeting  with  UNMISS  Acting  SRSG  Moustapha 
Soumare,  Representative  Smith  asked  if  the  RPF  would  arrive  in  full  by 
the  end  of  July.  Soumare  responded  that  "a  bigchunk”  (namelythe 
Rwandans  and  Ethiopians)  will  be  deployed  by  that  time,  but  reported 
that  Kenya's  battalion  minus  is  still  a  question  mark  due  to  political 
sensitivities  over  how  the  UN  handled  the  dismissal  of  the  previous 
Kenyan  Force  Commander.  Deputy  Force  Commander  MG  Chaoying 
Yang  offered  his  opinion  on  the  new  SPLA  chief,  opining  that  Ajongo  is 
"milder"  than  Malong  and  will  not  mobilize  tribal  fighters  as  Malong 
did.  Ajongo  has  promised  UNMISS  that  he  will  do  his  "utmost"  to 
ensure  freedom  of  movement  and  reduce  bureaucratic  impediments, 
Yang  said.  Representative  Smith  urged  Soumare  to  increase  UNMISS 
attention  to  the  needs  of  women  and  children.

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Biographical  Note  for  Mali  FM  Abdoulaye  Diop 


Diop  has  served  as  Minister  for  Foreign  Affairs  and  International 
Cooperation  since  2014.  Prior  to  this  appointment,  Diop  was 
appointed  in  May  2003  by  President  Amadou  Toumani  Toure  to  serve 
as  Ambassador  to  the  United  States,  concurrently  also  accredited  to 
Colombia,  Brazil,  Argentina,  Chile,  Mexico,  Uruguay,  and  Peru. 

From  2000-2003,  Diop  was  a  diplomatic  advisor  to  Malian  Presidents 
Alpha  Oumar  Kona  re  and  Amadou  Toumani  Toure.  Diop  was  Chair  of 
the  ECOWAS  (Economic  Community  of  West  African  States)  and  the 
WAEMU  (West  African  Economic  and  Monetary  Union).  During  this 
time,  Diop  also  worked  on  monitoring  initiatives  for  the  African  Union, 
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in  which  Mali  played  an  active  role  in  creating.  In  2000  and  2001,  Diop 
oversaw  Mali's  participation  in  the  United  Nations  Security  Council 
and  served  as  a  member  of  the  Steering  Committee  of  the  Partnership 
for  Africa's  Development.  From  1999-2000,  Diop  worked  as  the 
advisor  to  the  Minister  of  Foreign  Affairs  in  charge  of  political  and 
diplomatic  issues.  From  1998-1999,  Diop  held  the  position  of 
counselor  at  the  Malian  Embassy  in  Belgium,  where  he  was  in  charge 
of  multilateral  cooperation.  Diop  played  an  active  role  in  negotiations 
between  the  ACP  (African  Caribbean  and  Pacific  States)  and  the 
European  Union  with  regard  to  the  Partnership  Agreement  for 
Development  signed  in  Cotonou  in  2000.  Prior  to  that  position,  he 
spent  several  years  at  the  direction  of  International  Cooperation  of 
the  Ministry  of  Foreign  Affairs  in  charge  of  implementing  and 
monitoring  the  European  Development  Funds  financial  programs  in 
Mali. 


Abdoulaye  Diop  received  a  Master  of  Arts  in  International  Relations 
from  the  International  Institute  of  Public  Administration  in  Paris, 
France.  Pie  also  received  a  Master  of  Arts  in  Diplomacy  and 
Management  of  International  Organizations  from  the  Paris-Sud  11 
University  and  a  Bachelor  of  Arts  in  Diplomacy  from  the  National 
School  of  Administration  in  Algeria.

Note:  Ethiopia  and  Senegal  requested  a  briefing  on  June  15  to  discuss 
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the  reports  requested  in  Resolution  2320,  adopted  unanimously  in 
November  2016,  on  cooperation  between  the  UN  and  African  Union, 
which  welcomed  the  AU's  efforts  to  increase  its  own  self-financing, 
and  expressed  willingness  to  consider  future  proposals  of  the  AU  for  a 
new  partnership  with  the  UNSC  to  support  AU-led  peace  support 
operations.  Ethiopia  and  Senegal  are  eager  for  the  Council  to  continue 
to  incrementally  move  forward  on  a  proposed  new  financing 
partnership,  but  Egypt,  as  one  of  the  AU's  largest  contributors,  has 
strongly  resisted  due  to  concerns  that  such  an  arrangement  would 
increase  its  financial  burden. 


Note:  Throughout  the  continent,  health  outcomes  are,  on  average, 
worse  than  in  other  regions,  due  mainly  to  a  lack  of  primary  health 
care  facilities  and  trained  medical  staff,  and  a  very  small  proportion  of 
government  expenditures  going  towards  health.

Note:  As  some  of  the  top  recipients  of  aid,  many  African  countries 
have  been  obstacles  to  reasonable  reform  of  UN  development-related 
work  based  on  a  fear  that  any  changes  will  decrease  assistance  to 
them.  You  should  emphasize  that  we  all  benefit  from  rationalizing  our 
work  in  New  York,  which  allows  us  to  devote  our  human  resources  to 
solving  problems,  not  repeatedly  discussing  them.

Background: 

Babak's  brother  Siamak  Namazi  was  arrested  by  the  Government  of 
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Iran  on  October  15,  2015.  On  February  22,  2016,  the  Government  of 
Iran  arrested  Babak's  father  .Baquer  Namazi,  an  81-year-old  retired 
UNICEF  official.  On  October  18,  2016,  the  Government  announced  it 
had  sentenced  the  Namazis  each  to  10  years  in  prison.  According  to 
the  prosecutor,  they  were  imprisoned  for  espionage  and  collaboration 
with  the  American  government.  Both  are  being  held  under  terrible 
conditions  in  Iran's  notorious  Evin  prison.  Siamak  has  been  held 
substantially  in  solitary  confinement  and  denied  a  bed  and  is  forced  to 
sleep  on  a  concrete  floor  with  limited  blankets  and  warn  clothing. 
Baquer,  who  underwent  heart  bypass  surgery,  has  serious  medical 
conditions  that  are  not  being  addressed.

Context: 

This  Arria  Formula  Open  Meeting  provides  an  opportunity  to  address 
access  to  populations  at  risk  of  famine  in  four  countries  affected  by 
conflict  and  to  identify  concrete  measures  to  improve  that  access  and 
meet  people’s  needs.  Amina  Mohammed,  the  Deputy  Secretary- 
General,  will  provide  an  update  on  the  humanitarian  situation  in  these 
countries,  and  food  insecurity  globally.  Franck  Bousquet,  Senior 
Director  of  the  Fragility,  Conflict,  and  Violence  Group  of  the  World 
Bank,  will  argue  that  a  zero  tolerance  for  famine  is  both  a  desirable 
and  achievable  goal  and  address  the  obstacles  to  the  Bank's  work  in 
these  contexts.  Andrea  Tamburini,  CEO  of  Action  Against  Hunger,  will 
describe  the  access  challenges  they  face.  Led  by  France  and  the  UK, 
the  meeting  is  cosponsored  by  Egypt,  Ethiopia,  Italy,  Japan,  Senegal, 

Sweden,  and  us,  the  meeting  follows  up  on  the  Secretary-General's 
February  21st  call  for  action  to  prevent  and  respond  to  famine  and 
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Under-Secretary-General  Stephen  O'Brien's  March  10  briefing  to  the 
Security  Council  on  the  four  countries  at  risk  of  famine.  The  meeting 
should  identify  concrete  measures  that  the  Council,  Member  State, 
and  the  UN  system  could  take  to  prevent  famine. 

Background: 

In  late  February  2017,  the  Secretary  General  warned  that  unless 
decisive  action  was  taken  and  additional  resources  mobilized 
immediately,  the  world  could  face  a  global  food  security  crisis  with  an 
acute  risk  of  famine  in  four  countries:  Yemen  where  6.9  million 
require  urgent  food  assistance,  Somalia  with  2.9  million,  South  Sudan 
with  5  million,  and  Nigeria  with  5.1  million.  Famine  had  been  declared 
in  two  counties  in  South  Sudan  in  February,  where  100,000  people 
were  already  facing  famine,  and  one  million  people  on  the  brink.  In 
Nigeria,  famine  probably  already  occurred  and  may  continue  today  - 
but  humanitarians  were  not  able  to  reach  these  areas  to  collect 
sufficient  evidence.  In  Yemen,  widespread  hunger  could  become 
famine  if  the  country  can  no  longer  import  food.  In  Somalia,  a  drought 
affecting  the  Horn  of  Africa  could  become  famine  if  assistance  cannot 
reach  people  -  a  real  risk  in  areas  controlled  by  Al  Shabaab. 

Violence  and  conflict  hinder  an  effective  humanitarian  response  as 
well  as  more  robust,  early  engagement  by  development  actors.  Three 
things  can  save  millions  of  lives:  ending  these  conflicts  or  at  least 
changing  the  way  that  they  are  waged;  gaining  sustained 
humanitarian  access  to  people  in  need;  and  mobilizing  sufficient 
funding  to  provide  life-saving  assistance.

Biographical  Note  for  Congressman  Jim  Costa 

Jim  Costa  was  sworn  in  as  a  Member  of  the  U.S.  House  of 
Representatives  representing  California's  16th  Congressional  District 
in  January,  2005.  Raised  on  a  dairy  farm  in  Fresno’s  Kearney  Park  area, 

Congressman  Costa  is  a  third-generation  family  farmer.  As  a  Member 
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of  Congress,  Costa  has  applied  his  farming  background  to  fighting  for 
Valley  water,  agriculture,  and  the  economy. 

A  lifelong  resident  of  the  Valley,  Costa’s  committee  assignments  allow 
him  to  effectively  advocate  for  the  district.  Costa  uses  his  position  on 
the  Natural  Resources  Committee  to  fight  for  the  Valley's  fair  share  of 
water.  This  includes  securing  funding  for  dams,  working  to  overturn 
unfair  federal  water  regulations,  and  increasing  Valley  water 
allocations.  On  the  Agriculture  Committee,  Costa  has  worked  to 
increase  federal  support  for  Valley  agriculture  through  the  Farm  Bill 
and  other  programs.  When  a  milk  price  crisis  devastated  the  region's 
dairy  industry,  Costa  introduced  legislation  to  protect  Valley  dairy 
families  and  local  jobs.  In  addition  to  his  committee  assignments, 

Costa  is  a  member  of  the  fiscally-conservative  Blue  Dog  Coalition  and 
has  worked  with  his  colleagues  to  support  more  responsible 
budgeting  practices. 

Costa's  work  to  improve  the  Valley  stretches  across  the  district. 

During  his  first  term  in  office,  Costa  put  together  a  broad-based 
bipartisan  coalition  aimed  at  developing  a  Regional  Water  Plan  for 
Central  California.  He  also  led  the  negotiations  between  the  City  of 
Fresno  and  the  State  of  California  that  secured  the  final  funding 
necessary  to  complete  the  new  Amtrak  station  in  Fresno.  During  the 
109th  Congress,  Costa  played  a  leading  role  in  the  bipartisan  effort  to 
secure  Highway  99  funding  in  the  infrastructure  bonds  approved  by 
California  voters  in  2006.  Costa  was  also  a  principal  in  the  successful 
effort  to  secure  Congressional  approval  of  plans  to  keep  Fresno's 
144th  Air  National  Guard  Fighter  Wing  viable  well  into  the  future.  As 
the  primary  author  of  state  legislation  to  create  the  San  Joaquin  Valley 
Air  Pollution  Control  District,  Costa  continues  to  work  with  local  and 
state  officials  to  clean  up  the  Valley's  air. 

Costa's  efforts  to  strengthen  Valley  agriculture  and  the  economy  have 
been  recognized  by  organizations  like  The  American  Farm  Bureau 
Federation  who  named  him  a  recipient  of  its  "Friend  of  the  Farm 
Bureau"  award.  Costa  has  also  received  the  "Spirit  of  Enterprise" 
award  by  the  U.S.  Chamber  of  Commerce.  Costa's  work  to  crack  down 
on  violent  crime  and  advocate  for  victims'  rights  was  recognized  by 
the  National  Organization  for  Victim  Assistance,  which  named  him 
recipient  of  the  Donald  E.  Santa  rel  li  Public  Policy  Award  for 
demonstrating  outstanding  public  policy  leadership.

Biography: 


Ameena  Saeed  Hasan  is  a  Yezidi  Kurd,  a  minority  group  targeted  by 
the  extremist  group  ISIL.  She  has  helped  secure  the  release  of  over 
100  captives.  Ms.  Hasan  traveled  to  the  US  in  the  spring  of  2015  to 
participate  in  and  speak  at  the  White  House  Summit  to  Counter 
Violent  Extremism.  In  2015,  she  was  named  as  a  Hero  Acting  to  End 
Modern  Slavery  by  the  US  Department  of  State. 

Ms.  Hasan,  previously  a  member  of  the  Iraqi  Council  of 
Representatives,  is  a  Yezidi  Kurd.  The  Yezidi  community  is  a  religious 
minority  that  is  primarily  located  in  Northern  Iraq.  As  the  extremist 
group  the  Islamic  State  of  Iraq  and  the  Levant  (ISIL),  often  referred  to 
as  ISIS,  has  expanded  its  control  over  the  northern  part  of  Iraq  and 
Southeastern  Syria  they  have  targeted  the  Yezidi  minority.  There  are 
reports  of  ISIL  forcing  migration,  executing  those  who  refuse,  and 
taking  girls  and  women  as  sex  slaves.  Reports  include  details  of 
systematic  rape  and  sexual  slavery,  and  various  ISIL  documents  and 
videos  confirm  the  accounts. 

Ms.  Hasan  has  courageously  spoken  about  the  human  rights  abuses 
that  are  being  perpetrated  upon  the  Yezidi  people.  Her  advocacy  has 
been  encouraging  to  other  members  of  the  Yezidi  community.  She 
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worked  with  others  to  try  and  create  a  registry  of  captives  and  their 
locations.  The  local  government  has  sponsored  a  team  of  local 
activists  who  have  worked  on  freeing  captives.  Ms.  Hasan,  as  a 
member  of  that  team,  has  helped  to  free  over  100  people  from  ISIL 
captivity  since  the  summer  of  2014.

Background:  UN  Under-Secretary  General  Stephen  O'Brien  will  brief 
the  Council  in  the  open  chamber  and  closed  consultations  on  the 
continued  dire  humanitarian  situation  in  Syria.  Despite  the  efforts  of 
the  Astana  guarantors  (Russia,  Iran,  and  Turkey)  to  negotiate  de- 
escalation  zones  across  the  country,  violence  is  rising  and 
humanitarian  access  remains  blocked.  We  recommend  that  you  speak 
in  closed  consultations.  Bolivia  and  Uruguay  probably  will  speak  in  the 
open. 

Humanitarian  Update:  Some  13.5  million  people  in  Syria  (80  percent 
of  the  current  population)  require  humanitarian  assistance,  including 
more  than  600,000  people  living  under  siege.  More  than  85  percent  of 
those  under  siege  are  besieged  by  their  own  government.  Despite 
Russia's  touting  of  the  Astana  de-escalation  plan,  it  has  not  improved 
the  humanitarian  situation  at  all.  On  June  20,  a  UN  interagency 
convoy  delivered  food  and  other  assistances  11,000  Syrians  in 
regime-besieged  East  Harasta,  part  of  the  Damascus  suburbs.  This  is 
less  than  a  quarter  of  the  population  estimated  to  live  there.  The 
convoy  arrived  two  days  after  unidentified  gunmen  fired  on  the 
convoy’s  first  attempt  to  deliver  assistance.  This  is  only  the  second 
delivery  in  2017  to  areas  besieged  by  the  Syrian  regime.  In  the  June  23 
Humanitarian  Access  Task  Force  meeting,  the  UN  special  advisor  said 
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that  the  rate  of  convoy  deliveries  to  besieged  and  hard-to-reach  areas 
has  "never  been  worse"  since  the  task  force  was  created. 

Political  Update:  Both  the  Geneva  and  the  Astana  processes  are 
continuing,  but  neither  track  is  close  to  a  breakthrough.  The  next 
Astana  round  will  take  place  on  July  4-5,  but  this  meeting  could  be 
delayed.  Previous  meetings  scheduled  for  June  were  indefinitely 
postponed  because  Turkey,  Russia,  and  Iran  have  been  unable  to 
reach  agreement  on  delineating  the  boundaries  of  the  de-escalation 
zones  and  arrangements  for  ceasefire  monitoring.  Meanwhile,  UN 
Special  Envoy  for  Syria  Staffan  de  Mistura  announced  he  will 
reconvene  the  Geneva  talks  on  July  10,  and  we  expect  he  will  attempt 
to  build  upon  the  last  round  in  which  the  parties  agreed  to  form  a 
working  group  for  constitutional  issues.  De  Mistura  aims  to  develop  a 
common  opposition  position  on  constitutional  issues  before  July  10. 

Military  Update:  In  eastern  Syria,  the  battle  lines  are  growing  more 
complex.  The  U.S.  Military  has  fired  on  pro-Assad  forces  three  times 
(May  18,  June  6,  and  June  8)  for  encroaching  on  a  de-confliction  zone 
in  southeastern  Syria  agreed  to  with  the  Russians.  In  the  same  time 
period,  our  military  grounded  two  Iranian  drones  in  the  same  area 
and  a  Syrian  military  jet  in  the  north  which  threatened  the  Syrian 
Democratic  Forces  (SDF)  fighting  ISIS.  Elsewhere,  violence  is 
undermining  the  failing  ceasefire  in  key  areas.  In  southern  Syria,  the 
regime  continues  to  pummel  Dar’a  city,  clearly  inside  the  southern  de- 
escalation  zone  envisioned  by  Astana.  The  regime  and  opposition 
have  clashed  in  central  Syria,  and  regime  forces  there  have  fired 
artillery  rounds  on  cropland  to  prevent  the  harvest.

3.  (If  Time  Permits)  Humanitarian  Action  at  the  UN:  Note  that  famines 
and  other  critical  challenges  require  sustained  political  and  financial 
leadership  of  the  United  States  and  our  partners  to  address  the  global 
scale  of  human  suffering  and  forced  displacement. 

*  Express  appreciation  for  the  close  partnership  over  many  years  with 
Nordic  countries  in  addressing  humanitarian  assistance,  affirming  we 
remain  committed  to  address  needs  in  real  time,  and  to  prevent  many 
of  the  conflicts  and  crises  driving  need  in  the  first  place.

Background:  UN  Under-Secretary  General  Jeffrey  Feltman  will  brief 
the  Council  in  the  open  chamber  on  the  Secretary  General's  third  bi¬ 
annual  report  on  implementation  of  UNSCR  2231  on  Iran.  We  believe 
this  is  a  strong  report  that  helpfully  shines  a  spotlight  on  a  range  of 
illicit  Iranian  activities,  especially  its  arms  smuggling  and  ballistic 
missile  activities.  Security  Council  experts  met  in  the  2231  Format  to 
discuss  the  report  on  June  23. 

UNSCR  2231  was  negotiated  alongside  the  Joint  Comprehensive  Plan 
of  Action  (JCPOA)  and  retained  binding  restrictions  on  Iran  for  set 
periods  of  time.  These  measures  include  prohibitions  on  transfers  of 
conventional  arms,  and  certain  ballistic  missile-  and  nuclear-related 
technology:  it  also  includes  targeted  sanctions  (asset  freeze/travel 
ban)  on  listed  Iranian  individuals  and  entities.  UNSCR  2231  asked  the 
Secretary-General  to  report  every  six  months  on  implementation  of 
these  measures. 

Iran  reacted  negatively  tothe  last  two  UNSCR  2231  reports.  FM  Zarif 
argued  that  the  findings  on  arms  smuggling  and  ballistic  missiles 
would  embolden  Iranian  hardliners.  He  also  criticized  the  UN  for  not 
evaluating  Tehran’s  complaints  that  the  United  States  has  not 
complied  fully  with  our  JCPOA  commitments  on  sanctions  relief.

continue  to  work  together  in  good  faith  and  reciprocity;  he  also 
encouraged  all  States  to  act  in  accordance  and  support  the  JCPOA, 
and  to  avoid  "provocative  actions  and  speech."  He  asserts  that  "it  is  in 
the  interest  of  the  international  community,  writ  large,  that  this 
achievement  of  multilateral  diplomacy  endures  transitions  and 
implementation  challenges."  The  report  notes  that 

*  Ballistic  missiles:  The  report  recalls  Iran's  January  2017  ballistic 
missile  launch  and  presents  information  from  the  United  States,  UK, 
France,  Germany  and  Israel  asserting  that  this  launch  was  in  defiance 
of  UNSCR  2231.  Noting  that  there  is  no  Security  Council  consensus  on 
how  this  launch  related  to  UNSCR  2231,  the  Secretary-General 
nonetheless  calls  upon  Iran  to  "avoid  such  ballistic  missile  launches 
that  have  the  potential  to  increase  tensions.”  The  report  also  notes 
formal  allegations  from  Israel  that  there  is  proof  of  cooperation 
between  Iran  and  DPRK  on  the  development  of  missile  technologies 
(Iran  has  denied  this).  It  also  refers  to  U.S. -provided  information 
regarding  an  Iranian  consignment  of  carbon  fiber  (a  dual-use  material 
applicable  to  ballistic  missiles)  that  was  in  violation  of  UNSCR  2231. 

*  Arms:  The  report  summarizes  a  series  of  reported  incidents 
involving  the  prohibited  transport  of  Iranian  arms,  including  recent 
arms  seizures  by  Ukraine  and  Turkey  and  an  incident  where  South 
Africa  provided  emergency  repair  services  to  an  Iranian  warship.  It 
also  analyzes  weapons  seized  in  a  March  2016  interdiction,  concluding 
that  the  weapons  were  indeed  of  Iranian  origin.  The  report  includes 
several  paragraphs  on  illicit  transfer  of  Iranian  arms  to  Yemen,  with 
detailed  information  from  the  Yemenis  and  UAE  about  weapons 
intercepted. 


*  Targeted  sanctions  (asset  freeze/travel  ban):  The  report  notes  that 
the  Defense  Industries  Organization,  UN-listed  entity,  participated  in 
an  Iraq  Defense  Exhibition  in  apparent  violation  of  the  asset  freeze.  It 
also  documents  the  extensive  travel  General  Qasem  Soleimani,  who 
has  been  repeatedly  to  Iraq  and  Syria  in  violation  of  the  UNSCR  2231 
travel  ban. 


*  UNSCR  2231  implementation:  The  Secretariat  continues  outreach  to 
promote  UNSCR  2231  implementation,  including  through  attendance 
at  international  trade  conferences.

Purpose:  To  hear  Qatar's  perspectives  on  its  dispute  with  its  neighbors 
and  how  the  crisis  can  be  resolved. 

Background:  This  meeting  comes  three  weeks  after  Saudi  Arabia,  the 
UAE,  Bahrain,  and  Egypt  unexpectedly  cut  diplomatic,  economic,  and 
military  ties  with  Qatar  over  what  they  described  as  Qatari  support  for 
extremism  and  its  meddling  in  the  internal  affairs  of  other  Gulf 
Cooperation  Council  (GCC)  countries.  Last  Friday,  Saudi  Arabia 
provided  Kuwaiti  mediators  with  a  list  of  13  demands  that  were 
subsequently  shared  with  Qatar,  indicating  Qatar  had  ten  days  to 
comply.  Many  of  the  demands  are  hardline  and  almost  impossible  for 
Qatar  to  implement  in  full.  Saudi  FM  Adel  Al-Jubeir  has  said  that 
Qatar's  isolation  will  continue  indefinitely  if  Qatar  does  not  comply. 
Secretary  Tillerson  met  with  both  the  Qatari  FM  and  the  Acting 
Minister  of  Information  on  June  27,  during  which  he  reiterated  his 
strong  support  for  the  Kuwaiti  led  mediation  process,  the  need  for  all 
parties  to  work  toward  productive  diplomatic  relations,  and  the 
importance  of  confronting  extremism.  Senator  Bob  Corker  recently 
put  a  hold  on  arms  sales  to  GCC  countries  to  force  reconciliation 
between  Qatar  and  its  neighbors.

He  subsequently  commanded 
Destroyer  Squadron  (DESRON)  18  from  2003  to  2004,  operating  as  sea 
combat  commander  for  Enterprise  Carrier  Strike  Group  in  support  of 
Operation  Iraqi  Freedom.  From  2008  to  2009,  he  led  Theodore 
Roosevelt  Carrier  Strike  Group  on  a  combat  deployment  in  support  of 
Operation  Enduring  Freedom  in  Afghanistan. 

Ashore,  he  served  as  executive  assistant  to  the  chief  of  naval 
operations,  deputy  director  for  Strategy  and  Policy  (J-5),  and  military 
aide  and  advisor  to  the  vice  president  of  the  United  States.  He  also 
was  director,  Surface  Warfare  Division,  OPNAV  N86;  and  commander, 
6th  Fleet/Naval  Striking  and  Support  Forces  NATO.  Most  recently,  he 
served  as  director  for  Strategic  Plans  and  Policy  (J-5)  on  the  Joint  Staff. 

Pandolfe  serves  as  assistant  to  the  chairman  of  the  Joint  Chiefs  of 
Staff.

2.  Syria :  Emphasize  that  the  United  States  remains  committed  to  a 
UN-facilitated  Syrian-led  Geneva  process. 
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Background:  Several  of  the  countries  in  attendance  follow  the 
situation  in  Syria  with  great  interest.  Canada,  Qatar,  and  Turkey  are 
members  of  the  International  Syria  Support  Group  and  participate 
each  week  in  the  Geneva-based  Humanitarian  Access  and  Ceasefire 
Task  Forces.  As  such,  they  are  accustomed  to  hearing  the  U.S.  view  on 
Syria.  Last  December,  Canada  facilitated  a  General  Assembly 
resolution  on  Syria's  humanitarian  situation.  The  resolution  was 
contentious  and  ultimately  had  detractors  on  both  sides  -  some,  like 
Russia,  claiming  that  the  issue  was  in  the  Security  Council's  domain 
and  others,  like  Qatar,  who  felt  that  the  final  product  was  not  tough 
enough.  You  recently  had  a  bilateral  meeting  with  Turkish  PR  Feridun 
Sinirlioglu  (June  19)  and  raised  the  issue  of  NGOs  in  Turkey,  yet  we 
have  not  seen  substantial  progress  on  the  issue  to  date.

Background:  PRs  of  Finland  and  Ghana  are  co- facilitators  of 
negotiations  on  finding  a  way  for  elected  representatives  of 
indigenous  tribes  to  sit  in  on  UN  meetings,  which  have  reached  an 
impasse  over  Russian/Chinese  wishes  to  veto  any  groups  from  their 
jurisdictions,  Australian/Nordic  wishes  to  maintain  universal  rights  of 
indigenous  peoples,  and  Latin  American  wishes  to  find  a  face-saving 
way  to  show  some  momentum  for  their  indigenous  populations. 
Mexico  chairs  the  Group  of  Friends  of  Indigenous  Peoples,  of  which 
the  U.S.  is  an  observer.

Background:  Mexico  and  Switzerland  co-facilitate  talks  on  the  non¬ 
binding  compact.  Phase  I  runs  through  Nov  2017  with  thematic  and 
regional  meetings.  Phase  II  (until  Jan  2018)  prepares  the  zero  draft  for 
negotiations  in  Phase  III  (through  July  2018).  Migrant  recipients  (the 
U.S.,  Australia,  UK,  Japan,  EU,  etc.)  want  practical  ideas.  Countries  that 
send  migrants  (especially  Latin  American,  including  Mexico)  and  civil 
society  aim  to  expand  migrant  rights. 


7.  Humanitarian  Politicization  Concerns 


Background:  The  Economic  and  Social  Council  adopted  by  consensus 
in  Geneva  on  June  23  the  Council's  annual  resolution  on 
Strengthening  the  Coordination  of  Humanitarian  Assistance  following 
five  weeks  of  difficult  and  highly  politicized  negotiations.  Progress  on 
other  important  fronts  such  as  humanitarian  access  and  protection 
were  beyond  reach  due  to  the  increased  politicization  of  these 
discussions  and  obstruction  by  China  and  the  G77.

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General  Assembly  President  H.E.  Mr.  Peter  Thomson 

Ambassador  Thomson  of  Fiji  was  elected  to  be  President  of  the 
General  Assembly  in  June  of  2016.  Ambassador  Thomson  has  served 
as  Fiji's  Permanent  Representative  to  the  United  Nations  since  2010 
as  well  as  Ambassador  to  Cuba  simultaneously  until  his  recent 
appointment.  Ambassador  Thomson  also  served  as  President  of  the 
Executive  Board  pf  UNDP/UNFPA/UNOPS  from  2014-2015.  In  2013,  he 
chaired  the  UN's  largest  negotiating  bloc,  the  Group  77,  and  China. 

Previously,  in  2011-2012,  Ambassador  Thomson  served  as  the  Vice- 
President  of  the  UN  General  Assembly  and  was  elected  President  of 
the  Assembly  of  the  International  Seabed  Authority. 

H.E.  Mr.  Mark-Andre  Blanchard  (Canadian  PR) 

Ambassador  Blanchard  has  been  Canada's  Ambassador  to  the  United 
Nations  since  April,  2016.  Previously,  he  acted  as  chairman  and  CEO  of 
McCarthy  Tetrault,  one  of  the  largest  law  firms  in  Canada.  He  also  sat 
of  the  boards  of  Conference  Board  of  Canada,  the  Heart  and  Stroke 
Foundation  of  Canada  and  the  Institute  for  Research  in  Immunology 
and  Cancer  in  2014. 

H.E.  Mr.  Kai  Sauer  (Finnish  PR) 

Before  becoming  Finland's  Permanent  Representative  to  the  United 
Nations,  Ambassador  Sauer  was  Ambassador  to  Indonesia,  Timor- 
Leste,  and  ASEAN  from  2010  until  2014,  when  he  was  appointed.  For 
three  years  prior  to  this,  Ambassador  Sauer  was  the  Director  of  the 
United  Nations  Affairs  unit  in  Finland's  Ministry  for  Foreign  Affairs. 

H.E.  Ms.  Alya  Ahmed  Saif  Al-Thani  (Qatari  PR) 

Prior  to  her  appoint  as  Ambassador  in  New  York  in  2013,  Ambassador 
Al-Thani  represented  Qatar  as  the  Permanent  Representative  to  the 
United  Nations  in  Geneva  since  2011.  Additionally  she  served  as 
Deputy  PR  to  the  UN  in  New  York  from  2010  to  2011.  Before  this, 

Ambassador  Al-Thani  has  served  as  Minister  Plenipotentiary  for  Qatar 
and  Director  of  the  Division  of  the  Rights  of  the  Child  in  the  General 
Secretariat  of  Qatar's  Supreme  Council  for  Family  Affairs. 

H.E.  Mr.  Feridun  Sinirlioglu  (Turkish  PR) 

Ambassador  Sinirliogu  was  appointed  to  be  the  Permanent 
Representative  to  the  United  Nations  in  2016.  From  2009  to  2015,  he 
served  as  the  Under  Secretary  in  the  Ministry  of  Foreign  Affairs  in 
Turkey;  he  also  served  as  Minister  for  Foreign  Affairs  in  the  Interim 
Government  in  2015.  Ambassador  Sinirliogu  spent  two  years  as 
Deputy  Under  Secretary  for  Bilateral  Political  Affairs  from  2007  to

2.  Second  Phase  of  UN  Monitoring  and  Verification  Mission  (MVM): 


Background :  A  peace  agreement  last  December  ended  52  years  of 
conflict  between  the  Colombian  government  and  the  FARC,  a  left- 
wing  terrorist  organization.  The  MVM  (a  UN  special  political  mission 
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or  SPM)  has  been  monitoring  the  government-FARC  ceasefire  and  the 
FARC's  disarmament  process  since  the  beginning  of  the  year.  On  June 
27,  the  FARC  handed  the  remainder  of  their  weapons,  nearly 
completing  the  disarmament  process  as  laid  out  by  the  peace  accord 
signed  last  December.  (A  small  number  of  weapons  will  remain  with 
the  FARC  to  provide  security  for  camps  -  where  weapons  caches  are 
being  temporarily  held  -  until  August  1.) 

Reintegration:  UN  Mission  in  Colombia  SRSG  Jean  Arnault  recently 
warned  Council  members  that  the  Colombian  government  is  not 
focusing  enough  on  reintegration  of  the  FARC.  Without  employment 
and  a  clear  pathway  back  into  civil  society,  he  is  concerned  that  many 
will  revert  to  criminal  activities

Should  the  White  House  wish  to  appoint  Public  Delegates  this  year, 
then  we  ask  that  the  delegates  (1)  not  incur  additional  costs  (i.e.  live 
in  NYC  or  provide  their  own  housing;  and  take  a  $1  salary);  and  (2)  be 
actual  subject  matter  experts  in  an  issue  area(s). 

Background:  Since  at  least  1992,  two  or  three  Public  Delegates  have 
been  appointed  by  the  White  House  each  year  to  help  represent  the 
U.S.  during  UNGA.  Although  official  Public  Delegates  are  supposed  to 
be  Senate  confirmed  (deputized  to  represent  the  U.S.  government), 
the  Senate  has  failed  to  confirm  any  Public  Delegates  for  the  past 
several  years.

Pataki  (2007);  Cindy  Costa,  wife  of  Dr.  Louis  Costa  from  SC  (2002); 
Gloria  Estafan  (1992).

Background:  UN  Special  Envoy  Ismail  Ould  Cheikh  Ahmed  (IOCA)  will 
deliver  his  mandated  60-day  briefing  on  the  Yemen  conflict  in  the 
open  Security  Council  chamber,  along  with  a  briefing  from  Under 
Secretary-General  Stephen  O'Brien  on  humanitarian  issues.  The  Food 
and  Agriculture  Organization  (FAO)  and  World  Health  Organization 
(WHO)  have  also  been  invited  to  provide  separate  briefings  on  food 
security  and  cholera,  respectively.  We  anticipate  that  Yemeni 
PermRep  Khaled  Al-Yemany  may  ask  to  take  the  floor  as  well.  Among 
UNSC  members,  Sweden  will  likely  join  Uruguay  and  Bolivia  in 
speaking  in  the  open  chamber.  This  will  make  for  a  long  set  of  open 
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chamber  briefings  before  UNSC  members  move  into  closed 
consultations.  In  closed  consultations,  the  UK  intends  to  propose 
press  elements  to  be  adopted  at  the  end  of  the  discussion;  these 
should  not  be  controversial. 

Political  and  Security  Update:  There  is  almost  no  progress  to  report 
since  the  UNSC's  last  Yemen  briefing  at  the  end  of  May.  On  June  15, 
the  UNSC  adopted  a  Presidential  Statement  (PRST)  on  Yemen,  which 
was  the  first  UNSC  Yemen  product  in  more  than  a  year.  The  PRST 
contained  strong  language  endorsing  lOCA's  proposal  to  hand 
Hudaydah  port  over  to  a  third  party,  and  the  PRST  made  a  number  of 
concrete  humanitarian  demands,  including  for  the  parties  to  agree  to 
the  deployment  of  mobile  cranes  at  Hudaydah  port  and  to  establish 
medevac  flights  out  of  Yemen's  capital.  However,  since  the  PRST,  IOCA 
has  not  been  able  to  get  the  parties  to  negotiate  on  any  of  these 
issues.  The  Saudis  and  UAE  have  been  distracted  by  the  Qatar  crisis, 
and  the  Houthis  have  been  reluctant  to  engage  IOCA.  Meanwhile,  the 
situation  in  Yemen's  south  -the  part  of  the  country  nominally 
controlled  by  the  Yemeni  government- is  deteriorating.  Southern 
political  leaders  have  convened  meetings  of  a  Southern  Transitional 
Council,  which  has  the  trappings  of  a  new  state  authority.  At  the  end 
of  June,  there  were  also  well-publicized  reports  from  Human  Rights 
Watch  about  horrific  abuses  in  secret  prisons  run  by  the  UAE.  We 
doubt  this  prison  issue  will  come  up  in  the  Security  Council,  though. 

Humanitarian  Update:  Yemen's  humanitarian  situation  continues  to 
worsen,  primarily  due  to  the  collapse  of  state  institutions.  Most  health 
workers  have  not  been  paid  in  11  months,  and  Yemeni  families 
struggle  to  scrape  together  even  enough  funds  to  send  the  sick  to  the 
remaining  clinics.  Yemen's  cholera  epidemic  is  out  of  control,  with 
more  than  300,000  suspected  infections.  More  than  1,700  people 
have  died.  On  July  11,  WHO  reported  that  obstacles  to  humanitarian 
access,  including  destroyed  infrastructure  and  restrictions  imposed  by 
the  warring  parties,  are  so  bad  that  WHO  may  not  be  able  to  import 
cholera  vaccines.  Yemen  is  also  the  world's  largest  food  security  crisis, 
with  17  million  people  in  need  of  food  aid.

1.  Climate:

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Background:  The  President’s  remarks  identified  two  failings  of  the 
prior  administration's  climate  policy.  First,  he  said  that  the  U.S. 
nationally  determined  contribution  (NDC)  would  result  in  U.S.  job 
losses,  while  other  countries,  especially  competitors,  were  not  taking 
on  similarly  rigorous  targets.  Second,  U.S.  pledges  of  climate  finance 
to  developing  countries  were  unfair  to  the  U.S.  taxpayer  and  other 
countries  had  not  taken  on  similar  burdens.  Almost  50  other  countries 
in  Europe  and  from  around  the  world  have  not  ratified  the  Paris 
Agreement.  As  of  this  time,  all  cooperative  programs  and  initiatives 
underway  with  previously  obligated  funds  will  continue.  Reevaluation 
of  climate  policy  may  also  create  opportunities  to  work  on  a  bilateral 
basis  with  select  partners. 

Watch  out  for:  PRs  from  the  Small  Island  Developing  States  have  been 
highly  active  on  climate  change  due  to  its  impact  on  their  coastlines 
and  concerns  about  the  costs  of  adapting  to  it.

Background:  The  DPRK  has  been  exploiting  weak  state  controls  and 
lack  of  political  interest  in  implementing  North  Korea  sanctions  found 
in  many  Pacific  island  and  Southeast  Asian  nations.  Countries  like 
Malaysia,  Vietnam,  Laos,  Cambodia,  Indonesia,  and  Fiji  have 
traditionally  maintained  generally  positive  relations  with  North  Korea, 
including  visa-free  travel  arrangements  in  some  countries  and  joint 
ventures  for  commercial  cooperation.  While  we,  the  1718  Panel  of 
Experts,  and  other  outside  researchers  have  increasingly  reported  on 
North  Korea  exploiting  such  relations  to  conduct  a  wide  array  of  illicit 
activities  in  those  countries,  the  affected  governments  continue  to  lag 
in  fully  implementing  all  UN  sanctions.  In  particular,  the  DPRK 
registered  their  ships  in  Pacific  island  and  Southeast  Asian  nations  to 
fly  third  country  flags  of  convenience  to  avoid  detection  and  scrutiny 
while  conducting  covert  transfers  of  illicit  arms,  minerals,  and  other 
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prohibited  goods  to  places  like  Cuba,  Egypt,  and  Africa.  North  Korea 
has  long  established  front  companies  and  conducted  illicit  business 
out  of  Malaysia  and  other  parts  of  Southeast  Asia  to  generate  hard 
currency.  Furthermore,  with  Chinese  compliance  of  sectoral  sanctions 
increasing,  North  Korea  is  trying  to  pivot  to  Southeast  Asia  to  sell  coal 
and  other  prohibited  minerals  and  metals. 


3.  UN  Reform:! 


Background:  The  Secretary-General  released  his  first  report  on  reform 
of  the  UN  development  system  a  week  ago.  It  contained  many  good 
ideas  but  also  introduced  several  new  concepts  which  he  will  need  to 
elaborate,  such  as  a  "funding  compact."  We  are  seeking  additional 
information  on  his  proposals.  Deputy  SG  Amina  Mohammed,  who 
leads  on  development  system  reform,  will  meet  select  DPRs,  including 
Ambassador  Sison,  next  week.

Background:  The  G20  leaders'  communique  held  that  international 
trade  and  investment  are  important  engines  of  growth,  productivity, 
innovation,  job  creation  and  development. 
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Background  on  U.S.  Freedom  of  Navigation  Operations:  Since  1979, 
the  U.S.  Freedom  of  Navigation  program  has  demonstrated  non¬ 
acquiescence  to  excessive  maritime  claims  by  coastal  States  all  around 
the  world.  The  program  includes  both  consultations  and 
representations  by  U.S.  diplomats  and  peaceful  operational  activities 
by  U.S.  military  forces.  In  FY  2016,  we  conducted  FONOPs  challenging 
excessive  maritime  claims  of  22  coastal  States,  including  allies  and 
partners.  These  operations  are  designed  to  protect  the  rights, 
freedoms,  and  lawful  uses  of  the  sea  and  airspace  guaranteed  to  all 
countries.  U.S.  forces  operate  in  the  Asia-Pacific  region  on  a  daily 
basis,  including  in  the  South  China  Sea,  and  all  operations  are 
conducted  under  the  highest  professional  standards  and  in 
accordance  with  international  law.

Note:  The  UN  estimates  that  the  crisis  in  the  Kasais  has  resulted  in  1.3 
million  IDPs  and  30,000  refugees  to  neighboring  Angola.  OHCHR  has 
only  confirmed  292  dead  in  the  Kasais  between  March  and  May  2017, 
but  OHCHR  has  told  us  they  believe  the  Catholic  church’s  estimate  of 
3,200  dead  is  likely  accurate.

Note:  In  October  2016,  Dieng  issued  a  statement  on  the  potential  for 
genocide  in  South  Sudan  after  visiting  the  country.  Early  into  the  new 
Secretary-General's  tenure,  Dieng  maintained  there  was  a  risk,  even 
though  the  UN  Secretary-General  told  Council  members  that  the  risk 
had  diminished.  Per  the  2015  South  Sudan  peace  agreement,  the 
African  Union  is  responsible  for  establishing  the  Hybrid  Court  for 
South  Sudan  to  prosecute  individuals  responsible  for  violations  of 
international  law  committed  during  the  course  of  the  conflict. 
However,  there  has  been  very  little  progress  in  establishing  the  court. 
In  a  2015  resolution,  the  Security  Council  mandated  the  UN  to  provide 
technical  assistance  to  the  establishment  of  the  court.  The  U.S.  has 
been  very  supportive  of  the  formation  of  the  court  and  we  continue 
to  urge  the  African  Union  to  move  forward  with  its  formation.

He  then  served  as  Legal  Officer  of  Africa  for  the  International 
Commission  of  Jurists  from  1982  to  1989,  Executive  Secretary  (1989- 
1990)  and  Secretary-General  from  October  1990  to  May  2000.  UN 
Secretary-General  Kofi  Annan  appointed  him  in  January  2001  as  the 
Registrar  of  the  International  Criminal  Tribunal  for  Rwanda.  He  has 
worked  as  a  consultant  for  many  international  organizations  including 
UNITAR,  the  Organisation  of  African  Unity,  the  Ford  Foundation, 
UNESCO,  the  Organisation  internationale  de  la  Francophonie,  the 
United  Nations  and  the  International  Committee  of  the  Red  Cross.  He 
is  a  council  member  of  the  Observatoire  Panafricain  de  la  Democratie, 
a  member  of  the  executive  committee  of  Africa  Leadership  Forum  and 
a  board  member  of  the  International  Institute  of  Human  Rights.

Background:  Negotiations  on  finding  a  way  for  elected  representatives 
of  indigenous  tribes  to  sit  in  on  UN  meetings  have  reached  an 
impasse,  due  to:  Russian/Chinese  wishes  to  veto  any  groups  from 
their  jurisdictions  and  Australian/Nordic  wishes  to  maintain  universal 
rights  of  indigenous  peoples.  Delegations  have  shifted  to  efforts  to 
agree  on  a  procedural  resolution,  rather  than  a  new  category  for 
participation  at  the  UN.  USUN  has  coordinated  closely  with  Canada, 
Australia  and  New  Zealand  (CANZ)  during  the  entire  process.  Australia 
has  a  small  but  political ly-significa nt  indigenous  population,  and  is 
most  concerned  about  ensuring  that  indigenous  peoples  themselves 
have  a  role  to  play  in  future  discussions  on  indigenous  issues  at  the 
UN. 

6.  We  appreciate  the  close  coordination  we've  shared  with  Australia 
and  also  with  Canada  and  Israel  on  the  problematic  HLPF  Ministerial 
Declaration  negotiations. 


Background:  The  United  States  and  Australia  were  two  of  four 
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Member  States  (along  with  Canada  and  Israel)  that  broke  silence  on 
the  draft  of  the  HLPF  Ministerial  Declaration.  While  our  concerns  were 
primarily  on  language  on  the  Paris  Agreement,  and  Means  of 
Implementation  (including  trade),  Foreign  Occupation,  and  most 
recently,  SDGs,  Australia,  along  with  Canada,  protested  the  poor 
language  on  gender  as  well  as  problems  with  the  Means  of 
Implementation.  Israel  broke  silence  on  the  inclusion  of  "foreign 
occupation"  in  the  text.  We  supported  this.  Australia,  Canada,  and  the 
United  States  have  consistently  supported  Israel  in  our  strong 
opposition  to  this  being  included  in  the  text.

Background:  The  SG  has  three  tracks  for  UN  reform:  1.)  restructuring 
the  peace  and  security  architecture  to  make  field  operations  more 
flexible  in  response  to  needs  on  the  ground;  2.)  revitalizing  the 
development  architecture  to  more  effectively  and  efficiently  deliver 
on  Agenda  2030;  and  3.)  management  reform  to  create  a  simple, 
decentralized,  and  flexible  UN  that  is  transparent  arid  accountable. 
The  focus  of  this  group  is  on  management  reform.  The  SG's 
Management  Reform  Internal  Review  Team  (MR/IRT)  concludes  its 
third  and  final  retreat  this  week.  The  IRT  has  been  examining  several 
management  areas,  including  human  resources,  budget,  leadership, 
mobility  and  recruitment,  consolidation  of  services,  and 
accountability.  The  IRT  is  scheduled  to  make  recommendations  to  the

and  release  a  report  to  Member  States  on  management  reform  in  the 
fall.

De  Mistura 
shuttled  between  the  two  sides  in  "proximity  talks"  because  both 
sides  are  still  not  yet  ready  for  face-to-face  negotiations.  UN  DPA 
reports  that  his  goal  is  to  continue  building  opposition  consensus  on 

the  four  "baskets"  -  elections,  constitution,  governance,  and _ 

counterterrorism.

Military  Update:  On  July  7,  the  United  States,  Jordan,  and  Russia 
agreed  to  the  terms  of  a  general  ceasefire  in  Syria's  southwest  - 
mainly  in  Dara'a  Governorate  -  between  the  Assad  regime  and 
opposition.  The  ceasefire  is  one  preliminary  part  of  a  more 
complicated  de-escalation  effort  in  southern  Syria.  As  of  July  13,  the 
ceasefire  has  largely  held,  but  the  opposition  has  documented  several 
notable  regime  attacks.  There  is  still  no  established  monitoring 
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mechanism  for  the  ceasefire.  Violence  persists  outside  of  the 
ceasefire  zone.  On  July  10,  Armed  Opposition  Groups  (AOGs)  reported 
Syrian  troops  and  pro-regime  militias  launched  an  assault  to 
consolidate  land  near  the  Jordanian  and  Iraqi  borders.  The  regime, 
backed  by  Russian  airpower,  waged  the  offensive  on  eight  villages 
that  the  rebels  had  seized  from  ISIS  at  the  end  of  March.  It  is 
important  to  note  that  these  areas  are  not  part  of  the  U.S.-Russian- 
Jordanian  ceasefire.  This  skirmish  shows  that  eastern  Syria  -  generally 
in  the  vicinity  of  the  At-Tanf  area  -  will  continue  to  be  a  hotspot 
because  of  regime  and  Iranian  concerns  about  a  Western  or  Western- 
backed  proxy  force  gaining  influence. 

Humanitarian  Situation  Still  Dire:  Some  13.5  million  people  in  Syria 
(80%  of  the  current  population)  require  humanitarian  assistance, 
including  over  600,000  people  living  under  siege.  More  than  85%  of 
those  under  siege  are  besieged  by  their  own  government.  Despite 
Russia's  touting  of  the  Astana  de-escalation  plan,  it  has  not  improved 
the  humanitarian  situation  at  all.  The  regime  has  not  granted  the  UN 
permission  to  deliver  aid  to  any  besieged  areas  since  June  20.

This  Open  Debate  is  China’s  signature  event  for  its  Presidency,  and  is 
intended  to  demonstrate  China's  solidarity  with  Africa.  The  concept 
note  is  broadly  focused  on  how  the  international  community  can 
better  support  African-led  efforts  to  maintain  peace  and  security  on 
the  continent.  Secretary-General  Gutteres  and  AU  Peace  and  Security 
Commissioner  Chergui  will  brief.  This  event  follows  the  June  15 
Security  Council  Briefing  on  Cooperation  Between  the  UN  and 
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Regional  and  Sub-Regional  Organizations.  In  your  remarks  then,  you 
highlighted  our  overall  commitment  to  partnership  with  the  AU,  while 
also  noting  that  before  moving  forward  with  a  potential  new  financing 
arrangement  between  the  UN  and  AU,  we  will  need  to  see  progress 
from  the  AU  in  its  own  self-financing  efforts,  as  well  as  in 
implementing  new  human  rights  policies  and  ensuring  accountability 
for  conduct  and  discipline  issues  of  its  troops  and  police.  There  is  no 
outcome  document  for  this  meeting,  but  African  members  of  the 
Council  plan  to  follow  up  this  meeting  with  a  Summit-level  Security 
Council  meeting  in  September,  at  which  they  hope  to  adopt  a 
resolution  that  advances  UN  support  for  AU  financing.  (Ethiopia  has 
already  shared  with  us  a  draft,! 


Your  draft  remarks  focus  on  the  responsibilities  of  African  member 
states  in  maintaining  international  peace  and  security,  and 
specifically,  the  need  for  member  states  and  the  African  Union  to 
address  the  humanitarian  crises  affecting  the  continent  -  particularly 
in  Northeast  Nigeria,  Somalia,  and  South  Sudan  -  and  for  the  need  to 
address  underlying  human  rights  violations  in  order  to  ensure 
accountability  and  prevent  the  recurrence  of  conflict.

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1.  Hizballah:

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Note:  Lebanon  hosts  the  largest  population  of  Syrian  refugees  per 
capita  of  any  country  in  the  world.  One  of  every  four  people  in 
Lebanon  is  a  Syrian  refugee,  with  just  over  1  million  Syrian  refugees  in 
total.  However,  conditions  for  refugees  in  Lebanon  are  poor.  The 
Lebanese  state  does  not  accommodate  Syrians  in  refugee  camps,  due 
to  sensitivities  about  refugee  camps  Palestinians  established  in  the 
1970s  that  remain  to  this  day.  Therefore,  Syrians  in  Lebanon  reside  in 
host  communities,  with  many  living  in  squalor  on  the  edges  of  towns 
or  in  derelict  buildings.  The  Lebanese  government  has  opened  up 
access  to  primary  education  to  Syrian  refugee  children,  but  there  are 
not  nearly  enough  spaces  available.  Syrian  refugees  also  have  no 
formal  rights  to  work  in  Lebanon.

"whole-of-UN"  approach  that  encompasses  both  security-based  and 
systematic  softer  preventive  counterterrorism  measures  to  address 
the  drivers  of  violent  extremism.  Russia  has  been  among  the  greatest 
skeptics  of  the  PVE  agenda,  seeing  it  as  a  distraction  from  a  more 
security-focused  fight  against  terrorism.  Most  UN  Member  States, 
including  our  European  allies  and  some  Arab  states  like  Jordan, 
believe  that  ISIS  and  other  terrorist  groups  cannot  be  defeated  with 
security  measures  alone  and  that  PVE— an  approach  that  helps 
prevent  and  counter  terrorist  recruitment  and  reduce  risk  to 
communities  posed  by  terrorist  offenders  as  they  return  to  society - 
must  be  an  essential  and  complementary  element  of  comprehensive 
counterterrorism  strategies.

Purpose:  Reinforce  our  commitment  and  support  to  Nigeria  in  its 
effort  to  combat  Boko  Plaram  and  its  offshoot,  ISIL-West  Africa.  Note 
our  ongoing  concern  over  the  food  insecurity  crisis  in  northeast 
Nigeria  as  a  result  of  the  Boko  Plaram  conflict.  Commend  Nigeria's 
recent  efforts  to  improve  the  management  and  operation  of  its  crisis 
response  organs. 

Background:  Ambassador  Muhammad-Bande  presented  his 
credentials  in  May  2017  filling  a  longstanding  gap  in  the  Nigerian 
permanent  mission's  leadership.  He  comes  with  a  significant 
background  of  time  spent  in  academia  and  research  institutions  as  an 
administrator.  Nigeria  has  been  beset  by  a  number  of  challenges  over 
the  last  few  years,  with  the  ongoing  Boko  Haram  conflict  and  its 
concomitant  humanitarian  crisis,  insurgency  in  the  oil-rich  Niger  delta, 
falling  oil  prices,  endemic  corruption,  and,  most  recently,  the  poor 
health  of  its  president  Muhamadu  Buhari,  who  has  spent  several 
months  in  London  this  year  receiving  medical  treatment.  The  Vice 
President  Yemi  Osinbajo  has  been  an  effective  administrator  and 
voice  for  the  country  in  his  absence.  Osinbajo  visited  Buhari  in  the  UK 
in  early  June,  afterward  telling  the  press  he  expected  the  President  to 
return  soon.  Despite  the  exogenous  shock  of  reduced  revenue  from 
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fossil  fuels  and  self-inflicted  challenges  of  corruption,  Nigeria 
possesses  the  continent's  largest  economy  and  wields  tremendous 
influence  in  the  region.  Nigeria  was  most  recently  in  the  Security 
Council  from  2014-2016,  and  along  with  their  fellow  continental 
power  South  Africa,  believes  they  should  receive  a  permanent  seat. 
Nigeria  was  slow  to  address  the  emerging  security  threat  of  Boko 
Hararn  that  began  in  2009,  but  has  stepped  up  efforts  and  is  better 
addressing  the  challenge  with  its  operations  in  concert  with  the  Multi 
National  Joint  Task  Force  (whose  force  commander  is  Nigerian) 
composed  of  troops  from  Nigeria,  Cameroon,  Chad,  Niger  and  Benin, 
functioning  under  the  rubric  of  the  Lake  Chad  Basin  Commission. 
However,  the  humanitarian  challenge  is  of  a  magnitude  that  demands 
greater  effort  and  investment  from  the  government.

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SDG  goal  and  target  8.7),  through  which  Member  States  and  UN 
agencies  join  forces  globally  to  end  child  labor,  forced  labor,  modern 
slavery  and  human  trafficking,  under  the  leadership  of  the 
International  Labor  Organization  (ILO).  The  U.S.  Department  of  Labor 
funds  Alliance  8.7,  and  the  United  States  also  supports  the 
strengthening  of  the  UN  Inter-Agency  Committee  against  Trafficking 
(ICAT),  which  is  led  by  the  UN  Office  of  Drugs  and  Crime  (UNODC). 
Hungary,  with  the  ILO  and  the  Organization  for  Security  and 
Cooperation  in  Europe  (OSCE),  hosted  a  June  29  meeting  of  Alliance 
8.7  on  Europe  and  Central  Asia.  The  Perm  Reps  of  Qatar  and  Belgium 
have  nearly  concluded  a  process  of  negotiating  a  Political  Declaration 
for  the  UNGA  September  27-28  High  Level  Meeting.  Australia  and 
Argentina  are  planning  an  Alliance  8.7  ministerial  event  during  High 
Level  Week,  and  the  UK  is  also  tentatively  planning  a  high  level 
trafficking  event.  The  Perm  Rep  of  Hungary  has  spoken  at  previous 
side  events  on  trafficking,  and  she  may  be  coming  to  solicit  your 
support  or  participation  in  a  high  level  event.  Separately,  we  are  co¬ 
moderating,  with  the  UK,  the  migration  compact  thematic  session  on 
smuggling  and  trafficking  of  migrants  scheduled  for  September  5-6  in 
Vienna.

Background: 

In  September  2016,  UNRWA  alerted  the  international  community  $96 
million  projected  core  budget  shortfall  and  urged  collective  action  to 
mobilize  the  necessary  resources.  In  response,  the  Agency  received 
additional  contributions  from  Canada,  Sweden,  EU,  Saudi  Arabia, 
Switzerland,  the  United  Arab  Emirates,  and  the  United  States  that 
enabled  UNRWA  to  maintain  operations  in  2016  without  interruption. 


In  December  2016,  the  General  Assembly  through  resolution  71/93 
requested  the  Secretary-General  to  facilitate  consultations  with 
member  states  with  a  view  to  "explore  all  potential  ways  and  means, 
including  through  voluntary  and  assessed  contributions,  to  ensure 
that  the  Agency's  funding  is  sufficient,  predictable  and  sustained  for 
the  duration  of  its  mandate."  On  March  30,  2017,  the  Secretary- 
General  issued  his  report  (A/71/849). 


In  response  to  the  SG  report,  the  Palestinian  mission  introduced  a 
draft  resolution  [OP  17  in  particular],  the  latest  text  of  which  (5  July) 
would  have  budgetary  implications  in  the  order  of  $40  million  per 
year  for  "administrative  management  costs"  component  of  UNRWA, 
in  addition  to  its  currently  approved  regular  budget,  according  to  the 
UN  Controller’s  Office. 


Member  States  contribute  to  UNRWA  through  three  separate  portals, 
namely  the  Programme  Budget,  Emergency  Appeals,  and  the  Project 
Budget.  UNRWA's  core  operations  are  encapsulated  in  the  Agency’s 
Programme  Budget,  which  finances  its  UN-mandated  program  of 
work,  principally  education,  health  care,  and  relief  and  social  services. 
This  budget  is  the  foundation  for  all  activities  and  programs.  As  of 
August  2017,  UNRWA's  financial  shortfall  on  its  program  budget  stood 
at  $121  million  (against  the  Agency’s  cash  budget  for  2016  of  $715 
million). 
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The  United  States  is  the  largest  donor  to  UNRWA.  According  to 
UNRWA's  donor  ranking  in  December  2016,  we  provided  $368. 4m  in 
2015,  including  $152. 3m  to  the  programmatic  budget.

Ghassan  Salame  (Hah-san  Sah-la-May)  is  the  newly  arrived  Special 
Representative  of  the  Secretary  General  for  the  United  Nations 
Support  Mission  in  Libya  (UNSMIL).  We  warmly  welcome  his 
appointment  as  an  opportunity  to  reinvigorate  the  political  process  in 
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Libya.  At  a  P5  +  Italy  and  Egypt  lunch  on  Friday,  Ambassador  Sison 
found  Salame  to  be  forthright  and  blunt,  as  he  pledged  to  deliver 
straight-talk  to  all  of  his  interlocutors  in  Libya. 

Salame  heads  to  UNSMIL's  headquarters  in  Tunis  to  tackle  some 
considerable  challenges,  including  how  to  build  on  the  Libyan  Political 
Agreement  of  December  2015,  organize  a  unified  security 
architecture,  enable  the  provision  of  basic  services  to  a  population  in 
need,  shore  up  a  struggling,  oil-dependent  economy,  and  manage  the 
mission's  relocation  from  Tunis  back  to  Tripoli.  While  Salame's 
predecessor,  Martin  Kobler  (Germany)  was  a  capable  manager,  he 
struggled  to  forge  ties  with  Libya's  Eastern  factions,  exposing  him  to 
criticism  by  Egypt  and  Russia  in  this  regard.

Background :  Egypt  is  putting  together  an  ambitious  POW,  especially 
for  an  August  -  when  mission  staff,  particularly  the  Europeans, 
decamp  en  masse  for  summer  vacation.  Egypt  has  four  signature 
events  scheduled  -  one  more  than  during  their  last  presidency,  in  May 
2016  -  all  during  the  first  or  last  weeks  of  the  month,  calculating  that 
PRs/DPRs  are  more  likely  to  be  in  New  York  at  those  times.  The 
signature  events  include  meetings  on  prevention  of  terrorist 
acquisition  of  weapons,  evaluation  of  sanctions  regimes,  UN-Arab 
League  cooperation,  and  sustaining  peace.  We  suggest  you  use  the 
Council  breakfast  to  raise  U.S.  priorities  on  Syria,  Middle  East  peace, 
UNIFIL  and  Libya.  We  also  have  prepared  points  on  the  Egypt 
sanctions  resolution,  G5  Sahel  Joint  Force,  Burundi,  AMISOM  and  CAR 
if  the  topics  are  raised. 

1.  North  Korea:  With  the  latest  North  Korean  launch  having  occurred 
on  Friday,  July  28,  we  will  send  points  on  Monday  to  update  you  on 
the  status  of  the  draft  resolution  and  any  other  developments.

Note:  The  Syria  humanitarian  meeting  on  July  27  was  one  of  the  worst 
in  months.  Syrian  PR  Ja'afari  blasted  the  UN  for  being  "biased"  against 
the  Syrian  regime  and  failing  to  build  a  constructive  "humanitarian 
partnership"  with  Damascus.  Other  Council  members  -  Russia,  China, 
and  Ethiopia  -  echoed  this  sentiment  in  the  consultations  room  and 
urged  the  UN  to  do  more  to  cooperate  with  the  Syrian  Government 
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Note:  UNIFIL  (UN  Interim  Force  In  Lebanon)  consultations  will  be  held 
August  17.  Adoption  of  the  UNIFIL  mandate  renewal  is  scheduled  for 
August  30 


Note:  The  UK,  France,  and  Italy  have  all  raised  the  possibility  of  a  UN- 
led  event  on  Libya  during  High  Level  Week.  Last  year's  UNGA  featured 
a  high-level  event  on  Libya  led  by  then-Secretary  Kerry  and  then- 
Italian  Foreign  Minister  Gentiloni,  under  the  U.S.-  and  Italy-led  'Rome 
Format.'  It  is  unlikely  that  there  will  be  high-level  U.S.  interest  in  co¬ 
leading  another  such  event  this  year,  so  a  UN-led  event  might  not  be  a 
bad  idea.

Note:  Egypt  proposed  this  UNSCR  in  conjunction  with  an  August  3 
Security  Council  meeting  on  evaluation  of  sanctions  regimes. 


Note:  France,  at  the  highest  levels  of  its  government,  continues  to 
actively  advocate,  in  the  region  and  locally,  that  the  G5  force  deserves 
UN  support  (including  financial  support)  and  authorization.  In  a  July  26 
town  hall  for  UN  Staff  to  discuss  his  reform  initiatives,  SG  Guterres 
again  publicly  advocated  for  the  use  of  assessed  contributions  for  the 
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G5  force.  Such  calls  for  UN  support  will  continue  in  the  SG's  August 
briefing  on  the  G5  force's  deployment  and  in  his  October  report,  to  be 
released  during  the  French  Security  Council  presidency,  that  will 
include  recommendations  on  UN  support.  We  expect  France  may  also 
plan  a  Security  Council  trip  to  the  region  during  its  presidency.  USUN 
is  lobbying  the  interagency  to  expedite  the  planning  and  holding  of 
the  G5  Joint  Force  donor  and  strategy  conference  to  defuse  what  will 
continue  to  be  aggressive  Secretariat,  French  and  A3  calls  for  UN 
support  despite  the  lack  of  a  Chapter  VII  authorization  for  the  force  in 
Resolution  2359. 


8.  Burundi: 


Note:  Egypt,  Russia  and  China  have  attempted  to  weaken  the  Burundi 
PRST  to  suggest  that  the  situation  in  Burundi  has  improved  and 
reduced  UN  engagement  is  possible.  We  heard  in  the  July  26  Burundi 
meeting  that  the  government  continues  to  engage  in  torture,  human 
rights  violations  and  closure  of  civil  society  and  media. 


9.  AMISOM: 


Note:  The  mandate  of  the  African  Union  Mission  in  Somalia  (AMISOM) 
must  be  renewed  before  August  31.  The  AU-UN  joint  review  of 
AMISOM  is  expected  to  recommend  a  reduction  of  AMISOM's  force 
levels  of  22,126  by  1,500  troops,  beginning  later  this  year.  We  are  still 
evaluating  our  position,  but  are  generally  supportive  of  this  reduction, 
and  some  in  the  U.S.  government  are  advocating  for  a  larger 
reduction.  The  report  was  due  to  the  Security  Council  July  15,  but  as 
of  July  28,  it  had  not  yet  been  transmitted. 

10.  Central  African  Republic:  Highlight  that  nine  peacekeepers  have 
died  in  CAR  this  year.  Explain  that  we  need  to  work  closely  with  troop 
contributors,  the  UN  and  Council  members  to  address  the  problems  in 
CAR. 

Note:  Anti-Balaka  (Christian)  militias  in  Bangassou,  CAR  on  July  24 
ambushed  Moroccan  peacekeepers  in  MINUSCA-  killing  two-  when 
they  were  escorting  a  humanitarian  convoy  containing  water  for 
civilians.  Another  Moroccan  peacekeeper  was  killed  two  days  before 
that;  in  total,  militias  have  killed  nine  peacekeepers  in  Bangassou 
since  May.  Ongoing  anti-Balaka  violence  has  successfully  expelled 
humanitarian  NGOs  in  Bangassou,  forcing  the  UN  to  provide  basic 
services  such  as  potable  water.  However,  anti-Balaka  militias  have 
identified  Bangassou's  single  source  of  water  as  a  chokepoint; 
moreover,  the  Moroccan  forces  are  clearly  being  targeted  because  the 
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militias  suspect  them  of  colluding  with  the  Muslim  ex-Seleka  coalition 
due  to  religious  affinity.  The  MINUSCA  Moroccan  Battalion  needs  to 
revise  their  tactics.

August  2-  Preventing  Terrorist  Groups  from  Acquiring  Weapons 
Briefing:  This  meeting  will  be  the  first  of  Egypt's  signature  events  for 
the  month,  and  they  plan  to  adopt  a  resolution  at  the  top  of  the 
meeting  on  the  topic.  We  expect  the  meeting  could  be  used  as  an 
opportunity  for  Egypt  to  bash  Qatar  and  Turkey.  Briefers  will  include 
Weixiong  Chen,  Deputy  Executive  Director  of  the  Counter-Terrorism 
Committee  Executive  Directorate;  Yury  Fedotov,  Executive  Director  of 
the  UN  Office  and  Drugs  and  Crime  (via  VTC);  and  Jurgen  Stock  (TBC), 

Secretary  General  of  INTERPOL. 

August  3  -  Evaluation  of  Sanctions  Regimes  Briefing:  This  meeting  will 
be  the  second  of  Egypt's  signature  events  for  the  month,  with  ASG  for 
Political  Affairs  Taye-Brook  Zerihoun  expected  to  brief.  Egypt  has 
proposed  a  draft  resolution  to  re-establish  a  Security  Council  Working 
Group  on  General  Sanctions  Issues  and  task  the  SG  with  annual 
reporting  on  UN  sanctions  regimes,  but  it's  highly  unlikely  that  the 
draft  would  be  ready  for  a  vote  in  time  for  this  meeting. 

TBD  (listed  as  August  9,  but  expected  to  move  to  later  in  the  month)  - 
Syria  Political  Consultations:  Special  Envoy  Staffan  de  Mistura  (TBC) 
will  deliver  his  monthly  briefing  and  update  the  Council  on  plans  for 
the  next  round  of  intra-Syrian  talks  in  Geneva,  which  will  take  place  in 
early  September.  He  may  also  provide  an  update  on  technical-level 
talks  with  the  opposition  as  well;  he  is  trying  to  develop  a  common 
opposition  position  on  all  four  baskets  for  negotiations  in  the  hopes  of 
increasing  pressure  on  the  Syrian  regime  to  participate  in  a 
meaningful  way,  which  they  have  refused  to  do. 

August  10  -  Peace  and  Security  in  Africa  Briefing:  This  meeting  will 
allow  DSG  Amina  Mohammed  to  brief  on  her  recent  trip  to  Nigeria 
and  the  DRC.  UN  Women  Head  Phumzile  Mlambo-Ngcuka  and  SRSG 
for  Sexual  Violence  in  Conflict  Pramila  Patten  -  who  accompanied  the 
DSG  on  the  trip  -  are  also  expected  to  attend  the  meeting,  but  will  not 
brief. 

August  15  -  Peace  and  Security  in  Africa  Briefing  and  Consultations: 

ASG  for  Peacekeeping  Operations  El  Ghassim  Wane  will  provide  a 
mandated  (Resolution  2359)  update  for  the  Council  on  the  G5  Sahel 
Joint  Force,  namely  its  operationalization,  deployment  challenges,  and 
possible  "measures"  of  support.  DPKOtold  us  July  26  that  they  are 
under  pressure  from  other  Council  members  to  focus  on  the  needs  of 
the  force,  which  is  not  yet  constituted  or  very  dose  to  deployment. 

We  emphasized  that  this  first  briefing  should  focus  on  the  force's 
deployment  and  not  deliver  a  wish  list  or  push  again  for  UN 
authorization.  SG  Guterres  has  been  active  in  his  advocacy  for  UN 
support  of  the  force,  including  July  26  comments  that  the  lack  of

Security  Council  authorization  weakened  the  nascent  endeavor. 

August  15  -  UNISFA  (UN  Interim  Security  Force  for  Abyei) 
Consultations:  Special  Envoy  Nicholas  "Fink"  Flaysom  (via  VTC)  and 
DPKO  ASG  Wane  will  update  the  Security  Council  on  developments  in 
the  process  to  seek  a  resolution  to  the  status  of  Abyei.  In  our  May 
resolution  we  asked  for  the  SG  to  update  the  Council  on  the  efforts  of 
the  African  Union  and  the  UN  Special  Envoy  towards  getting  Sudan 
and  South  Sudan  to  implement  their  2011  agreements.  For  us,  this  will 
be  the  first  step  in  highlighting  that  the  countries  continue  to  make 
little  progress  in  resolving  this  outstanding  issue  in  the  lead  up  to  the 
November  UNISFA  mandate  renewal,  in  which  we  will  seek  to 
eliminate  the  border  monitoring  mission. 

August  16  -  UNMIK  (UN  Mission  in  Kosovo)  Briefing:  SRSG  Zahir  Tanin 
(via  VTC)  will  brief  on  the  activities  of  UNMIK  and  related  political 
developments  for  the  period  of  April  to  June  2017.  Parliamentary 
elections  in  Kosovo  on  June  11  were  largely  peaceful.  A  new  coalition 
government  is  still  in  the  formulation  stage,  but  should  be  established 
in  the  near  future. 

August  16  -  Syria  CW  Consultations:  Fligh  Representative  for 
Disarmament  Affairs  Izumi  Nakamitsu  will  brief  the  Council  in  closed 
consultations  on  the  OPCW  Director-General’s  monthly  report 
regarding  Syria's  obligations  under  the  Chemical  Weapons 
Convention.  She  will  probably  give  the  Council  a  readout  of  the  OPCW 
Executive  Council’s  July  meeting,  which  focused  heavily  on  Syria. 

August  17  -  DRC  Sanctions  Briefing:  Egyptian  PR  Aboulatta,  in  his 
capacity  as  chair  of  the  DRC  Sanctions  "1533"  Committee,  has  invited 
the  families  of  Michael  Sharp  and  Zaida  Catalan  to  New  York  to  attend 
an  open  session  of  the  sanctions  committee.  The  Sharps  have  not 
decided  if  they  will  attend. 

August  17  -  UNIFIL  (UN  Interim  Force  In  Lebanon)  Consultations: 

DPKO  ASG  Wane  will  brief  the  Council  in  these  annual  consultations 
on  UNIFIL.  DPKO  will  focus  on  UNIFIL's  efforts  to  work  with  Lebanon 
and  Israel  to  prevent  local  violations  of  the  Blue  Line,  including  the 
work  of  the  Tripartite  Mechanism  and  other  confidence-building 
measures.  While  UNIFIL’s  area  of  operations  has  remained  relatively 
calm  with  no  major  violations  of  the  Blue  Line  to  report,  Israel  has 
aired  concerns  that  Flizballah  is  stockpiling  and  developing  weapons 
that  could  lead  to  renewed  conflict  in  the  future.  The  United  States 
has  been  clear  that  UNIFIL  must  be  more  assertive  if  it  is  to  deter 
Flizballah.  UNIFIL’s  mandate  renewal  is  scheduled  for  August  30. 

August  17  -  Monthly  Council  Lunch  with  the  SG :  The  Secretary- 
General's  staff  will  inform  the  Council  about  the  issues  he  would  like 
to  raise  a  few  days  before  the  lunch. 

August  22  -  Middle  East  Briefing  and  Consultations:  Special  Envoy 
Nickolay  Mladenov  will  not  be  available  to  brief  the  Council  this 
month  -  a  replacement  has  yet  to  be  identified.  That  said,  the 
meeting  will  likely  focus  on  the  ongoing  crisis  in  Gaza  and  elevated 
tensions  in  Jerusalem.  The  current  draft  of  the  POW  lists  consultations 
as  being  about  "Middle  East/Palestine,"  but  the  Egyptians  have 
assured  POL  that  "Palestine"  will  be  removed  before  POW  adoption.

August  23  -  UNSMIL  (UN  Support  Mission  in  Libya)  and  Libya 
Sanctions  Briefing  and  Consultations:  SRSG  Ghassan  Salame,  in  his  first 
appearance  since  becoming  SRSG,  will  brief  the  Council  on  his  vision 
for  the  way  forward  for  Libya,  as  well  as  recent  developments  on  the 
file,  including  the  recent  meeting  between  Prime  Minister  Serraj  and 
"Libya  National  Army”  General  Haftar.  Additionally,  Swedish  PR  Skoog 
will  brief  the  Council  in  his  capacity  as  Chair  of  the  Libya  Sanctions 
"1970"  Committee. 

August  24  -  UNMISS  (UN  Mission  in  South  Sudan)  Briefing  and 
Consultations:  USG  for  Peacekeeping  Operations  Jean-Pierre  Lacroix 
will  brief  on  the  latest  developments  in  South  Sudan.  African  Union 
High  Representative  for  South  Sudan  Alpha  Konare  and  Joint 
Monitoring  and  Evaluation  Commission  (JMEC)  Chair  Festus  Mogae 
will  also  be  invited  to  update  the  Council  on  their  efforts  towards 
achieving  peace  in  South  Sudan.  Mogae  also  briefed  the  Council  in 
July.  We  do  not  expect  any  particularly  significant  developments  at 
this  meeting. 

August  24  -  UNIOGBIS  (UN  Integrated  Peacebuilding  Office  in  Guinea- 
Bissau)  and  Guinea-Bissau  Sanctions  Briefing  and  Consultations:  SRSG 
ModiboToure  will  brief  on  the  continued  political  impasse  in  Guinea- 
Bissau.  Additionally,  Uruguayan  PR  Rosselli,  in  his  capacity  as  Chair  of 
the  Guinea-Bissau  Sanctions  "2048”  Committee,  will  brief  on  his  June 
trip  to  Bissau  and  recap  his  recommendations  to  the  committee. 

August  28  -  UN-Arab  League  Cooperation  Briefing:  This  meeting  will 
be  the  third  of  Egypt's  signature  events  for  the  month.  Egypt  has 
invited  SG  Guterres  and  Arab  League  Secretary-General  Ahmed  Aboul 
Gheit  to  brief.  Egypt  is  planning  for  this  meeting  to  segue  into  an  IID  at 
which  members  of  the  Arab  League  will  speak  on  particular  topics  of 
interest,  and  hope  that  some  sort  of  joint  statement  will  come  out  of 
the  meetings. 

August  29  -  Sustaining  Peace  Open  Debate:  This  meeting  will  be  the 
fourth  -  and  final  -  signature  event  for  August.  Egypt  wants  to  focus 
this  meeting  on  making  sure  there  is  a  clear  exit  strategy  for 
peacekeeping  missions  but  also  to  note  that  peacebuilding  and 
peacekeeping  are  interlinked.  They  hope  to  have  the  SG  or  CdC  brief, 
and  also  have  invited  as  briefers  Ameerah  Haq,  Co-Chair  of  the  High- 
Level  independent  Panel  on  Peace  Operations,  and  Ambassador  Gert 
Rosenthal,  Chair  of  the  Advisory  Group  of  Experts  on  the  UN 
Peacebuilding  Architecture  (and  former  Guatemalan  Foreign  Minister 
and  PR). 

August  30  -  Syria  Humanitarian  Briefing  and  Consultations:  USG  for 
Humanitarian  Affairs  Stephen  O'Brien  will  brief  the  Council  on  the 
UN's  and  its  humanitarian  partners’  efforts  to  deliver  assistance  to 
besieged  and  hard-to-reach  areas.  Humanitarian  access  so  far  in  2017 
has  been  abysmal,  with  less  than  a  handful  of  deliveries  to  areas 
besieged  by  the  regime.  The  creation  of  de-escalation  zones  through 
the  Astana  process  has  not  improved  the  humanitarian  situation  at  all. 

August  30  -  Wrap-Up  Briefing:  Egypt  has  scheduled  a  Security  Council 
wrap-up  session  to  cap  its  presidency  for  the  month  and  to  give 
members  a  chance  to  discuss  the  Council's  recent  activities  and  future 
priorities.  We  rarely  find  these  session  useful.

Priority  Security  Council  Issues: 


1.  Syria :  | _ | 
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Background :  Russia  has  deployed  military  police  to  monitor  the  latest 
ceasefire  and  set  up  checkpoints  in  the  Damascus  suburbs.  A 
humanitarian  convoy  reportedly  traveled  to  the  zone  on  July  25  to 
deliver  supplies  and  evacuate  critical  cases,  but  it  was  a  unilateral 
Russian  publicity  stunt.  The  delivery  only  consisted  of  ten  metric  tons 
of  aid  (a  pittance  in  terms  of  the  actual  need),  and  it  was  not 
distributed  in  an  impartial  or  needs-based  way.  Our  message  should 
be  that  unilateral  aid  deliveries  and  the  Syrian  regime's  practice  of 
granting  only  partial  access  for  occasional  convoys  is  wholly 
insufficient. 

2.  North  Korea:  With  the  latest  North  Korean  launch  having  occurred 
on  Friday,  July  28,  we  will  send  points  on  Monday,  August  31  to 
update  you  on  the  status  of  the  draft  resolution  and  any  other 
developments. 


Background:  Although  our  negotiations  on  the  DPRK  draft  in  response 
to  their  July  4  ICBM  launch  have  been  exclusively  with  the  Chinese,  we 
have  liberally  back-briefed  the  UK  and  France;  we  understand  China 
has  done  the  same  with  Russia. 

3.  Burundi:  Stress  the  importance  of  the  Council  staying  engaged  on 
Burundi.  Acknowledge  last  year’s  resolution  to  establish  a  police 
mission  was  counterproductive,  but  explain  the  situation  has  not 
improved  and  we  need  clear,  regular,  measurable  reporting. 

Background:  Egypt,  Russia,  and  China  have  attempted  to  weaken  the 
Burundi  PRST  to  suggest  the  situation  has  improved  and  reduced  UN 
engagement  is  possible.  We  heard  in  the  July  26  session  that  the 
government  continues  to  engage  in  torture,  human  rights  violations 
and  closure  of  civil  society  and  media.  470,000  people  have  fled 
Burundi  for  neighboring  countries  since  the  start  of  the  crisis. 

4.  CAR:  FHighl ight  that  nine  peacekeepers  have  died  in  CAR  in  2017. 

Explain  that  we  need  to  work  closely  with  troop  contributors,  the  UN, 
and  Council  members  to  address  the  problems  in  CAR. 

Background:  Anti-Balaka  (Christian)  militias  attacked  Moroccan 
peacekeepers  escorting  a  humanitarian  convoy  containing  water  for 
civilians  on  July  24  in  Bangassou,  killing  two  and  injuring  one.  This 
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attack  came  only  two  days  after  anti-Balaka  militias  killed  another 
Moroccan  peacekeeper  in  the  same  city,  bringing  to  nine  the  total 
number  of  peacekeepers  killed  in  Bangassou  since  May.  On-going 
anti-Balaka  violence  has  successfully  expelled  humanitarian  NGOs  in 
Bangassou,  forcing  the  UN  to  provide  basic  services  such  as  potable 
water.  However,  anti-Balaka  militias  have  identified  Bangassou's 
single  source  of  water  as  a  chokepoint,  raising  the  challenge  for  the 
MINU5CA  Moroccan  Battalion  to  revise  their  tactics.  Anti-Balaka 
militias  are  clearly  targeting  the  Moroccan  Battalion,  because  they 
suspect  the  Moroccan  forces  are  colluding  with  the  Muslim  ex-Seleka 
coalition  simply  due  to  religious  affinity. 

5.  UN  Reform  Agenda:  Note  that  at  the  management  retreat  on  July 
27,  the  Secretary-General  said  he  will  engage  Member  States  on 
peace  and  security  reform,  an  issue  where  the  P-5  have  significant 
responsibilities  and  equities.

Background:  During  recent  consultations  on  reform,  including  the 
Secretary-General's  retreat,  Russia  has  indicated  wariness,  and  we  can 
expect  that  peace  and  security  will  be  a  particularly  sensitive  issue. 

Russia  will  not  be  supportive  of  reforms  it  perceives  to  strengthen  the 
UN's  political  analysis  capabilities  (particularly  under  an  American 
USG),  particularly  on  issues  related  to  peacebuilding  and  human 
rights.  China,  by  contrast,  has  spoken  of  the  need  for  "revolutionary 
reform,"  and  shares  our  goals  of  increasing  the  efficiency  and 
effectiveness  of  mandate  delivery,  though  like  Russia  will  differ  from 
the  P3  on  issues  they  view  as  undermining  state  sovereignty,  such  as 
human  rights.  There  are  a  number  of  upcoming  meetings  in  the 
Security  Council  where  we  can  coordinate  with  the  P5  to  support  the 
SG’s  efforts  -  Egypt  has  a  peacekeeping  thematic  at  the  end  of 
August,  we  will  convene  the  Council  Working  Group  on  peacekeeping 
with  TCCs,  and  Ethiopia  has  a  broadly-themed  session  planned  for 
September.

Presentation  of  Credentials:  July  28,  2017 

Ambassador  Nebenzia  -  a  career  diplomat  with  a  strong  background 
in  international  organizations  -  served  as  one  of  several  deputy 
ministers  in  the  Ministry  of  Foreign  Affairs  (MFA)  from  2013  until  his 
current  appointment;  he  primarily  oversaw  economic  issues  and  also 
worked  on  regional  organizations,  such  as  the  Shanghai  Cooperation 
Organization  and  Commonwealth  of  Independent  States.  This  will  be 
his  second  tour  in  New  York;  from  1996  to  2000,  while  current  Foreign 
Minister  Sergey  Lavrov  was  PR,  Ambassador  Nebenzia  held  the 
position  of  "Senior  Counselor"  at  the  Russian  Mission  and  it  appears 
he  spent  at  least  part  of  that  time  working  on  ECOSOC  issues.

Q:  Could  you  comment  on  your  reaction  to  US  and  their  sanctions? 

A:  We  are  not  happy  about  that.  But  it  was  not  our  choice,  it  was  the 
choice  of  the  US  Congress  which  is  making  damage  both  to  President 
Trump  and  to  prospects  of  Russian-American  relations. 

Q:  We've  heard  about  the  resolution  on  DPRK.  Is  Russia  still  not  happy 
with  the  draft  resolution? 

A:  The  Security  Council  has  not  seen  the  draft  resolution  yet.  When 
we  see  it  then  we'll  be  able  to  say  what  we  think  of  it. 

Q:  Today  Russia  has  said  they  want  US  diplomats  out  to  certain 
number,  and  is  closing  their  compounds.  Why?  What  was  their  reason 
to  do  this? 

A:  It  was  a  reaction  which  was  delayed  fora  very  considerable  time, 
for  half  a  year,  in  a  hope  that  the  current  Administration  will  undo  the 
damage  Obama's  Administration  did.  We  have  been  robbed  of  our 
compounds  here  absolutely  illegally  and  our  diplomats  were  sent  out. 
In  diplomacy  there  is  reciprocity.  We  showed  restraint,  and  were 
patient  long  enough.  We  were  warning  our  American  counterparts 
that  we  would  be  obliged  to  do  so  if  there  is  no  progress  on  that  issue. 
We  see  there  is  not  any.  Even  worse  with  the  latest  draft  bill  by  the 
Congress.  Time  has  come.  We  had  to  do  it. 

Q:  Are  you  optimistic  about  working  with  your  American  counterpart 
Ambassador  Haley  and  the  Trump  Administration? 

A:  I  will  not  be  working  with  Trump  Administration  as  such.  But,  of 
course,  I  will  be  working  with  Ambassador  Ha  ley  and  I  am  looking 
forward  to  meeting  her  soon.  I  presented  my  credentials  this  morning 
to  the  Secretary-General.  Now  I  can  officially  meet  my  colleagues 
which  I  will  do  in  a  matter  of  a  few  days.

Meeting  Context: 

As  one  of  Egypt's  signature  events  during  its  August  Presidency,  Egypt 
intends  for  this  meeting,  chaired  by  Ambassador  Aboulatta,  to  call 
attention  to  illicit  trafficking  in  weapons  that  can  aid  terrorists, 
encourage  more  coordination  among  UN  bodies,  and  underscore  the 
role  that  Security  Council-mandated  arms  embargos  play  to  help 
prevent  illicit  arms  trading.  The  focus  of  the  meeting  is  on  illicit  arms 
flows  that  benefit  ISIS  and  al-Qaeda.  Egypt  will  likely  also  use  the 
meeting  to  criticize  Qatar  and  Turkey  for  supporting  extremist  groups 
and  for  not  fully  implementing  CT-related  UN  Security  Council 
resolutions.  Egypt  plans  to  adopt  its  resolution  on  preventing 
terrorists  from  acquiring  weapons  before  the  briefings  and  Council 
member  interventions.  We  expect  the  briefings  to  be  technical  in 
nature  and  most  Council  members  to  focus  on  practical  ways  to 
ensure  ISIS  and  al-Qaeda  affiliated  terrorists  do  not  get  their  hands  on 
arms  or  the  means  to  build  Improvised  Explosive  Devices  (lEDs). 

Background: 

Egypt  called  for  this  initiative  in  early  July  as  one  of  its  signature 
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events  during  its  August  Council  presidency.  Egypt  put  its  resolution 
under  silence  on  Monday,  July  31,  and  we  do  not  expect  other  Council 
members  to  break.  During  the  negotiations  on  the  Security  Council 
resolution,  Egypt  proposed  unacceptable  language  implicitly  criticizing 
Turkey  and  Qatar.  When  we  and  other  Council  members  opposed  this 
language,  Egypt  back  down  and  removed  problematic  provisions. 
While  these  negotiations  were  contentious  at  times,  we  successfully 
addressed  all  other  problematic  issues  in  the  text.

Germany  is  the  fourth  largest  contributor  to  the  UN  budget  after  the 
U.S.,  China,  and  Japan,  and  currently  provides  804  personnel  to  UN 
peacekeeping,  with  its  largest  contingent  of  troops  supporting 
MINUSMA.  Germany  also  provides  substantial  military  support  to 
NATO’s  campaign  in  Afghanistan,  where  it  leads  NATO’s  military 
training  mission  in  the  north.  Germany  is  campaigning  for  a  non¬ 
permanent  seat  on  the  Council  2019-2020  (Germany  last  held  a 
Security  Council  seat  2011-2012)  and  has  long-argued  for  a 
permanent  seat  for  itself.  This  meeting  is  an  opportunity  to  establish  a 
strong  relationship  with  an  important  ally.

Nonetheless,  Germany  is  still  unhappy  with  the  reduced  policy 
flexibility  towards  Russia.

Background:  Germany  wants  to  increase  cooperation  on  DPRK  issues 
and  is  continuing  to  pressure  the  DPRK  to  shut  down  a  hostel 
operating  on  the  DPRK  embassy  grounds  in  Berlin. 


7.  Syria : 


Background:  In  addition  to  over  $1  billion  in  humanitarian  assistance 
to  the  region  since  2011,  Germany's  contributions  to  the  Defeat  ISIS 
Coalition  include  the  provision  of  lethal  assistance  and  training  to  Iraqi 
Kurds,  air  reconnaissance  and  refueling,  and  nearly  150  military 
personnel  on  the  ground  in  northern  Iraq  conducting  training  and 
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capacity  building. 


8.  Iran/JCPOA: 


Background:  At  the  Joint  Commission  meeting  on  July  21,  Germany 
pushed  back  against  Iran's  assertions  that  the  United  States  violated 
its  commitments  under  the  JCPOA.  The  Germans  have  consistently 
communicated  that  the  United  States  should  remain  in  the  JCPOA.

Background:  Germany,  alongside  Brazil,  India  and  Japan  (known 
collectively  as  the  Group  of  4  or  G4)  advocate  for  permanent  seats  on 
the  Security  Council.  There  remains  considerable  daylight  between 
the  positions  of  many  member  states  on  this  issue  of  reforming  the 
Security  Council,  from  topics  like  the  size  of  a  reformed  Council,  the 
possible  addition  of  new  permanent  members,  and  the  question  of 
the  veto.

Background:  Germany  is  a  member  of  a  group  spearheaded  by 
Hungary  and  Switzerland  who  believes  that  water  is  an  "orphan"  goal 
under  the  SDGs  and  is  pushing  for  a  new  intergovernmental  body  on 
water.

*  Regrets  North  Korea's  massive  diversion  of  its  scarce  resources 
toward  its  development  of  nuclear  weapons  and  a  number  of 
expensive  ballistic  missile  programs  and  expresses  its  deep  concern  at 
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the  grave  hardship  to  which  the  people  in  North  Korea  are  subjected; 


*  Includes  sanctions  exemptions  to  make  sure  these  measures  do  not 
impede  foreign  diplomatic  activities  in  North  Korea  or  legitimate 
humanitarian  assistance. 


*  Reaffirms  the  Council's  support  for  the  Six  Party  Talks,  calls  for  their 
resumption,  reiterates  its  support  for  commitments  made  by  the  Six 
Parties,  and  reiterates  the  importance  of  maintaining  peace  and 
stability  on  the  Korean  Peninsula  and  in  Northeast  Asia. 

*  Expresses  the  Council's  determination  to  take  further  significant 
measures  if  North  Korea  conducts  another  nuclear  test  or  ballistic 
missile  launch.

Background: 

The  Netherlands,  Italy,  and  Germany  are  shopping  around  an  initiative 
to  have  the  Security  Council  apply  sanctions  on  Libyans  responsible 
for  migrant  smuggling  and  trafficking  in  persons.  UNSCRs  on  Libya 
allow  for  the  designation  of  people  responsible  for  human  rights 
abuses  in  Libya,  so  the  Netherlands,  Italy,  and  Germany  want  to  apply 
these  provisions  to  the  problem  of  human  smuggling.  This  is  part  of  a 
much  broader  effort  by  European  countries  to  stem  the  flow  of 
migrants  through  Libya. 

The  intentions  behind  the  proposal  are  worthy.  No  one  disputes  that 
conditions  for  people  smuggled  through  Libya  are  atrocious— there 
are  widespread  reports  of  torture,  rape,  and  starvation  in  the  safe 
houses  that  migrant  smugglers  use  in  Libya.  The  problem  is  that  for 
the  U.S.  government  to  support  a  sanctions  designation,  the  Treasury 
Department  must  be  able  to  enforce  the  proposed  sanctions.  That 
means  we  have  a  very  high  burden  of  proof  when  it  comes  to 
sanctioning  individuals.  So,  the  Netherlands,  Italy,  and  Germany 
would  need  to  develop  and  present  to  us  specific  evidence  of  who 
they  want  to  sanction.  Russia  and  Egypt  would  also  likely  be  opposed 
to  these  sanctions  on  human  traffickers,  particularly  if  anyone  close  to 
Khalifa  Haftar  were  implicated.

1.  The  Humanitarian  and  Human  Rights  Situation:

Background:  An  August  UN  human  rights  report  confirmed  that 
between  12  March  and  19  June  some  251  people,  62  of  whom  were 
children  and  30  of  whom  were  under  the  age  of  eight,  were  the 
victims  of  extrajudicial  and  targeted  killings.  Victims  told  the  UN  that 
local  security  forces  and  other  officials  actively  fomented,  fueled,  and 
occasionally  led,  attacks  on  the  basis  of  ethnicity.  The  UN  Mission  in 
the  DRC  has  identified  at  least  80  mass  graves  in  the  Kasais.  The  UN 
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estimates  that  the  crisis  in  the  Kasais  alone  has  resulted  in  1.3  million 
new  IDPs  and  30,000  refugees  to  neighboring  Angola.  More  than  3.8 
million  people  are  internally  displaced  countrywide  and  7  million  need 
humanitarian  assistance,  including  some  1.9  million  children  suffering 
from  severe  acute  malnutrition.  There  have  been  at  least  six  prison 
breaks  over  the  last  few  weeks,  resulting  in  thousands  escaping  from 
jails.  While  no  one  has  found  the  perpetrators  of  these  mass  prison 
breaks,  many  suspect  the  DRC  government  could  be  behind  the 
releases  as  part  of  a  strategy  to  sow  chaos. 


2.  DRC  Elections:

Note:  Voter  registration  has  been  completed  in  13  provinces  and 
started  in  10  others,  but  the  electoral  commission  has  been  unable  to 
start  registration  in  the  provinces  of  Kasai  and  Kasai  Central  because 
of  ongoing  violence.  Despite  numerous  requests  both  by  the  U.S.  and 
the  Security  Council,  the  DRC  government  has  not  set  a  date  for 
elections.

Democratic  Republic  of  Congo  (DRC)  -  that  is  running  unopposed.  On 
July  25,  2017,  the  United  States  and  UK  sent  a  joint  demarche  to 
pressure  DRC  to  withdraw  its  candidacy  and  to  request  that  other 
African  states  run  to  break  DRC's  clean  slate.  This  Wednesday,  August 
9,  2017,  NH  met  with  DRC  PR,  Amb.  Gata  Mavita,  and  asked  DRC  to 
step  down  until  they  had  a  good  story  to  tell;  Amb.  Mavita  deferred  to 
capital.

Robert  Dole,  (husband  of  Elizabeth  H.  Dole),  a  Representative  and  a 
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Senator  from  Kansas;  born  in  Russell,  Kans.,  July  22, 1923;  graduated, 
Washburn  Municipal  University,  Topeka,  Kans.,  with  an 
undergraduate  and  law  degree  in  1952,  after  attending  Kansas 
University  1941-1943  and  University  of  Arizona  1948-1949;  during  the 
Second  World  War  served  as  a  combat  infantry  officer  in  Italy;  was 
wounded  twice  and  hospitalized  for  thirty-nine  months;  awarded  two

Background: 
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The  African  Union  Mission  in  Somalia  (AMISOM)  mandate  is  up  for 
renewal  before  August  31.  Established  in  2007,  the  mission  is 
operated  by  the  African  Union  (AU)  with  approval  by  the  UN.  In  the 
ongoing  negotiations,  we  have  pressed  for  priorities  including 
specificity  on  AMISOM  troop  reductions,  language  that  stresses  a 
measured  transfer  of  greater  responsibility  to  the  Somali  government, 
and  expediting  a  joint  verification  exercise  of  the  capacity  of  the 
Somali  security  forces  by  year's  end.  This  meeting  is  an  opportunity  to 
welcome  Ambassador  Osman  to  his  new  role  and  reassert  U.S. 
commitment  to  Somalia's  security  and  development  though  both 
AMISOM  and  UN  assistance.

Background:  The  UK,  AU  and  EU  continue  to  advocate  for  UN  assessed 
contributions  to  pay  for  AMISOM  troop  salaries,  currently  jointly 
funded  by  the  EU  and  AU,  in  the  face  of  decreasing  EU  willingness  to 
foot  the  bill.  We  consistently  oppose  an  assessed  contribution 
arrangement  on  the  grounds  that  it  is  an  AU  mission,  and  Congress 
would  not  support  the  additional  funding.  The  United  States, 
however,  provides  significant  bilateral  assistance  and  security  support 
to  Somalia.

Note  that  on  August  21,  Dr.  Rabeeah  spoke  at  two  events:  a  Security 
Council  Arria-formula  meeting  on  Yemen  humanitarian  issues,  and  an 
Ambassador-level  luncheon  to  discuss  building  peace  in  Yemen  (Amb 
Sison  attended  both).  Dr.  Rabeeah  made  clear  at  both  events  that  the 
Saudis  would  not  accept  any  additional  cranes  for  Hudaydah  until 
there  is  a  broader  agreement  that  removes  the  port  from  Houthi 
control  (which  is  unlikely  to  happen).  Dr.  Rabeeah  also  said  that  Saudi 
Arabia  would  not  re-open  Sana'a  airport  to  commercial  flights  unless 
there  isan  agreement  to  put  the  UN  in  charge  of  airport  security. 


In  the 

Arria  event,  Ambassador  Sison  laid  out  clearly  our  humanitarian 
concerns,  and  emphasized  that  Saudi  Arabia  should  consider 
deploying  cranes  to  Hudaydah  now  and  should  allow  for  civilians  to 
seek  medical  care  abroad  via  Sana'a  airport.  Ambassador  Sison  also 
thanked  Dr.  Rabeeah  for  engaging  directly  with  the  Council,  and  said 
that  we  looked  to  Saudi  Arabia  to  lead  humanitarian  relief  efforts  in 
Yemen.

Talking  Points: 
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Background:  In  April,  Saudi  Arabia  pledged  to  donate  $150  million  in 
famine  relief  to  Yemen.  Months  later,  in  June,  they  made  a  separate, 
$66.7  million  pledge  for  cholera.  Funding  and  assistance  from  Saudi 
Arabia  is  channeled  through  the  King  Salman  Humanitarian  Aid  and 
Relief  Center  (KS  Relief),  a  government  institution  that  Dr.  Rabeeah 
oversees  as  Supervisor  General.  The  U.S.  Government  has  a  staff 
member  from  USAID  based  at  KS  Relief  to  help  with  capacity  building. 
After  making  the  famine  pledge,  we  understand  that  KS  Relief 
subsequently  received  a  transfer  of  $150  million  from  the  King; 
however,  KS  Relief  has  yet  to  provide  any  of  this  money  to  UN 
agencies  or  other  partners  on  the  ground  in  Yemen.  KS  Relief  has 
already  selected  partners  for  the  cholera  money  and  carries  out  other 
limited,  bilateral  aid  deliveries  to  areas  the  Coalition  controls 
(southern  Yemen).  Unfortunately,  as  Stephen  O'Brien  noted  in  the 
Security  Council  last  week,  most  of  the  needs  in  Yemen  are  in  the 
north.

In  meetings  on  August  21,  Dr.  Rabeeah  said  that  Saudi  Arabia  has 
spent  in  excess  of  $8  billion  between  2015-2017  on  Yemen-related 
relief  activities.  That  figure  is  not  verifiable.  We  expect  that  Dr. 
Rabeeah  will  parry  any  attempts  to  pin  him  down  on  spending  the 
$150  million  via  the  UN's  appeal. 

2.  U.S.  Funded  Cranes  to  Hudaydah:  Ask  Ambassador  Mouallimi  for  an 
update  on  the  cranes. 
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Background :  Hudaydah  port  was  severely  damaged  as  a  result  of 
airstrikes  by  the  Saudi-led  Coalition  in  August  2015.  All  five  fixed 
(gantry)  cranes  were  damaged.  In  addition,  five  of  the  10  mobile 
cranes  at  Hudaydah  were  damaged.  In  August  2016,  USAID  provided 
$3.9  million  in  funding  to  the  UN  World  Food  Program  (WFP)  to 
procure  four  new  truck-mounted  mobile  cranes  for  Yemen.  WFP  has 
MOUs  in  place  with  port  authorities  that  govern  their  use;  two  of  the 
four  cranes  are  specifically  designated  for  WFP  (humanitarian)  use. 
The  mobile  cranes  originally  received  Coalition  clearance  to  travel  to 
Yemen;  however,  on  January  21,  2017,  the  Saudis  cancelled  the 
clearance  and  turned  away  the  ship.  After  waiting  offshore  for  two 
weeks,  WFP  took  the  cranes  back  to  Dubai,  where  they  await  future 
clearance. 


Background:  Saudi  Arabia  has  sometimes  grounded  UNHAS  flights, 
disputing  the  right  of  certain  passengers  to  board  and  fly  on  UN 
planes.  Most  recently,  journalists  and  human  rights  personnel  were 
prevented  from  flying  to  Yemen  on  UNHAS,  even  though  they  had 
valid  visas.  During  the  first  year  of  the  conflict,  the  Saudis  allowed 
passenger  aircraft  to  fly  into  Sana'a  after  stopping  in  Saudi  Arabia  for 


an  inspection.

In  its  two  years  of  existence, 
Dr.  Al  Rabeeah  has  seen  the  organization  grow  from  50  to  nearly  200 
employees.  Previously,  Dr.  Rabeeah  served  as  Saudi  Arabia's  Minister 
of  Health  from  February  2009  to  April  2014.  He  is  a  pediatric  surgeon 
by  training  and  specialized  in  separations  of  conjoined  twins.  He  has 
performed  numerous  successful  operations  of  the  kind,  earning  him 
notoriety  in  Saudi  Arabia.  He  has  also  authored  books  on  the  subject. 

|He  obtained 

his  bachelor  of  medicine  and  bachelor  of  surgery  degrees  from  King 
Saud  University  in  1979.  He  completed  his  internship  at  King  Khalid 
University  in  1980.  He  received  an  MA  in  pediatric  surgery  from  the 
University  of  Alberta  in  1985,  and  completed  his  residency  in  general 
and  pediatric  surgery  at  Dalhousie  University  in  1987.

Before  joining  Kosovo's 
diplomacy,  Vlora  served  as  Minister  for  European  integration  of  the 
Republic  of  Kosovo.  She  was  noted  as  one  of  the  most  successful 
ministers  of  the  2011-2014  Kosovo  government.  She  relinquished  her 
MP  seat  in  the  Kosovo  Assembly  upon  taking  the  governmental 
position,  which  she  won  as  one  of  the  top  three  most  voted 
candidates.

Background: 

The  focus  of  Egypt's  fourth  and  final  signature  event  for  the  month  is 
on  the  potential  contribution  of  peacekeeping  mandates  to  the 
overarching  goal  of  sustaining  peace  and  making  sure  there  is  a  clear 
exit  strategy  for  peacekeeping  missions.  There  is  no  outcome 
document  envisioned  for  the  debate  but  it  is  intended  to  launch 
follow-up  regional  consultations  in  Africa. 

The  sustaining  peace  initiative  is  the  result  of  years  of  debate  about 
how  the  international  system  should  approach  peacebuilding  and 
broader  conflict  issues.  Member  states  established  the  Peacebuilding 
Commission  (PBC)  in  2005  to  create  an  inter-governmental  advisory 
body  to  assist  countries  emerging  from  conflict  and  who  request  UN 
assistance  in  their  efforts  to  marshal  the  necessary  resources  for 
recovery  projects;  to  bring  together  the  various  parts  of  the  UN 
system  that  can  provide  assistance  for  these  countries;  and  to  help 
governments  develop  national  peacebuilding  and  development 
strategies.  The  PBC  is  composed  of  members  of  the  UNSC,  UNGA,  and 
ECOSOC  and  therefore  has  a  unique  position  of  bringing  the 
viewpoints  of  all  three  pillars  to  the  peacebuilding  agenda.  In  addition, 
the  UN's  Peacebuilding  Support  Office  (PESO),  which  is  an 
independent  office  led  by  an  Assistant-Secretary-General,  supports 
the  PBC  and  the  Secretary-General  with  strategic  advice  and  policy 
guidance  on  peacebuilding  efforts.  The  PBSO  also  administers  the 
Peacebuilding  Fund  (PBF),  which  has  an  annual  budget  of  USD  70 
million. 

Most  studies  of  the  UN  peacebuilding  architecture  conclude  that  it 
has  not  been  nearly  as  effective  as  envisioned.  While  different 
conclusions  could  be  drawn  as  to  the  reasons  for  this,  there  is  general 
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agreement  among  those  involved  with  peacebuilding  that  the  PBC  has 
not  carved  an  effective  niche  for  itself  or  a  productive  working 
relationship  with  the  UNSC.  However,  the  PBC  has  had  some  notable 
successes.  Most  recently,  the  PBC  is  taking  a  leading  role  in 
coordinating  the  UN's  peacebuilding  work  in  Liberia  as  the  UN 
peacekeeping  mission  there  winds  down  and  as  Liberia  begins  to 
transition  off  the  UNSC's  agenda.

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Background:  The  SG's  review  of  the  UN  peace  and  security  is  intended 
to  improve  effectiveness  and  reduce  duplication  and  competition  by 
reorganizing  DPKO,  DPA  and  the  Peacebuilding  Support  Office  (PBSO) 
roles  and  responsibilities  in  crisis  and  transition  environments.  During 
the  Security  Council  luncheon,  the  SG  will  provide  a  concrete  proposal 
on  how  to  shift  from  the  current  model  of  two  often  competing 
departments  to  a  "single  peace  and  security  pillar,"  moving  beyond 
conceptual  principles.  The  SG's  preferred  model  would  create  a  new 
department  for  political  and  peacebuilding  affairs  ("DPPA,"  replacing 
DPA)  and  another  for  peace  operations  ("DPO,”  replacing  DPKO)  share 
regional  divisions  "matrixed"  regional  desks  reporting  to  two  different 
USGs  for  peace  operations  and  non-  peace  operation  issues. 

USUN/MR  is  concerned  that  the  model  is  bureaucratically  complicated 
and  potentially  politically  unfeasible.  (NOTE:  During  a  lunch  hosted  by 
RoK,  Norway,  and  Ethiopia  on  June  16,  which  Amb.  Sison  attended, 
the  SG  identified  the  "siloed  culture"  of  the  UN  as  a  major  challenge 
and  said  that  structural  and  functional  changes  were  needed  to  clarify 
functions,  reduce  overlaps,  and  ensure  continuity  in  operational 
oversight.  End  note.)  While  we  have  encouraged  the  SG  to  do  as  much 
as  possible  within  his  own  authority,  significant  organizational 
restructuring  will  require  approval  by  the  Fifth  Committee.  We  expect 
an  initial  "proof  of  concept"  SG  report  to  come  the  General  Assembly 
this  fall,  likely  followed  by  a  second,  more  detailed  budgetary  report 
for  the  Fifth  Committee  later  in  the  year.

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Background:  The  AOB  on  Burma,  scheduled  for  September  13,  marks 
the  second  time  the  Council  has  met  to  discuss  the  situation  in 
northern  Rakhine  in  the  past  month  and  is  a  response  to  SYG 
Guterress’  September  2  letter  on  the  issue.  The  UK  and  Sweden 
requested  the  AOB  in  response  to  the  Secretary  General's  letter  to  the 
Council  (attached),  and  Egypt  also  strongly  supported  the  call  for  a 
Council  to  send  a  strong  message  about  the  crisis.  To  date,  more  than 
370,000  people  have  fled  Burma  because  of  government  security 
operations  in  response  to  the  August  25  attacks  by  the  Arakan 
Rohingya  Salvation  Army  (ARSA).  An  estimated  tens  of  thousands 
more  are  displaced  within  Rakhine  State.  Despite  commitments  from 
the  government,  humanitarian  assistance  in  northern  Rakhine  State 
remains  minimal,  and  most  humanitarian  assistance  provided  by  UN 
and  INGOs  is  suspended  throughout  Rakhine  State.

Background: 

This  marks  the  second  time  the  UNSC  has  met  to  discuss  the  situation 
in  northern  Rakhine  in  the  past  month.  The  UK  and  Sweden  requested 
the  AOB  in  response  to  the  Secretary  General's  letter  to  the  Council 
urging  it  to  do  more  about  the  crisis.  Egypt  also  strongly  supported 
the  call  for  a  Council  to  send  a  strong  message  about  the  crisis.  UN 
ASG  Jenca  (TBC)  will  brief  the  Council  and  we  expect  OCHA  to  be 
present  in  the  room  to  answer  questions. 

Humanitarian  Update: 

The  UN  reports  that  at  least  370,000  people  have  fled  Burma  because 
of  government  security  operations  in  response  to  the  August  25 
attacks  by  the  Arakan  Rohingya  Salvation  Army  (ARSA).  This  is  more 
than  one-third  of  the  Rohingya  population  of  Northern  Rakhine  State, 
according  to  USAID.  The  UN  estimates  thattens  of  thousands  of 
others  are  displaced  within  Rakhine  State,  although  lack  of  access  has 
made  these  figures  impossible  to  confirm.  Despite  commitments  from 
the  government,  humanitarian  assistance  to  displaced  Rohingya 
populations  in  northern  Rakhine  State  remains  minimal.  Most 
humanitarian  assistance  provided  by  UN  and  INGOs— critical  for 
ensuring  a  principled  response  at  scale  in  this  context— is  suspended 
throughout  Rakhine  State. 

Political  and  Security  Update: 

In  Burma,  the  three  townships  of  Northern  Rakhine  State  have  been 
designated  a  Military  Operations  area  subject  to  martial  law.  On 
September  9,  the  ARSA  declared  a  ceasefire  and  called  on  the 
government  to  reciprocate  the  pause.  On  September  10,  Burma 
rejected  the  proposed  ceasefire  and  claimed  it  will  not  "negotiate 
with  terrorists."  Yanghee  Lee,  the  United  Nations  Special  Rapporteur 
on  Human  Rights  for  Myanmar,  reported  at  least  1,000  deaths  but 
said  that  figure  is  "very  likely  an  underestimate."  The  government 
claims  the  death  toll  is  less  than  500  and  "mostly  militants."  Burmese 
State  Counselor  Aung  San  Su  Kyi  (ASSK)  maintains  that  media  reports 
are  exaggerated  and  that  "fake  news"  is  fueling  propaganda.  Embassy 
Rangoon  has  commented  that  at  a  minimum  Burmese  security  forces 
have  failed  to  uphold  their  responsibility  of  protecting  innocent 
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civilians. 

Other  countries,  notably  Bangladesh,  Turkey,  and  Saudi  Arabia,  have 
been  vocal  about  the  situation  in  Rakhine.  Turkish  President  Erdogan 
and  Bangladesh's  foreign  minister  have  accused  Burma  of  committing 
genocide.  NGOs  have  also  reported  that  the  Burmese  military  is 
planting  anti-personnel  landmines  along  the  Bangladeshi  border  to 
discourage  returns. 

The  UK,  as  penholder,  has  already  raised  the  prospect  of  press 
elements  with  China  and  says  it  received  a  "positive  response."  Even  if 
we  manage  to  agree  on  press  elements,  we  do  not  expect  China  to 
dramatically  alter  its  position  that  the  situation  in  Rakhine  is  a 
"domestic  issue"  and  the  international  community  should  respect 
Rangoon's  sovereignty.  It  is  unclear  if  China  will  allow  useful  press 
elements  to  proceed.

Background:  The  letters  we  proposed  at  the  July  Yemen  consultations 
remain  dormant  given  the  objections,  ostensibly  on  procedural 
grounds,  of  Egypt  under  pressure  from  Saudi  Arabia.  Our  efforts  to 
use  the  letters  as  leverage  to  motivate  the  Saudi-led  coalition  to  take 
concrete  action  to  help  the  humanitarian  situation  have  not  led  to 
action,  despite  raising  these  points  in  Council  meetings  and  privately 
with  the  Saudis  over  the  last  several  weeks.  The  Saudis  remain  firm  in 
their  stance,  arguing  that  such  measures  would  serve  to  help  the 
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Houthis  and  have  instead,  through  an  Arria  meeting  {called  by 
Senegal)  and  a  high-level  meeting,  made  efforts  to  ramp  up  a 
propaganda  campaign  focused  on  the  humanitarian  efforts  the 
kingdom  has  purportedly  undertaken.  Meanwhile,  the  people  of 
Yemen  continue  to  suffer  under  what  is  the  worst  humanitarian  crisis 
in  the  world  today.  While  the  letters  themselves  are  not  crucial,  action 
is.  We  will  continue  to  make  these  demands  of  the  Saudis,  particularly 
with  respect  to  the  cranes  in  Hudaydah. 


Background:  At  negotiations  yesterday,  Egypt  surprised  the  group  by 
informing  that  Iraq  wanted  to  change  key  language  in  the  resolution 
insisting  that  all  requests  for  evidence  sharing  with  other  national 
courts  be  routed  through  the  Iraqi  government.  If  Iraq  insists  on  this, 
the  resolution  would  probably  lose  support  from  likeminded  partners 
and  justice  advocates,  potentially  killing  it.  As  of  this  afternoon,  the 
UK  was  working  to  pull  the  Iraqis  back  on  track.

Background:  On  Colombia,  the  Council  on  September  14  unanimously 
adopted  a  resolution  on  the  mandate  of  the  UN  Verification  Mission, 
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which  begins  work  on  September  26.  The  second  political  mission  will 
focus  on  the  political,  economic,  and  social  reintegration  of  the  FARC, 
as  well  as  security  and  protection  guarantees.  The  SG  will  likely  make 
recommendations  on  the  role  of  the  UN  to  monitor  the  recent 
National  Liberation  Army  (ELN)  ceasefire,  which  we  would  carefully 
scrutinize  for  any  possible  budget  implications.

We  thank  Secretary-General  Guterres  for  acting  on  his  commitments 
to  develop  a  robust  reform  agenda  in  areas  of  peace  and  security, 
development,  and  management.  We,  representing  the  undersigned 
Member  States  of  the  United  Nations,  hereby  declare  our 
commitment  to  the  principles  outlined  herein  to  support  the 
Secretary-General's  leadership  and  transparency  to  initiate  effective, 
meaningful  reform  to  make  the  United  Nations  fit  for  purpose. 

First,  we  declare  our  confidence  in  the  Secretary-General's  reform 
initiatives  and  encourage  him  to  lead  organizational  reform. 

Second,  we  commit  to  strengthening  partnership  and  trust  between 
and  among  Member  States  and  the  Secretariat  to  support  reform 
efforts  for  a  more  effective  and  efficient  Organization. 

Third,  we  commit  to  supporting  the  Secretary-General  to  advance 
stronger  collaboration  across  the  United  Nations  system  for  improved 
mandate  delivery. 

Fourth,  we  encourage  the  Secretary-General  to  pursue  impactful  and 
field-centric  management  reforms. 

Fifth,  we  commit  to  supporting  the  Secretary-General's  progress  in 
strengthening  the  United  Nations  system's  accountability  framework 
through  enhancing  transparency,  strengthening  oversight,  and 
aligning  authority  with  responsibility. 

Sixth,  we  commit  to  reducing  mandate  duplication,  redundancy,  and 
overlap,  including  among  the  main  organs  of  the  United  Nations. 

Seventh,  we  commit  to  supporting  the  Secretary-General  in 
developing  human  resources  management  policies  that  enable  the 
Organization  to  continue  to  attract,  develop,  and  retain  high- 
performing  staff  members,  and  to  promote  gender  parity  and 
geographic  diversity. 

Eighth,  we  support  the  Secretary-General  in  strengthening  the 
Organization's  planning  and  budget  functions  to  provide  greater 
transparency  and  predictability  on  required  resources. 

Ninth,  we  support  the  Secretary-General  in  making  concrete  changes 
in  the  United  Nations  system  to  better  align  its  work  on  humanitarian 
response,  development,  and  sustaining  peace  initiatives.

Purpose:  In  response  to  the  growing  crisis  in  Rakhine  state,  UK  Foreign 
Minister  Johnson  is  hosting  a  closed-press  ministerial-level  luncheon 
to  discuss  a  path  forward  in  resolving  the  situation.  The  UK  invited  the 
Burmese  National  Security  Advisor  to  attend  in  an  effort  to  be 
constructive  and  persuade  Burma  to  cooperate.  The  UK  wants  to  use 
this  meeting  as  an  opportunity  to  discuss  practical  solutions  to 
address  the  conflict,  and  potentially  use  this  meeting  as  a  counter¬ 
point  to  the  OlC-hosted  event  (anticipated  to  be  more  critical  of  the 
government's  intervention  in  Rakhine).  We  can  use  this  opportunity 
to: 

•  Emphasize  deep  concern,  acknowledge  diplomatic  efforts  by 
Indonesia  and  Bangladesh  for  continuing  to  accept  refugees,  and  the 
UK  (specifically  FM  Johnson)  for  its  leadership  in  convening  this 
meeting. 

•  Encourage  an  international  full-court  press  on  the  Burmese  military 
while  emphasizing  our  interest  in  supporting  the  civilian  democratic 
government.

Background: 

Flumanitarian  and  Security  Update: 

The  situation  in  Rakhine  remains  catastrophic.  Over  40  percent  of 
Rakhine  State's  Rohingya  population  is  displaced,  and  the  number  of 
Rohingya  who  have  fled  Bangladesh  is  estimated  to  be  over  400,000. 

Due  to  access  restrictions  maintained  by  the  Burmese  military,  data  is 
hard  to  come  by.  Indonesia’s  diplomatic  interventions  last  week 
produced  some  easing  of  humanitarian  access,  as  the  government 
agreed  to  Indonesian  aid  to  enter  Rakhine  and  be  distributed  by  the 
ICRC  and  Burmese  Red  Cross  (which  historically  is  tied  to  the  military 
and  is  unlikely  to  distribute  aid  in  a  neutral  fashion).  And  more 
importantly,  the  UN  and  most  international  NGOs  are  still  being 
restricted  in  reality.  Rohingya  refugees  in  Bangladesh  are  living  in 
extraordinarily  difficult  conditions.  While  the  UN  continues  to  provide 
support  and  the  Government  of  Bangladesh  is  providing  access,  UN 
agencies  have  pointed  out  more  assistance  will  be  needed  if  the 
refugee  population  grows.  It  is  also  unreasonable  to  ask  Bangladesh  to 
hostan  additional  half  million  Rohingya  refugees  on  top  of  the  long 
term  population  they  have  been  caring  for  since  the  80's. 

Political  and  Security  Update: 

International  pressure  against  the  government  is  mounting.  PM 
Trudeau  of  Canada,  President  Jokowi  of  Indonesia,  FM  Johnson,  and 
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the  Secretary  General  have  all  spoken  to  Aung  San  Suu  Kyi  (ASSK),  and 
have  all  privately  expressed  disappointment  with  her  refusal  to 
acknowledge  the  military's  behavior  during  this  operation.  Secretary 
Tillerson  has  requested  a  call  with  ASSK  (we  are  awaiting  a  readout) 
and  General  Dunford  is  slated  to  speak  with  Commander  in  Chief  Min 
Aung  Hlaing  this  weekend.  Indonesian  Foreign  Minister  Retno's  visit  to 
Burma  last  week  produced  minimal  results  of  access  for  Indonesian 
aid  to  Rakhine,  and  she  expressed  frustration  about  the  resistance  of 
senior  Burmese  officials  to  end  security  operations  and  acknowledge 
international  criticism.  Observers  have  expressed  concern  that  the 
current  climate  could  be  a  breeding  ground  for  radicalization  of 
Rohingya  and  lead  to  foreign  terrorist  fighters  traveling  from 
Indonesia  and  Malaysia  to  Burma.  Politically,  ASSK's  role  is  still 
tenuous,  and  she  remains  worried  about  how  the  crisis  will  affect  her 
political  support,  given  the  strong  anti-Rohingya  sentiment  and  the 
military's  efforts  to  hype  up  its  role  as  protecting  Burma  from 
Rohingya  militants.  Congressional  interest  continues,  as  Senator 
McConnell  spoke  with  ASSK  yesterday  and  indicated  publicly  she  has 
agreed  to  open  up  humanitarian  access  in  Rakhine  (it  is  unclear  how 
solid  this  commitment  is  given  the  military's  actual  control  on  the 
ground).  The  government  on  September  15  announced  that  a  visiting 
official  from  the  State  Department  (Deputy  Assistant  Secretary)  was 
being  barred  entry  to  Northern  Rakhine  State.

President  Museveni  is  also  meeting  with  the  State  Department 
Undersecretary  for  Political  Affairs  Thomas  Shannon  while  in  New 
York.  He  is  also  scheduled  to  attend  the  President's  lunch  with  African 
leaders  on  September  20.  Since  he  will  hear  the  broad  set  of  our 
Africa  policy  messages  at  the  President's  lunch  we  think  your  time 
with  him  will  be  best  used  focusing  on  the  conflict  in  South  Sudan. 
(Note.  President  Museveni's  wife,  who  will  also  be  in  New  York  for 
UNGA,  doubles  as  the  Education  Minister  of  Uganda  and  will 
participate  in  a  meeting  on  education  for  refugees  where 
Administrator  Mark  Green  will  also  be  present.) 

Talking  Points 


1.  Refugees: 

B5 


Background:  Uganda  hosts  more  than  1.3  million  refugees— the 
largest  refugee  population  on  the  continent.  The  country  is 
responding  to  an  ongoing  influx  of  500-600  South  Sudanese  new 
arrivals  per  day,  a  drop  from  previous  rates  of  2,000  refugees  each 
day  (the  decreased  rate  is  largely  attributed  to  the  rainy  season 
complicating  population  movements).  Simultaneously,  refugees  from 
Burundi  and  the  Democratic  Republic  of  Congo  (DRC)  continue  to  seek 
refuge  in  Uganda.  Uganda  is  known  for  its  highly-regarded  refugee 
policies  which  allow  refugees  freedom  of  movement,  access  to  land, 
work,  and  education.  This  model  is  frequently  cited  as  an  example  for 
other  refugee-hosting  countries  around  the  world.  Our  fiscal  year 
2017  refugee  assistance  to  Uganda  to  date  is  $187.4  million.  One  of 
the  largest  U.S.  resettlement  programs  is  also  in  Uganda  and  we  have 
resettled  over  10,000  refugees  (mostly  Congolese)  from  Uganda  in  the 
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last  three  years. 

2.  South  Sudan  Political  Process: 


B5 


Background:  Uganda  is  a  member  of  the  Intergovernmental  Authority 
on  Development  (IGAD)  the  regional  bloc  tasked  with  mediating  South 
Sudan's  conflict.  The  2015  IGAD-brokered  peace  agreement  is  not 
being  implemented  as  intended  and  IGAD  plans  to  hold  a  forum  to 
resuscitate  the  peace  agreement  and  is  currently  in  the  preparatory 
phases.  This  forum,  meant  to  be  held  by  the  end  of  October  is  likely  to 
slip  into  the  coming  months.  We  continue  to  encourage  IGAD  to 
pursue  this  forum  expeditiously.  In  the  meantime,  there  are  several 
other  parallel  initiatives  under  way  to  restore  peace,  including  an 
initiative  Museveni  has  been  pursuing  to  reunite  South  Sudan's  ruling 
party.  It  is  not  clear  how  all  the  various  separate  initiatives  fit 
together;  we  would  prefer  the  focus  to  be  on  the  IGAD  forum  as  an 
important  step,  assuming  that  South  Sudan's  leaders  actually  commit 
to  engaging  in  it.  (Note.  Museveni  has  a  long  history  with  South 
Sudan's  liberation  struggle,  dating  back  to  his  friendship  with  South 
Sudanese  liberation  leader  John  Garang  when  they  were  university 
students  together.  When  the  civil  war  broke  out  in  2013,  Museveni 
sent  troops  to  Juba  to  help  stabilize  South  Sudan's  capital  city.)

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Background:  The  situation  in  South  Sudan  continues  to  deteriorate, 
with  President  Kiir's  government  is  impeding  the  delivery  of 
humanitarian  assistance  and  expanding  military  offensives.  The 
Treasury  Department  on  September  7  sanctioned  three  South 
Sudanese  military  officials  and  three  companies  complicit  in  widening 
the  violence  in  South  Sudan,  and  issued  a  Financial  Crimes 
Enforcement  Network  (FinCEN)  advisory  to  U.S.  banks  warning  of  the 
potential  movement  of  corrupt  South  Sudanese  assets.  The  Security 
Council  sanctioned  six  South  Sudanese  individuals  in  July  2015.

Background:  There  has  been  an  ongoing  political  and  security  crisis  in 
Burundi  since  the  Spring  of  2015  when  Burundian  President 
Nkurunziza  announced  he  was  running  for  an  third  term  in  office.  The 
Burundian  government  has  engaged  in  a  brutal  crackdown  against 
anyone  it  judges  is  opposed  to  the  ruling  party.  The  Burundian 
government  has  engaged  in  gross  violations  of  human  rights.  At  the 
same  time,  Burundi  has  rejected  numerous  Security  Council 
resolutions  and  regionally-led  talks  with  the  political  opposition. 
Museveni  is  the  titular  head  of  these  talks  and  could  play  an 
important  role  in  convincing  the  region  to  increase  pressure  on 
Nkurunziza.

Background: 

For  awareness:  UNSCR  will  be  adopted  at  top  of  the  session. 

Ethiopia,  in  coordination  with  the  other  African  Security  Council 
members  Egypt  and  Senegal,  is  hosting  this  Security  Council  open 
debate  on  peacekeeping  to  discuss  UN  peacekeeping  reform.  The 
main  areas  of  reform  to  be  covered  include: 

-UN-AU  partnerships,  including  discussion  on  financing  ofAU-led 
operations 

-  Follow-up  on  pledges  that  countries  made  to  increase  their 
commitments  to  UN  peacekeeping,  including  personnel,  training  and 
equipment 
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-  Reviewing  the  implementation  of  recommendations  of  a  major 
report  on  peacekeeping  released  two  years  ago  called  the  High-level 
Independent  Panel  on  Peace  Operations  (HIPPO). 

During  the  Open  Debate,  member  states  will  likely  all  focus  on  their 
own  individual  peacekeeping  priorities.  We  will  focus  on  the  need  for 
continuous  mandate-by-mandate  reform  to  ensure  more  efficient, 
effective  missions  that  are  fit  for  purpose.  We  will  stress  the  five 
principles  we  have  proposed  to  help  us  in  identifying  opportunities  for 
reform. 

The  Council  will  adopt  a  resolution  during  the  session  to  take  stock  of 
recent  reform  efforts  and  to  look  ahead  to  opportunities  for  future 
improvement.  The  African  Security  Council  members  had  hoped  the 
resolution  would  decide  on  financing  mechanisms  for  the  funding  of 
AU  operations  from  the  UN's  assessed  budget.  We  and  likeminded 
partners  UK  (which  was  particularly  helpful  throughout  negotiations), 

Japan,  and  to  a  lesser  extent  France,  rejected  these  attempts.  Instead, 
the  Council  agreed  to  continue  exploring  possible  solutions.  The 
French  tried  to  expand  the  scope  of  the  resolution  to  include  sub¬ 
regional  peacekeeping  efforts,  such  as  the  G5  Sahel,  but  were 
rebuffed.  We  were  successful  inserting  language  mandating  the 
Secretary-General  to  improve  the  way  the  UN  collects  and  analyses 
data  on  peacekeeping  performance,  which  will  help  our  partners  in 
DPKO  better  identify  and  track  underperforming  units. 

The  US,  UK,  and  France  have  cosponsored  the  Ethiopian  resolution.

Horta  served  as  the  exiled  spokesman  for  the  East  Timorese  resistance 
during  the  years  of  the  Indonesian  occupation  of  East  Timor  ( 1975— 
1999).  After  East  Timor  achieved  independence  in  2002,  Ramos-Horta 
was  appointed  as  the  country's  first  foreign  minister.  He  served  in  this 
position  until  his  resignation  on  25  June  2006,  amidst  political  turmoil. 
On  26  June,  following  the  resignation  of  Prime  Minister  Mari  Alkatiri, 
Ramos-Horta  was  appointed  as  acting  Prime  Minister  by  President 
Xanana  Gusmao.  Two  weeks  later,  on  10  July  2006,  he  was  sworn  in  as 
the  second  Prime  Minister  of  East  Timor.  He  was  elected  as  President 
in  2007.  On  11  February  2008,  Ramos-Horta  was  shot  during  an 
assassination  attempt.  After  leaving  office  as  President  in  2012, 
Ramos-Horta  was  appointed  as  the  United  Nations'  Special 
Representative  and  Head  of  the  United  Nations  Integrated 
Peacebuilding  Office  in  Guinea-Bissau  (UNIOGBIS)  on  2  January  2013.

In  the  fight  against  Boko  Haram  and  ISIL-West  Africa,  he  has  tried  to 
make  up  for  the  very  slow  start  of  his  predecessor  Goodluck  Jonathan 
to  adequately  address  the  threat,  working  with  the  Multinational  Joint 
Task  Force  to  combat  extremists  in  the  Lake  Chad  Basin  region. 
Congress  recently  approved  the  sale  of  12  A-29  Super  Tucano  light- 
attack  aircraft  to  Nigeria.  The  aircraft  offer  improved  targeting 
capability  after  a  Nigerian  Air  Force  jet  mistakenly  bombed  a  displaced 
persons  camp  near  the  Cameroonian  border  in  Rann,  Borno  State  last 
January.

This  pledge 
helped  to  win  him  the  endorsement  of  other  candidates  in  his  run-off 
victory  against  Wade.

Background:  Special  Envoy  of  the  SG  for  Yemen  Ismail  Ould  Cheikh 
Ahmed  has  asked  that  Yemen  consultations,  originally  scheduled  for 
September  26,  be  postponed  given  that  he  briefed  the  Council  in 
August  and  because  he  feels  he  would  benefit  from  additional  time  to 
provide  more  updated  information  to  the  Council.  A  new  date  for 
consultations  has  not  yet  been  fixed.  The  letters  we  proposed  at  the 
July  Yemen  consultations  remain  dormant  given  the  objections, 
ostensibly  on  procedural  grounds,  of  Egypt  under  pressure  from  Saudi 
Arabia.  Our  efforts  to  use  the  letters  as  leverage  to  motivate  the 
Saudi-led  coalition  to  take  concrete  action  to  help  the  humanitarian 
situation  have  not  led  to  action,  despite  raising  these  points  in  Council 
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meetings  and  privately  with  the  Saudis  over  the  last  several  weeks. 
The  Saudis  remain  firm  in  their  stance,  arguing  that  such  measures 
would  serve  to  help  the  Houthis  and  have  instead,  through  an  Arria 
meeting  (called  by  Senegal)  and  a  high-level  meeting  in  August,  made 
efforts  to  ramp  up  a  propaganda  campaign  focused  on  the 
humanitarian  efforts  the  kingdom  has  purportedly  undertaken. 
Meanwhile,  the  people  of  Yemen  continue  to  suffer  under  what  many 
believe  is  the  worst  humanitarian  crisis  in  the  world  today. 


4.  Nuclear  Weapons  Ban  Treaty:

Background:  While  the  P5  collectively  opposes  the  ban,  Russia  and 
China  have  not  been  as  outspoken  as  the  P3.  Russia  likely  relishes 
seeing  the  ban  create  some  uncertainty  amongst  our  NATO  and  Asian 
Allies,  though  Moscow  has  done  some  outreach  criticizing  the  ban 
process.  China  has  been  mostly  mum  and  unwilling  to  publicly  push 
back  against  the  treaty  mostly  to  avoid  having  ban  proponents  focus 
too  heavily  on  China's  nuclear  weapons  program.

6.  Burma: 


Background :  This  is  the  first  gathering  of  the  P5  since  last  week's  AOB. 
Although  Russia  and  China  agreed  to  press  elements  in  the  AOB,  they 
remain  reluctant  to  deliver  a  strong  message  to  the  Burmese 
government.  We  may  need  to  use  the  UNSC  open  meeting  and 
possible  product  as  a  tool  to  generate  Chinese  and  Russian 
cooperation.  ASSK's  State  of  the  Union  speech  delivered  on 
September  19  was  positive  in  that  she  said  the  government  would 
support  safe  refugee  returns,  but  she  continued  to  question  reports  of 
military  abuses.  Our  Ambassador  in  Burma  was  traveling  to  Rakhine 
State  on  September  20  to  push  authorities  to  improve  access.  While 
General  Dunford's  call  to  the  Burmese  Commander  in  Chief  did  not 
take  place,  Secretary  Tillerson  delivered  our  key  messages  to  Aung 
San  Suu  Kyi  on  September  19.

Background: 

This  adoption,  to  establish  a  team  of  international  and  Iraqi 
investigators  to  collect,  preserve  and  store  evidence  of  ISIS  atrocities 
in  Iraq,  is  the  culmination  of  over  a  year  of  negotiations  between  Iraq, 
the  UK,  and  the  United  States.  The  evidence  collected  by  this 
mechanism  will  be  preserved  for  use  by  Iraqi  authorities  and  other 
national  courts  to  prosecute  ISIS  members  for  genocide,  crimes 
against  humanity,  and  war  crimes.  While  the  effort  was  Foreign 
Secretary  Boris  Johnson's  "top  priority"  upon  taking  up  his  post  in 
2015,  the  UK  struggled  to  find  traction  with  the  Iraqis  for  over  eight 
months,  until  the  United  States  stepped  up  its  lobbying  efforts  and 
brokered  compromise  language  on  key  sections  of  the  text  in  Spring 
2017. 

Iraqi  Prime  Minister  Haider  al-Abadi  will  arrive  in  New  York  shortly 
before  this  meeting,  so  as  to  take  credit  for  the  initiative  and  signal 
Iraq's  efforts  to  look  beyond  its  three-year  struggle  with  ISIS.  Iraq  will 
address  the  Council  before  the  vote.  Russian  Foreign  Minister  Sergey 
Lavrov,  Swedish  Foreign  Minister  Margot  Wallstrom,  Italian  Foreign 
Minister  Angelino  Alfano,  and  Kazakhstan  Foreign  Minister  Kairat 
Abdrakhmanov  will  represent  their  governments.  Ethiopian  Foreign 
Minister  Workineh  Gebeyehu  will  preside  over  the  session  as  Council 
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President.  Despite  his  advocacy  efforts,  Boris  Johnson  will  not  be  able 
to  attend.  Victims'  advocate  Amal  Clooney  and  UN  Goodwill 
Ambassador  for  Survivors  of  Human  Trafficking  Nadia  Murad  (herself 
a  Yezidi  ISIS  captive)  may  also  attend. 

Negotiations  on  the  mechanism,  which  will  allow  for  evidence  sharing 
with  third-country  national-level  courts  -  but  not  international 
tribunals  -  proceeded  smoothly  given  Iraqi  support.  Further,  the  U.S. 
request  for  a  voluntary  trust  fund  mechanism  to  minimize  use  of  the 
regular  budget  was  well-received  by  the  Council.  Looking  forward,  the 
sole  remaining  hurdle  for  this  initiative  will  be  to  ensure  that  Terms  of 
Reference  negotiations  between  the  UN  and  Iraq  proceed  smoothly - 
and  that  Iraq  does  not  attempt  to  retroactively  control  or  limit  sharing 
of  evidence  with  other  jurisdictions  -  but  we  are  optimistic  that  this 
can  be  managed. 

Your  remarks  highlight  this  initiative  as  an  important  first  step  toward 
justice  that  will  expose  the  true  extent  of  ISIS'  depravity,  and  in  so 
doing  pave  the  way  for  truth-telling  and  greater  reconciliation  in  post¬ 
conflict  Iraq.

Meeting  Context: 

This  meeting  will  focus  on  developments  in  South  Sudan  and  the 
Secretary-General's  most  recent  quarterly  report  on  South  Sudan  and 
the  UN  Mission  in  South  Sudan  (UNMISS),  and  the  latest  monthly 
report  on  obstructions  to  UNMISS  and  deployment  of  the  Regional 
Protection  Force  (RPF).  UNMISS  Special  Representative  of  the 
Secretary-General  (SRSG)  David  Shearer  will  brief  the  Council  (in  New 
York)  and  Joint  Monitoring  and  Evaluation  Commission  (JMEC)  Chair 
Festus  Mogae  will  brief  the  Council  via  video  teleconference.  Per  your 
guidance,  we  have  prepared  your  remarks  for  the  open  chamber.  As 
the  penholder,  we  will  speak  first  in  the  open  chamber,  and  you  have 
the  option  to  make  additional  comments  and  ask  questions  in 
consultations  as  well. 

Background 

The  Security  Council  meets  monthly  on  South  Sudan,  per  our  request 
for  a  monthly  Secretary-General  report  on  obstructions  to  UNMISS 
and  deployment  of  the  RPF.  This  month  the  Council  will  also  discuss 
the  Secretary-General's  latest  quarterly  report  on  South  Sudan.  Since 
the  last  meeting,  fighting  continues  unabated  and  the  UN's  quarterly 
report  details  fighting  in  various  locations  in  South  Sudan  during  the 
last  three  months. 

Council  members  have  welcomed  the  Intergovernmental  Authority  on 
Development's  (IGAD's)  initiative  to  rescue  the  2015  peace  agreement 
through  a  "Revitalization  Forum,”  but  there  are  concerns  that  the 
forum  will  be  postponed  from  October  to  November.  In  a  meeting  on 
September  19  with  U.S.  officials,  South  Sudan's  First  Vice  President 
told  us  that  the  government  is  committed  to  this  forum  but  worried 
about  re-opening  the  peace  agreement.  Our  position  is  that  several 
key  chapters  of  the  peace  agreement  need  to  be  revised  in  order  for 
the  agreement  to  be  implemented.  In  the  meantime,  there  has  been 
little  movement  on  parallel  reunification  processes  initiated  by 
Ugandan  President  Museveni  to  reunite  members  of  South  Sudan's 
ruling  party  (the  SPLM)  in  Kampala  at  the  end  of  July.  The  government 
also  continues  to  pursue  its  National  Dialogue  but  it  is  still  not  clear 
whether  it  will  be  truly  independent  and  inclusive  and  we  do  not  see 
this  as  replacing  IGAD's  Revitalization  Forum. 

Deployment  of  the  RPF  hit  a  milestone  in  early  August  with  the  arrival 
of  the  first  company  of  Rwandan  troops  to  Juba.  However,  the 
deployment  also  caused  the  government  to  suspend  all  of  UNMISS's 
flight  clearances  for  72  hours  because  it  asserted  RPF  troops  were  not 
authorized  to  be  based  at  the  UN  compound  near  the  airport,  where 
the  UN  placed  the  incoming  Rwandan  troops.  (Note.  The  government 
opposes  the  RPF  task  to  protect  the  airport.)  While  the  issue  was 
ultimately  resolved,  the  government's  overreaction  is  problematic  and 
the  Security  Council  referenced  this  issue  in  press  elements  agreed 
after  the  August  consultations  on  South  Sudan. 

We  continue  to  believe  an  arms  embargo  and  additional  targeted 
sanctions  are  warranted  for  South  Sudan,  but  we  do  not  believe  we 
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have  support  in  the  Council  to  adopt  those  measures.  The  U.S. 
unilaterally  imposed  additional  sanctions  on  three  South  Sudanese 
individuals  on  September  6  and  we  are  now  working  with  our 
European  partners  to  get  them  to  do  the  same. 

The  bureaucratic  impediments  to  deliver  humanitarian  aid  and  the 
insecurity  that  hampers  response  continue.  OCHA  reports  more 
humanitarian  access  incidents  in  July  than  any  other  month  this  year. 
Six  million  people  are  facing  severe  food  insecurity,  which  is  half  of 
South  Sudan's  population.  There  are  two  million  South  Sudanese 
refugees  outside  South  Sudan  and  more  than  half  of  them  are  in 
Uganda.

Background: 

This  month's  Syria  political  and  humanitarian  meetings  have  been 
combined  again.  On  the  political  side,  this  meeting  comes  on  the  heels 
of  the  September  14-15  Astana  meeting  and  agreement  on  Idlib,  the 
Russian  proposed  resolution,  and  UN  High  Level  week  discussions. 

Staffan  de  Mistura  hopes  the  Riyadh  II  conference,  tentatively 
planned  for  early  October,  may  help  to  clarify  and  unify  the 
opposition's  negotiating  positions.  De  Mistura  plans  to  reconvene  the 
parties  for  talks  immediately  after  Riyadh  II.  The  regime  remains 
recalcitrant  and  shows  no  interest  in  political  negotiations.  De  Mistura 
has  urged  the  United  States  to  emphasize  the  importance  of  a  political 
process  with  the  Russians  and  press  them  to  use  their  leverage  with 
the  Syrian  government  to  get  the  Syrians  to  seriously  engage  in 
political  negotiations. 

Astana  Process:  Following  their  September  14-15  meeting,  Russia,  Iran 
and  Turkey,  (the  Astana  "guarantors")  issued  a  joint  declaration  laying 
out  an  ambiguous  plan  to  address  the  al-Qaeda  run  province  of  Idlib 
that  includes  deploying  "de-escalation  forces  of  the  guarantors"  into 
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Idlib.  The  declaration  also  refers  to  the  southwest  de-escalation  zone 
as  part  of  the  Astana  Process,  which  is  inaccurate  and  a 
characterization  that  we  do  not  support,  given  that  the  United  States 
negotiated  that  zone  with  Russia,  Jordan  and  Israel.  On  September  15, 
the  Russians  circulated  to  the  P5  the  text  of  a  draft  Security  Council 
resolution  endorsing  this  agreement.  In  light  of  Iran's  role  in  the 
Astana  Process  and  the  ambiguous  terms  of  the  agreement, 
Washington  and  the  P3  agree  that  there  is  no  way  we  could  support 
such  a  resolution,

Humanitarian:  Although  de-escalation  agreements  have  reduced  the 
level  of  violence  in  some  areas  of  Syria,  attacks  against  civilians  and 
medical  workers  have  continued  to  occur  and  relief  agencies  still 
struggle  to  reach  a  large  portion  of  people  in  need.  Despite  lower 
levels  of  violence  recently,  there  have  been  at  least  1  million  people 
newly  displaced  this  year,  including  as  a  result  of  counter-ISIS 
operations  in  Raqqa.  The  UN  estimates  that  81  percent  of  the 
population  remaining  in  Syria  is  in  need  of  humanitarian  assistance, 
including  those  residing  in  de-escalation  areas  -  regardless  of  their 
sponsors.  For  example,  access  to  many  of  the  towns  in  the  de- 
escalation  zones  of  Eastern  Ghouta  and  Hama/Homs  requires  transit 
through  Damascus  and  the  permission  of  the  Syrian  Government. 

Other  de-escalation  zones,  such  as  the  one  along  the  southern  border 
with  Jordan,  require  access  cross-border  from  Jordan.  Last  month. 

Russia  called  an  AOB  to  "urge"  the  UN  to  increase  assistance  to  the 
de-escalation  areas,  noting  that  they  had  posted  military  police  in 
these  areas  to  help  ensure  access.  However,  the  Russian  claim  was 
not  entirely  based  in  fact  because  the  Syrian  regime  continues  to 
control  access  (and  deny  access)  to  most  areas  in  the  country.  The  UN 
continues  to  send  requests  to  the  Syrian  Government  for  interagency 
access  to  areas  that  are  besieged  or  hard-to-reach,  but  routinely 
receive  denials  from  the  Syrian  regime.  On  the  contrary,  the  UN  is 
able  to  reach  Idlib  and  southern  Syria  regularly  with  cross-border 
assistance  from  Turkey  and  Jordan. 

There  is  also  growing  concern  over  the  protection  of  civilians  in  Raqqa 
as  the  coalition's  offensive  intensifies.  ISIS  continues  to  use  civilians  as 
human  shields,  and  land  routes  are  laden  with  landmines  planted  by 
ISIS  and  the  Syrian  regime,  as  well  snipers.  The  coalition  has  also 
targeted  some  of  the  bridges  and  roads  along  routes  of  egress.  On 
August  23,  UN  Special  Adviser  Jan  Egland  said  that  "there  is  no  worse 
place  on  earth”  than  the  five  neighborhoods  under  ISIS  control  at  the 
moment  and  urged  the  international  community,  including  the 
coalition,  to  do  whatever  it  takes  to  help  civilians  escape. 

As  we  near  the  end  of  the  year,  we  are  growing  concerned  about 
Russia's  position  on  renewing  2165  (or  2232,  its  latest  iteration), 
which  authorizes  the  UN  to  deliver  aid  cross-border  from  Turkey, 
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Jordan,  and  Iraq  using  four  border  crossings.  The  resolution  is  up  for 
discussion  in  the  Council  again  in  December.  Russia  is  often 
problematic  on  this  resolution,  but  could  be  much  more  so  this  year  in 
light  of  the  changed  situation  on  the  ground  (i.e.  formation  of  de- 
escalation  zones). As  a  result,  we  should  continue  to  reinforce  to  the 
Russians  the  need  for  cross-border  access.

Briefing  Context: 

Russia  proposed  this  meeting  to  discuss  ways  to  strengthen  the  work 
of  the  Counterterrorism  Executive  Directorate  (CTED),  the  Security 
Council-mandated  team  responsible  for  monitoring  implementation 
of  CT  resolutions,  as  well  as  supporting  the  broader  work  of  the 
Security  Council's  Counter-Terrorism  Committee  (CTC).  The  United 
States  is  the  pen-holder  on  CTED's  imminent  mandate  renewal 
resolution  (due  by  the  end  of  the  year).  Russia  proposed  the  Council 
adopt  a  PRST  at  this  session,  but  the  P-3  rejected  this  as  redundant  to 
the  mandate  renewal. 

CTED,  which  is  based  in  New  York  and  consists  of  UN-hired  experts, 
principally  assesses  countries'  implementations  of  resolution  1373,  a 
major  resolution  adopted  just  after  9/11  that  requires  countries  to 
take  certain  steps  to  criminalize  and  prosecute  terrorism.  Our  renewal 
resolution  will  try  to  adjust  CTED’s  role  in  light  of  the  great  expansion 
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of  CT  resolutions  adopted  since  CTED's  last  mandate  renewal  in  2014, 
as  well  as  focus  CTED  on  our  own  CT  priorities,  such  as  foreign 
terrorist  fighters,  countering  violent  extremism,  respect  for  human 
rights  while  countering  terrorism,  and  the  importance  of  women, 
youth,  and  civil  society  in  UN  CT  work.  While  many  of  these  issues  are 
contentious,  we  are  confident  we  can  adopt  a  strong  new  mandate 
resolution  for  CTED,  clarifying  and  solidifying  its  role  in  the  new  UN  CT 
architecture.  We  are  committed  to  working  with  the  Russians  -  and 
many  other  partners  -  on  this  resolution,  and  are  particularly 
interested  in  further  exploring  Russia's  practical  suggestions  for  how 
to  make  CTED  country  visits  and  reports  more  timely  and  effective. 

The  new  head  of  the  new  GA-mandated  UN  Office  of 
Counterterrorism  (OCT),  senior  Russian  diplomat  and  first  UN  USG  for 
CT  Vladimir  Voronkov,  will  brief  the  Security  Council  for  the  first  time 
at  this  meeting.  We  remain  alert  to  any  misguided  Russian  attempts 
to  weaken  CTED  in  the  hopes  of  strengthening  Vornokov's  OCT  and 
we  hope  Voronkov  will  take  the  opportunity  to  lay  out  his  vision  for 
elevating  the  role  of  CT  across  the  UN  system,  especially  through 
reducing  duplication  and  improving  coordination  with  other  UN 
entities  like  CTED. 

CTED's  Executive  Director  departed  in  August  and  his  replacement, 

Michele  Coninsx,  will  not  begin  until  November.  Because  the  Acting 
ED  is  out  of  town,  CTED's  third-in-command,  David  Scharia,  will  brief, 
in  addition  to  Vonronkov,  the  CTC  Chair,  Egyptian  Permanent 
Representative  Aboulatta,  and  the  chair  of  both  the  1267  ISIL  and  Al- 
Qaeda  and  1988  Taliban  sanctions  committees,  Kazakh  Permanent 
Representative  Kairat  Umarov.  Scharia  is  a  highly-regarded  Israeli 
jurist  whose  appointment  the  United  States  lobbied  aggressively  for, 
overcoming  staunch  objections  from  Egypt  and  other  states  with 
strained  or  no  relations  with  Israel.  We  expect  Scharia  and  PR 
Aboulatta  to  focus  their  remarks  on  CTED  -  we  understand  Scharia 
also  drafted  Aboulatta's  remarks  -  although  it  is  less  clear  if  Voronkov 
will  focus  on  CTED  or  speak  more  generally  about  CT,  in  his  capacity  as 
the  head  of  OCT.  Umarov  will  speak  about  1267  and  1988  work 
generally  and  their  interaction  with  CTED  and  other  parts  of  the  UN  CT 
architecture.

Solar  Tariff  Decision  by  POTUS 

On  September  22,  the  International  Trade  Commission  (ITC)  found 
that  cheap  solar  panels  imported  from  China  have  harmed  the 
business  of  Georgia-based  Suniva  and  Oregon-based  SolarWorld.  The 
ITC  will  hold  a  public  hearing  on  October  3  to  consider  remedies  and 
finalize  a  report  due  to  the  President  by  November  13,  2017.  The 
President  will  then  have  60  days  to  act. 
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The  president  has  previously  imposed  tariffs  on  softwood  lumber  and 
cut  imports  of  sugar,  under  laws  protecting  US  businesses  from 
imports  of  products  that  are  dumped  or  illegally  subsidized  overseas 
to  get  an  unfair  edge  in  the  US  market.  Exporting  products  at  a  price 
lower  than  charged  in  a  company's  home  market  is  called  "dumping." 
Some  countries  also  subsidize  products  to  gain  an  illegal  advantage  in 
foreign  markets.  Both  practices  can  be  addressed  by  the  US  with 
tariffs  against  the  offending  countries. 

The  trade  remedy  sought  by  Suniva  and  SolarWorld  is  called  a 
"safeguard,"  which  applies  to  imports  from  all  countries.  Safeguards 
are  used  when  other  countries  simply  import  so  much  of  a  product  - 
even  at  fair  market  prices  -  that  US  businesses  are  harmed  by  the 
increased  supply.  If  granted  as  proposed,  the  safeguard  requested  by 
Suniva  would  impose  a  tariff  of  40  cents  per  watt  and  a  minimum 
price  of  78  cents  per  watt. 

Photovoltaic  (PV)  solar  panels  for  residential  use  range  from  about 
150  watts  to  370  watts  per  panel.  Economic  observes  and  the  solar 
industry  estimate  this  change  would  effectively  double  the  US  price  of 
solar  panels.  Opponents  of  tariffs  on  solar  cite  these  significantly 
increased  costs  for  consumers  (including  governments  with  solar 
procurement  requirements),  which  would  immediately  disrupt  some 
projects  and  investments  and  slow  the  adoption  of  solar  over  the  long 
term. 

Suniva  has  said  "we  brought  this  action  because  the  U.S.  solar 
manufacturing  industry  finds  itself  at  the  precipice  of  extinction  at  the 
hands  of  foreign  market  overcapacity."  The  solar  industry's  top 
industry  group,  however,  strongly  opposes  tariffs  due  to  decreased 
demand  and  broader  market  disruption.

Background: 

In  a  rare  meeting  on  Burma  in  the  open  chamber,  the  Council  will 
focus  on  the  crisis  in  Rakhine  State  since  the  August  25  Arakan 
Rohingya  Salvation  Army  (ARSA)  attacks  and  subsequent  heavy- 
handed  response  by  the  Burmese  security  forces.  The  UK  proposed 
the  meeting,  with  support  from  the  P3,  Sweden,  and  OIC  members 
Egypt,  Senegal,  and  Kazakhstan.  The  UK  will  also  seek  a  Council 
resolution  on  Burma  calling  for:  1)  an  end  to  violence;  2)  unhindered 
access  for  humanitarian  agencies,  including  the  UN;  3) 
implementation  of  the  recommendations  from  the  Annan  report;  4) 
addressing  human  rights  violations;  and  5)  safe  return  of  those  who 
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fled.  France  is  planning  to  hold  an  Arria  on  Burma  in  early  October. 
While  China  maintains  a  cautious  approach  toward  the  crisis,  they 
have  conveyed  in  muted  tones  concern  about  the  situation  in  Rakhine 
and  have  not  directly  opposed  the  meeting.  We  should  reiterate  our 
core  messages  of  civilian  security  and  an  end  to  violence, 
humanitarian  access,  and  safe  refugee  returns.  We  also  need  to  call 
out  security  forces'  disproportionate  use  of  force,  encourage 
unhindered  UN  access,  and  support  communication  between  Burma 
and  Bangladesh. 

Humanitarian  Update: 

The  number  of  Rohingya  arrivals  in  Bangladesh  since  August  25  is  over 
480,000;  many  others  are  displaced  within  Rakhine  State.  The 
government  asked  the  Red  Cross  and  ICRC  to  mount  a  response  in 
Rakhine  State  but  they  do  not  have  the  capacity  to  meet  the  needs. 
Burmese  officials  have  said  UN  access  is  a  non-starter,  expressing 
concern  that  ethnic  Rakhine  populations  would  not  accept  a  UN 
presence,  potentially  leading  to  violence.  Aung  San  Suu  Kyi  (ASSK)  said 
that  her  invitation  for  an  SG  visit  stands,  but  the  SG  wants  to  ensure 
that  any  visit  is  not  an  "embarrassment"  to  both  sides  (the  UN  and 
Burmese  government  are  in  discussions  on  such  a  trip,  and  USG 
Feltman  is  considering  traveling  to  the  region  to  pave  the  way).  ASSK 
convened  a  commission  to  discuss  refugee  returns,  with  possible 
international  participation.  However,  ASSK  wants  to  use  a  1993 
agreement  as  the  basis  for  returns;  this  agreement  is  unacceptable 
due  to  its  unattainable  proof-of-citizenship  requirements.  UNHCR  has 
expressed  concern  that  Rohingya  refugees  would  begin  fleeing  by 
boat  to  neighboring  countries,  and  become  victims  of  trafficking  and 
exploitation  (similar  to  the  last  Rohingya  migrant  exodus  in  2015). 
Buddhist  nationalists  recently  targeted  Rohingya  refugees  in  Sri  Lanka, 
and  the  Indian  government  has  prevented  Rohingya  refugees  from 
crossing  from  Bangladesh  into  India. 

Political  and  Security  Update: 

The  Burmese  PR  denied  allegations  of  ethnic  cleansing  and  genocide 
during  GA  closing  remarks  on  September  25,  saying  that  ARSA  was 
intimidating  Rohingya  populations  to  flee.  Burmese  officials 
announced  September  26  that  35  bodies  of  Hindu  villagers  were 
found  in  mass  graves  in  northern  Rakhine  State,  accusing  ARSA  of  the 
murders  (a  claim  ARSA  denies).  Despite  the  Burmese  government's 
assertion  that  security  operations  ended  September  5,  NGOs  report 
seeing  villages  burning  in  northern  Rakhine.  NGOs  are  reporting  a 
number  of  cases  of  sexual  violence  committed  by  Burmese  security 
forces  against  Rohingya  women.  We  are  still  in  discussions  with 
France  about  whether  the  EU  would  sponsor  a  3C  resolution  on 
Burma.

Background: 

Update  on  HRC  Reform: 

*  High-Level  Event:  Last  week,  we  hosted  a  successful  High-Level 
Event  on  HRC  Reform  with  Foreign  Secretary  Boris  Johnson  and 
Foreign  Minister  Bert  Koenders.  We  had  an  80%  response  rate  from 
invited  countries  (40  of  50  confirmed  to  attend)  with  a  dozen  Foreign 
Ministers  in  attendance.  We  leveraged  the  event  as  a  way  to  kick  off 
substantive  conversations  on  HRC  reform  in  New  York,  which  gained 
us  ground. 

*  Next  Multilateral  Steps:  Because  of  our  event,  the  Brits  agreed  to 
lead  a  "core  group”  in  New  York,  and  the  Dutch  agreed  to  lead  efforts 
in  Geneva.  Both  expressed  concerns  about  our  plan  for  a  resolution 
this  year,  but  we  continue  to  meet  with  them  and  push  them  to  take 
actions  this  year.

*  Next  Internal  Steps:  Since  the  event,  we  have  worked  with  Geneva 
and  State  interagency  to  finalize  a  draft  resolution  that  puts  forth 
several  institutional  reforms,  including  agenda  consolidation  and 
membership  improvements,  such  as  increasing  the  threshold  for 
election,  decreasing  the  threshold  for  suspension,  setting  a  deadline 
for  declarations  of  candidacy  with  an  extended  deadline  for  clean 
slates,  and  requiring  participation  in  a  PGA-led  public  candidate  forum 
for  election  eligibility. 
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Resolution  points: 

•  Promotes  competitive  elections; 

•  Requires  that  countries  declare  their  candidacy  60  days  prior  to 
election,  or  if  there  is  a  closed  slate,  the  deadline  is  extended  an  extra 
45  days  (i.e.  15  days  prior  to  election); 

•  Requires  that  countries  must  participate  in  a  candidate  pledging 
event  in  order  to  be  eligible  for  election; 

•  Increases  the  threshold  to  a  2/3rds  vote  for  a  country  to  join  the 
council  (currently,  it  is  simple  majority); 

•  Lowers  the  threshold  to  a  simple  majority  vote  for  bad  actors  to  be 
suspended  from  the  council  (currently,  it  is  a  2/3rds  vote); 

■  Consolidates  country-specific  resolutions  to  one  resolution 
(eliminating  Agenda  Item  7).

3.  UNISFA:

Background:  Sudan  and  South  Sudan  sent  the  Council  a  letter  the 
week  of  September  18  indicating  their  willingness  to  work  together  to 
resolve  their  border  dispute  and  reiterating  the  importance  of  the 
border  monitoring  mission  which  is  part  of  UNISFA.  However,  the 
parties  have  taken  few  steps  towards  resolving  the  border  dispute  or 
allowing  the  monitoring  mechanism  full  freedom  of  movement.  DPKO 
told  us  on  September  27  that  the  SG's  upcoming  report  on  UNISFA  will 
call  for  the  border  monitoring  mission  to  remain.  The  UN  views  the 
border  monitoring  mission  as  a  confidence  building  measure  and  also 
notes  that  Ethiopia  sees  the  monitoring  mission  as  an  integral  part  of 
UNISFA. 


5.  G5  Sahel  Joint  Force 
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Background:  The  quarterly  open  debate  on  the  Middle  East  is  usually 
a  forum  for  a  number  of  speeches  critical  of  Israel.  Around  35 
countries  -  in  addition  to  Council  members  -  spoke  at  the  last  open 
debate,  including  Iran,  Syria,  Cuba  and  Venezuela. 


7.  Central  African  Republic  (CAR)  /  MINUSCA: 


Background:  Paragraph  1  of  Resolution  2272  calls  for  the  repatriation 
of  units  when  there  is  a  "systematic  failure”  to  address  SEA.

October  3  -  UNDOF  (UN  Disengagement  Observer  Force  -  Golan 
Heights)  Consultations:  USG  for  Peacekeeping  Operations  (DPKO) 

Jean-Pierre  Lacroix  will  brief  on  the  latest  details  of  UNDOF's  return  to 
vacated  positions  inside  Syria.  Lacroix  will  note  that  the  Syrian 
government  has  not  given  consent  yet  to  a  new  radar  system  that 
would  help  keep  UNDOF  peacekeepers  safe.  UNSC  members  will  offer 
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support  for  UNDOF's  return  to  Syria,  but  will  emphasize  the  need  for 
UNDOF  to  have  the  necessary  equipment  to  operate  safely. 

October  4  -  Syria  CW  Consultations:  High  Representative  for 
Disarmament  Affairs  Izumi  Nakamitsu  will  brief  the  Council  in  closed 
consultations  on  the  OPCW's  monthly  report  concerning  Syria's 
obligations  under  the  Chemical  Weapons  Convention.  She  will 
probably  also  give  the  Council  a  readout  of  the  OPCW  Director- 
General's  meeting  last  month  with  Syrian  Foreign  Minister  to  discuss 
Syria's  many  unresolved  issues  regarding  its  compliance  with  the 
OPCW. 

October  5  -  MINUSMA  (UN  Multidimensional  Integrated  Stabilization 
Mission  in  Mali)  Briefing  and  Consultations:  DPKO  USG  Jean-Pierre 
Lacroix  will  deliver  the  quarterly  briefing  on  the  security  and  political 
situation  in  Mali,  followed  by  consultations. 

October  5  -  UN  peacekeeping  operations:  Strategic  Force  Generation: 
The  UK  is  the  driving  force  behind  this  meeting,  which  is  meant  to 
draw  attention  to  the  upcoming  force  generation  ministerial  in 
Vancouver  in  November.  The  meeting  is  also  intended  to  build  on 
previous  peacekeeping  summits,  including  the  original  U.S. -hosted 
summit  in  2015  and  the  UK  and  French  follow-ups  in  2016.  The 
meeting  will  also  focus  on  how  the  UN  can  best  match  available  forces 
to  mandates.  DPKO  USG  Lacroix  will  brief  on  how  the  organization  can 
be  more  strategic  and  forward  thinking  in  how  it  plans  ahead  for  force 
generation  needs  5-10  years  down  the  line.  Canada  also  will  brief,  as 
host  of  the  upcoming  Vancouver  ministerial,  and  Bangladesh  will 
speak  on  behalf  of  TCCs. 

October  9  -  Open  Meeting  of  the  North  Korea  Sanctions  "1718" 
Committee:  Italian  PermRep  Sebastiano  Cardi,  in  his  capacity  as  1718 
chair,  intends  to  hold  this  open  meeting  with  the  committee’s  Panel 
of  Experts  to  explain  the  new  measures  in  the  latest  resolutions. 

October  10  -  Yemen  Briefing  and  Consultations:  Special  Envoy  Ismail 
Ould  Cheikh  Ahmed  (TBC)  will  brief  on  his  continued  efforts  at  getting 
the  parties  to  engage  on  his  plan  for  Hudaydah  port  while  USG  for 
Humanitarian  Affairs  Mark  Lowcock  (TBC)  will  brief  on  the 
humanitarian  situation  in  Yemen.  The  Special  Envoy  appears  to  have 
been  all  but  written  off  by  the  Houthi  side  of  the  conflict,  which  has 
brought  the  prospects  for  political  progress  to  a  near-halt. 

October  11  -  MONUSCO  (UN  Organization  Stabilization  Mission  in  the 
Democratic  Republic  of  the  Congo)  Briefing  and  Consultations:  SRSG 
Maman  Sidikou  will  brief  via  VTC  about  MONUSCO's  recently 
completely  strategic  review  and  MONUSCOs  attempts  to  advance 
election  planning.  Additionally,  DPKO  USG  Lacroix  will  address  the 
Council  in  consultations  on  the  increasing  violence  and  the  political 
situation. 

October  12-MINUSTAH  (UN  Stabilization  Mission  in  Haiti)  Debate: 
This  will  be  the  last  MINUSTAH  debate  before  the  mission  ends  on 
October  15  and  transitions  to  the  UN  Mission  for  Justice  Support  in 
Haiti,  known  as  MINUJUSTH,  on  October  16.  SRSG  Sandra  Honore  will 
brief  the  Council  on  the  steps  taken  to  date  to  close  MINUSTAH  and 
the  latest  SG’s  report. 
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October  12  -  Famine  Briefing:  This  meeting  is  intended  to  follow  up 
on  the  PRST,  adopted  in  August,  that  called  upon  all  parties  in  Yemen, 

South  Sudan,  Somalia  and  north-east  Nigeria  to  take  steps  to  enable  a 
more  effective  humanitarian  response.  A  Secretariat  official  (TBD)  will 
brief  on  specific  steps  that  member  states  can  take  to  reduce  the  risk 
of  famine  and  overcome  impediments  to  humanitarian  access.  The 
goal  of  this  briefing  is  to  make  discussion  of  the  "four  famines"  a 
regular  part  of  the  UNSC  agenda. 

October  16  -  Burundi  Briefing  and  Consultations:  Special  Envoy  Michel 
Kafando  (TBC)  will  brief  on  his  attempts  to  advance  the  East  African 
Community  led  dialogue  between  the  government  and  opposition. 

This  meeting  could  move  to  November,  however  -  Russia,  acting  as  a 
proxy  for  Burundi,  has  argued  the  most  recent  PRST  on  Burundi  called 
for  90-day  reporting;  France  disagrees  (arguing  the  PRST  did  not  reset 
the  reporting  cycle)  but  is  confirming  its  interpretation  with  the 
Department  of  Political  Affairs. 

October  16  -  Monthly  Council  Lunch  with  the  SG:  The  Secretary- 
General's  staff  will  inform  the  Council  about  the  issues  he  would  like 
to  raise  a  few  days  before  the  lunch. 

October  17  -  UNMISS  (UN  Mission  in  South  Sudan)  Briefing  and 
Consultations:  We  and  the  UK  have  requested  consultations  to  discuss 
the  Secretary-General's  30-day  report  on  obstructions  to  UNMISS  and 
the  Regional  Protection  Force.  A  DPKO  official  (TBD)  will  brief  on  the 
report. 

October  18  -  Middle  East  Open  Debate:  USG  for  Political  Affairs  Jeff 
Feltman  (TBC)  will  brief  the  Council  in  the  open  chamber.  USUN  has 
continued  to  push  delegations  to  look  beyond  the  Israeli-Pa lestinian 
conflict  and  instead  focus  on  threats  to  regional  stability  such  as  Iran's 
actions,  Flezbollah,  and  Hamas,  but  many  countries  use  it  as  an 
opportunity  to  criticize  Israel. 

October  18-23  -  Security  Council  Mission  to  the  Sahel:  The  Security 
Council  will  visit  Nouakchott,  Mauritania;  Bamako  and  the  G5  Joint 
Force  HQ  in  Sevare,  Mali;  and  Ouagadougou,  Burkina  Faso.  France, 

Italy  (EU),  and  Ethiopia  (AU),  are  co-leads  for  the  trip.  France  will  be 
represented  at  the  PR  level;  the  other  Council  members  (thus  far)  are 
mostly  sending  a  combination  of  DPRs  and  PCs.  The  SG's  report  on  the 
G5  Sahel  force,  mandated  by  resolution  2359,  is  due  in  advance  of  the 
trip  on  October  16. 

October  24-  Lebanon  (1559  Report)  Consultations:  USG  for  Political 
Affairs  Jeff  Feltman  will  brief  the  Council  on  the  twice-annual  report 
on  implementation  of  Resolution  1559.  Feltman  will  explain  that  the 
most  difficult  parts  of  Resolution  1559,  including  the  full  disarmament 
of  Hizballah,  have  yet  to  be  implemented.  Most  UNSC  members  will 
call  for  the  full  implementation  of  Resolution  1559,  and  will  also 
comment  on  domestic  Lebanese  political  issues,  such  as  preparations 
for  elections  next  year.  Russia  routinely  requests  that  the  Council  stop 
considering  Resolution  1559  as  a  separate  agenda  item;  Russia  dislikes 
this  resolution  given  the  obligations  it  places  on  Hizballah. 

October  24  -  MINURSO  (UN  Mission  for  the  Referendum  in  Western 
Sahara)  Consultations:  SRSG  Kim  Bolduc  (TBC)  and  Personal  Envoy 
Horst  Kohler  (if  he  is  back  from  a  regional  visit)  will  brief  on 
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MINURSO's  efforts  to  monitor  the  buffer  strip  and  give  an  update  on 
progress  in  setting  up  the  office  of  the  new  Personal  Envoy.  While 
MINURSO's  area  of  operations  has  remained  relatively  calm,  the 
United  States  is  concerned  about  the  lack  of  progress  on  a  political 
solution. 

October  25  -  International  Court  of  Justice  (ICJ)  Private  Meeting:  ICJ 
President  Ronny  Abraham  of  France  will  provide  an  update  to  the 
Council  on  the  work  of  the  ICJ.  While  it  is  a  private  meeting  of  the 
Council  to  encourage  candor,  these  meetings  are  very 
uncontroversial. 

October  25 -Security  Council  Mission  Briefing:  France,  Ethiopia,  and 
Italy  will  brief  on  the  Council  trip  to  the  Sahel. 

October  25  -  MINUSCA  (UN  Multidimensional  Integrated  Stabilization 
Mission  in  the  Central  African  Republic)  Briefing  and  Consultations: 

DPKO  USG  Lacroix  will  brief  on  MINUSCA's  capability  gaps  and 
spreading  insecurity  in  CAR.  We  expect  he  will  ask  for  750-900 
additional  troops.  This  will  be  the  last  briefing  before  MINUSCA 
mandate  renewal  negotiations  begin. 

October  26  -  UNISFA  (UN  Interim  Security  Force  for  Abyei)  and 
Sudan/South  Sudan  Briefing  and  Consultations:  DPKO  USG  Lacroix  will 
brief  on  the  SG's  latest  report  on  UNISFA,  which  is  likely  to  call  for 
continuation  of  the  border  monitoring  mission  despite  much  progress 
by  Sudan  and  South  Sudan  to  make  it  effective.  Special  Envoy  Nicholas 
"Fink"  Flaysom  will  brief  on  developments  in  resolving  outstanding 
issues  between  Sudan  and  South  Sudan  per  resolution  2046  (2012). 

October  26 -Syria  Political  Briefing  and  Consultations:  Special  Envoy 
Staffan  de  Mistura  (TBC)  will  deliver  his  monthly  briefing  on  the 
political  process  in  Syria. 

October  27  -  Open  Debate  on  Women,  Peace  and  Security:  The 
Council  will  hold  its  annual  debate  on  Women,  Peace  and  Security  and 
implementation  of  Resolution  1325  (2000).  The  SG  will  brief, 
alongside  the  Chief  Executive  of  UN  Women  (TBD).  It  is  customary  to 
invite  a  member  of  civil  society  to  brief  the  Security  Council.  Last  year 
Nadia  Murad  and  Amal  Clooney  pressed  the  SC  to  push  for  ISIS 
accountability  and  to  do  more  for  Yazidi  victims. 

October  30  -  G5  Sahel  Briefing:  French  Foreign  Minister  Jean-Yves  Le 
Drian  will  chair  this  meeting  at  the  ministerial  level  with  the  SG  (TBC) 
briefing  on  his  report,  the  Council's  Sahel  trip,  and  his  recommended 
next  steps  for  the  Security  Council  on  the  issue.  This  will  likely  proceed 
France's  introduction  of  a  resolution  that  would  allow  for  MINUSMA 
to  provide  logistical  support  to  the  G5  Joint  Force,  an  expansion  of  the 
mission's  mandate  that  we  do  not  support.  The  meeting  will  be 
followed  by  a  ministerial  lunch. 

October  30 -Syria  Humanitarian  Briefing  and  Consultations:  USG  for 
Humanitarian  Affairs  Lowcock  (via  VTC)  will  brief  on  the  humanitarian 
situation  in  Syria.  French  Foreign  Minister  Jean-Yves  Le  Drian  probably 
will  chair  this  meeting. 

October  31  -  Open  Debate  on  Children  and  Armed  Conflict  (CAAC): 

The  Council  will  hold  its  annual  debate  on  Children  and  Armed 
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Conflict,  which  has  been  delayed  since  June.  The  SG  will  provide  a 
briefing  of  his  annual  report  on  CAAC,  including  his  conclusions  on  the 
worst  violators.  The  report  could  prove  contentious  if  the  SG  decides 
to  list  Saudi  Arabia  in  the  CAAC  report.  French  Foreign  Minister  Jean- 
Yves  Le  Drian  will  chair  this  meeting  at  the  ministerial  level. 

October  31  -  Informal  (Toledo-style)  Wrap-Up:  France  will  most  likely 
ask  2-3  other  countries  to  join  them  in  presenting  an  overview  of 
October's  activities  in  the  Council.

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Background:  DPKO  provided  a  readout  in  New  York  and  Washington 
of  their  recent  scoping  mission  to  the  G5  countries  and  previewed 
their  looming  recommendations  for  inclusion  in  the  S-G's  October 
report  to  the  Security  Council.  They  said  the  S-G  will  recommend  to 
the  Council  that  the  G5  request  support  that  is  admissible  under 
existing  resolutions  (2359  and  2364).  However,  the  relevant  language 
in  both  resolutions  calls  primarily  for  coordination  and  information 
sharing  between  the  UN  and  the  G5,  and  would  not  have  any 
significant  impact  on  standing  up  the  force  or  its  operationalization. 
Therefore,  the  S-G's  second  option  will  be  that  the  Council  reopen 
MINUSMA's  mandate  ahead  of  its  June  2018  expiration  and  add  a 
mission  task  to  provide  logistical  support  to  G5  forces  operating 
within  Mali’s  territory.  POL,  MR,  Legal  and  MSC  believe  the  second 
option  presents  significant  budgetary  and  legal  problems.  An  open- 
ended  MINUSMA  task  to  support  the  G5  would  constitute  an 
expansion  of  its  mandate  and  would  also  mean  the  use  of  assessed 
contributions  and  the  lack  of  control  over  expenditures  therein.  In 
addition,  USUN/Legal's  views  is  budgeting  logistical  support  from  the 
UN  to  a  non-UN  force  is  inconsistent  with  Article  17  of  the  UN  Charter, 
which  authorizes  member  states  to  be  assessed  only  for  "expenses  of 
the  Organization.”  Authorizing  logistical  support  for  the  G5  will 
continue  to  erode  away  at  an  important  defensive  principle  that  UN 
member  states  should  not  be  paying  for  the  expenses  of  non-UN 
entities.

Background:  The  NGO  Committee  is  an  advisory  body  to  ECOSOC  and 
recommends  whether  to  give  NGOs  consultative  status,  which  means 
greater  access  to  the  UN.  The  Committee  is  comprised  of  19  members 
elected  to  four-year  terms  with  no  term  limits.  Turkey  and  others 
(particularly  China,  Cuba,  India,  Nicaragua,  Russia,  South  Africa,  and 
Venezuela)  usually  oppose  U.S.  positions  and  often  work  to 
undermine,  rather  than  facilitate,  broader  NGO  participation  at  the 
UN.  Current  Eastern  European  Group  (EEG)  members  are  Azerbaijan 
and  Russia.  Belarus,  Estonia,  and  Russia  have  said  they  will  run  for 
membership  in  April  2018  to  fill  the  two  available  seats.  Slovenia's 
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support  could  mean  a  significant  positive  change  for  the  NGO 
Committee  and  its  ability  to  advocate  for  greater  civil  society 
participation.

Guam  Governor  Baza  Calvo  will  address  the  UN  Fourth  Committee 
Special  Committee  on  Decolonization  (C-24)  on  October  3.  He  would 
like  to  speak  to  you  about  Guam’s  political  status  and  provide 
background  on  the  island's  efforts  --  working  with  the  U.S. 

government  --towards  greater  self  determination.  Calvo  may  also 
raise  recent  lawsuits  filed  by  the  federal  government  against  Guam 
related  to  race-based  discrimination.  Guam  is  a  Non-Self  Governing 
Territory  (NSGT)  administered  by  the  United  States.  As 

an  unincorporated  organized  U.S.  territory,  Guam  is  administered  by 
the  U.S.  Department  of  the  Interior  Office  of  Insular  Affairs.  Guam  has 
a  population  of  159,358  people  and  a  land  area  of  208  square  miles. 
Guam  is  situated  about  3,728  miles  south-west  of 

Hawaii  and  1,367  miles  south  of  Tokyo. 
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Talking  Points: 

1.  DPRK  Nuclear  Threat: 


Background:  In  August,  North  Korean  leader  Kim  Jong  Un  threatened 
to  fire  potentially  nuclear-tipped  missiles  at  Guam.  At  the  time, 
Governor  Calvo's  office  stated  that  there  was  no  change  in  the  island's 
threat  level  as  Guam  has  long  been  a  target  of  North  Korean  saber- 
rattling;  Pyongyang  threatened  the  island  in  2013  after  U.S.-ROK  joint 
exercises.  Guam  is  the  closest  U.S.  territory  to  North  Korea  and  hosts 
two  important  U.S.  military  installations. 


2.  Special  Committee  on  Decolonization  (C-24):

Background:  Governor  Calvo  will  address  the  Special  Committee  on 
Decolonization  (C-24)  on  October  3  about  Guam's  self-determination. 
The  territory  is  one  of  17  territories  around  the  world  that  have  been 
designated  by  the  UN  as  "non-self-governing"  under  Article  73  of  the 
UN  Charter.  We  expect  Calvo  to  dismiss  media  reports  that  Guam  is 
pursuing  independence;  he  will  likely  explain  that  the  island  seeks  to 
work  with  the  United  States  government  towards  greater  self- 
determination.  (Note:  International  law  on  self-determination  permits 
the  people  of  a  non-self-governing  territory  to  choose  the  territory's 
political  status  vis-a-vis  the  administering  state,  including  1) 
independence;  2)  integration  (e.g.,  U.S.  statehood  like  Hawaii,  or 
commonwealth  status  like  Puerto  Rico);  or  3)  any  other  status  freely 
chosen  by  the  people.  The  U.S.  position  is  that  the  people  of  Guam 
have  yet  to  make  a  final  self-determination  decision.  Guam  has  made 
repeated  efforts  to  organize  a  self-determination  plebiscite  but  the 
most  recent  attempt  was  enjoined  by  a  federal  court  (Davis  v.  Guam, 
2017  U.S.  Dist.  LEXIS  34240,  March  8,  2017)  because  they 
unconstitutionally  exclude  otherwise  voting-eligible  Guam  residents 
on  impermissible  race-based  grounds.  End  Note.) 


3.  UN  Engagement:

Background:  Guam  has  requested  the  Special  Committee  on 
Decolonization  (C-24)  visit  to  re-engage  on  the  discussion  on  self- 
determination  and  learn  more  about  the  UN  process.  Guam  did  not 
provide  specific  dates  in  the  request.  The  last  visit  to  Guam  by  the 
Special  Committee  on  Decolonization  was  in  1979.  The  United  States 
does  not  view  the  C-24,  or  its  mandate,  as  a  legitimate  UN  sub¬ 
committee  and  we  have  historically  viewed  it  as  a  political  platform  to 
launch  political  attacks  against  "administering  powers"  --  the  U.S.,  UK, 
France,  and  New  Zealand  --  which  we  tend  to  ignore.  Venezuela, 
together  with  Cuba,  has  revitalized  anti-U.S.  efforts  vis-a-vis  the 
Committee,  and  this  role  will  be  amplified  by  its  chairmanship. 


3.  Recent  Lawsuits:

Background:  The  U.S.  government  recently  sued  Guam  and  the 
Chamorro  Land  Trust  Commission  for  allegedly  violating  the  Fair 
Flousing  Act.  The  Chamorro  Land  Trust  maintains  and  leases 
properties  for  the  benefit  of  Guam's  indigenous  inhabitants,  the 
Chamorros.  The  plebiscite  lawsuit,  filed  by  Arnold  "Dave"  Davis, 
alleges  race-based  discrimination  because  the  rules  of  Guam's  non- 
bindingvote  on  decolonization  would  have  restricted  the  plebiscite  to 
those  who  can  trace  their  roots  back  to  those  residents  living  on  the 
island  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  the  Organic  Act  in  1950  and  their 
descendants  —  a  limitation  which  would,  in  effect,  confine  the  voting 
population  mainly  to  those  who  have  Chamorro  ancestry.  While  the 
U.S.  District  Court  for  the  District  of  Guam  ruled  the  law  as 
unconstitutional  because  it  impermissibly  imposes  race-based 
restrictions  on  the  voting  rights  of  non-Native  inhabitants  of  Guam, 
Guam's  Attorney  General  said  the  island  would  fight  the  ruling.

*  Note  on  Congress:  In  September,  U.S.  Congressmen  Ami  Bera  (D-CA) 
and  Frank  Pallone  (D-NJ)  introduced  a  resolution  to  support  India's 
permanent  membership  on  the  Security  Council,  recognizing  India's 
role  increasing  global  prosperity. 


2.  Comprehensive  Convention  on  International  Terrorism: 
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o  Background:  A  short-term  goal  of  Akbaruddin  is  the  successful 
negotiation  on  the  Comprehensive  Convention  on  International 
Terrorism  (CCIT).  India  proposed  the  Convention  in  1996,  and  FM 
Swaraj  noted  "yet  twenty  years  later,  the  UN  has  not  been  able  to 
agree  on  a  definition  of  terrorism."  The  CCIT  negotiation  in  the  Sixth 
Committee  has  been  frozen  for  the  past  decade  over  the  definition  of 
terrorism  -  in  particular,  the  scope  of  the  exclusion  clause.  The  United 
States  and  like-minded  countries  (including  Israel)  have:  (1)  opposed 
having  the  CCIT  cover  acts  committed  by  national  military  forces  (such 
as  the  IDF),  but  (2)  supported  having  the  CCIT  cover  acts  even  when 
those  who  engage  in  them  are  engaged  in  an  armed  conflict,  including 
a  fight  against  "foreign  occupation"  or  for  "self-determination”  (i.e., 
to  cover  groups  such  as  Flamas).  In  contrast,  the  Organization  of 
Islamic  Countries  (OIC)  and  some  other  countries  take  the  opposite 
view  on  both  issues,  seeking  to  cover  "state  terrorism"  (read  include 
IDF)  but  exclude  actions  taken  during  armed  conflict  from  the  scope  of 
the  convention  (read  exclude  Flamas).  Akbaruddin  believes  the  United 
States  has  toughened  its  position,  making  it  more  difficult  to  achieve  a 
consensus.

Background:  UN  Special  Envoy  Ismail  Ould  Cheikh  Ahmed  (IOCA)  will 
deliver  his  mandated  60-day  briefing  on  the  Yemen  conflict  in  the 
open  Security  Council  chamber,  along  with  a  briefing  from  Under 
Secretary-General  Mark  Lowcock  on  humanitarian  issues.  We 
anticipate  that  Yemeni  PermRep  Khaled  Al-Yemany  will  likely  ask  to 
take  the  floor  as  well.  Among  UNSC  members,  Uruguay  and  Bolivia  are 
certain  to  speak  in  the  open  chamber.  Should  the  U.S.  speak  in  the 
open  chamber,  the  UK,  Egypt  and  possibly  others  will  likely  follow  suit. 

UNSC  members  will  then  move  into  closed  consultations.  If  there  is 
not  a  critical  mass  of  UNSC  members  speaking  in  the  open  chamber 
the  UK  intends  to  propose  press  elements  (TAB  A)  during  closed 
consultations  to  be  adopted  at  the  end  of  the  discussion;  these  should 
not  be  controversial. 

Political  and  Security  Update:  On  the  Political  front  there  has  been  no 
progress  to  report  since  the  UNSC's  last  Yemen  briefing  in  August. 

During  High  Level  week  there  was  a  meeting  of  the  Quad  (UK,  US, 

Saudi  Arabia  and  UAE)  in  which  they  decided  to  have  a  Quad  meeting 
on  Wednesday,  October  4  followed  by  a  higher-level  Quad  and  Quint 
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(which  is  the  Quad+Oman)  on  October  12.  Reports  from  the  October  4 
Quad  meeting  indicate  that  there  was  little  progress  but  at  least 
additional  pressure  was  placed  on  IOCA  to  embrace  initiatives  other 
than  his  Hudaydah  port  series  of  confidence  building  measures  in 
which  the  Houthis  never  seemed  interested.  We  learned  on  October  9 
that  the  Quad  and  Quint  meetings  scheduled  for  the  12th  will  likely 
move  to  later  in  October  as  Secretary  Tillerson  is  interested  in 
attending  and  the  UK  is  working  with  his  office  to  identify  a  date  that 
will  work  in  his  schedule.  IOCA  will  likely  mention  an  upcoming  Quint 
meeting  as  a  sign  that  there  could  be  some  political  progress  -  it  is 
possible  that  the  Saudis  could  agree  to  meet  the  Houthis  in  Oman, 
which  the  Kingdom  had  previously  rejected.  On  June  15,  the  UNSC 
adopted  a  Presidential  Statement  (PRST)  on  Yemen,  which  was  the 
first  UNSC  Yemen  product  in  more  than  a  year.  The  PRST  contained 
strong  language  endorsing  lOCA's  proposal  to  hand  Hudaydah  port 
over  to  a  third  party,  and  the  PRST  made  a  number  of  concrete 
humanitarian  demands,  including  for  the  parties  to  agree  to  the 
deployment  of  mobile  cranes  at  Hudaydah  port  and  to  establish 
medevac  flights  out  of  Yemen’s  capital.  However,  since  the  PRST,  IOCA 
has  not  been  able  to  get  the  parties  to  negotiate  on  any  of  these 
issues.  The  Houthis  have  been  reluctant  to  engage  IOCA  and  the 
Saudis  and  Yemeni  government  have  used  this  as  a  justification  for 
not  taking  steps  on  the  humanitarian  front.  You  have  spoken  with 
Saudi  Permanent  Representative  Muallimi  and  with  Yemeni  president 
Hadi  about  taking  stronger  action  on  humanitarian  issues  in  Yemen, 
specifically  allowing  mobile  cranes  into  Hudaydah  port  and 
commercial  air  into  and  out  of  Sana'a  airport.  While  they  have 
claimed  to  be  concerned  about  the  humanitarian  situation,  neither 
has  agreed  to  take  concrete  action. 

Humanitarian  Update:  Yemen’s  humanitarian  situation  continues  to 
worsen,  primarily  due  to  the  collapse  of  state  institutions.  Most  health 
workers  have  not  been  paid  in  over  a  year,  and  Yemeni  families 
struggle  to  scrape  together  even  enough  funds  to  send  the  sick  to  the 
few  remaining  clinics.  Over  20  million  people  are  in  need  of 
humanitarian  assistance,  including  17  million  who  are  food-insecure 
and  15  million  who  lack  access  to  health  care.  Yemen  is  currently 
experiencing  the  most  severe  cholera  outbreak  in  the  world,  with 
approximately  780,000  cases,  a  quarter  of  which  are  children  under 
five;  over  2,000  have  died. 

UK-Proposed  Draft  Press  Elements  on  Yemen 

*  The  members  of  the  Security  Council  urged  all  sides  to  uphold  their 
obligations  under  International  Humanitarian  Law  and  reaffirmed  the 
need  for  all  parties  to  engage  meaningfully  with  the  UN  Special 
Envoy's  proposals  for  peace,  and  to  make  progress  towards  a 
ceasefire  and  resolution  of  the  conflict. 


*  The  members  of  the  Security  Council  reiterated  its  call  for  the  full 
implementation  of  the  Presidential  Statement  of  15  June,  in 
particular,  their  call  on  all  parties  to  provide  safe,  rapid,  unhindered 
and  sustained  humanitarian  access,  through  all  of  Yemen's  ports  and 
airports,  most  importantly,  Hodeidah  port  and  Sana'a  airport. 
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*  The  members  of  the  Security  Council  called  for  public-sector  salaries 
to  be  paid  regularly  across  the  whole  country,  starting  with  the  critical 
health,  water,  sanitation  and  waste  management  sectors. 


*  The  members  of  the  Security  Council  reiterated  their  support  for  a 
political  solution  as  the  only  way  to  end  the  conflict  in  Yemen  and 
prevent  further  humanitarian  suffering,  with  6.8  million  people 
threatened  with  famine  and  suspected  cholera  cases  now  at  over 
800,000.

Overview: 


The  Security  Council  will  meet  on  October  11  for  a  quarterly  briefing 
on  the  DRC.  The  Security  Council  mandated  MONUSCO  strategic 
review  was  released  on  September  30.  Council  members  will  use  this 
meeting  to  discuss  the  strategic  review  and  the  political  and  security 
situation. 

We  should  use  this  meeting  to  accomplish  the  following: 

*  Welcome  the  SG's  report  on  the  Strategic  Review  and  commend  the 
UN  for  offering  an  honest  assessment  of  the  situation  in  the  DRC  and 
MONUSCO's  limitations  in  addressing  those  challenges. 

*  Preview  your  trip  to  the  DRC,  highlighting  that  President  Trump's 
decision  to  send  you  to  the  DRC  underscores  our  commitment  to 
preventing  an  escalation  of  violence  in  the  DRC. 

*  Highlight  the  importance  of  Council  engagement  on  the  DRC  and  the 
need  for  the  Council  to  take  action  to  prevent  a  looming  crisis. 

Background: 

The  Secretary-General  recently  delivered  his  report  on  the  Strategic 
Review  of  MONUSCO,  as  required  by  the  March  MONUSCO  mandate 
renewal.  The  Strategic  Review  is  not  groundbreaking  and  does  not 
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offer  new  insight  into  how  to  improve  MONUSCO,  but  it  is  honest 
about  the  challenges  the  mission  faces.  The  review  offers  an  accurate 
and  straightforward  assessment  of  MONUSCO's  limitations,  such  as  its 
limitations  in  protection  of  civilians  if  outstanding  political  issues  are 
not  rapidly  addressed.  The  review  highlights  MONUSCO's  s  progress  in 
transforming  itself  into  a  more  mobile  and  flexible  force,  improved 
performance  on  troop  contributing  countries  (TCCs)  due  to  UN 
pressure,  and  its  quick  response  to  the  evolving  situation  in  the  Kasais. 
We  judge  this  assessment  is  accurate  and  the  mission  has  improved 
its  performance  over  the  last  few  months.  For  example,  during 
fighting  on  October  26-27  in  South  Kivu,  the  DRC  military  abandoned 
their  positions  and  fled  during  fighting  with  armed  groups.  In  response 
a  Pakistani  contingent  of  MONUSCO  troops  advanced  to  fill  the  gap 
and  repulsed  the  militants.  Such  a  proactive  response  was  unlikely, 
particularly  by  the  Pakistanis,  until  recently.  The  review  notes  that 
MONUSCO's  ability  to  effectively  deliver  on  its  protection  of  civilians 
mandate  "in  a  country  roughly  the  size  of  Western  Europe"  is  limited. 

In  an  attempt  to  address  capability  gaps,  the  strategic  review  explains 
that  MONUSCO's  strategy  is  shifting  from  "protection  by  presence"  to 
"protection  through  projection"  to  make  the  mission  more 
responsive.  The  mission  appears  to  understand  that  their  engagement 
on  political  issues  is  as  critical,  if  not  more  critical,  than  their  attempts 
to  protect  civilians  through  military  means.  This  shift  in  perspective  is 
an  important  step  forward  in  helping  the  UN  to  understand  that 
throwing  money  and  resources  at  a  problem  does  not  solve  the 
problem.  The  review  also  notes  the  importance  of  protection  by 
monitoring,  investigating  and  reporting  on  human  rights  abuses, 
which  has  been  a  key  priority  of  ours.

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Background:  While  Ban  was  by  all  appearances  reform-minded  and 
launched  several  initiatives,  his  reform  record  as  SG  is  mixed.  His 
successes  include  the  creation  ofthe  Office  of  Disarmament  Affairs, 
the  Department  of  Field  Support,  the  launching  of  the  Enterprise 
Resource  Planning  System  (Umoja),  human  resources  management 
reform  and  revamping  of  UN  Information  Technology.  He  further 
supported  public  disclosure  of  audits  and  an  enhanced  whistleblower 
policy  although  implementation  appeared  weak  under  his  tenure  and 
was  seriously  cast  in  doubt  in  the  Anders  Kompass/CAR  SEA  debacle. 
The  HIPPO  report  is  considered  a  mixed  success,  as  many  ofthe 
recommendations  remain  unimplemented.  His  less  than  successful 
efforts  include:  the  change  management  strategy,  the  public-private 
partnership  facilities,  mobility  strategy,  and  attracting  national, 
specialized  civilian  capacities  to  peace  operations.

Background:  While  Ban  ran  as  a  conservative  candidate  before 
withdrawing  in  the  early  stages  of  the  ROK  presidential  race  due  to 
unpopularity  and  scandals  involving  bribery,  he  may  support  Guterres' 
and  Moon's  push  for  greater  engagement  with  North  Korea  (his 
unfulfilled  dream  when  he  was  SG  that  likely  haunts  him  today).  He 
will  likely  also  support  the  delivery  of  humanitarian  aid  and 
establishing  basic  contact  with  North  Korea  regardless  of  current 
conditions.  While  he  lacks  broad  political  influence  and  respect  in 
Seoul  today  following  his  embarrassing  and  short-lived  presidential 
campaign,  he  will  likely  still  gain  access  to  ROK  political  leaders  to 
convey  your  views  and  messages.

Background:  The  government  is  denying  October  11  reports  in  both 
local  and  international  press  that  the  head  ofCENI  said  elections 
would  not  be  held  until  April  2019.  It  remains  unclear  if  the 
government  intentionally  misspoke.  We  have  heard  officials 
previously  say  that  the  date  could  slip  until  2019.  The  DRC  Foreign 
Minister's  remarks  in  the  Security  Council  on  October  11  were 
particularly  concerning  in  that  he  suggested  bureaucratic,  not  just 
logistical,  hurdles  could  further  delay  elections.  While  there  have  been 
advances  in  voter  registration,  the  DRC  appears  to  be  setting  the  stage 
to  suggest  that  political  disagreements,  government  bureaucracy,  and 
security  concerns  will  further  delay  elections.

Recall  that  you  asked  him 
to  withdraw  DRC's  candidacy,  but  they  refused,  citing  that  serving  on 
the  Council  would  better  help  them  improve  their  human  rights.  You 
then  met  with  a  group  of  African  PRs,  and  no  one  has  stepped  forward 
to  pressure  the  DRC  to  withdraw  or  to  declare  their  own  candidacy  to 
break  the  slate.  The  election  is  this  coming  Monday,  and  the  Africa 
Group  still  has  a  clean  slate,  meaning  that  the  DRC  should  prevail.

Background: 

In  August,  the  Security  Council  adopted  its  first  ever  product  devoted 
to  famine.  This  Presidential  Statement  (PRST)  focused  on  the  four 
countries  at  greatest  risk  of  famine:  Yemen,  South  Sudan,  northeast 
Nigeria,  and  Somalia.  The  PRST  specifically  tasked  the  Secretary- 
General  to  deliver  a  briefing  to  the  Council  on  how  to  overcome 
impediments  to  humanitarian  access  and  improve  famine  response  in 
these  four  countries.  Our  hope  is  that  this  briefing  from  the  Secretary- 
General  will  lead  to  sustained  engagement  from  the  Security  Council 
on  the  issue  of  famine  prevention.  Historically,  Russia  and  China  have 
prevented  the  Council  from  taking  up  the  issue  of  famine— arguing 
that  famine  is  notan  issue  of  international  peace  and  security,  despite 
the  suffering  it  causes. 

Brief  background  on  the  situation  in  each  of  the  four  countries 
follows: 

South  Sudan 

In  South  Sudan,  more  than  half  the  current  population— 6  million 
people— is  facing  life-threatening  hunger  this  year,  making  it  the  most 
food  insecure  year  in  South  Sudan's  history.  Reports  that  famine 
conditions  have  subsided  in  some  areas  does  not  end  the  suffering  of 
the  South  Sudanese  people.  Sustaining  a  robust  humanitarian 
response  across  the  country  is  critical  to  saving  lives  and  preventing 
the  return  of  famine. 

Total  USAID  and  State  assistance  for  South  Sudan  in  FY2017  was 
$975,165,200. 

Nigeria/Lake  Chad  Basin 

An  estimated  5.2  million  people  face  severe  food  insecurity  in 
northeast  Nigeria.  Thousands  may  have  already  experienced  famine, 
and  some  communities  remain  at  risk  as  ongoing  insecurity  prevents 
humanitarian  assistance  from  reaching  people  in  need.  In  August 
2017,  the  UN  recorded  nearly  30  incidents  of  violence  against  civilians 
in  the  Lake  Chad  Basin  in  August,  representing  the  highest  monthly 
figure  reported  since  January  2016. 

Total  USAID  and  State  assistance  for  Nigeria  in  FY2017  was 
$402,652,596. 

Somalia/Horn  of  Africa 
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In  Somalia,  an  estimated  3.1  million  people  will  likely  face  dire  levels 
of  acute  food  insecurity  through  December.  The  risk  of  food  insecurity 
turning  into  a  famine  will  likely  persist  for  the  remainder  of  this  year, 
in  particular  for  certain  vulnerable  populations  in  the  worst-affected 
areas  of  the  country. 

Total  USAID  and  State  assistance  for  Somalia  in  FY  2017  was 
$462,386,291. 

Yemen 

In  Yemen,  an  estimated  17  million  people  -  60  per  cent  of  the  total 
population  -  are  food  insecure  with  7  out  of  22  governorates 
experiencing  emergency  level  food  insecurity  (one  level  below 
outright  famine).  The  people  of  Yemen  are  simultaneously  facing  the 
world's  worst  cholera  outbreak  and  the  world's  largest  food  security 
emergency.

Background: 

Assistant  Secretary  General  for  Political  Affairs  Miroslav  Jenca  will 
address  the  Council  at  this  month's  open  debate,  the  first  on  the 
Middle  East  since  July.  Jenca's  briefing  will  likely  focus  on  the  recent 
October  12,  Egypt-facilitated  reconciliation  agreement  between  Fatah 
and  Llamas,  the  full  ramifications  of  which  are  still  being  measured  by 
our  government  (though  Israel  has  been  quick  to  voice  its  concern). 

Thus  far,  the  United  States  has  welcomed  the  effort  to  create  the 
conditions  for  the  Palestinian  Authority  to  fully  assume  its 
responsibilities  in  Gaza,  but  given  the  lack  of  clarity  on  important 
security  questions  as  well  as  uncertainty  over  whether  Plamas  will 
accept  the  Quartet  Principles  (non-violence,  recognition  of  the  state 
of  Israel,  acceptance  of  all  previous  agreements  between  the  parties, 
and  a  commitment  to  peaceful  negotiations),  the  United  States  has 
not  welcomed  the  agreement  itself.  Due  to  this  uncertainty  over  how 
the  agreement  will  play  out  -  including  as  to  whether  it  might 
empower  a  more  hardline  position  within  the  Palestinian  Authority  or, 
conversely,  consolidate  Abbas'  influence  and  empower  him  to  reach  a 
peace  agreement  -  USUN  has  told  Egypt  that  it  will  not  support  a 
Security  Council  product  on  the  matter  at  this  time. 

Your  remarks  focus  on  Iran's  destabilizing  actions  and  violations  of 
Council  resolutions  in  the  context  of  President  Trump's  decision  to 
decline  to  certify  that  the  suspension  of  sanctions  in  accordance  with 
the  JCPOA  is  "appropriate  and  proportionate"  to  measures  taken  by 
Iran  to  terminate  its  nuclear  program.  You  should  also  be  aware  that 
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November  2  will  mark  the  100th  anniversary  of  the  Balfour 
Declaration,  the  landmark  statement  of  British  support  "for  the 
establishment  in  Palestine  of  a  national  home  for  the  Jewish  people" 
that  paved  the  way  for  the  creation  of  the  State  of  Israel.  Ambassador 
Rycroft's  remarks  will  highlight  this  important  event,  which  will 
doubtless  draw  criticism  from  Arab  member  states  and  the  Palestinian 
delegation.  You  may  wish  to  express  your  support  and  appreciation  to 
the  UK  on  the  margins  of  the  meeting.

1.  About  U.S.  Support  of  UNHCR: 

*  The  U.S.  government  has  given  $1.4  billion  to  UNHCR  in  2017  to 
date.  The  next  highest  donor,  the  EU,  has  given  $427  million  this  year. 

2.  About  the  Kuwait-America  Foundation: 

*  The  Kuwait-America  Foundation  (KAF)  is  a  charitable  organization 
founded  in  1991.  Its  core  mission,  inspired  by  Kuwait’s  liberation  by 
Allied  Coalition  forces  in  the  Gulf  War,  is  to  express  gratitude  for 
American  sacrifice  during  the  Gulf  War,  and  to  strengthen  ties 
between  the  peoples  of  the  United  States  and  Kuwait. 

*  The  event  is  not  a  fundraiser,  but  the  event  is  designed  to  raise 
awareness  in  the  hopes  for  future  donations.  Past  awardees  include 
ABC  Correspondent  Bob  Woodward,  actresses  Catherine  Zeta-Jones, 

Nicole  Kidman,  and  Angelina  Jolie,  First  Lady  Laura  Bush,  and  former 
Secretaries  of  State  Hillary  Clinton,  Condoleezza  Rice,  and  Colin 
Powell. 

*  Through  its  gala  dinners,  KAF  partners  with  different  organizations 
annually  to  raise  awareness  and  generate  support  for  various  causes, 
including  refugees,  education,  healthcare,  and  poverty  reduction. 

Although  the  organization  is  technically  independent  from  the 
government,  the  Amir  of  Kuwait,  Sabah  Al-Ahmed  Al-Jaber  Al-Sabah, 
is  the  Honorary  Chairman  of  KAF. 

3.  About  U.S.  Relations  with  Kuwait: 

*  Kuwait  is  an  essential  strategic  partner  for  the  U.S.  in  the  region, 
hosting  thousands  of  U.S.  troops,  supporting  us  on  key  regional 
priorities,  including  the  defeat  of  ISIS,  and  generously  providing 
assistance  to  mitigate  the  regional  impact  of  conflicts  in  Iraq  and  Syria. 

*  On  September  7,  the  Amir  of  Kuwait  met  President  Trump  at  the 
White  House.  The  following  day,  September  8,  the  U.S.  held  the 
second  U.S. -Kuwait  Strategic  Dialogue  at  the  State  Department. 

Kuwait  will  join  the  UN  Security  Council  in  January  2018.  (Kuwait  is 
already  in  observer  status  in  anticipation  of  their  full  membership  next 
year.) 

*  Kuwait  will  be  joining  the  Security  Council  in  2018.  Based  on 
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conversations  between  Kuwaiti  PR  al-Otaibi  and  USUN,  Kuwait  (1)  Will 
not  sign  or  ratify  the  Nuclear  Weapons  Ban  Treaty;  (2)  Supports  our 
Compliance  Resolution;  (3)  Supports  Syria  language  in  the  CWC 
resolution;  (3)  Supports  the  Syria,  Burman,  and  DPRK  resolutions;  (3) 
Will  abstain  on  Crimea  and  Iran. 

*  In  addition,  Kuwait  is  concerned  about  Iranian  interference  in  the 
region,  and  has  reduced  the  size  of  its  Iranian  mission  in  Kuwait  due  to 
Iranian  espionage.  Kuwait  is  a  strong  partner  on  our  DPRK  initiatives, 
and  has  been  the  lead  mediator  on  the  Gulf  Dispute.  They  are 
supportive  of  a  US  role  in  mediation  (note  that  Secretary  Tillerson  will 
be  in  Riyadh  and  Doha  shortly  to  discuss  this  issue). 

4.  About  Kuwaiti  Humanitarian  Efforts: 

*  In  recent  years,  Kuwait  has  provided  billions  in  humanitarian 
support,  including  in  Syria,  Iraq,  Jordan,  and  Lebanon.  The 
Government  of  Kuwait  hosted  and  co-hosted  multiple  humanitarian 
pledging  conferences  for  the  Syria  crisis.  Kuwait  and  the  European 
Union  are  co-hosting  a  pledging  conference  for  Rohingya  refugees  in 
Geneva  next  week  on  October  23.  Kuwait  has  also  offered  to  host  a 
donors’  conference  in  2018  to  assist  Iraq  in  recovery  and 
reconstruction  following  the  defeat  of  ISIS. 

*  To  date  in  2017,  Kuwait  has  provided  an  estimated  $41  million  in 
humanitarian  assistance  worldwide,  including  nearly  $7.6  million  to 
UNHCR.  (In  previous  years,  Kuwait  has  contributed  as  much  as  $433 
million  in  humanitarian  assistance.)  The  Government  of  Kuwait  is 
consistently  UNHCR's  largest  donor  in  the  Middle  East.  Private  citizens 
and  organizations  in  Kuwait  also  contribute  significantly  to  UNHCR, 
giving  nearly  $590,000  to  date  in  2017.

Secretary-General  Guterres  will  brief  on  his  report  on  the  G5  Sahel 
Joint  Force  for  this  ministerial  meeting  organized  by  France  as  the 
final  G5  event  of  its  presidency.  DPKO  tells  us  the  S-G  will  provide  an 
update  on  progress  in  the  force's  operationalization  and  encourage 
the  international  community  to  be  "ambitious"  in  supporting  an 
"equally  ambitious"  regional  project  facing  a  deteriorating  security 
situation.  Chairperson  of  the  African  Union  Commission  Moussa  Faki 
may  also  brief.  If  he  does,  we  can  expect  he  will  discount  objections  to 
a  significant  UN  role  and  call  for  predictable  and  sustainable  funding 
as  the  only  way  to  guarantee  the  force's  viability.  Malian  Foreign 
Minister  Abdoulaye  Diop  will  brief  for  Mali  who  holds  the  G5 
presidency.  The  four  remaining  G5  representatives  will  also  speak 
after  Council  members  conclude  remarks  and  will  make  a  strong  push 
for  UN  support  to  guarantee  predictable  resources.  France  has  told  us 
their  remarks  will  stress  realization  of  the  force's  potential  will  stem 
from  some  enduring  UN  support.  They  will  announce  their  plan  to 
introduce  a  draft  resolution  in  the  days  after  the  meeting  and 
intention  to  work  with  members  bilaterally  toward  an  agreement. 

Your  remarks  focus  on  the  importance  of  the  G5  endeavor,  while 
emphasizing  that  the  project  should  fundamentally  remain  regionally 
owned.  You  will  announce  our  significant  bilateral  pledge  to  the  G5 
Joint  Force.  (During  the  Council  mission  to  the  Sahel  Amy  mentioned 
in  every  meeting  our  pending  announcement  of  a  bilateral  G5 
contribution,  to  great  enthusiasm  from  regional  leaders).  You  will 
touch  on  the  worsening  security  situation  and  the  threat  to  members 
of  active  counterterror  operations  and  also  to  peacekeepers  and 
civilians.  You  will  push  the  Malian  government  and  signatories  to 
Mali's  peace  agreement  to  take  advantage  of  recent  momentum  in 
their  peace  process  and  more  aggressively  implement  the  accord. 

FLAG:  UK  Human  Rights  Minister  Ahmed  will  be  seated  in  the  UK 
chair.  Ask  him  why  there  is  still  a  delay  in  getting  an  answer  from 
Foreign  Secretary  Boris  Johnson  on  whether  the  UK  will  lead  a  core 
group  in  New  York  and  whether  the  UK  will  provide  feedback  on  our 
draft  HRC  reform  resolution.

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Background:  The  purpose  of  the  Patriarch's  visit  to  the  United  States 
is  to  meet  with  U.S.  leadership  and  UN  members  to:  1)  promote  a 
peaceful  solution  to  the  Syrian  crisis,  2)  highlight  the  ongoing 
humanitarian  crisis  in  Syria,  and  3)  discuss  the  future  of  Christians  in 
Syria  and  the  Middle  East.

During  his  last  visit  to  the  United  States  in  2014,  the  Patriarch 
called  on  all  States  to  stop  the  flow  of  weapons  into  Syria  to  promote 
peace.

1.  Christian  Persecution  in  the  Middle  East:

Background:  Over  the  last  two  thousand  years,  the  Church  of  Antioch 
has  played  a  major  role  in  the  formation  and  development  of  Christian 
theology.  Today  the  Church  is  facing  tremendous  challenges  in  Syria. 
Christians  in  Syria  and  other  areas  in  the  Middle  East  have  been 
suffering  heavy  persecution  in  areas  held  by  ISIS  and  other  Islamic 
militants,  which  has  resulted  in  destruction  and  millions  of  its 
Christians  have  become  refugees  or  have  had  their  homes  destroyed. 
In  the  early  1900s,  Christians  made  up  nearly  a  third  of  the  Syrian 
population.  However,  at  the  start  of  the  Syrian  Civil  War,  Christians 
made  up  only  10  percent,  a  number  which  some  experts  believe  is 
now  less  than  5  percent.  The  Patriarch  has  been  personally  affected 
by  the  violence  as  his  brother,  Greek  Orthodox  Archbishop  Boulos 
Yazigi,  has  been  missing  since  April  2013  when  he  and  another  church 
official  was  kidnapped  by  gunmen  on  travel  from  the  Turkish  border 
back  to  Aleppo.  He  believes  there  has  been  a  silence  in  the 
international  community  regarding  their  whereabouts  as  there  is  still 
no  information  related  to  their  kidnapping. 

2.  The  Archbishop  is  traveling  from  DC  where  he  spoke  at  the  In 
Defense  of  Christian  Summit.  (Note:  this  is  the  venue  that  VPOTUS 
Pence  announced  the  administration  is  improving  its  assistance  to 
Christians  and  other  religious  minorities  in  Iraq) 

*  Reassure  him  that  the  United  States  is  dedicated  to  providing 
assistance  to  Christians  and  all  other  religious  minorities. 

*  Let  him  know  thatyour  team  is  working  within  the  UN  structure  to 
ensure  that  Christians  have  access  to  the  UN  system's  humanitarian 
structure. 


3.  Political  Process: 


B5 
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Background :  The  Patriarch  believes  it  is  important  to  maintain  the 
territorial  integrity  and  sovereignty  of  Syria.  His  message  to  the 
international  community  is  one  of  peace  and  finding  a  peaceful 
solution  for  Syria  and  the  Middle  East  through  dialogue.  At  the  In 
Defense  of  Christians,  he  emphasized  the  need  for  the  people  of  the 
Middle  East  to  be  involved  in  peace  negotiations.  One  of  the  key  goals 
of  his  visit  is  to  ensure  that  American  and  international  decision 
makers  understand  that  the  Antiochian  Patriarchate  represents  a 
strong  network  of  Christian  churches  in  Syria  and  the  Middle  East,  and 
that  this  is  a  constituency  which  is  committed  to  peace  and  are 
against  wars.  He  believes  that  the  Antiochian  Orthodox  Christian 
Church  can  contribute  to  a  peaceful  resolution  to  the  current  conflict. 


4.  Support  from  the  International  Community:

Background:  The  Department  of  Ecumenical  Relationships  and 
Development  (DERD)is  the  humanitarian  arm  of  the  Patriarchate. 

DERD  is  the  largest  independent  local  NGO  operating  inside  Syria  and 
is,  "completely  independent  of  government  involvement."  DERD  seeks 
to  "offer  help  to  those  who  are  in  dire  need,  ensuring  that  efforts  are 
made  to  provide  service  to  all,  to  spread  the  spirit  of  humanity, 
justice,  tranquility  and  peace  among  those  affected,  regardless  of 
race,  religion  or  ethnicity."  DERD  provides  assistance  to  approximately

Background :  Volker  met  with  his  Russian  counterpart  Surkov  on 
October  8  in  Serbia  to  discuss  Russia’s  proposed  UN  mission,  but  came 
to  no  common  understanding  of  its  scope  and  mandate.  Russia  insists 
on  a  mission  limited  to  providing  security  for  OSCE  monitors  in  certain 
areas  of  the  conflict  zone,  while  the  U.S.  and  like-minded  countries 
insist  that  any  UN  mission  must  have  a  broad  geographic  and 
operational  mandate.  Volker  will  meet  Surkov  again  in  early 
November.  Volker  is  reviewing  with  allies  for  a  possible  mission  - 
under  the  UN  or  possibly  under  a  coalition  of  willing  partners.

He  is  the  author  of  many  landmark  pieces  of  legislation  including: 
International  Megan's  Law  to  Prevent  Child  Exploitation  and  Other

Offender,  (Public  Law  (PL)  114-119), this  law  protects  children  in  the 
U.S.  and  around  the  world  from  convicted  pedophiles  who  travel  in  or 
out  of  the  United  States  unbeknownst  to  law  enforcement  officials. 
The  Sean  and  David  Goldman  International  Child  Abduction 
Prevention  and  Return  Act  (PL  113-150)  which  helpds  bring  American 
children  unlawfully  taken  out  of  the  U.S.  to  foreign  countries  back 
home.  The  Trafficking  Victims  Protection  Act  of  2000,  (PL  106-386)  a 
comprehensive  law  designed  to  prevent  modern-day  slavery,  protect 
victims,  and  enhance  civil  and  criminal  penalties  against  traffickers. 

A  lifelong  New  Jerseyan,  Congressman  Smith  graduated  from  Trenton 
State  College,  (now  The  College  of  New  Jersey)  with  a  degree  in 
business  administration.  Prior  to  being  elected  to  Congress,  he  helped 
run  a  small  business-his  family's  wholesale  sporting  goods 
corporation.  He  is  also  the  former  Executive  Director  of  the  New 
Jersey  Right  to  Life  Committee.

Brief  Bios 

Amal  Clooney:  Amal  Clooney  is  a  British  human  rights  lawyer 
practicing  at  Doughty  Street  Chambers  in  London,  where  she 
specializes  in  international  law  and  human  rights.  She  is  also  a  Visiting 
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Professor  at  Columbia  Law  School,  where  she  teaches  Human  Rights. 
She  is  currently  legal  counsel  to  genocide  survivor  Nadia  Murad  and 
other  Yazidi  women  who  have  been  sexually  enslaved  by  ISIS  in  Iraq 
and  Syria,  and  is  working  to  secure  accountability  for  the  crimes 
committed  by  ISIS  in  national  and  international  courts. 


Nadia  Murad:  Nadia  Murad  Basee  Taha  is  a  21  years  old  Yazidi 
survivor  of  ISIS  captivity.  She  was  one  of  the  thousands  ofYazidi  girls 
and  young  women  who  were  enslaved  by  the  so-called  Islamic  State 
("IS")  and  sexually  abused  by  militants.  Nadia  is  from  Kocho,  a  Yazidi 
village  in  Sinjar,  Iraq  where  ISIS  massacred  all  the  men  and  enslaved 
all  the  women  and  children.  Nadia  was  in  IS  captivity  for  3  months  and 
she  was  treated  as  sex  slave  and  abused  by  more  than  12  IS  fighters. 
She  lost  6  brothers  in  the  Kocho  massacre  and  her  mother  was 
subsequently  murdered  along  with  80  other  older  Yazidi  women.  In 
spite  of  the  appalling  sexual  violence,  the  brutality  and  the 
accompanying  psychological  trauma  Nadia  underwent  at  the  hands  of 
IS  fighters,  she  escaped,  revived,  became  stronger  and  confronted  her 
trauma.  She  decided  to  lead  a  humanitarian  mission  asking  the 
international  community  to  designate  the  heinous  crimes  perpetrated 
against  Yazidis  and  other  minorities  by  IS  members  as  genocide  and  to 
seek  that  the  United  Nations  Security  Council  refer  these  crimes  to 
the  International  Criminal  Court  for  prosecution.  She  has  addressed 
the  UN  on  human  slavery  and  minority  issues,  and  has  met  with  global 
leaders,  including  senior  U.S.  officials  such  as  John  Kerry  Susan  Rice, 
and  Samantha  Power.

Prior  to  his  nomination.  Ambassador  Braun  was  State  Secretary  of  the 
Federal  Foreign  Office  from  2011  to  2014.  Between  2009  and  2011  he 
had  been  Director-General  for  Management  of  the  German  Foreign 
Office.  Former  diplomatic  postings  include  Beirut,  London, 

Bujumbura,  Washington  and  Paris.  In  1992-94  he  was  Chief  of  Staff  to 
the  Foreign  Minister  and  from  2003  to  2005  Deputy  Foreign  and 
Security  Adviser  to  the  Federal  Chancellor.  From  2005  to  2008  he  was 
on  leave  of  absence  from  the  diplomatic  service  as  Corporate  Senior 
Vice  President  for  policy  and  external  relations  of  Siemens  AG. 

In  March  2008  Ambassador  Braun  was  named  Research  Professor  for 
Global  Studies  and  Diplomacy  at  the  State  University  of  New  York  at 
Stony  Brook.  He  studied  economics  and  history  in  Tubingen  and  New 
York  and  completed  a  doctorate  at  SUNY  Stony  Brook  before  entering 
the  Foreign  Service  in  1981.

Background: 

Joint  Special  Representative  Jeremiah  Mamabolo  (South  Africa)  will 
brief  on  the  security  situation  in  Darfur  at  this  quarterly  update  on  the 
African  Union/UN  Hybrid  Operation  in  Darfur  (UNAMID).  Mamabolo 
was  formally  appointed  on  April  3,  2017,  he  had  been  serving  in  an 
acting  capacity  since  the  previous  JSR  departed  in  January. 

Mamabolo  will  likely  report  that  the  situation  in  Darfur  has  evolved. 
The  government  and  rebel  groups  are  no  longer  engaged  in  active 
combat,  except  for  in  the  Jebel  Marra  region  of  Central  Darfur.  As  a 
result,  the  security  and  humanitarian  situations  have  improved  in 
most  of  Darfur,  yet  internally  displaced  persons  (IDPs)  -  of  which 
there  remain  2.6  million  -  still  face  significant  insecurity,  mostly  from 
government  forces,  but  also  from  armed  militias  and  criminal 
elements.  He  will  report  on  continued  unrest  over  land  ownership,  as 
former  IDPs  attempt  to  return  home  to  find  their  properties  occupied 
by  others,  resulting  in  armed  clashes.  He  will  also  report  on  progress 
towards  the  political  process,  disarmament  of  militias,  reconciliation 
and  accountability,  and  the  rule  of  law. 

The  government  of  Sudan,  led  by  ICC  indictee  Omar  al-Bashir,  has 
never  been  a  partner  to  the  UN  and  has  a  terrible  human  rights 
record.  However,  Darfur  today  is  less  dangerous  than  it  was  when  the 
Council  created  UNAMID  with  resolution  1769  in  2007.  The  UN 
Department  of  Peacekeeping  Operations  (DPKO)  is  currently  working 
to  finish  a  strategic  review  of  the  mission  that  will  likely  conclude  that 
a  30  percent  reduction  in  troops  would  be  acceptable.  Privately,  some 
in  DPKO  have  told  us  that  the  mission  could  still  carry  out  its  core 
functions  with  greater  reductions. 

We  should  use  this  meeting  to  signal  that  the  United  States  is  open  to 
restructuring  the  mission,  but  that  the  government  of  Sudan  will  need 
to  show  it  can  be  a  credible  partner.  These  UNAMID  meetings  are 
usually  held  in  a  private  format,  so  this  open  briefing  presents  a  rare 
opportunity  for  Council  members  to  publicly  react  to  the  situation  in 
Darfur.

Background: 

UN  Office  of  Disarmament  Affairs  (UNODA)  High  Representative  Kim 
Won-soo  will  update  the  Council— likely  his  last  before  his  successor 
takes  over  this  month— on  the  Organization  for  the  Prohibition  of 
Chemical  Weapons  (OPCW)  efforts  to  verify  whether  Syria  has  fully 
ended  its  chemical  weapons  program.  He  will  also  certainly  provide 
the  latest  update  about  yesterday's  attack  in  Khan  Shaykhun.  Kim's 
replacement,  Ms.  Izumi  Nakamitus  (Japan)  will  be  present  but  will  not 
speak  during  the  consultations.  This  will  be  the  first  time  the  Council  is 
meeting  on  chemical  weapons  since  Russia  and  China  vetoed  the  P3's 
accountability  resolution  on  February  28 


Chemical  weapons  attacks:  This  is  the  worst  chemical  weapons  attack 
in  over  three  years.  International  press  reporting  indicates  at  least  72 
people  have  died  and  over  100  wounded.  A  Russian  Defense  Ministry 
Spokesman  told  the  NY  Times  today  that  Syrian  warplanes  had  struck 
a  rebel  storehouse  containing  chemical  weapons.  Syria  sent  a  note  to 
the  Security  Council  yesterday  blaming  terrorists  for  conducting  the 
attack  with  the  support  of  Turkey,  European  and  Western  resources. 
International  reports  are  suggesting  that  given  the  sheer  number  of 
deaths,  it  is  possible  that  another  chemical  agent  other  than 
chlorine— which  has  been  the  chemical  predominately  used  by  Syria 
during  the  past  three  years— could  have  been  used  in  the  attack. 
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Russia  is  publicly  claiming  that  There  have  been  two  other  attacks 
allegedly  involving  chemical  weapons  in  western  Syria,  one  on  March 
25  and  the  other  on  March  30,  resulting  in  one  death  and  injuring 
around  100  people. 


OPCW;  Kim  will  brief  the  OPCW  Director-General’s  report  from  March 
27  2017,  which  indicates  there  are  still  gaps  and  inconsistences  in 
Syria's  reporting,  suggesting  that  Syria  still  retains  an  active  chemical 
weapons  program.  Kim  will  also  report  that  the  OPCW  Fact-Finding 
Missions  (FFM)  are  still  investigating  allegations  of  chemical  weapons 
use  in  Syria  and  have  already  been  dispatched  to  Syria  to  begin 
investigating  yesterday's  attack. 


JIM  operations:  The  Council  renewed  the  JIM's  mandate  in  November, 
but  it  has  not  reached  full  strength  because  of  budgetary  delays  and 
slowness  in  posting  vacancies.  The  three  person  leadership  panel  is 
not  finalized  either;  Virginia  Gamba  is  still  the  head,  one  new  deputy  is 
still  completing  paperwork  to  come  on  board,  and  the  last  deputy 
position  has  not  been  filled. 


Russian  and  Chinese  resolution:  During  the  AOB  on  March  24,  Russia 
and  China  distributed  a  resolution  that  would  have  the  JIM  focus 
mo  re  on  non-state  actors  in  countries  neighboring  Syria,  specifically 
Iraq.

Background: 

Meeting  Context:  MINUSMA  was  established  in  2013  to  help  protect 
civilians  and  to  support  the  Malian  government  to  extend  state 
authority  to  the  North;  and  later  to  support  implementation  of  a  2015 
peace  agreement,  which  has  mostly  sputtered  and  stalled.  The 
current  mandate  expires  on  June  30,  and  this  is  a  quarterly  briefing 
mandated  by  Resolution  2295  (2016).  USG  Jean-Pierre  LaCroix  will 
brief  and  Mali  Foreign  Minister  Abdoulaye  Diop  will  participate. 

France  is  the  penholder  for  MINUSMA  and  will  speak  first. 

Political  Developments  and  the  Peace  Agreement:  Progress  on  the 
peace  agreement  signed  by  the  three  parties  (the  government,  the 
CMA  and  Platform)  in  2015  has  two  months  remaining  in  its  two  year 
interim  period,  after  which  the  commitments  will  need  to  be 
renewed.  The  Government  has  been  slow  to  deliver  on  its 
commitment  to  establish  authorities  in  the  North  that  could  provide 
services,  while  the  armed  groups  often  resist  participation  on  items 
established  in  the  peace  agreement  they  feel  are  unfavorable. 

Security  Situation:  The  security  situation  remains  volatile  in  northern 
and  central  Mali.  Extremist  attacks  against  Malian,  French  and 
MINUSMA  forces  have  become  more  frequent,  including  a  January  18 
attack  on  600  members  of  the  Malian  armed  forces,  CMA  and 
Platform  training  in  advance  of  launching  a  joint  patrol,  which  killed 
54  people.  In  February,  after  much  delay,  the  government  adopted  an 
integrated  security  plan  for  the  central  regions. 

MINUSMA:  MINUSMA  continues  to  struggle  to  implement  its  mandate 
due  to  the  hostile  environment,  lack  of  proper  equipment,  and  a 
diffuse  mandate  from  the  Security  Council.  MINUSMA  is  the  UN's 
fourth  largest  peacekeeping  operation,  with  13000  troops  and  police 
and  an  approved  2016-2017  budget  of  $933. 4M  (U.S.  share:  S266M). 

Sanctions:  After  shelving  a  proposal  to  circulate  a  sanctions  resolution 
in  late  January,  France  has  indicated  it  plans  to  circulate  a  sanctions 
resolution  in  the  next  few  weeks.  While  in  principal  we  support 
sanctions  against  political  spoilers  in  Mali,  we  have  urged  France  to 
consider  using  other  sanctions  regimes,  such  as  the  ISIL/AI  Qaeda 
regime,  to  target  spoilers  rather  than  creating  a  new  sanctions 
mechanism. 

Humanitarian  Situation:  Of  the  total  population  of  18  million,  3.7 
million  people  are  in  need  of  food,  water,  health  care,  and  education. 
Fifteen  schools  closed  since  October  2016,  bringing  the  number  of 
closures  up  to  436  of  2,380  schools  in  the  country,  due  to  insecurity 
and  the  influence  of  radical  extremist  groups  opposed  to  education. 
Since  2013,  over  540,000  people  who  were  displaced  have  returned, 
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with  141,000  remaining  in  neighboring  countries.  The  Humanitarian 
Response  Plan  budget  has  decreased  since  the  height  of  the  crisis 
from  $481  million  to  $293  million,  however  it  is  only  3  percent  funded 
in  2017.

Background: 

*  A  country  once  synonymous  with  'state  collapse,’  Somalia’s  election 
of  President  Farmaajo  in  February  was  an  important  step  towards 
one-person,  one-vote  elections  in  2020.  Al  Shabaab  was  expelled  from 
Mogadishu  in  2011  by  forces  of  the  African  Union  Mission  in  Somalia 
(AMISOM),  but  remains  a  potent  threat  and  controls  swathes  of  the 
country.  Several  poor  rainy  seasons  have  resulted  in  widespread 
drought.  More  than  half  of  the  country  requires  food  assistance,  and 
there  is  a  risk  of  famine. 

*  AMISOM,  established  in  2007,  is  an  AU-led  mission  authorized  by 
the  Security  Council  that  conducts  counterterrorism  operations 
against  Al  Shabaab.  The  European  Union  pays  the  salaries  of  the 
22,126  AMISOM  troops.  With  a  cost  of  $2B  to  date,  in  2016,  the  EU 
cut  its  stipend  payments  by  20%  due  to  transparency  concerns  and  to 
redirect  its  African  security  assistance.  The  AU  has  called  for  the 
stipend  cuts  to  be  restored,  and  AMISOM  has  signaled  that  it  will 
begin  withdrawing  in  October  of  2018.  There  is  not  yet  a  viable  Somali 
security  partner  to  whom  to  hand  over  responsibility. 

*  In  2009,  the  Council  authorized  the  provision  of  a  UN  logistical 
support  package  to  AMISOM.  The  UN  Support  Office  in  Somalia 
(UNSOS  provides  non-lethal  support  (rations,  transportation,  and 
medical  evacuation  to  AMISOM  and  the  nascent  Somali  National 
Army),  and  has  a  2016-17  budget  of  $593M  (U.S.  share:  S168M). 

*  During  the  Deep  Dive,  Robert  Kris  and  Steve  Gee  will  discuss  the 
security  and  political  situation  in  Somalia,  an  outstanding  request 
from  the  AU  for  UN  support  for  an  additional  4,500  AMISOM  troops, 
which  we  expect  the  UK  will  propose  in  May,  the  upcoming  renewals 
of  UNSOS  and  AMISOM  in  May,  and  the  UN  political  mission  (UNSOM) 
in  June.

SRSG  Sandra  Honore  will  brief  the  Council  April  11  on  the  transition  of 
MINUSTAH  towards  a  more  fit-for-purpose  police-only  mission 
focusing  on  rule  of  law,  the  UN  Mission  for  Justice  Support  in  Haiti,  or 
MINUJUSTH.  POL  will  provide  deep  background  on  where  things  stand 
today.  Haiti  is  the  poorest  country  in  the  Americas,  and  the  United 
States  is  the  largest  bilateral  donor.  After  a  year-long  delay,  Haiti 
finally  completed  its  Presidential  elections  last  November.  MINUSTAH 
has  been  present  in  Haiti  since  2004.  The  country  has  stabilized  a 
great  deal  since  that  time,  and  as  a  result  MINUSTAH's  troop  and 
police  personnel  levels  are  the  lowest  they  have  ever  been  -they  are 
currently  at  2,370  and  2,601  respectively  (in  the  police  levels,  there 
are  eleven  Formed  Police  Units  |FPUs]  which  are  quasi-military  crowd 
control  police).  The  new  mission  will  remove  the  military  component 
completely,  and  leave  a  reduced  UN  police  presence  to  train  and 
support  the  Haitian  National  Police.  This  election  was  a  major  step 
towards  consolidating  Haiti's  democracy  gains  over  the  past  twenty 
years,  and  much  needed  to  provide  a  stable  platform  for  the  socio¬ 
economic  and  institutional  development  Haiti  desperately  needs. 
Washington  has  had  a  long-abiding  interest  in  Haiti,  both  due  to  its 
geographical  proximity  and  concern  about  refugee  flows  due  to 
chronic  natural  disasters  and  political  crises,  our  shared  history  (the 
U.S.  invaded  Haiti  in  1915  and  stayed  through  1934),  as  well  as  the 
over  800,000  Haitians  and  Haitian-Americans  residing  in  the  United 
States.

Background: 


April's  Security  Council  debate  on  Haiti  heralds  the  end  of  the  UN 
Stabilization  Mission  in  Haiti  (MINUSTAH),  which  has  been  in  Haiti  for 
13  years.  By  week's  end,  we  will  establish  a  new  mission,  the  UN 
Mission  for  Justice  Support  in  Haiti  (MINUJUSTH),  which  will  be 
operational  as  of  October  15,  2017.  UN  Special  Representative  for  the 
Secretary-General  Sandra  Honore  will  brief  the  Council  in  the  open 
chamber  on  the  political,  security,  humanitarian,  and  human  rights 
situation  in  Haiti,  as  well  as  next  steps  for  drawing  down  MINUSTAH 
over  the  next  six  months.  She  will  focus  on  the  need  for  continued 
international  assistance  to  Haiti.  In  addition  to  Council  members, 
Group  of  Friends  of  Haiti  members  will  also  speak  in  the  Council.  You 
will  deliver  remarks  in  the  open  chamber.

Background:  UNISFA  (UN  Interim  Security  Force  in  Abyei) 

*  The  June  2011  establishment  of  the  peacekeeping  mission  in  Abyei, 
the  contested  and  oil-rich  area  of  land  between  Sudan  and  South 
Sudan,  was  spearheaded  by  the  United  States  to  address  violence  and 
escalating  tensions  between  Sudan  and  South  Sudan  as  South  Sudan 
became  independent  from  Sudan.  UNISFA  was  established  as  an 
interim  mission  and  was  meant  to  be  in  place  as  a  temporary  measure 
(for  only  6  months)  to  re-establish  security  pending  a  final  agreement 
on  the  status  of  Abyei.  Six  years  later,  Abyei's  status  still  has  not  been 
resolved  and  UNISFA's  mission  continues. 

*  We  are  the  penholder.  On  November  15,  2016,  in  resolution  2318 
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(2016),  the  UNSC  unanimously  extended  the  mandate  of  UNISFA  for 
six  months.  France  resisted  changing  UNISFA’s  mandate  from  four  to 
six  months  (given  UNISFA's  interim  nature)  but  agreed  to  do  so  at  the 
last  mandate  renewal,  making  clear  they  would  not  agree  to 
extending  the  mandate  beyond  six  months  for  future  renewals. 
UNISFA's  mandate  must  be  renewed  by  May  15. 

*  The  authorized  strength  of  UNISFA  is  5,326  of  which  there  were 
4,486  UN  peacekeepers  deployed  as  of  December  2016.  The  current 
annual  budget  for  the  2016-2017  cycle  for  UNISFA  totals  $268.6 
million,  or  approximately  3.4  percent  of  the  total  $7.87  billion 
peacekeeping  envelope.  The  U.S.  share  of  the  UNISFA  budget  is 
$76.81  million. 


*  During  the  Deep  Dive,  Bindi  Patel,  Steve  Gee,  and  Mike  Rauhut  will

Background: 

UN  Special  Envoy  Staffan  de  Mistura  will  brief  the  UN  Security  Council 
during  his  monthly  update  on  the  Syrian  political  process.  His  briefing 
comes  one  week  after  U.S.  strikes  on  Shayrat  Airfield  in  response  to 
the  use  of  chemical  weapons  by  the  Asad  regime  and  one  week 
before  the  next  round  of  Astana  ceasefire  talks  in  Tehran.  On  April  10, 
he  told  you  that  he  believes  the  U.S.  strikes  in  Syria  have  created  an 
opening  and  new  leverage  to  push  the  political  process  forward.  This 
Council  session  comes  one  day  after  Secretary  Tillerson  met  with 
Russian  FM  Lavrov.  The  Council  will  also  vote  on  the  Syrian  CW 
resolution  after  the  political  meeting. 

Diplomatic  Updates:  U.S.  air  strikes  on  the  Syrian  government's 
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military  facility  where  chemical  weapons  were  deployed  against  the 
town  of  Khan  Sheikhoun  in  Idlib  set  off  a  chain  of  events  and  meetings 
on  Syria.  On  April  11,  Russia's  Ministry  of  Foreign  Affairs  announced 
FM  Lavrov  will  host  talks  with  his  counterparts  from  Syria  and  Iran  this 
week.  The  meeting  publicly  signals  Russia's  commitment  to  its  alliance 
with  Iran  and  Syria,  but  the  outcomes  from  Secretary  Tillerson's 
meeting  with  Lavrov  may  impact  the  trilateral.  On  April  10,  Secretary 
Tillerson  traveled  to  Moscow  following  a  G-7  meeting  in  Lucca,  Italy. 

In  Lucca,  the  G-7  Ministers  agreed  that  there  can  be  no  peace  solution 
for  war-torn  Syria  with  President  Bashar  al-Assad  in  power. 

Military  Update:  The  Syrian  regime  reacted  to  the  U.S.  airstrikes  with 
intensified  campaigns  against  the  opposition  in  Idlib,  Hama,  and  the 
Damascus  suburbs.  Although  there  have  been  no  credible  reports  of 
CW  usage  since  April  4,  the  regime  has  reverted  to  "conventional 
weapons”  including  barrel  bombs  and  incendiary  munitions.  In 
addition,  the  regime  continues  its  sieges  on  hundreds  of  thousands  of 
Syrian  civilians,  most  notably  in  the  Damascus  suburbs. 


Next  Round  of  Talks: 


The  Syrian  opposition  celebrated  the  airstrikes  on  Shayrat  Airfield  and 
urged  the  U.S.  to  become  more  actively  involved,  especially  when 
delivering  punitive  responses  to  the  Asad  regime.  We  are  carefully 
managing  message  and  expectations  because  the  opposition  also  runs 
the  risk  of  becoming  over  confident  and  uninterested  in  the  political 
process.  This  UNSC  session  is  key  in  emphasizing  that  a  political 
process  is  available  and  all  countries  must  influence  all  relevant 
parties  to  advancing  this  process.

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justice.  Ask  the  SG  how  he  sees  the  UN's  role  in  Iraq  shifting  once  the 
Mosul  battle  concludes  and  over  the  coming  year. 

*  Emphasize  U.S.  support  for  the  UK  proposal  for  an  investigative 
mechanism  to  collect  and  preserve  evidence  of  ISIS  atrocities  in  Iraq, 
but  also  highlight  that  this  is  a  complex  issue  and  any  Council  action 
needs  to  be  taken  in  close  consultation  with  the  Government  of  Iraq. 

*  Explain  that  the  United  States  will  be  looking  at  the  UNAMI  mandate 
renewal  in  July  [the  United  States  holds  the  pen]  with  an  eye  toward 
ensuring  UN  resources  are  put  to  their  best  use  and  meet  Iraq's 
current  and  future  needs. 

Note:  The  United  States  had  an  opportunity  to  weigh  in  on  the  UK's 
revised  draft  ISIS  accountability  resolution,  which  was  shared  with  the 
Iraqis  last  week,  but  other  governments  (including  France)  have  not 
seen  the  modified  proposal.  The  main  change  to  the  proposal  was  the 
assurance  that  Iraqis  would  have  a  say  on  end-uses  of  collected 
evidence,  coupled  with  a  re-branding  of  the  mechanism  as  an 
"investigative  assistance  mission”  to  signal  its  complementary 
function  to  Iraq's  own  judicial  processes.  The  UN  Assistance  Mission  in 
Iraq  (UNAMI)  is  the  second-largest  special  political  mission  In  the  UN 
system,  with  an  annual  budget  of  $117.5  million.  The  United  States 
has  contributed  $1.1  billion  to  the  UN  humanitarian  effort  in  Iraq 
since  the  war  against  ISIS  began  in  2014. 
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immediate  infusion  of  international  support  in  order  to  cement  the 
democratic  transition.  In  April  6  legislative  elections,  the  United 
Democratic  Party  (UDP),  one  of  the  seven  opposition  parties  that 
joined  forces  last  fall  to  defeat  the  22-year  rule  of  former  President 
Yahya  Jammeh,  won  a  majority  of  seats  in  the  National  Assembly  (35 
of  53),  which  will  help  President  Barrow  to  enact  needed  reforms.

Dr.  Kissinger  Bio: 

Henry  Alfred  Kissinger  was  sworn  in  on  September  22, 1973,  as  the 
56th  Secretary  of  State,  a  position  he  held  until  January  20, 1977.  He 
also  served  as  Assistant  to  the  President  for  National  Security  Affairs 
from  January  20, 1969,  until  November  3, 1975.  In  July,  1983  he  was 
appointed  by  President  Reagan  to  chair  the  National  Bipartisan 
Commission  on  Central  America  until  it  ceased  operation  in  January 
1985,  and  from  1984-1990  he  served  as  a  member  of  the  President's 
Foreign  Intelligence  Advisory  Board.  From  1986-1988  he  was  a 
member  of  the  Commission  on  Integrated  Long-Term  Strategy  of  the 
National  Security  Council  and  Defense  Department.  He  has  served  as  a 
member  of  the  Defense  Policy  Board  since  2001. 
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At  present,  Dr.  Kissinger  is  Chairman  of  Kissinger  Associates,  Inc.,  an 
international  consulting  firm.  He  is  also  a  member  of  the  International 
Council  of  J.P.  Morgan  Chase  &Co.;  a  Counselor  to  and  Trustee  of  the 
Center  for  Strategic  and  International  Studies;  an  Honorary  Governor 
of  the  Foreign  Policy  Association;  and  an  Honor  Member  of  the 
International  Olympic  Committee.  Among  his  other  activities,  Dr. 
Kissinger  served  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  ContiGroup 
Companies,  Inc.  from  1988-2014  and  remains  an  Advisor  to  the  Board, 
a  position  he  also  holds  at  American  Express  Company  since  2005, 
after  serving  on  the  Board  from  1984.  He  is  also  a  Trustee  Emeritus  of 
the  Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art;  a  Director  Emeritus  of  Freeport- 
McMoRan  Copper  and  Gold  Inc.;  and  a  Director  of  the  International 
Rescue  Committee. 

Among  the  awards  Dr.  Kissinger  has  received  have  been  a  Bronze  Star 
from  the  U.S.  Army  in  1945;  the  Nobel  Peace  Prize  in  1973;  the 
Presidential  Medal  of  Freedom  (the  nation's  highest  civilian  award)  in 
1977;  and  the  Medal  of  Liberty  (given  one  time  to  ten  foreign-born 
American  leaders)  in  1986. 

Dr.  Kissinger  was  born  in  Fuerth,  Germany,  came  to  the  United  States 
in  1938  and  was  naturalized  a  United  States  citizen  in  1943.  He  served 
in  the  Army  from  1943  to  1946.  He  graduated  summa  cum  laude  from 
Harvard  College  in  1950  and  received  M.A.  and  Ph.D.  degrees  from 
Harvard  University  in  1952  and  1954. 

From  1954  until  1969  he  was  a  member  of  the  faculty  of  Harvard 
University,  in  both  the  Department  of  Government  and  the  Center  for 
International  Affairs.  He  was  Director  of  the  Harvard  International 
Seminar  from  1952  to  1969.

Background:  UNSMIL  (UN  Support  Mission  in  Libya) 


*  The  UN's  special  political  mission  in  Libya  began  in  September  2011 
with  the  aim  of  shoring  up  Libya's  transitional  government.  Since  the 
renewal  of  conflict  in  2014,  UNSMIL  has  been  forced  to  operate  out  of 
Tunis,  due  to  security  concerns  in  Tripoli.  Its  approved  budget  is  $63.6 
million,  making  it  the  5th  largest  special  political  mission.  UNSMIL's 
mandate  was  last  renewed  for  nine  months  in  December  2016,  set  to

expire  September  15.  Per  its  mandate,  UNSMIL's  priories  are  to 
support  Libyan  institutions,  facilitate  the  expansion  of  essential 
services  and  humanitarian  assistance,  monitor  human  rights,  help 
counter  proliferation,  and  support  post-conflict  reconstruction. 


*  While  ISIS  no  longer  controls  large  stretches  of  contiguous  territory 
around  Sirte,  clashes  between  armed  groups  continue  across  the 
country,  including  in  Tripoli,  while  ISIS  fighters  are  believed  to  have 
dispersed  among  the  civilian  population.  The  UN-recognized 
Government  of  National  Accord  (GNA)  continues  to  struggle  to  build  a 
coherent  security  architecture  capable  of  addressing  this  insecurity. 
Meanwhile  General  Haftar's  "Libyan  National  Army”  (LNA)  continues 
to  be  viewed  as  a  threat  against  stability,  pending  possible 
modification  of  the  UN-endorsed  Libyan  Political  Agreement  (LPA)  to 
form  a  more  inclusive  government. 

*  Approximately  1.3  million  people  in  Libya  are  in  need  of 
humanitarian  assistance,  including  an  estimated  241,000  internally 
displaced  people  (IDPs),  100,000  refugees,  and  nearly  200,000 
migrants.  Clean  water,  sanitation,  and  healthcare  are  inaccessible  for 
many  Libyans,  and  food  shortages  persist.  UN  humanitarian 
operations  in  Libya  are  constrained  by  poor  funding  and  minimal 
access  to  affected  communities.  The  2017  UN  humanitarian  response 
plan  for  Libya  requests  $151  million,  of  which  10  percent  has  been 
funded.  Last  year,  the  U.S.  provided  $6.7  million  in  humanitarian 
assistance  to  Libya. 

*  On  the  Council,  the  UK  is  penholder,  and  is  constantly  looking  for 
ways  to  leverage  Security  Council  and  UN  attention  in  support  of  a 
political  agreement.  Libya  is  likewise  the  top  foreign  policy  priority  for 
Italy  and  Egypt,  given  their  proximity.

Purpose:  To  establish  a  positive  relationship  with  Chairperson  of  the 
African  Union  Commission  Moussa  Faki,  who  was  recently 

sworn  in  to  the  top  executive  position  in  the  African  Union, 
overseeing  the  organization's  eight  departments  and  nearly  2,000 
employees. 

Background:  Faki  is  the  former  Foreign  Minister  of  Chad,  and  was  a 
reliable  partner,  including  when  Chad  served  on  the  Security  Council 

from  2014-15.  This  is  Faki's  highest  level  meeting  with  the  new  U.S. 
Administration.  The  United  States  was  often  at  odds  with  Faki’s 
predecessor,  Nkosazana  Dlamini-Zuma  (South  Africa),  and  this  is  a 
good  opportunity  to  establish  an  important  relationship  early  in  Faki's 
tenure.  The  African  Union  leads  the  UN-authorized  peace  support 
operation  in  Somalia  (AMISOM),  and  it  jointly  runs  the  peacekeeping 
operation  in  Darfur,  Sudan  with  the  UN  (UNAMID).  The  AU  also  has  a 
large  political  role  in  conflict  resolution  throughout  Africa,  including 
South  Sudan,  Sudan,  DRC  and  CAR.  Peace  and  Security  Commissioner 
Smail  Chergui  (Algeria)  will  also  attend  the  meeting  -  Chergui  was 
recently  re-elected  to  another  four  year  term  as  Commissioner  for 
Peace  and  Security,  and  he  has  played  an  out-sized  role  in  peace  and 
security  affairs  in  Africa.  Political  Affairs  Commissioner  Minata  Samate 
Cessouma  (Burkina  Faso)  may  also  join. 

UN-AU  Relations:  Express  your  hope  that  the  United  States,  as  well  as 
the  UN  Security  Council,  will  continue  to  deepen  its  already  strong 
partnership  with  the  African  Union. 


(If  Raised)  SC/AU  PSC  Consultations: 


South  Sudan:  Faki  has  prioritized  South  Sudan  peace. 

Underscore  support  for  the  shuttle  diplomacy  of  the  AU  High 
Representative  Mr.  Alpha  Oumar  Konare.  The  AU,  the  region  (IGAD), 
and  the  UN  need  to  have  a  coordinated  approach  to  how  to  address 
the  political  issues  in  South  Sudan. 

There  will  be  no  peace  in  South  Sudan  unless  we  combat  impunity  and 
the  Hybrid  Court  meets  the  South  Sudanese  people's  demand  for 
justice.  We  would  like  to  see  the  AU  move  forward  with  this  initiative 
and  underscore  that  the  funds  we  provided  for  the  Hybrid  Court 
expire  at  the  end  of  June,  and  the  inability  to  use  the  funds 
jeopardizes  future  funding  from  other  external  donors. 

Background:  The  AU  High  Representative  for  South  Sudan  Konare,  a 
former  president  of  Mali,  is  engaging  in  shuttle  diplomacy  between 
South  Sudanese  parties,  but  there  has  been  little  progress  so  far. 

While  we  are  prepared  to  give  his  efforts  more  time,  we  don't  want  to 
see  an  open-ended  process,  and  we  continue  to  push  the  UN  to  work 
with  the  AU  and  the  region  to  devise  a  plan  for  the  way  forward  to 
coordinate  engagement.  The  AU  is  responsible  for  establishing  a 
Hybrid  Court  for  South  Sudan  per  the  2015  peace  agreement.  There 
has  been  little  movement  on  this  since  2015,  despite  a  push  by  the 
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U.S.  to  mandate  the  UN  (through  a  resolution)  to  provide  technical 
support  to  the  AU.  The  U.S.  has  also  provided  $3.3  million  in 
assistance  to  the  AU  to  aid  in  the  establishment  of  the  Hybrid  Court. 
The  AU  has  not  yet  used  this  funding,  and  the  money  expires  on  June 
30  unless  the  AU  beings  spending  the  funds. 


IF  RAISED: 


Faki  could  also  raise  issues  ranging  from  DRC  to  AU  financing  to 
Western  Sahara;  we  would  be  happy  to  provide  background  during  a 
short  pre-brief  ahead  of  the  meeting. 
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Burundi:  Stress  that  the  UN  High  Commissioner  for  Human  Rights 
recently  warned  the  Security  Council  that  Burundi  is  in  a  very  tenuous 
situation  and  he  fears  that  growing  instability  could  result  in  mass 
violence.  Ask  what  actions  the  AU  plans  to  take  to  address  the 
violence  in  Burundi. 

Libya:  Assure  Faki  that  the  United  States  maintains  its  position  that 
there  is  no  military  solution  to  Libya's  ongoing  crisis. 

MNJTF:  Emphasize  that  the  United  States  is  a  committed  supporter  of 
the  Multinational  Joint  Task  Force  (MNJTF)  and  its  signatory  members 
in  their  efforts  to  counter  Boko  Haram  and  ISIS-West  Africa.  To  this 
end.  the  United  States  provides  advisors,  intelligence,  training, 
logistical  support,  and  equipment  to  the  MNJTF  signatory  countries  to 
enable  them  to  participate  effectively  in  the  MNJTF. 

Bio: 

Political  Background:  Prior  to  his  election  in  January  as  the 
Chairperson  of  the  African  Union  Commissioner,  Moussa  Faki 
Mahamat  served  as  the 

Foreign  Minister  of  Chad,  a  position  he  has  held  since  April  2008.  Faki 
served  as  Chad's  Prime  Minister  between  June  2003  -  February  2004. 
Other  portfolios  he  has  held  include  Minister  of  Public  Works  and 
Transport  (2002).  He  studied  public  law  at  a  university  in  Congo- 
Brazzaville.  Faki  went  into  exile  after  Hissene  Habre  took  power  in 
1982,  and  returned  to  Chad  when  Idris  Deby  Itno  became  President  in 
1991,  a  role  Deby  has  held  since  then.

Background:  This  meeting  is  the  first  time  the  Security  Council  has 
held  a  meeting  dedicated  to  and  focused  exclusively  on  the  linkage 
between  human  rights  and  international  peace  and  security.  Council 
members  agreed  to  the  agenda  item  "Maintenance  of  international 
peace  and  security:  human  rights  and  prevention  of  armed  conflict," 
so  there  will  not  be  a  procedural  vote  on  the  adoption  of  the  agenda. 
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You  will  deliver  remarks  first. 

Human  Rights  in  the  Security  Council:  Human  rights  feature 
prominently  in  the  Charter  of  the  United  Nations.  Promoting  the 
respect  for  human  rights  is  one  of  the  UN's  purposes  and  principles. 
For  decades,  human  rights  had  been  seen  as  largely  outside  the  scope 
of  the  Security  Council.  Over  time,  the  Security  Council  has  become 
relatively  more  engaged  in  viewing  human  rights  as  an  important 
factor  in  situations  that  it  addresses.  More  than  half  of  the  current 
peacekeeping  and  political  missions  have  human  rights-related  tasks 
in  their  mandates,  and  several  Security  Council-established  sanctions 
regimes  include  serious  human  rights  violations  or  abuses  as  a 
criterion  for  adding  individuals  to  travel  ban  lists  or  asset  freeze  lists. 
The  Council  has  a  range  of  tools,  such  as  commissions  of  inquiry, 
judicial  mechanisms,  visiting  missions,  or  sanctions,  to  try  to  address 
human  rights  issues.  However,  addressing  human  rights  in  the 
Security  Council  remains  extremely  controversial  for  Russia  and  China 
and  for  some  elected  Council  members,  particularly  Egypt  and  Bolivia. 
Council  members  who  strongly  prioritize  state  sovereignty  (and  lack  of 
scrutiny  for  their  governments'  own  human  rights  abuses)  continually 
argue  that  discussions  about  human  rights  belong  solely  in  the 
General  Assembly's  Third  Committee  and  the  Human  Rights  Council. 

Human  Rights  at  the  UN:  Human  rights  issues  are  integrated  into  the 
work  of  the  UN  through  a  variety  of  bodies.  The  General  Assembly's 
Third  Committee  is  the  human  rights  mechanism  made  up  of  all  193 
member  states,  and  it  has  adopted  resolutions  focused  on  country- 
specific  human  rights  violations  (Iran,  Syria,  DPRK,  Burma,  Ukraine)  as 
well  as  thematic  human  rights  topics  (ex.  rights  of  the  child, 
extrajudicial  killings,  torture).  The  Human  Rights  Council  is  the 
standing  body  of  the  UN  created  to  focus  specifically  on  human  rights 
issues.  The  Human  Rights  Council  was  created  to  respond,  in  part,  to 
urgent  human  rights  crisis  situations  through  special  sessions.  It  also 
creates  mandates  for  UN  Special  Rapporteurs  (independent  experts 
tasked  with  looking  into  thematic  or  country  human  rights  Issues)  or 
Commissions  of  Inquiry,  which  can  be  dispatched  to  look  into  urgent 
issues.  The  UN  Office  of  the  High  Commissioner  for  Human  Rights  is 
the  office  of  the  UN  secretariat  tasked  with  carrying  out  the  UN's 
human  rights  priorities.  Headed  by  UN  High  Commissioner  for  Human 
Rights  Zeid  Ra'ad  Al  Hussein,  OHCHR  has  country  offices  around  the 
world  that  provide  technical  assistance  to  countries.  These  bodies  do 
not  explicitly  explore  how  human  rights  violations  can  cause 
international  instability,  however,  since  international  peace  and 
security  is  the  mandate  of  the  Security  Council.

Background: 

SRSG  Martin  Kobler  will  brief  the  Council  on  the  latest  political 
developments  in  Libya,  particularly  with  respect  to  the  progress  of  the 
transitional  Government  of  National  Accord  (GNA)  and  the  Libyan 
Political  Agreement  (LPA).  An  update  from  the  UNSCR  1970  Sanctions 
Committee  will  follow.  Libyan  DPR  Ambassador  Elmajerbi  will  likely 
speak  at  the  open  briefing.  Your  remarks  emphasize  the  United  States' 
continued  support  for  a  political  solution  to  the  ongoing  crisis  in  Libya, 
and  underscore  the  danger  of  renewed  violent  conflict  playing  into 
the  hands  of  ISIS  and  other  extremist  groups. 

Political  Update:  The  LPA  has  failed  to  deliver  much  progress  since  its 
ratification  by  the  House  of  Representatives  (HoR)  in  Tobruk  in 
January  2016.  While  the  LPA-created  Presidency  Council  (PC)  and 
acting  cabinet  have  made  progress  on  some  areas- namely  counter- 
ISIS  operations  in  Sirte  and  delivering  a  budget  -  lack  of  agreement 
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between  blocs  has  prevented  progress  on  drafting  a  constitution  or 
holding  elections  in  2018  (as  stipulated  by  the  LPA).  Despite  months  of 
efforts  by  the  international  community  to  make  progress  on 
government  formation,  the  stalemate  has  left  most  partners 
convinced  that  the  only  way  forward  is  through  modifying  the  LPA  to 
better  accommodate  Easterners,  most  notably  "Libyan  National 
Army"  (LNA)  commander  General  Khalifa  Hafter.  The  HoR  in  Tobruk 
and  the  Tripoli-based  State  Council  (a  west-skewing  elected  advisory 
body  to  the  GNA)  are  weighing  a  "15-plus-15"  plan  to  send  15 
delegates  from  each  body  to  modify  specific  sections  of  the  LPA  to 
enable  government  formation. 

Security  Update:  The  security  situation  in  Libya  remains  fraught. 
Though  ISIS  has  lost  its  contiguous  territory  around  Sirte,  fighting 
between  Libyan  factions  threatens  to  undermine  these  successes. 
Haftar's  LNA  continues  to  seize  pockets  of  territory  from  other  armed 
groups.  The  LNA  last  month  attacked  an  airbase  near  Sabha,  in  central 
Libya,  held  by  GNA-aligned  Misratan  militias,  bringing  the  LNA  closer 
to  direct  combat  with  the  UN-recognized  government.  Meanwhile, 
ongoing  clashes  in  Tripoli  have  quieted  following  a  fragile  March 
ceasefire,  though  concern  remains  that  such  quietness  could  be 
temporary,  should  Libya's  factions  fail  to  make  progress  on  a  political 
framework.  The  lack  of  a  unified  government  force,  coupled  with  the 
GNA's  struggles  to  deliver  essential  services  such  as  healthcare,  water, 
and  sanitation,  have  further  exacerbated  the  security  situation. 

Sanctions:  UN  sanctions  on  Libya  include  an  arms  embargo,  asset 
freeze,  travel  ban,  and  interdiction  measures  related  to  illicit  crude  oil 
exports  and  illicit  arms  imports.  The  Chair  of  the  1970  "Libya” 
sanctions  Committee,  the  Swedish  PermRep,  Ambassador  Skoog  will 
brief  on  the  work  of  the  Committee  since  he  last  briefed  the  Council  in 
February.  We  remain  concerned  about  periodic  attempts  to  illicitly 
export  Libyan  oil,  likely  to  fund  non-GNA  forces  and  actors.

Feridun  Sinirlioglu  was  formerly  Undersecretary  of  Foreign  Affairs  and 
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interim  Foreign  Minister  (August  2015  -November  2015).  After  the 
June  2015  general  election  resulted  in  a  hung  parliament,  President 
Recep  Tayyip  Erdogan  called  a  new  general  election  for  November 
2015  in  late  August.  When  the  main  opposition  parties  refused  to 
send  ministers  to  the  cabinet,  Sinirlioglu  was  appointed  as  the 
Minister  of  Foreign  Affairs.  He  is  very  close  to  Erdogan  and  the  Turkish 
Government. 

Sinirlioglu  was  born  in  1956  in  Turkey's  Black  Sea  Region's  and 
received  his  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  from  Ankara  University  and  holds 
M.A.  and  Ph.D.  degrees  from  School  of  Political  Science  and 
International  Relations  in  Bosporus  University.  Upon  completion  of  his 
Ph.D.  degree  in  1982,  Sinirlioglu  began  his  career  in  Turkey's  Ministry 
of  Foreign  Affairs.  Between  1985  and  1992  he  served  in  Turkey's 
diplomatic  missions  in  The  Hague,  Beirut,  and  Greece.  In  1992, 
Sinirlioglu  was  appointed  as  the  Undersecretary  to  the  Permanent 
Mission  of  Turkey  to  the  United  Nations. 

He  has  also  served  as  the  Chief  Foreign  Policy  Advisor  to  Turkey's 
former  President  Siileyman  Demirel  between  1996  and  2000,  Minister 
and  Deputy  Director  General  for  the  Middle  East  and  North  Africa 
between  2000  and  2002,  and  served  as  the  Ambassador  of  Turkey  to 
Israel  between  2002  and  2007.

Background: 

A  peace  agreement  last  December  ended  52  years  of  conflict  between 
the  Colombian  government  and  the  FARC,  a  left-wing  terrorist 
organization.  The  UN  Monitoring  and  Verification  Mission  (MVM)  has 
been  monitoring  the  government-FARC  ceasefire  and  the  FARC's 
disarmament  process  since  the  beginning  of  the  year.  The  Colombians 
will  ask  the  UN  to  provide  continued  monitoring  of  elements  of  the 
agreement  once  disarmament  is  complete  this  summer.  This  would 
mean  the  UN  special  political  mission  would  continue  its  work  -  with  a 
reduced  footprint  -  for  the  next  2-3  years.  Holguin  wants  the  second 
phase  of  the  mission  to  be  established  through  the  General  Assembly 
-  which  we  do  not  support,  as  it  would  weaken  our  control  and 
oversight  over  the  mission.

Background:  Nickolay  Mladenov  is  the  UN  Special  Coordinator  for  the 
Middle  East  Peace  Process,  an  office  that  was  established  in  1994 
following  the  signing  of  the  Oslo  accord.  The  office  of  the  UN  Special 
Coordinator  (UNSCO)  is  charged  with  boosting  UN  development 
assistance  in  support  of  the  peace  process  and,  when  the  Quartet  was 
formed  in  2002  the  Special  Coordinator  took  on  the  role  of  Quartet 
envoy  for  the  UN  (the  Quartet  consists  of  the  UN,  EU,  US  and  Russia). 
UNSCO  is  headquartered  in  Jerusalem  and  Mladenov  briefs  the  UNSC 
on  a  monthly  basis,  sometimes  via  VTC  and  sometimes  in  person,  on 
developments  on  the  ground.  Mladenov  has  touched  on  other  issues 
in  the  region  during  his  briefing  and  has  indicated  that  he  is  willing  to 
take  a  broader  view  in  his  briefings.  Every  three  months  he  is  required 
to  report  on  implementation  of  UNSCR  2334,  which  dealt  exclusively 
with  the  Israeli-Palestinian  issue  (settlements,  violence  and 
incitement).

Background: 

We  have  actively  lobbied  Council  members  and  the  Secretariat  to  use 
the  April  quarterly  Open  Debate  on  the  Middle  East  to  address  issues 
in  the  region  rather  than  focusing  solely  on  the  Israeli-Palestinian 
conflict  (and  usually  in  a  fashion  weighted  against  Israel).  We  sent  a 
Concept  Note  making  clear  our  objectives,  first  to  the  Council  and 
then  to  all  member  States. 
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We  will  be  watching  closely  to  see  if  our  efforts  have  been  able  to 
move  the  needle  and  shift  the  focus  away  from  slamming  Israel.  The 
Israelis  have  been  appreciative  of  the  efforts  we've  made  on  this  front 
and  have  also  worked  to  convince  Council  members  to  take  a  broader 
view.  While  Council  members  have  all  said  that  they  will  speak  about 
the  Israeli-Palestinian  issue,  most  note  that  they  intend  on  broadening 
the  scope  of  their  remarks  to  include  other  areas  of  concern  as  well. 
Only  Egypt  and  France  have  indicated  that  they  might  focus  solely  on 
the  Israeli-Palestinian  issue  (and  the  French  in  New  York  indicated 
they  may  also  speak  about  Lebanon  and  Syria,  contradicting  what  was 
said  in  Paris). 

You  will  be  speaking  first  among  Council  members,  which  marks  a 
departure  from  normal  practice  but  one  we  think  will  allow  us  to  set 
the  tone  for  the  debate.  Around  80  other  speakers  have  signed  up  to 
speak. 

The  briefer  will  be  the  UN  Special  Coordinator  for  the  Middle  East 
Peace  Process,  Nickolay  Mladenov,  who  you  will  have  met  earlier  in 
the  morning.  Mladenov  has  said  that  he  will  broaden  his  briefing  to 
address  other  areas  in  the  Middle  East  in  addition  to  the  Israeli- 
Palestinian  issue.

Purpose:  This  is  your  courtesy  call  with  Saudi  Arabia,  but  also  an 
opportunity  to  raise  important  issues  related  to  Syria  and  Yemen. 

Talking  Points: 
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Background:  In  long-running  9/11  litigation,  plaintiffs  are  suing  Saudi 
Arabia  among  others.  Plaintiffs  were  previously  unsuccessful  based  on 
then-existing  standards  for  sovereign  immunity,  which  led  to  the  push 
for  the  Justice  Against  Sponsors  of  Terrorism  Act  (JASTA).  JASTA  was 
enacted  over  President  Obama's  veto.  JASTA  allows  any  foreign 
government  to  be  stripped  of  its  immunity  in  cases  alleging  that  the 
foreign  state's  overseas  conduct  bears  a  causal  connection  to 
terrorism-related  injuries  inside  the  United  States. 
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Background:  Saudi  Arabia  was  a  candidate  on  the  clean  slate  for  the 
Asia-Pacific  Group  for  the  CSW  during  the  April  19  ECOSOC  Subsidiary 
Body  elections.  Other  candidates  on  the  slate  were  Iraq,  Japan, 
Republic  of  Korea,  and  Turkmenistan.  The  United  States  also 
requested  voting  by  secret  ballot  for  the  other  regional  groups 
running  candidates  for  CSW,  including  the  African  Group  and  the 
Group  of  Latin  American  and  Caribbean  countries.  Neither  Saudi 
Arabia  nor  any  other  of  the  countries  running  knew  for  whom  we 
voted.  There  is  also  no  such  thing  as  a  "negative"  vote  in  a  UN 
election.  Delegations  vote  for  a  country  or  abstain  via  secret  ballot, 
you  do  not  vote  against  a  country.  In  its  regional  group,  Saudi  Arabia 
received  47  out  of  54  possible  (full  ECOSOC  membership)  votes,  Iraq 
54,  Japan  53,  Republic  of  Korea  54,  and  Turkmenistan  53.

Background:  Representative  Rooney  sits  on  the  House  Appropriations 
State  and  Foreign  Operations  Subcommittee  as  well  as  the  House 
Permanent  Select  Committee  on  Intelligence.

According  to  Rooney's 
staff,  Rooney  told  South  Sudanese  leadership  that  they  should  not 
necessarily  count  on  the  support  of  the  Trump  administration  while 
the  government  has  not  demonstrated  any  will  to  improve  the 
situation  In  South  Sudan.  He  reinforced  that  the  famine  in  South 
Sudan  was  manmade  and  urged  South  Sudanese  leaders  to  stop 
blaming  others  for  the  present  situation. 

We  recommend  you  mostly  be  in  listening  mode  but  let  Rooney  know 
that  the  administration  is  in  the  process  of  reviewing  how  best  to 
address  the  peace  and  security  challenges  and  humanitarian  situation 
in  South  Sudan.  Rooney  also  wants  you  to  know  that  he  can  offer  his 
support  in  Congress  as  you  move  forward  on  South  Sudan.  Rooney  will 
likely  tell  you  that  he  believes  there  is  value  in  deployment  of  the 
Regional  Protection  Force  (a  4,000-person  force  authorized  by  the 
Council  in  August  2016  but  not  yet  deployed).  He  may  also  press  you 
on  an  arms  embargo,  and  may  recommend  using  the  arms  embargo 
as  leverage  to  get  the  government  to  allow  the  Regional  Protection 
Force.  He  is  also  likely  to  urge  you  to  support  keeping  open  the 
protection  of  civilians  sites  (UN-protection  sites  where  220,000 
civilians  are  sheltering).

Background:  MINURSO  (UN  Mission  for  the  Referendum  in  Western 
Saha  ra) 

*  Through  its  "good  offices"  function,  the  UN  has  been  seeking  a 
settlement  in  Western  Sahara  since  the  withdrawal  of  Spain  in  1975 
and  subsequent  Moroccan  invasion  of  the  territory.  In  1991, 

MINURSO  was  established  through  UN  Security  Council  resolution  690 
(1991)  in  accordance  with  settlement  proposals  accepted  by  both 
parties,  Morocco  and  the  Polisario.  Originally  established  to  provide  a 
transition  period  and  prepare  for  a  referendum  in  which  the  people  of 
Western  Sahara  would  choose  between  independence  and 
integration  with  Morocco,  the  mission’s  mandate  has  evolved 
significantly  since  1991. 

*  We  are  the  penholder.  On  April  30,  2016,  in  resolution  2285  (2016), 
the  UNSC  extended  the  mandate  of  MINURSO  for  one  year  in  one  of 
the  most  controversial  mandate  renewals  of  the  year.  It  was  adopted 
with  10  votes  in  favor,  two  against  (Uruguay  and  Venezuela),  and 
three  abstentions  (Angola.  New  Zealand,  and  Russia).  Those  who 
abstained  and  voted  no  stated  they  did  so  because  the  resolution  did 
not  hold  Morocco  accountable  for  the  expulsion  of  MINURSO  civilian 
staff  in  March  2016.  France,  a  staunch  supporter  of  Morocco, 
prevented  harder  language  from  being  included  during  negotiations. 

*  MINURSO,  with  an  annual  budget  of  $57  million,  has  214  military 
observers  and  27  troops  charged  with  patrolling  both  sides  of  a  1,700 
mile-long  sand  berm  separating  the  two  sides  of  the  conflict.  They  are 
unarmed  and  supported  by  71  international  staff  and  159  local  civilian 
staff. 

*  During  the  Deep  Dive,  Amy  Tachco  and  Leslie  Ordeman  will  discuss 
the  Western  Sahara  conflict,  the  role  of  the  Personal  Envoy  of  the 
Secretary  General  to  find  a  political  solution,  and  the  role  of  MINURSO 
in  monitoring  the  thirty-year-old  ceasefire.

Meeting  Context:  This  meeting  will  be  used  to  discuss  developments 
in  South  Sudan,  especially  progress  on  the  Council's  March  2017 
Presidential  Statement  and  the  Secretary-General's  latest  monthly 
report  on  obstructions  to  the  UN  peacekeeping  mission  in  South 
Sudan  (UNMISS).  The  Presidential  Statement  outlined  several  steps 
we  want  to  see  parties  in  South  Sudan  take,  including  a  cessation  of 
hostilities,  humanitarian  access,  and  an  end  to  obstructions  to  the  UN 
peacekeeping  mission  UNMISS.  The  head  of  UNMISS,  David  Shearer, 
will  brief  the  Council  and  we  anticipate  South  Sudan  will  request  to 
participate.  Senegalese  Ambassador  Seek  has  requested  to  brief  the 
Council  in  his  capacity  as  Chair  of  the  South  Sudan  sanctions 
committee  (the  "2206  Committee"). 

Background: 

The  Security  Council  meets  monthly  on  South  Sudan  because  we 
requested  the  Secretary-General  report  to  the  Council  monthly  on 
obstructions  to  UNMISS  and  deployment  of  its  Regional  Protection 
Force.  In  addition  to  that,  this  month  provides  an  opportunity  to 
review  progress  on  the  steps  outlined  in  the  March  23  Presidential 
Statement.  Since  March  23,  fighting  has  continued  throughout  South 
Sudan,  with  disproportionate  government  response  to  opposition 
attacks  or  outright  opposition  offensives.  The  fighting  has  resulted  in 
the  additional  displacement  of  17,000  people  to  the  protection  of 
civilians  site  in  Wau  (in  the  western  part  of  South  Sudan)  and  has 
displaced  100,000  and  60  aid  workers  in  Jonglei  (the  eastern  part  of 
South  Sudan).  An  additional  7,000  South  Sudanese  fled  to  Uganda 
since  early  April  due  to  fighting  in  the  Equatorias  (the  southern  part  of 
South  Sudan).  Since  March  23,  nine  aid  workers  have  been  killed  and  a 
World  Food  Program  staff  member  has  been  detained. 
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While  violence  was  unfolding,  UNMISS  was  blocked  for  almost  a  week 
from  traveling  to  areas  in  the  Equatorias  (southern  South  Sudan)  after 
reports  of  fighting.  Similar  obstructions  occurred  in  areas  where 
fighting  occurred  in  the  west  and  east  of  South  Sudan.  Deployment  of 
the  Regional  Protection  Force  continues  slowly  and  there  is  now 
indication  that  deployment  of  a  vanguard  unit  will  be  delayed  further 
than  the  early  May  timeframe  we  were  told  earlier. 

At  a  Summit  of  regional  leaders  on  March  25,  the  Government  of 
South  Sudan  agreed  to  declare  a  unilateral  ceasefire,  but  has  not  done 
so.  Armed  opposition  leader  Riek  Machar  rejected  a  request  on  April  1 
to  declare  a  unilateral  ceasefire.  In  recent  weeks,  several  members  of 
Congress  and  U.S.  officials  have  visited  South  Sudan  and  have  told 
President  Kiir  that  U.S.  generosity  is  not  infinite  in  the  current  budget 
climate  and  that  the  absence  of  meaningful  progress  on  conflict 
resolution,  and  the  government's  continued  harassment  of 
humanitarians,  will  make  South  Sudan  a  poor  candidate  when  it 
comes  time  for  the  United  States  to  decide  how  to  apportion 
assistance. 

Given  the  briefing  by  the  Chair  of  the  South  Sudan  sanctions 
committee  and  the  upcoming  South  Sudan  sanctions  mandate 
renewal  (May  31),  some  Council  members  are  likely  to  state  their 
position  on  an  arms  embargo  and  sanctions  during  the  meeting.  We 
can  anticipate  that  Russia  and  Egypt  will  not  express  support  for  these 
measures.

Background  on  World  Jewish  Congress  Event: 


*  The  World  Jewish  Congress  (WJC)  is  a  major  international 
organization  of  Jewish  communities  and  leaders  from  throughout  the 
world.  It  is  truly  an  international  group,  representing  Jewish 
communities  in  100  countries.  This  is  not  a  grassroots  group  like 
AIPAC,  but  it  is  a  high  level  group  in  the  pro-Israel  and  Jewish 
communities. 


*  Every  four  years  they  have  a  plenary  conference  and  elect  their 
leadership.  This  time  the  conference  is  in  New  York.  There  will  be 
around  500  leaders  from  some  90  countries. 

*  Secretary  General  Guterres  is  addressing  the  group  on  Sunday. 
Several  members  of  Congress  and  Amb.  Danon  will  address  them  as 
well. 

*  The  President  of  WJC  is  Ronald  Lauder.  You  and  I  met  with  him  in 
your  office,  where  he  asked  you  to  speak  at  this  event.  Recall  that 
Lauder  is  close  with  Jason  Greenblatt,  and  that  he  speaks  with 
President  Trump  about  the  Israel-Palestinian  peace  negotiations.  In 
addition  to  his  WJC  and  international  diplomacy  roles,  Lauder  has  also 
been  a  leading  figure  in  Republican  political  circles  for  many  years, 
and  in  the  art  and  philanthropic  worlds. 

*  The  theme  of  the  conference  is  about  fighting  anti-Semitism  and 
racism,  and  your  draft  remarks  touch  on  that  topic.  But  they  also 
touch  heavily  on  the  UN  bias  against  Israel,  for  which  you  are  known 
for  fighting.  The  draft  remarks  are  about  seven  minutes  long.  You  will 
be  very  well  received. 

*  WJC  has  also  asked  if  you  will  spend  a  few  minutes  either  before  or 
after  your  remarks  talking  privately  with  a  high-ranking  Israeli 
government  official  who  will  be  there.  His  name  is  Yisrael  Katz.  He  is 
the  Israeli  Minister  of  Intelligence  and  is  in  the  security  cabinet

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minutes. 

Remarks  to  the  World  Jewish  Congress 

Thank  you  so  much  for  that  very  nice  welcome. 

I  want  to  welcome  all  of  you  to  New  York  from  all  across  the  world.  To 
have  over  90  countries  represented  here  is  amazing.  Your  presence 
here  is  a  huge  testament  to  your  dedication  to  a  cause  that  we  all 
know  is  so  important. 

I  want  all  of  you  to  know  that  you  could  not  have  a  better  leader  as 
your  President  than  Ambassador  Ronald  Lauder.  I  have  met  with 
Ambassador  Lauder  in  my  office  at  the  UN,  and  I've  found  his  counsel 
very  wise  and  very  helpful.  I  can  assure  you  that  his  viewpoints  are 
widely  respected  at  the  highest  levels  of  the  American  government,  as 
well  as  around  the  world. 

It's  always  a  special  treat  for  me  to  be  in  the  company  of  the  Jewish 
community.  One  of  the  reasons  why  is  that  Jewish  communities  and 
Indian  communities  are  really  very  similar. 

Both  of  us  are  very  close  knit,  very  family  oriented.  We  have  strong 
work  ethics.  We  highly  value  education  for  our  children.  On  a  side 
note,  we're  also  both  stubborn,  and  neither  of  us  back  down  from  a 
fight. 

I'm  particularly  happy  to  speak  today  following  Secretary  General 
Guterres's  appearance  here  on  Sunday  -  the  first  for  a  UN  Secretary 
General  at  a  World  Jewish  Congress  conference.  Secretary  General 
Guterres  is  a  good  partner.  He  is  committed  to  fighting  anti-Semitism 
and  bigotry  in  all  its  forms.  We  are  fortunate  to  have  him  at  the  UN. 

It's  still  early  in  my  time  as  ambassador,  but  I  think  I  can  safely  say 
that  it's  a  new  day  for  Israel  at  the  United  Nations.  I  know  it’s  a  new 
day  for  Israel  at  the  U.S.  Mission  to  the  United  Nations. 

Before  I  was  confirmed  as  ambassador,  I  watched  in  horror  as  the 
Security  Council  passed  resolution  2334  -  and  the  U.S.  stood  by  and 
allowed  it  to  happen. 

I  can  say  with  complete  and  total  confidence  that  those  days  are  over. 

The  United  States  will  no  longer  be  silent  as  Israel  is  unfairly  attacked 
at  the  United  Nations.  Silence  is  not  my  thing  anyway,  but  that's 
especially  true  when  it  comes  to  standing  up  for  America's  friends. 

And  we  have  no  better  friend  in  the  Middle  East  than  Israel. 

The  anti-Israel  bias  that  has  existed  for  so  long  at  the  UN  is  cut  from 
the  same  cloth  as  the  BDS  movement  and  the  global  rise  in  anti- 
Semitism. 

They  all  seek  to  deny  Israel's  right  to  exist.  They  are  all  efforts  to 
intimidate  her  friends  and  embolden  her  enemies. 

The  UN  charter  commits  member  states  to  quote  "respect  for  human 
rights  and  for  fundamental  freedoms  for  all  without  distinction  as  to 
race,  sex,  language,  or  religion."  Unquote 
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Everyone  pays  lip  service  to  these  words,  of  course.  Everyone  claims 
to  support  human  rights. 

But  when  it  comes  time  to  single  out  a  country  for  violating  these 
rights  ...  the  amount  of  hypocrisy  is  Just  unbelievable. 

Israel  is  singled  out  more  than  Iran,  Syria,  and  North  Korea.  It's  just 
shocking,  and  it  undermines  the  entire  credibility  of  the  UN. 

However,  pushing  back  against  this  bias  is  easier  than  many  people 
think. 

There's  really  no  magic  to  it.  All  you  have  to  do  is  tell  the  truth. 

The  truth  is  there  is  only  one  true  democracy  in  the  Middle  East. 

There  is  only  one  country  in  the  region  that  grants  equal  justice  under 
the  law. 

There  is  only  one  country  that  fully  respects  the  rights  of  women  and 
religious  minorities. 

As  long  as  I'm  America's  representative  at  the  UN,  I  am  going  to  stand 
for  human  rights  and  I  am  going  to  stand  for  the  truth.  And  that 
means  I  am  going  to  stand  for  Israel. 

I  felt  the  same  way  when  I  was  governor  of  South  Carolina. 

I'm  proud  that  my  home  state  led  the  nation  in  taking  on  the  BDS 
movement.  We  passed  a  law  in  2015  that  unapologetically  upholds 
the  values  that  Israel  and  the  United  States  share.  We  were  the  first  in 
the  nation  to  do  that. 

We  said  we  will  not  use  taxpayer  funds  to  do  business  with  any 
company  that  discriminates  on  the  basis  of  race,  color,  religion, 
gender,  or  national  origin.  And  make  no  mistake,  that  is  exactly  what 
the  BDS  movement  does. 

Getting  rid  of  Israel-bias  at  the  UN  is  closely  connected  to  getting  rid 
of  the  Israel  obsession  at  the  UN. 

Every  month  the  Security  Council  convenes  a  meeting  on  the  Middle 
East.  And  every  month  this  meeting  turns  into  an  Israel-bashing 
session. 

The  Middle  East  is  a  region  that  is  home  to  a  disproportionate  number 
of  the  conflicts  in  the  world,  and  those  conflicts  have  nothing  to  do 
with  Israel.  That  is  not  where  our  focus  should  be. 

The  United  States  is  the  president  of  the  UN  Security  Council  this 
month,  so  I  get  to  chair  the  Security  Council  meetings.  Well,  last  week 
I  decided  that  if  I  was  going  to  be  chairing  this  meeting  on  the  Middle 
East,  I  was  not  going  to  be  part  of  the  same  old  tired  talking  points. 

I  told  my  colleagues  that  if  we  were  going  to  speak  honestly  about 
conflict  in  the  Middle  East,  we  had  to  start  with  who  is  most 
responsible  for  that  conflict.  The  responsible  party  is  Iran. 
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Iran  and  its  terrorist  militia  partner  Hizballah  conspire  together  to 
destabilize  the  Middle  East. 

In  Lebanon,  Hizballah  uses  civilian  men,  women,  and  children  to  shield 
its  illegal  arsenals  of  rockets. 

In  Syria,  Hizballah  -  under  Iran's  instruction  -  fights  side-by-side  with 
Assad  as  they  slaughter  the  Syrian  people. 

Iran  is  the  threat  that  should  be  taking  up  the  time  of  the  Security 
Council.  Hizballah  is  the  destabilizing  force  that  should  be  the  focus  of 
our  monthly  meetings. 

Together,  Iran  and  Hizballah  are  the  source  of  human  rights  violations 
and  security  threats.  That  should  be  the  "obsession"  of  the  United 
Nations.  That  was  my  message  to  the  Security  Council  last  week.  I 
hope  they  take  it  to  heart.  But  the  United  States  is  not  waiting  to 
focus  its  attention  and  its  power  on  the  real  source  of  instability  in  the 
Middle  East. 

As  with  the  issue  of  human  rights  and  Israel,  it  is  the  simple  truth  that 
will  guide  the  United  States  policy  toward  Iran  -  both  inside  the  UN 
and  out. 

The  truth  is  that  Iran  is  the  world's  number  one  state  sponsor  of 
terrorism. 

The  truth  is  that  Iran  is  the  number  one  source  of  instability  in  the 
Middle  East. 

The  facts  are  this:  Israel  has  the  right  to  exist  in  peace  and  security. 
Israel  is  America's  best  friend  in  the  Middle  East.  Israel  and  America 
both  seek  peace.  Anti-Semitism  must  be  ended  in  all  of  its  forms  in 
every  place  on  the  planet. 

My  job  is  simply  to  stand  for  the  truth.  I  am  grateful  to  the  World 
Jewish  Congress  for  being  a  partner  in  this  noble  cause.

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Biography: 

Ra’ed  Saleh 

Director  of  the  White  Helmets 

Ra'ed  Saleh  leads  the  White  Helmets,  a  2,800+  volunteer  force  of 
emergency  responders  who  have  saved  more  than  60,000  lives  since 
the  Syrian  crisis  began.  As  head  of  the  White  Helmets,  he  focuses 
largely  on  delivering  aid,  ensuring  that  White  Helmets  offices  have  the 
supplies  they  need,  and  coordinating  with  aid  groups  in  Turkey. 

Saleh  was  born  and  raised  in  Jisr  al-Shughour,  Idlib  Province.  Before 
the  war,  he  worked  as  a  businessman  who  sold  electrical  and 
electronics  equipment.  When  the  revolution  began  in  2011,  he  joined 
the  peaceful  protests  that  swept  across  Syria.  After  his  hometown  was 
overrun  by  the  Syrian  army,  he  sought  shelter  with  his  family  in 
Turkey.  He  returned  to  Idlib  in  2012,  joined  various  humanitarian 
efforts,  and  realized  the  importance  of  quality  training  for  first 
responders  in  the  aftermath  of  regime  airstrikes  against  civilian  areas. 
In  October  2014,  various  search-and-rescue  groups  agreed  to  a  single 
statement  of  principles  and  code  of  conduct  and  united  to  form  the 
Syrian  Civil  Defense,  popularly  known  as  the  White  Helmets.

Akbaruddin  is  a  civil  servant.  Akbaruddin  was  the  official 
spokesperson  of  the  Ministry  of  External  Affairs  of  India  from  January 
2012  to  April  2015.  He  headed  the  External  Publicity  and  Public 
Diplomacy  division  of  the  Ministry  of  External  Affairs  in  the  capacity  of 
Joint  Secretary  to  Government  of  India.  He  was  also  the  chief 
coordinator  for  the  India-Africa  Summit  in  October  2015.  He  was  later 
Additional  Secretary  in  the  Ministry  of  External  Affairs  (India)  from 
April  2015  to  September  2015.  In  November  2015,  Akbaruddin  was 
appointed  as  India's  permanent  representative  to  the  United  Nations 
in  New  York. 


April  4  Remarks  on  India-Pakistan: 


QUESTION:  My  name  is  Deepak  Korora  (ph).  I  am  from  New  Delhi, 
India  with  the  Tribune  Online.  I'm  the  diplomatic  editor  there.  I've 
covered  diplomacy  for  the  past  20, 30  years,  but  I'm  amazed  by  your 
comments  in  the  past  few  days.  And  - 
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AMBASSADOR  HALEY:  Am  I  not  diplomatic  enough? 

QUESTION:  No.  Of  course.  (Laughter.) 

QUESTION:  And  if  I  could  borrow  words  of  President  Trump,  it  seems 
like  you  are  going  to  make  UN  great  again.  Okay.  So  coming  to 
terrorism,  I  saw  your  tweet  on  that.  And  you  said  you  would  like  to 
make  -  to  name  countries.  Now,  our  part  of  the  world  also  has  been 
facing  the  problem,  and  President  Trump  and  Prime  Minister  Modi 
have  talked  to  each  other  on  this.  And  terrorism  is  a  big  issue.  And  do 
you  think  we  -  there  have  been  attempts  in  the  past  to  name  a  few 
terrorists  in  the  UN  list.  But  it  has  been  scuttled  by  another  B5 
country,  by  a  veto  vote.  I  would  like  to  hear  your  views  on  it.  How 
would  you  like  to  tackle  it  as  the  President  of  the  UN  Security  Council? 

AMBASSADOR  HALEY:  Well,  I  think  that  the  administration  very  much 
is  looking  at  all  of  these  avenues.  And  some  of  the  things  we've  talked 
about  is  sanctions  and  who's  on  the  list  and  how  we've  managed  that, 
and  I  think  that's  part  of  what  we're  going  to  try  and  find  our  place 
with,  is  thatwe  do  want  to  make  sure  that  we're  calling  out  those  that 
we  need  to  call  out.  We  do  want  to  make  sure  that  we're  leading 
towards  a  result  and  not  sitting  back  and  allowing  things  to  happen. 

I  think  you  are  obviously  seeing  a  more  aggressive  administration 
because  we  feel  like  in  order  to  lead,  we  need  to  act,  and  in  order  to 
act,  we  need  to  make  sure  that  we  have  those  conversations  with  the 
National  Security  Council.  And  we  are  having  those  conversations  with 
the  National  Security  Council. 

So  as  we  go  forward,  I  think  you'll  see,  just  in  the  two  months,  a  lot 
has  already  happened  and  a  lot  will  continue  to  happen.  But  it  is  all 
about  how  we  can  make  sure  we're  moving  the  ball.  Are  we  going  to 
have  people  that  veto  certain  issues?  Yes.  But  that  doesn't  preclude 
the  United  States  from  acting,  and  it  certainly  doesn't  preclude  us 
from  trying  to  see  if  we  can  change  that  as  well.  So  our  goal  is  to  get 
more  done  together  that  we  do  separately.  If  we  can't  get  it  done 
separately,  then  we  just  move  in  another  direction  to  still  get  the 
same  things  done. 


QUESTION:  Thank  you  very  much.  Madam  Ambassador,  my  name  is 
Masoud  Hetter  (ph).  I  represent  daily  Dawn  Newspaper  of  Pakistan. 
As  you  know  that  India  and  Pakistan  have  been  daggers-drawn  on 
Kashmir  issue.  And  recently,  more  than  ever  before,  there  are  human 
rights  abuses  in  occupied  Kashmir,  even  when  Prime  Minister  Modi 
went  day  before  yesterday  to  Kashmir.  The  whole  of  -  the  whole  of 
Kashmir  Valley  shut  down.  Can  United  States  make  any  effort  to  get 
these  two  together  to  talk  peace?  Because  India  does  not  want  to 
have  an  interlocutor.  Pakistan  agrees  to  an  interlocutor  that  yes,  we 
will  accept  United  States  as  interlocutor  or  any  other  country.  But 
India  doesn’t.  So  what  do  you  think  you  can  do  to  bring  these  two 
enemies  together?  Thank  you. 

AMBASSADOR  HALEY:  I  think  it’s  absolutely  right,  and  this 
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administration  is  concerned  about  the  relationship  between  India  and 
Pakistan,  and  very  much  wants  to  see  how  we  de-escalate  any  sort  of 
conflict  going  forward.  So  I  would  expect  that  the  administration  is 
going  to  be  in  talks  and  try  and  find  its  place  to  be  a  part  of  that.  We 
don't  think  we  should  wait  until  something  happens.  We  very  much 
think  that  we  should  be  proactive  in  the  way  that  we’re  seeing 
tensions  rise  and  conflicts  start  to  bubble  up.  And  so  we  want  to  see  if 
we  can  be  a  part  of  that.  So  I  think  that  that  will  be  something  that 
you  will  see  members  of  the  National  Security  Council  participate  in, 
but  also  wouldn't  be  surprised  if  the  President  participates  in  that  as 
well.

After  Nikki  Haley's  comment,  US  says  India,  Pakistan  should  talk 
directly  to  each  other

The  United  States  on  Tuesday  said  India  and  Pakistan  should  resolve 
their  differences  through  "direct  dialogue”,  indicating  continuity  in  its 
stated  position,  contrary  to  the  shift  suggested  by  its  ambassador  to 
UN,  Nikki  Haley. 

The  45-year-old  Haley  surprised  both  Indians  and  Americans  when  at 
a  news  conference  on  Monday  she  said  the  US  under  President 
Donald  Trump  would  like  to  "find  its  place"  in  efforts  to  de-escalate 
tensions  between  the  two  Asian  neighbours. 

"We  encourage  India  and  Pakistan  to  engage  in  direct  dialogue  aimed 
at  reducing  tensions,”  a  US  state  department  spokesperson  said  on 
Tuesday. 

The  normalisation  of  ties  was  vital  to  both  the  countries  as  well  as  the 
region.  Closer  regional  economic  ties  could  create  jobs,  lower 
inflation,  and  increase  energy  supply. 

"We  have  and  continue  to  encourage  India  and  Pakistan  to  work 
together  to  resolve  any  differences,”  the  spokesperson  said. 

Haley,  who  will  be  the  UN  security  council  president  for  the  month  of 
April,  had  said  the  US  should  be  "proactive"  in  its  efforts  to  de- 
escalate  India-Pakistan  tension  and  "we  don't  think  we  should  wait  till 
something  happens”.  It  wasn’t  clear  then  if  that  was  the  position  of 
the  Trump  administration,  as  it  marked  a  significant  policy  shift. 

The  US  has  long  maintained,  atthe  insistence  of  New  Delhi,  that  India 
and  Pakistan  should  settle  their  dispute  bilaterally. 

India  has  steadfastly  opposed  third  party  mediation  and  said  so  again 
on  Tuesday,  the  day  after  Haley's  remarks. 

Addressing  a  news  conference  at  the  UN,  Hailey  had  said,  "It's 
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absolutely  right  that  this  administration  is  concerned  about  the 
relationship  between  India  and  Pakistan  and  very  much  wants  to  see 
how  we  de-escalate  any  sort  of  conflict  going  forward. 

"So  I  would  expect  that  the  administration  is  going  to  be  in  talks  and 
try  and  find  its  place  to  be  a  part  of  that  and  we  don't  think  we  should 
wait  till  something  happens..." 

The  suggestion  was  that  the  Trump  administration  could  insert  itself 
into  the  South  Asian  dispute  or,  at  the  very  least,  the  US  envoy  to  the 
UN  was  strongly  advocating  it  should. 

India  shot  down  Hailey's  suggestion,  saying,  "Government's  position 
for  bilateral  redressal  of  all  India-Pakistan  issues  in  an  environment 
free  of  terror  and  violence  hasn't  changed." 

The  US  was  not  planning  to  seek  a  change  either,  as  the  state 
department  spokesperson  said,  despite  the  remarks  of  the  country's 
new  ambassador  to  the  UN  who  has  not  been  afraid  to  take  policy 
positions  contrary  to  that  of  the  president. 

Was  she  taking  a  contrary  position  on  India  as  well,  then? 

The  Trump  administration  has  let  India  know  the  president  had  no 
intention  of  involving  himself  or  the  US  into  the  conflict  as  a  mediator 
or  a  peace-maker,  according  to  officials  in  New  Delhi  who  spoke  on 
condition  of  anonymity. 

New  Delhi  first  raised  the  issue  with  the  new  administration  in  January 
after  Trump,  then  president-elect,  was  seen  to  be  signalling  a  desire 
to  mediate  in  a  call  with  Pakistan's  Prime  Minister  Nawaz  Sharif. 

"I  am  ready  and  willing  to  play  any  role  that  you  want  me  to  play  to 
address  and  find  solutions  to  the  outstanding  problems,"  Trump  had 
said,  according  to  a  transcript  released  by  Pakistan.  "It  will  be  an 
honor  and  I  will  personally  do  it." 

New  Delhi,  which  has  been  engaging  the  new  administration  in  a 
series  of  meetings,  was  alarmed  and  checked.  "We  were  told  by  those 
close  to  the  administration  the  president  was  not  interested,"  said  an 
official. 

And  that  remains  the  situation,  as  reiterated  by  the  US  on  T uesday

Background:  UN  Under-Secretary  General  (USG)  for  Humanitarian 
Affairs,  Stephen  O'Brien,  will  brief  the  Council  in  the  Open  Chamber 
on  the  deteriorating  humanitarian  situation  in  many  parts  of  the 
country.  Your  remarks  focus  Assad's  continued  use  of  siege-and- 
starve  tactics  and  refusal  to  grant  life-saving  humanitarian  access  to 
besieged  areas. 

Humanitarian  Situation:  At  least  13.5  million  people  in  Syria  require 
humanitarian  assistance— two- thirds  of  the  remaining  population. 

This  includes  6  million  people  in  "acute"  need  (wholly  dependent  on 
aid)  and  an  estimated  643,700  people  living  in  13  besieged  areas. 
Access  to  date  in  2017  is  at  abysmal  levels.  Since  January,  the  UN  has 
been  able  to  reach  fewer  than  13  percent  of  the  4.9  million  people  in 
besieged  and  hard-to-reach  areas.  This  is  due  to  the  Syrian 
Government's  repeated  denials  of  UN  requests,  their  artificial  claims 
that  the  UN  is  overestimating  the  number  of  people  in  need,  and  their 
removal  of  supplies  from  convoys.  The  Syrian  regime  has  also  refused 
to  grant  the  UN  access  to  any  areas  that  it  is  besieging.  Medicine  and 
medical  supplies  continue  to  be  removed  from  convoys. 

Evacuation  Agreements:  Last  month,  Iran  and  Qatar  brokered  an 
agreement  for  the  evacuation  of  the  "Four  Towns"— two  besieged  by 
Hizballah  (Madaya  and  Zabadani)  and  two  Shia-majority  towns 
besieged  by  Al-Nusra  Front  (Foah  and  Kafraya).  The  agreement 
reportedly  covered  up  to  30,000  people  and  would  result  in  a  near- 
complete  evacuation  of  the  four  towns.  (As  with  nearly  every  previous 
"reconciliation”  agreement  in  Syria,  the  UN  was  cut  out  of 
negotiations  and  is  not  supervising  the  evacuations.  These  deals 
essentially  amount  to  forced  demographic  change.)  On  April  15, 
during  the  second  round  of  evacuations  from  the  "Four  Towns",  a  car 
bomb  exploded  at  the  Al  Rashedeen  exchange  point,  killing  130 
people— including 67  children— and  injured  275  others.  No  group  has 
claimed  responsibility.  However,  the  VBIED  attack  appeared  to  be 
targeting  a  group  of  people  from  Foah  and  Kafraya,  besieged  towns 
aligned  with  the  regime. 

Battlefield  Update:  Violence  across  Syria  remains  high.  Over  the 
weekend,  the  Syrian  military  and  its  allies  continued  to  push  back 
recent  opposition  gains  using  "scorched  earth”  techniques  that 
include  phosphorous  and  incendiary  bombs  in  civilian  areas,  according 
to  opposition  sources.  The  main  Damascus  suburb  still  held  by  the 
opposition,  Eastern  Ghouta,  has  also  seen  heavy  fighting  as  the 
regime  and  its  allies  chip  away  at  the  opposition's  territory  there,  The 
Syrian  regime  has  targeted  and  shut  down  many  smuggling  tunnels 
into  the  area  that  had  previously  facilitated  a  flow  of  food  and  medical 
supplies.  In  the  counter-ISIS  fight,  the  Syrian  Democratic  Forces  (SDF) 
led  by  Syrian  Kurds  have  made  progress  in  the  fight  for  Tabqa,  a 
strategic  town  34  miles  east  of  Raqqah.  On  April  25,  Turkish  military 
jets  struck  Kurdish  forces  in  Syria  and  Iraq,  citing  self-defense  against 
Kurdish  terrorist  activities  in  Turkey.  Strikes  in  Syria  targeted  the  YPG, 
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a  Kurdish  militia  that  plays  an  important  role  in  the  fight  against  ISIS. 
The  Turks  probably  did  this  to  send  the  United  States  a  warning, 
discouraging  cooperation  with  the  Syrian  Kurds  in  the  counter-ISIS 
campaign. 

Political  Developments:  On  April  19,  Russia,  Turkey,  and  Iran 
concluded  a  round  of  technical  Astana-process  talks  in  Iran.  They  are 
trying  to  finalize  a  monitoring  and  verification  mechanism  for  the 
tattered  ceasefire.  The  next  round  of  official  talks  in  Astana  will  take 
place  in  early  May,  before  UN  Special  Envoy  Staffan  de  Mistura  aims 
to  host  the  next  round  of  talks  in  Geneva  probably  in  mid-May. 

While  the  Syrian  regime  continues  to  stall,  block,  and  obstruct 
negotiations,  its  brutal  tactics  on  the  ground  continue.  Russia  and 
Iran’s  support  for  the  Assad  regime  appears  ironclad  -  regardless  of 
regime  actions.  As  the  political  process  stagnates,  violence  on  the 
ground  continues  unabated  and  Iran  and  Russia's  increased  support 
for  the  brutal  regime  has  only  forced  the  moderate  opposition  groups 
to  cooperate  with  Al-Qaeda  out  of  desperation.

Boris  Johnson 

UK  Secretary  for  Foreign  and  Commonwealth  Affairs 

Boris  Johnson,  one  of  the  UK's  most  recognizable  politicians,  has 
served  as  Secretary  of  State  for  Foreign  and  Commonwealth  Affairs 
under  UK  Prime  Minister  Theresa  May  since  July  2016.  In  2016, 
Johnson  was  the  leading  spokesman  for  the  "Leave"  campaign  in  the 
run-up  to  the  UK's  national  referendum  on  whether  the  UK  should 
remain  a  member  of  the  European  Union  ("Brexit").  Johnson  had  been 
a  favorite  to  serve  as  Prime  Minister  after  UK  voters  narrowly  voted  to 
leave  the  EU,  but  Theresa  May  became  Conservative  Party  leader  and 
Prime  Minister  instead  after  Conservative  Party  infighting.  His 
bumbling  demeanor  and  occasionally  irreverent  remarks  have  made 
him  a  perennial  favorite  for  the  British  media. 

In  1997,  Johnson  lost  his  first  election  for  the  House  of  Commons,  his 
initial  foray  into  UK  politics.  He  later  won  a  seat  In  2001  as  a 
Conservative  candidate  representing  a  district  near  London.  He 
survived  a  number  of  political  scandals  and  was  reelected  to  his 
parliamentary  seat  in  2005.  Johnson  was  elected  Mayor  of  London  in 
2008  and  reelected  in  2012.  In  2015,  he  returned  to  the  House  of 
Commons  when  the  Conservative  Party  captured  its  first  clear 
parliamentary  majority  since  the  1990s. 

Johnson  was  born  in  1964  in  New  York  City,  although  he  later 
renounced  his  U.S.  citizenship.  As  a  child,  he  lived  in  New  York  City, 
London,  and  Brussels  before  attending  Oxford.  He  worked  briefly  in 
consulting  and  then  in  journalism  from  1987-2005.  He  has  written 
numerous  books,  including  a  biography  of  Winston  Churchill  and  a 
historical  survey  of  the  Roman  Empire.

ROK  Foreign  Minister 

Yun  Byung-se  was  born  in  1953  and  is  a  career  ROK  diplomat  who 
graduated  from  Seoul  National  University  with  a  bachelor's  and 
master's  degrees  in  law  in  1976  and  1878,  respectively.  He  also 
obtained  a  master's  degree  in  1983  from  the  School  of  Advanced 
International  Studies  (SAIS)  at  the  Johns  Hopkins  University.  He  has 
been  foreign  minister  since  2013  and  previously  served  in  a  number  of 
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senior  positions  at  the  ROK  Foreign  Ministry,  including  as  Deputy 
Minister  in  2006,  and  in  the  Blue  House  as  Senior  Presidential 
Secretary  for  Foreign,  Security,  and  Unification  Policy  in  2006.  Yun  has 
served  in  Washington,  Geneva,  Singapore,  New  York,  and  Sydney 
earlier  in  his  career.  He  is  married  with  one  daughter. 


Fumio  Kishida 
Japanese  Foreign  Minister 

Fumio  Kishida  was  born  in  1957  and  is  a  Japanese  politician  in  the 
House  of  Representatives  of  the  Japanese  Diet  (parliament)  as  a 
leading  member  of  the  ruling  conservative  Liberal  Democratic  Party 
(LDP).  He  has  been  serving  as  Prime  Minister  Shinzo  Abe's  foreign 
minister  since  2012.  Kishida  was  born  in  Hiroshima  into  family  of 
Japanese  politicians  and  graduated  from  Waseda  University  in  1982. 
He  was  first  elected  into  the  lower  house  in  1993.  He  previously 
served  in  Prime  Minister  Abe's  first,  short-lived  cabinet  (2006)  and 
continued  in  the  cabinet  of  Prime  Minister  Yasuo  Fukuda  (2007-2008), 
who  succeeded  Abe,  as  minister  of  state  for  Okinawa  and  northern 
territories  affairs,  science  and  technology  policy,  quality-of-life  policy, 
and  regulatory  reform.  He  is  married  with  three  sons.

Biography 
Boris  Johnson 

UK  Secretary  for  Foreign  and  Commonwealth  Affairs 

Boris  Johnson,  one  of  the  UK's  most  recognizable  politicians,  has 
served  as  Secretary  of  State  for  Foreign  and  Commonwealth  Affairs 
under  UK  Prime  Minister  Theresa  May  since  July  2016.  In  2016, 
Johnson  was  the  leading  spokesman  for  the  "Leave”  campaign  in  the 
run-up  to  the  UK's  national  referendum  on  whether  the  UK  should 
remain  a  member  of  the  European  Union  ("Brexit”).  Johnson  had  been 
a  favorite  to  serve  as  Prime  Minister  after  UK  voters  narrowly  voted  to 
leave  the  EU,  but  Theresa  May  became  Conservative  Party  leader  and 
Prime  Minister  instead  after  Conservative  Party  infighting.  His 
bumbling  demeanor  and  occasionally  irreverent  remarks  have  made 
him  a  perennial  favorite  for  the  British  media. 

In  1997,  Johnson  lost  his  first  election  for  the  House  of  Commons,  his 
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initial  foray  into  UK  politics.  He  later  won  a  seat  in  2001  as  a 
Conservative  candidate  representing  a  district  near  London.  He 
survived  a  number  of  political  scandals  and  was  reelected  to  his 
parliamentary  seat  in  2005.  Johnson  was  elected  Mayor  of  London  in 
2008  and  reelected  in  2012.  In  2015,  he  returned  to  the  House  of 
Commons  when  the  Conservative  Party  captured  its  first  clear 
parliamentary  majority  since  the  1990s. 

Johnson  was  born  in  1964  in  New  York  City,  although  he  later 
renounced  his  U.S.  citizenship.  As  a  child,  he  lived  in  New  York  City, 
London,  and  Brussels  before  attending  Oxford.  He  worked  briefly  in 
consulting  and  then  in  journalism  from  1987-2005.  He  has  written 
numerous  books,  including  a  biography  of  Winston  Churchill  and  a 
historical  survey  of  the  Roman  Empire.

May  1-2  -  Security  Council  Retreat:  The  annual  Security  Council 
Retreat  with  the  Secretary-General  will  be  held  on  May  1-2  at  the 
Greentree  Estate  in  Manhasset,  Long  Island.  Now  in  its  18th  year,  this 
retreat  is  designed  to  promote  freer  discussion  among  the  Council  and 
Secretary-General.  The  UN  has  identified  two  subjects  that  the  two 
main  sessions  will  focus  on:  "the  complexity  and  changing  nature  of 
peace  operations";  and  the  Council's  role  in  "authorizing  and 
supporting  regional  forces."  In  addition  to  Council  PermReps  and  the 
Secretary-General,  the  USGs  from  DPA,  DPKO  and  DPS  will  attend. 

May  3-6  -  Security  Council  Mission  to  Colombia:  Uruguay  and  the  UK 
will  lead  this  Council  mission,  which  will  focus  on  implementation  of 
the  peace  process  and  the  work  of  the  special  political  mission  (SPM) 
there.  The  SPM,  established  in  2016,  is  responsible  for  the  monitoring 
and  verification  of  the  laying  down  of  arms  and  -  as  the  international 
component  of  a  tripartite  mechanism  composed  of  the  FARC  rebel 
group,  Government  of  Colombia,  and  unarmed  UN  military  observers 
-  monitoring  and  verifying  the  definitive  bilateral  ceasefire  and 
cessation  of  hostilities  agreed  to  by  the  parties.  The  Council  will  visit 
Bogota  and  a  demobilization  zone  in  a  rural  region  in  Colombia,  and 
meet  with  senior  UN,  Government,  civil  society,  and  high-level  FARC 
officials  (we  have  been  carefully  vetting  all  FARC  scenarios  with  Legal 
and  State). 
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May  8  -  Libya  International  Criminal  Court  (ICC)  Briefing:  International 
Criminal  Court  Prosecutor  Fatou  Bensouda  will  address  the  Council.  In 
this  biannual  briefing,  she  will  discuss  the  Libya  situation  and  need  for 
Libya  to  cooperate  with  the  ICC.  She  may  also  brief  on  the  recent 
unsealing  of  a  new  arrest  warrant  for  a  Qaddafi-era  figure. 

May  9  -  UN-EU  Cooperation  Briefing:  Federica  Mogherini  -  High 
Representative  of  the  European  Union  for  Foreign  Affairs  and  Security 
Policy  and  Vice-President  of  the  European  Commission  (basically  the 
EU's  Foreign  Minister)  -  will  brief  on  EU  conflict  prevention  and 
mediation  efforts  in  the  Balkans,  Ukraine,  Georgia,  Cyprus,  Moldova, 
Azerbaijan,  and  Armenia,  and  partnering  with  the  UN  in  these  and 
other  conflicts  of  concern  to  the  EU,  including  Syria,  Iran,  and  the 
DPRK,  and  PKOs  in  Africa. 

May  11 -CT  Committees  Briefing:  This  meeting  consists  of  a  joint 
open  briefing  by  the  three  counter-terrorism  committees:  the 
1267/1989/2253  Al-Qaeda  and  ISIS  Sanctions  Committee,  the  1373 
Counter-Terrorism  Committee  (CTC)  and  the  1540  Non-Proliferation 
Committee.  The  three  Chairs  of  the  committees  (Kazakh  PermRep 
Umarov  for  1267/1989/2253,  Bolivian  PermRep  Llorenty  for  1540,  and 
Egyptian  PermRep  Aboulatta  for  1373  CT)  will  deliver  their  remarks 
separately. 

May  11  -  Lebanon  (1559  Report)  Consultations:  USG  for  Political 
Affairs  Jeff  Feltman  will  brief  the  Council  on  the  twice-annual  report 
on  implementation  of  Resolution  1559.  Feltman  will  highlight  that  key 
demands  of  the  resolution  remain  unfulfilled  -  in  particular,  the 
disarmament  of  Hizballah.  He  will  also  talk  about  the  status  of 
Lebanon's  parliamentary  elections,  which  are  scheduled  for  June. 

May  15 -Sexual  Violence  in  Conflict  (SVC)  Open  Debate:  This  meeting, 
to  focus  on  SVC  as  a  tactic  of  war  and  terrorism,  will  be  one  of 
Uruguay's  two  signature  events;  although  it  is  not  a  ministerial,  their 
Vice  Foreign  Minister  will  chair  it.  Deputy  Secretary-General  Amina 
Mohammed  (TBC)  will  brief  on  the  effects  of  sexual  violence  in 
conflict  and  the  efforts  being  made  to  address  it;  other  briefers 
include  Acting  SRSG  for  SVC  Adama  Dieng,  and  Mina  Jaf,  a  civil  society 
representative.  Uruguay  does  not  envision  a  product  for  the  meeting. 

May  16  -  UNMIK  (UN  Mission  in  Kosovo)  Briefing:  SRSG  Zahir  Tanin 
will  brief  on  the  activities  of  UNMIK  and  related  political 
developments  for  the  period  January  to  March  2017.  Tanin  likely  will 
also  discuss  the  potential  impact  of  France's  release  of  Kosovo's 
former  Prime  Minister  Ramush  Haradinaj  on  April  27.  Serbia  had 
issued  a  controversial  warrant  through  Interpol  for  the  arrest  of 
Haradinaj  for  alleged  war  crimes.  A  French  court  rejected  Belgrade's 
extradition  request  on  the  grounds  that  Serbia  failed  to  provide 
sufficient  evidence  of  Haradinaj's  culpability. 

May  16  -  Somalia  Briefing:  This  meeting  will  take  place  shortly  after 
the  May  11  London  Conference  on  Somalia,  co-hosted  by  the  UN  and 
the  Federal  Government  of  Somalia,  where  the  international 
community  is  planning  to  re-commit  its  support  for  Somalia's  security, 
economic  development,  constitutional  reform,  and  addressing  the 
drought.  Secretary  of  Defense  Mattis  and  Acting  Deputy  Secretary  of 
State  Shannon  are  expected  to  lead  the  U.S.  delegation.  At  the  May  16 
briefing,  Deputy  SRSG  Raisedon  Zenenga  and  the  AU  Representative 
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(TBC)  will  brief  the  Council  via  videoteleconference,  and  Council 
members  who  participated  in  the  London  Conference  will  re-affirm 
their  commitments.  The  AMISOM/UNSOS  mandates  expire  May  31, 
but  the  UK  is  likely  to  seek  a  technical  rollover,  given  the  timing  of  the 
London  Conference  and  the  long-delayed  UN-AU  joint  review  of 
AMISOM,  due  to  begin  In  mid-May. 

May  16  -  Colombia  Trip  Briefing:  Colombia  mission  co-leaders 
Uruguay  and  the  UK  will  brief  the  Council  on  the  trip. 

May  17 -Somalia/Eritrea  "751/1907"  Sanctions  Consultations:  Kazakh 
PermRep  Umarov,  in  his  capacity  as  Committee  Chair,  will  brief  the 
Council  in  closed  consultations  on  the  activities  of  the  sanctions 
Committee,  with  a  focus  largely  on  Eritrea  sanctions  and  the  Somalia 
and  Eritrea  Monitoring  Group’s  midterm  report  released  in  April. 
Council  members  will  be  expected  to  share  their  views  and 
assessments  on  Eritrea  sanctions.  Following  the  discussion,  the  UK  as 
penholder  for  the  regime  will  take  stock  of  Council  member  views  and 
develop  a  sanctions  roadmap  (expected  in  late  May)  that  Eritrea 
would  be  expected  to  fulfill  in  order  for  the  Council  to  consider 
eventually  lifting  sanctions. 

May  18 -Syria  Political  Briefing  and  Consultations:  Special  Envoy 
Staffaade  Mistura  (TBC)  will  brief  the  Council  on  next  steps  for  the 
resumption  of  intra-Syrian  political  talks  in  Geneva  and  on  prospects 
for  bdth  parties  to  discuss  governance,  a  constitution,  elections,  and 
Counterterrorism  and  security.  The  timing  of  this  briefing  may  shift 
because  the  next  round  of  Geneva  talks  is  not  currently  scheduled.  De 
Mistura  aims  to  reconvene  the  parties  sometime  in  mid-May  in 
Geneva  after  the  next  round  of  ceasefire  talks  between  Russia,  Iran, 
and  Turkey  in  Astana  during  the  first  week  of  May. 

May  18  -  Bosnia  and  Herzegovina  Debate:  This  is  the  semi-annual 
debate  on  Bosnia  and  Herzegovina  (BiH).  High  Representative  Valentin 
Inzko  will  update  the  Council  on  the  activities  of  the  High 
Representative  (OHR)  in  BiH  and  Implementation  of  the  Framework 
Agreement  in  accordance  with  UNSCR  1031;  Serbia  and  Croatia,  as 
guarantors  of  Dayton,  typically  participate,  as  does  Bosnia  and 
Herzegovina. 

May  22  -  UNMISS  (UN  Mission  in  South  Sudan)  Briefing:  USG  for 
Peacekeeping  Affairs  Jean-Pierre  Lacroix  will  brief  the  Council  on  the 
situation  in  South  Sudan  and  the  Secretary-General's  latest  report  on 
obstructions  to  UNMISS  and  deployment  of  the  Regional  Protection 
Force.  The  UK  has  requested  that  African  Union  High  Representative 
for  South  Sudan  and  former  President  of  Mali  Alpha  Oumar  Konare  be 
invited  to  address  the  Council  as  well.  Konare  has  already  declined  to 
address  the  Council  on  two  previous  occasions  this  year. 

May  23  -  Middle  East  Briefing  and  Consultations:  Special  Envoy 
Nickolay  Mladenov  (TBC)  will  brief  the  Council.  We  will  continue  to 
urge  that  he  broaden  his  brief  beyond  the  Israeli-Palestinian  issue,  as 
he  did  in  April,  and  encourage  Council  members  again  to  avoid 
allowing  another  Israel -bashing  session. 

May  23  -  Peacekeeping Operations  Briefing:  The  Security  Council  will 
hold  its  annual  briefing  with  the  Heads  of  Military  Components 
(HOMC)  of  peacekeeping  operations.  As  in  previous  years, 
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peacekeeping  mission  Force  Commanders  and  the  USG  for 
Peacekeeping  will  attend.  This  meeting  occurs  during  the  weeklong 
UN  Heads  of  Military  Component  Conference  (HOMCC)  which  brings 
all  16  UN  Force  Commanders  to  New  York  for  a  number  of  meetings 
and  events,  May  22-25.  The  FCs  from  UNDOF  (Golan  Heights), 
MINUSCA  (Central  African  Republic),  and  UNMIL  (Liberia)  will  brief  the 
Council  on  their  missions. 

May  24-  UNAMI  (UN  Assistance  Mission  for  Iraq)  Briefing:  SRSG  Jan 
Kubis  will  brief  the  Council  on  the  status  of  the  ongoing  conflict  and 
humanitarian  crisis  In  Iraq,  likely  focusing  on  the  ongoing  counter-ISIS 
efforts  in  Mosul,  but  also  efforts  to  facilitate  lasting  political 
reconciliation  between  Iraq’s  sects  and  factions.  This  will  mark  Kubis' 
last  briefing  to  the  Council  before  we  negotiate  and  adopt  a  renewed 
mandate  for  UNAMI,  on  which  we  hold  the  pen. 

May  24  -  North  Korea  "1718"  Sanctions  Committee  Consulations: 
Italian  PermRep  Sebastiano  Cardi  (TBC),  in  his  capacity  as  1718  Chair, 
will  brief  the  Council  on  implementation  of  UN  sanctions  against 
North  Korea. 

May  25 -Healthcare  In  Conflict  Open  Debate:  This  meeting,  at  the 
ministerial  level,  will  be  the  second  signature  event  of  Uruguay's 
presidency.  SG  Guterres  (TBC)  will  brief  on  the  implementation  of  a 
landmark  resolution  (Resolution  2286,  from  2016)  on  protection  of 
healthcare  facilities  in  armed  conflict,  which  the  Council  adopted  one 
year  ago.  Uruguay  also  plans  to  have  two  civil  society  representatives 
brief  the  Council.  No  product  is  expected.  This  may  be  a  difficult 
meeting;  many  Council  members  will  no  doubt  focus  on  attacks 
against  medical  facilities  by  Bashar  Al-Assad,  but  there  will  also  be 
criticism  of  the  Saudi-led  Coalition's  bombing  of  hospitals  and  clinics 
in  Yemen. 

May  25  -  Monthly  Council  Lunch  with  the  SG:  The  Secretary-General’s 
staff  will  inform  the  Council  about  the  issues  he  would  like  to  raise  a 
few  days  before  the  lunch.  With  the  Uruguayan  Foreign  Minister 
expected  to  chair  the  open  debate  that  day,  he  probably  will  host  the 
lunch. 

May  26 -Syria  CW  Briefing  and  Consultations:  New  High 
Representative  for  Disarmament  Affairs  Izumi  Nakamitsu  (TBC)  will 
brief  the  Council  for  the  first  time  on  the  OPCW  Director-General's 
monthly  report  regarding  Syria's  obligations  under  the  Chemical 
Weapons  Convention,  the  ongoing  work  of  the  OPCW  Fact-Finding 
Mission  to  investigate  allegations  of  chemical  weapons  use  in  Syria, 
and  the  Joint  Investigative  Mechanism's  (JIM)  efforts  to  resume  full 
operations.  Incoming  head  of  the  JIM  Edmond  Mulet  may  be  present 
during  the  briefing  but  is  not  likely  to  speak. 

May  29  -  UN  Official  Holiday  -  Memorial  Day. 

May  30- Yemen  Briefing  and  Consultations:  Special  Envoy  Ismail  Ould 
Cheickh  Ahmed  will  deliver  his  regular  60-day  briefing  to  the  Security 
Council.  He  will  provide  an  update  on  efforts  to  restart  political  talks, 
the  current  military  situation  on  the  ground,  and  Yemen’s 
humanitarian  crisis.  The  tenor  of  this  briefing  will  depend  heavily  on 
whether  an  attack  against  the  Hudaydah  port  has  taken  place. 
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May  30  -  Syria  Humanitarian  Briefing  and  Consultations:  US6  for 
Humanitarian  Affairs  Stephen  O’Brien  will  brief  the  Council  on  the 
UN's  and  its  humanitarian  partners'  efforts  to  deliver  assistance  to 
besieged  and  hard-to-reach  areas.  Humanitarian  access  so  far  in  2017 
has  been  abysmal;  the  UN  has  been  unable  to  reach  any  communities 
besieged  by  the  regime.  O'Brien  will  also  express  concern  about  so- 
called  "reconciliation"  agreements  reached  between  the  regime  and 
opposition,  which  essentially  amount  to  involuntary  displacement  of 
civilians  and  forced  demographic  changes.

Rep.  Barbara  Lee  (D-CA-13  Oakland):  Rep.  Lee  was  elected  in  1998 
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after  almost  a  decade  serving  the  California  State  House  and  Senate. 
She  serves  on  the  House  Appropriations  Committee  and  is  quite  active 
in  subcommittee  that  funds  the  UN  (the  State  and  Foreign  Operations 
Subcommittee).  She  is  looked  at  as  the  leader  on  HIV/AIDS  programs, 
helping  to  craft  legislation  authorizing  PEPFAR  and  the  Global  Fund. 
Rep.  Lee  has  authored  amendments  for  the  SFOPS  bill  to  fund  UN 
Peacekeeping  and  other  UN  agencies  like  UNFPA.  Nothing  But  Nets 
honored  her  for  her  work  on  malaria  at  a  Golden  State  Warriors  (her 
hometown  team)  game  in  2014  and  had  our  champion  Steph  Curry 
send  her  a  condolence  card  when  her  mother  passed  in  2016. 


Rep.  Carolyn  B.  Maloney  (D-NY-12  New  York):  Rep.  Maloney  is  a 
senior  member  of  bot;h  the  House  Financial  Services  Committee  and 
the  House  Oversight  and  Government  Reform  Committee,  and  the 
Ranking  House  member  of  the  Joint  Economic  Committee.  In  the 
House  Democratic  Caucus,  she  serves  as  a  Regional  Whip  (she  served 
as  Vice-Chair  of  the  House  Democratic  Steering  and  Policy  Committee 
in  the  112th  Congress).  A  champion  for  domestic  and  international 
women’s  issues,  Maloney  helped  pass  legislation  that  targets  the 
'demand'  side  of  sex  trafficking;  provides  annual  mammograms  for 
women  on  Medicare;  the  Debbie  Smith  Act  which  increases  funding 
for  law  enforcement  to  process  DNA  rape  kits,  termed  'the  most 
important  anti-rape  legislation  in  history'. 


Rep.  Sheila  Jackson  Lee  (D-TX-18  Houston):  Rep.  Jackson  Lee  was 
elected  in  1995  to  the  House  of  Representatives  after  serving  on  the 
Houston  city  council.  Rep.  Jackson  Lee  currently  sits  on  the  House 
Budget  Committee,  as  well  as  the  House  Judiciary  and  Homeland 
Security  Committees.  Rep.  Jackson  Lee  previously  served  on  the 
House  Foreign  Affairs  Committee  and  was  very  active  on  issues 
relating  to  Darfur,  so  she  may  be  very  interested  in  the  response  to 
the  humanitarian  crisis  going  on  there  now. 


Rep.  Diana  DeGette  (D-CO-1  Denver):  Rep.  DeGette  is  a  powerful  ally 
of  Minority  Leader  Nancy  Pelosi  and  leader  in  the  House  of 
Representative.  Elected  in  1997,  Rep.  DeGette  filled  the  seat  of  Rep. 
Pat  Schroeder  who  chose  to  retire  in  1996.  Rep.  DeGette  serves  as  the 
co-  chair  of  the  Pro-Choice  Caucus  and  has  defend  funding  for 
bilateral  family  planning  and  UNFPA  funding  in  that  position.  She 
serves  as  one  of  Leader  Pelosi's  chief  deputy  whips  and  on  the  Energy 
and  Commerce  Committee.  As  a  member  of  the  Democratic 
leadership,  she  played  a  vital  role  in  the  reauthorization  of  the 
Children’s  Health  Insurance  Program,  has  fought  for  tough  food  safety 
legislation,  and  was  a  key  player  in  crafting  a  comprehensive 
consumer  product  safety  bill.

She  has  been  the  lead  sponsor  of  the  Global  Sexual 
and  Reproductive  Health  Act,  the  most  progressive  piece  of  legislation 
on  SRHR.  Rep.  Clarke  did  speak  at  our  event  in  2012  at  the  Democratic 
National  Convention  in  Charlotte  that  we  hosted  with  Planned 
Parenthood. 


Rep.  Chellie  Pingree  (D-ME-1  Portland):  Rep.  Pingree  was  sworn  into 
office  in  2009.  Sh  previously  served  in  the  Maine  State  House  and  was 
the  Executive  Director  of  Common  Cause.  She  is  a  small  business 
owner,  running  a  bed  and  breakfast  on  an  island  off  the  coast  of 
Maine.  Rep.  Pingree  is  serves  on  the  House  Appropriations 
Committee,  although  she  does  not  serve  on  the  subcommittee 
funding  the  UN  and  foreign  assistance.  She  is  the  vice  chair  of  the 
Congressional  Progressive  Caucus. 


Rep.  Cheri  Bustos  (D-IL-17  Peoria):  Rep.  Bustos  was  sworn  in  2013  and 
is  currently  the  Co  Chair  of  the  Democratic  Policy  and 
Communications  Committee.  She  serves  on  the  House  Transportation 
and  Infrastructure  Committee,  as  well  as  the  House  Agriculture 
Committee  While  not  focusing  extensively  on  foreign  affairs,  she  has 
been  an  active  advocate  for  electing  more  women  into  Congress. 


Rep.  Lois  Frankel  (D-FL-21  West  Palm  Beach):  Rep.  Frankel  was  elected 
in  2013  after  servin  14  years  in  the  state  legislature.  As  a  vice-chair  of 
the  Congressional  Women’s  Caucus  an  the  House  Foreign  Affairs 
Committee,  Rep.  Frankel  has  been  a  leader  on  gende  empowerment, 
especially  related  to  education  and  economic  empowerment.  She  i 
strongly  pro-Israel  but  has  never  spoken  out  in  opposition  to  the  UN 
for  anti-Israel  actions  She  has  been  most  vocal  about  protecting 
women's  access  to  family  planning  and  healt  services,  especially 
Planned  Parenthood. 


Rep.  Robin  Kelly  (D-IL-2  Chicago):  Rep.  Kelly  was  elected  in  2013  to  fill 
the  seat  of  Jesse  Jackson  Jr.  From  her  perch  on  the  House  Foreign 
Affairs  Committee  and  the  House  Oversight  and  Government  Reform 
Committee,  she  has  made  helping  women  and  girls  a  priority.  She  is 
the  Chair  of  the  Congressional  Black  Caucus  Health  Braintrust,  and  Co- 
Chairs  the  Congressional  Caucus  on  Black  Women  and  Girls,  and  is 
focused  on  women  entering  the  technology  space.  Serves  on  House 
Committee  for  Oversight  and  Government  Reform.  She  is  the  Ranking 
Member  of  the  Subcommittee  on  Information  Technology.  She  also 
serves  on  the  Subcommittee  on  National  Security  and  Foreign  Affairs, 
the  Subcommittee  on  Terrorism,  Nonproliferation,  and  Trade  and  the 
Subcommittee  on  the  Western  Hemisphere. 


Rep.  Val  B.  Demings  (D-FL-10  Orlando):  Rep.  Demings  was  elected  in 
2016  after  serving  as  a  police  officer  for  over  25  years.  She  rose  to 
become  the  Chief  of  Police  of  the  Orlando  Police  Department  in  2007.

*  Of  the  hungry,  some  20  million  are  facing  famine  in  the  next  six 
months.  Populations  in  South  Sudan  are  already  experiencing  famine; 
people  in  Nigeria,  Somalia,  and  Yemen  are  at  imminent  risk. 

*  Famine  is  an  evidence-based  statement.  A  famine  will  be  declared  if 
there  are  three  triangulating  conditions  in  a  given  area: 

o  At  least  20  percent  of  households  suffer  from  a  complete  lack  food; 

o  Thirty  percent  of  a  community  is  acutely  (severely)  malnourished; 
and 

o  Death  rates  exceed  two  deaths  per  10,000  people  per  day,  or  four 
child  deaths  per  10,000  children  per  day. 

*  Death  rates  are  often  the  last  figure  to  be  collected.  For  this  reason, 
when  a  famine  is  finally  declared,  hundreds  of  people  —or  even 
hundreds  of  thousands  in  the  case  of  the  Somalia  famine  of  2011- 
have  already  died. 

*  While  the  four  famine  risk  countries  differ  in  many  ways,  they  all 
have  in  conflict  and  displacement  In  common.  Active  conflict  has  also 
created  barriers  to  access  in  each  of  these  situations. 


Country  Specifics 
South  Sudan: 

*  A  famine  has  been  declared  in  South  Sudan 

*  5  million  people  (50  percent  of  the  remaining  population)  require 
urgent  food  assistance 

*  One  million  are  at  high  risk  of  famine  and  100,000  people  currently 
experiencing  famine. 

*  The  United  States  is  the  single  largest  provider  of  humanitarian 
assistance  for  the  response  to  the  South  Sudan  crisis,  having  provided 
more  than  $2.1  billion  since  the  start  of  the  conflict  in  December 
2013. 

*  U.S.  humanitarian  funding  for  South  Sudan  for  FY16-17  is  $850 
million. 

*  WFP  provides  lifesaving  emergency  assistance  for  1.6  million  people 
directly  affected  by  conflict,  and  non-emergency  food  assistance  for  a 
further  1.6  million  people  through  our  recovery  operation. 


Nigeria; 

*  Famine  may  have  occurred  in  northeastern  Nigeria  in  2016,  but  they 
were  unable  to  collect  ample  data  to  confirm  it  due  to  insecurity. 
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*  5.1  million  people  (3  percent  of  the  population)  require  urgent  food 
assistance 

*  1.5  million  people  are  at  high  risk  of  famine. 

*  U.S.  humanitarian  funding  for  Nigeria  for  FY16-17  is  $299  million 

*  WFP  uses  either  food-  or  cash-based  transfers  to  support  displaced 
people  living  in  camps  or  with  host  communities,  as  well  as  vulnerable 
host  populations.  Distributions  have  scaled  up  from  160,000  people 
reached  in  October  2016  to  over  1  million  in  December  and  January 
2017. 


Yemen: 

*  Yemen  is  already  the  largest  food  security  emergency  in  the  world. 

*  Ten  million  people  (42  percent  of  the  population)  require  urgent 
food  assistance 

*  Three  million  are  at  high  risk  of  famine.  This  includes  half  a  million 
severely  malnourished  children  under  age  five. 

*  Yemen  is  reliant  on  commercial  imports  for  food  and  80  percent  of 
the  cargo  comes  through  one  port:  Fludaydah.  The  UN  is  extremely 
concerned  that  an  attack  on  the  port  could  catapult  the  country  into 
famine. 

*  U.S.  humanitarian  funding  for  Yemen  for  FY16-17  is  $526  million. 

*  In  2015  WFP  provided  food  assistance  to  over  6  million  people  every 
other  month  in  19  out  of  22  Yemeni  governorates,  with  plans  to 
expand  to  7  million  in  2017. 


Somalia: 

*  Somalia  recently  experienced  a  famine— in  mid-2011— which 
resulted  in  the  death  260,000  people. 

*  Prior  to  famine  declaration,  150,000  people  died,  half  of  whom  were 
children  under  5  years  old. 

*  Three  million  (24  percent  of  the  population)  people  require  urgent 
food  assistance 

*  400,000  people  are  at  high  risk  of  famine. 

*  In  Somalia,  unlike  the  other  context  above,  drought  is  the  primary 
driver  of  the  humanitarian  crisis,  exacerbated  by  conflict. 

*  U.S.  humanitarian  funding  for  Somalia  in  FY16-17  is  $364  million 

*  In  the  north  and  central  regions,  WFP  provides  seasonal  nutritional 
assistance  for  all  children  under  three. 
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UN  Funding:  The  UN  Secretary  General  has  requested  $4.4  billion  for 
famine  prevention  and  response:  So  far  28.7  percent  ($1.26  billion) 
has  been  funded,  including: 

*  Nigeria  17.7%  ($131  million) 

*  South  Sudan  33.9%  ($424  million) 

*  Somalia  57.6%  ($415  million) 

*  Yemen  17.2%  ($293  million)  (At  the  April  24,  2017,  UN  pledging 
conference  for  Yemen,  countries  pledged  $1.1  billion  towards  the 
UN's  emergency  appeal  for  humanitarian  assistance  in  Yemen)

Michael  Guest,  Council  on  Global  Equality 

Michael  was  America’s  first  openly  gay,  Senate-confirmed 
Ambassador  (to  Romania,  2001-04).  He  is  a  South  Carolina  native.  He 
ended  his  26-year  diplomatic  career  in  December  2007  after  having 
sought,  without  success,  to  end  the  State  Department's  discriminatory 
treatment  of  the  partners  of  gay  and  lesbian  Foreign  Service  Officers 
in  foreign  postings. 

Mr.  Guest's  career  focused  on  European  policy,  with  emphasis  on 
using  rule  of  law,  individual  and  collective  rights,  and  anti-corruption 
measures  to  anchor  Europe's  new  democracies.  His  assignments 
included  executive-level  duties  as  Dean  of  the  leadership  and 
Management  School;  Principal  Deputy  Assistant  Secretary  for 
Legislative  Affairs;  Deputy  Chief  of  Mission  in  the  Czech  Republic;  and 
Deputy  Executive  Secretary.  Among  other  earlier  responsibilities,  he 
served  as  White  House  Assistant  Press  Secretary  and  as  a  member  of 
U.S.  delegations  to  bilateral  arms  control  negotiations  with  the  Soviet 
Union  and  to  the  "Two-Plus-Four"  talks  that  led  to  Germany’s 
unification. 

Mr.  Guest's  numerous  awards  include  a  Leadership  Award  from  the 
National  Gay  and  Lesbian  Task  Force  and  the  State  Department's 
Christian  A.  Herter  Award,  given  to  a  Senior  Foreign  Service  Officer  in 
recognition  of  intellectual  courage.  Initiative,  and  integrity  in  the 
context  of  constructive  dissent. 

Mr.  Guest  holds  an  MA  in  Foreign  Affairs  from  the  University  of 
Virginia  and  a  BA  in  History  and  Political  Science  from  Furman 
University.  He  and  his  husband,  Alexander  Nevarez,  reside  in  Sonoma 
County,  California, 


Mark  Bromley,  Council  on  Global  Equality 

Mark  helped  launch  the  Council  for  Global  Equality  to  encourage  a 
clearer  and  stronger  American  voice  on  international  lesbian,  gay, 
bisexual  and  transgender  human  rights  concerns.  Mr.  Bromley 
previously  worked  for  more  than  eleven  years  at  Global  Rights,  where 
he  served  in  various  program  management  positions.  During  his 
tenure  at  Global  Rights,  he  coordinated  donor  relations  and  helped 
open  field  offices  in  Bosnia  and  Herzegovina,  Burundi,  Morocco, 
Nigeria  and  India.  In  2005,  he  launched  an  organization-wide  Lesbian, 
Gay,  Bisexual,  Transgender  and  Intersex  Initiative.  Mr.  Bromley  has 
also  regularly  monitored  developments  within  the  U.N.  human  rights 
system.  He  conducted  research  on  sexual  violence  in  support  of  the 
International  Criminal  Tribunals  for  Rwanda  and  for  the  former 
Yugoslavia,  and  he  reviewed  international  law  standards  in  legal  briefs 
filed  by  Global  Rights,  as  amicus  curiae,  in  human  rights  cases  before 
U.S.  and  international  courts.  From  2001-2002,  Mr.  Bromley  served  as 
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a  Foreign  Policy  Fellow  in  the  office  of  U.S.  Senator  Russ  Feingold. 
During  that  period,  he  staffed  Senator  Feingold's  work  on  the  Senate 
Foreign  Relations  Committee,  including  the  Senator's  Chairmanship  of 
the  Africa  Subcommittee. 

Mr.  Bromley  holds  a  Juris  Doctor  degree  from  the  University  of 
Virginia  School  of  Law  and  a  BSFS  from  the  School  of  Foreign  Service 
at  Georgetown  University.  He  has  published  on  human  rights  and 
international  law  issues,  and  has  served  as  an  adjunct  professor  for 
the  human  rights  clinic  at  the  University  of  Virginia  School  of  Law  and 
at  Nova  Southeastern  University,  Shepard  Broad  Law  Center.  He  lives 
in  Washington  with  his  husband,  David  Salie,  and  their  children, 
and 


Graeme  Reid,  Human  Rights  Watch 

Graeme  is  Director  of  the  Lesbian,  Gay,  Bisexual  and  Transgender 
Rights  Program  and  is  an  expert  on  LGBT  rights.  He  has  conducted 
research,  taught  and  published  extensively  on  gender,  sexuality,  LGBT 
issues,  and  HIV/AIDS. 

Before  joining  Human  Rights  Watch  in  2011,  Reid  was  the  founding 
director  of  the  Gay  and  Lesbian  Archives  of  South  Africa,  a  researcher 
at  the  Wits  Institute  for  Social  and  Economic  Research  and  a  lecturer 
in  Lesbian,  Gay,  Bisexual,  and  Transgender  Studies  at  Yale  University. 
An  anthropologist  by  training,  Reid  received  a  master's  from  the 
University  of  the  Witwatersrand,  Johannesburg,  and  a  PhD  from  the 
University  of  Amsterdam.  Human  Rights  Watch  is  a  member  of  the  UN 
LGBT  Core  Group.

*  The  Congressional  omnibus  budget  maintains  the  25  percent  cap  on 
U.S.  peacekeeping  assessments  authorized  in  the  1994-1995  Foreign 
Relations  Authorization  Act.  As  a  result,  the  UN  will  assess  the  U.S. 
more  than  we  can  pay.  The  omnibus  provides  full  funding  in  FY  17  for 
our  contribution  to  the  regular  budget. 
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*  On  May  1,  the  Fifth  Committee's  annual  session  on  the  Secretary- 
General's  peacekeeping  budget  request  and  cross-cutting  policy  issues 
started.  This  includes  policy  on  accountability  for  sexual  exploitation 
and  abuse. 


*  The  Secretary-General  is  requesting  a  $7.97  billion  peacekeeping 
budget  for  July  1,  2017  to  June  30,  2018.  This  budget,  covering  14  field 
missions  (including  UNSOS,  which  supports  AMISOM  in  Somalia)  and 
headquarters  support,  is  a  1  percent  increase  ($82. 7m)  over  the 
current  ’16/17  budget  of  $7.87  billion.  This  increase  is  due  mainly  to 
expansions  in  Mali,  Somalia,  and  South  Sudan.  (The  budget  request  is 
based  on  existing  mandates  as  of  February  2016,  and  does  not  reflect 
mandate  changes  for  MONUSCO  and  MINUSTAH).  The  General 
Assembly  will  need  to  adjust  the  budgets  to  reflect  those  realities.  In 
addition,  we  believe  the  budgets  can  be  significantly  reduced  further. 

*  The  United  States  is  the  single  largest  contributor  to  the  UN 
peacekeeping  budget  (by  a  factor  of  more  than  two)  and  pays  more 
than  the  rest  of  the  P-5  combined.  This  gives  us  leverage  and  as  such, 
the  Secretary-General  and  other  Member  States  need  to  work  with  us 
to  make  these  reductions  a  reality.

Background:  As  the  former  Foreign  Minister  of  Italy,  Mogherini 
championed  the  EU's  Operation  Sophia  --  authorized  by  the  Security 
Council  -  which  has  been  vital  in  rescuing  the  vast  majority  of  the 
over  180,000  migrants  who  were  channeled  in  2016  through  Libya 
from  across  Africa  to  migrate  to  Europe  by  sea.  At  least  5,100 
seaborne  migrants  en  route  to  Europe  died  in  the  Mediterranean  in 
2016.  The  EU  has  asked  UNHCR  and  the  International  Organization  for 
Migration  (IOM)  to  establish  centers  in  Libya  where  refugee  cases 
could  be  heard  before  asylum-seekers  reach  Europe  and  migrants 
could  be  processed  for  return  to  their  home  countries.  Both  have 
agreed  as  long  as  protection  concerns  can  be  met.  The  EU  also  trains 
and  equips  the  Libyan  Coast  Guard  to  bolster  search  and  rescue 
capabilities  while  deterring  dangerous  journeys. 


Background:  USUN  works  very  closely  with  the  EU  delegation, 
particularly  on  management  reform  and  development  issues  (e.g.,  the 
Quadrennial  Comprehensive  Policy  Review).  Like-Minded  DPRs 
(including  the  EU)  have  recently  met  with  the  DSG  (and  soon  will  meet 
the  CdC)  on  the  SG's  reform  agenda,  and  should  continue  to  deliver 
strong,  coordinated  messages. 


Background:  The  EU  has  been  one  of  the  leading  voices  on  pushing 
back  against  countries  trying  to  close  off  the  UN  to  civil  society  voices. 
The  United  States  works  closely  with  the  EU  on  this,  including  on  the 
recent  successful  webcasting  resolution. 

Biography: 

Federica  Mogherini  has  served  as  the  High  Representative  of  the 
European  Union  for  Foreign  Affairs  and  Security  Policy  and  Vice- 
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President  of  the  European  Commission  since  November  2014.  She  was 
the  Italian  Minister  for  Foreign  Affairs  from  February  to  October  2014 
and  a  Member  of  the  Italian  Parliament  (Chamber  of  Deputies),  where 
she  was  elected  for  the  first  time  in  2008. 

In  parliament,  she  was  the  Head  of  the  Italian  Delegation  to  the  NATO 
Parliamentary  Assembly  and  Vice-President  of  its  Political  Committee 
(2013-2014);  member  of  the  Italian  Delegation  to  the  Parliamentary 
Assembly  of  the  Council  of  Europe  (2008-2013);  Secretary  of  the 
Defence  Committee  (2008-2013)  and  member  of  the  Foreign  Affairs 
Committee.  She  also  coordinated  the  Inter-Parliamentary  Group  for 
Development  Cooperation. 

She  has  been  in  the  leadership  of  the  Democratic  Party  since  it  was 
founded  in  2007:  first  as  Secretary  for  Institutional  Reforms,  then  as  a 
member  of  the  National  Council,  and  in  2013-2014  as  Secretary  for 
European  and  International  Affairs.  Previously,  she  was  a  member  of 
the  Bureau  of  PES  (Party  of  European  Socialists),  Vice-President  of  the 
European  Community  Organisation  of  Socialist  Youth  (ECOSY), 
member  of  the  Bureau  of  the  European  Youth  Forum,  and  a  member 
of  the  Secretariat  of  the  Youth  Forum  of  the  United  Nations  Food  and 
Agricultural  Organisation  (FAO). 

Mogherini  is  a  member  of  IAI  -  Instituto  Affari  Internazionali  -  and  a 
fellow  of  the  German  Marshall  Fund  for  the  United  States.  She  is  also 
a  member  of  the  European  Leadership  Network  for  Multilateral 
Nuclear  Disarmament  and  Non-Proliferation  (ELN)  and  of  the  Group  of 
Eminent  Persons  (GEM)  of  the  Preparatory  Commission  for  the 
Comprehensive  Nuclear-Test-Ban  Treaty  Organization  (CTBTO).

Background:  Currently,  the  highest  level  ranking  Israeli  in  the  UN  is  a 
D2  woman  (Shari  Klugman)  who  is  the  Executive  Secretariat  of  the 
Advisory  Committee  on  Administrative  and  Budgetary  Questions. 
Israel  does  not  hold  any  positions  at  the  ASG  or  USG  level.  Israel  has 
had  a  long-standing  desire  to  hold  a  senior-level  UN  position  at  the 
ASG  or  USG  level.  They  believe  that  Israel's  strongest  asset  is  technical 
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capabilities,  and  they  would  like  to  hold  a  senior  position  that  plays  to 
this  strength.  Israel  has  previously  expressed  interest  in  holding  the 
position  of  Chief  Information  Technology  Officer,  which  as  an  ASG- 
level  position  currently  held  by  an  American  woman.  They  have  also 
expressed  interest  in  creating  a  new  position  focused  on  innovation  at 
the  USG  level.

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Somalia: 

At  the  London  Conference  on  May  11,  co-hosted  by  UK  Prime  Minister 
Theresa  May,  Somali  President  Farmaajo,  and  UN  Secretary-General 
Guterres,  the  international  community  committed  to  support 
Somalia's  next  phase  of  development.  Conference  participants 
endorsed  a  new  national  security  architecture,  recently  agreed  by  the 
Federal  Government  of  Somalia  and  its  newly  constituted  federal 
member  states,  that  defines  the  size  of  the  future  Somali  National 
Army  and  police  forces.  The  22,126-strong  African  Union  Mission  in 
Somalia  (AMISOM)  has  indicated  its  intent  to  withdraw  completely 
from  Somalia  by  2020,  but  recently,  the  African  Union  has  committed 
to  a  conditions-based  withdrawal.  Many  AMISOM  TCCs  are  eager  to 

depart  Somalia,  and  they  have  emphasized  that  they  currently  lack  a  gg 

Somali  partner  to  whom  to  transfer  security  responsibilities. 

The  United  States  is  currently  identifying  ways  that  we  can  support 
the  new  national  security  architecture,  and  the  upcoming  AU-UN  joint 
review  of  AMISOM  offers  an  opportunity  to  adjust  AMISOM's 
configuration  to  support  this  new  architecture.  Somalia  has 
committed  to  holding  one-person,  one-vote  elections  in  2021. 

Secretary  Mattis  was  originally  scheduled  to  meet  with  Secretary- 
General  Guterres  on  the  margins  of  the  London  Conference,  but  the 
meeting  was  cancelled  due  to  scheduling  constraints. 

On  May  4,  Navy  SEAL  Senior  Chief  Petty  Officer  Kyle  Milliken  was 
killed  during  an  advise  and  assist  mission  alongside  Somali  forces.  Two 
more  Americans  were  wounded  in  that  operation.  Milliken’s  death 
was  the  first  of  a  U.S.  service  member  in  Somalia  since  the  Battle  of 
Mogadishu  in  1993.

General  Joseph  F.  Dunford,  Jr.  is  the  19th  Chairman  of  the  Joint  Chiefs 
of  Staff,  the  nation's  highest-ranking  military  officer,  and  the  principal 
military  advisor  to  the  President,  Secretary  of  Defense,  and  National 
Security  Council. 

Prior  to  becoming  Chairman  on  October  1,  2015,  General  Dunford 
served  as  the  36th  Commandant  of  the  Marine  Corps.  He  previously 
served  as  the  Assistant  Commandant  of  the  Marine  Corps  from  2010

as  well  as  officials  involved  in  human  rights  abuses.

Biography  and  Recent  Statements,  on  North  Korea: 

Senator  Cory  Gardner  is  a  fifth-generation  Coloradan  who  was  born 
and  raised  in  Yuma,  a  small  town  on  the  Eastern  Plains  of  Colorado 
where  his  family  has  owned  a  farm  implement  dealership  for  over  a 
century.  He  lives  in  the  same  house  his  great-grandparents  lived  in. 

Cory  graduated  summa  cum  laude  from  Colorado  State  University  and 
received  his  law  degree  from  the  University  of  Colorado  Boulder.  After 
working  at  his  family  implement  business  and  the  National  Corn 
Growers  Association,  Cory  took  a  position  as  a  Legislative  Assistant  for 
Senator  Wayne  Allard  (R-CO)  and  quickly  advanced  to  his  Legislative 
Director. 

He  began  serving  in  the  Colorado  House  of  Representatives  in  2005 
where  he  spent  time  as  the  Minority  Whip  and  became  known  for  his 
expertise  in  natural  resource  and  agriculture  policy.  Cory  was  elected 
to  the  U.S.  House  of  Representatives  in  2010.  As  a  member  of  the 
House  Energy  and  Commerce  Committee,  Cory  championed  a  true  all- 
of-the-above  energy  strategy  that  promoted  traditional  resources  as 
well  as  renewable  energy.  In  addition,  Cory  is  a  national  leader  on 
energy  efficiency  initiatives  and  founded  a  bipartisan  energy  efficiency 
caucus  in  the  House. 

In  the  Senate,  Cory  continues  to  pursue  common  sense  energy  policy 
as  a  member  of  the  Senate  Energy  &  Natural  Resource  Committee  and 
Chairman  of  the  Energy  Subcommittee.  In  addition,  Cory  serves  on  the 
Foreign  Relations  Committee,  the  Commerce,  Science,  and 
Transportation  Committee,  and  the  Budget  Committee.  He  also  serves 
as  Chairman  of  the  Subcommittee  on  East  Asia,  the  Pacific,  and 
International  Cybersecurity  Policy. 

As  Chairman  of  the  Foreign  Relations  Subcommittee  on  East  Asia,  the

'The  most  recent  missile  test  by  North  Korea  appears  to  be  one  of  its 
most  advanced  yet,  and  proves  that  a  policy  of  maximum  pressure 
that  fully  enforces  all  sanctions  against  the  regime  is  the  only  way  to 
bring  Kim  Jong  Un  to  his  senses,"  said  Gardner.  "It  is  clear  that  North 
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Korea  is  learning  from  those  tests  and  improving  their  capabilities, 
with  the  ultimate  goal  of  reaching  the  U.S.  homeland." 

Senator  Gardner  is  the  author  of  the  North  Korea  Sanctions  and  Policy 
Enhancement  Act.  This  legislation,  which  passed  unanimously  in  the 
Senate  and  was  signed  into  law  last  year,  provides  the  Administration 
with  a  wide  range  of  policy  options  it  needs  to  exact  pressure  on 
North  Korea  and  its  enablers,  wherever  they  are  based. 

"The  time  for  rhetoric  is  over  -  it  is  time  for  concerted  action," 
continued  Gardner.

"If  fully  enforced,  the  North  Korea  Sanctions  and  Policy  Enhancement 
Act  has  the  potential  to  economically  cripple  the  North  Korean  regime 
and  to  help  ensure  China  works  more  faithfully  with  the  United  States, 
Japan,  and  South  Korea  to  stop  the  madman  in  Pyongyang.  The  United 
States  must  also  continue  show  of  strength  exercises  in  coordination 
with  our  allies,  so  that  North  Korea  understands  that  all  options  are 
on  the  table  to  deter  aggression." 

As  Chairman  of  the  Senate  Foreign  Relations  Subcommittee  on  East 
Asia,  the  Pacific,  and  International  Cybersecurity  Policy,  Gardner  led 
the  effort  to  impose  broad  new  sanctions  against  North  Korea  by 
authoring  the  North  Korea  Sanctions  Policy  and  Enhancement  Act. 
Signed  into  law  by  President  Obama  in  February  of  2016,  the 
legislation  marked  the  first  time  Congress  imposed  stand-alone 
mandatory  sanctions  on  North  Korea.

USG  for  Field  Support  Atul 
Khareand  Ms.  Alicia  Barcena  (Head,  ECLAC)  will  chair  the  Internal 
Review  Team  (IRT)  on  management  reform.  Next  week,  Chef  de 
Cabinet  Viotti  will  be  conducting  outreach  with  member  states  at  the 
DPR-level  (e.g.,  WEOG,  G-77)  to  solicit  inputs  on  reforming  the  UN, 
with  the  possibility  of  a  SG-led  retreat  with  PRs  in  July.  MR  is 
coordinating  USUN's  messaging  in  advance  of  that  outreach.

Feridun  Sinirlioglu  was  formerly  Undersecretary  of  Foreign  Affairs  and 
interim  Foreign  Minister  (August  2015  -November  2015).  After  the 
June  2015  general  election  resulted  in  a  hung  parliament.  President 
Recep  Tayyip  Erdogan  called  a  new  general  election  for  November 
2015  in  late  August.  When  the  main  opposition  parties  refused  to 
send  ministers  to  the  cabinet,  Sinirlioglu  was  appointed  as  the 
Minister  of  Foreign  Affairs.  Fie  is  very  close  to  Erdogan  and  the  Turkish 
Government. 

Sinirlioglu  was  born  in  1956  in  Turkey's  Black  Sea  Region's  and 
received  his  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  from  Ankara  University  and  holds 
M.A.  and  Ph.D.  degrees  from  School  of  Political  Science  and 
International  Relations  in  Bosporus  University.  Upon  completion  of  his 
Ph.D.  degree  in  1982,  Sinirlioglu  began  his  career  in  Turkey's  Ministry 
of  Foreign  Affairs.  Between  1985  and  1992  he  served  in  Turkey's 
diplomatic  missions  in  The  Hague,  Beirut,  and  Greece.  In  1992, 
Sinirlioglu  was  appointed  as  the  Undersecretary  to  the  Permanent 
Mission  of  Turkey  to  the  United  Nations. 

He  has  also  served  as  the  Chief  Foreign  Policy  Advisor  to  Turkey's 
former  President  Suleyman  Demirel  between  1996  and  2000,  Minister 
and  Deputy  Director  General  for  the  Middle  East  and  North  Africa 
between  2000  and  2002,  and  served  as  the  Ambassador  of  Turkey  to 
Israel  between  2002  and  2007.  Feridun  Sinirlioglu  continued  his  career 
as  the  Deputy  Undersecretary  for  Bilateral  Political  Affairs  from  2007 
to  2009.  In  August  2009,  he  became  the  Undersecretary  to  the 
Ministry  of  Foreign  Affairs.

*  Zeid  was  just  In  Washington  and  held  several  Hill  meetings,  largely 
focused  on  country-specific  issues  (DRC,  Yemen,  Syria). 

*  Zeid  will  undoubtedly  ask  about  U.S.  plans  for  engagement  with  the 
Human  Rights  Council  and  your  trip  to  Geneva  in  June.  You  are  not 
scheduled  to  meet  with  Zeid  while  in  Geneva. 

*  Zeid  was  formerly  Jordan's  Ambassador  to  the  UN  as  well  as  to  the 
United  States  and  is  a  well-respected  diplomat  and  a  member  of  the 
Jordanian  Royal  Family. 

*  Zeid  has  been  openly  critical  of  the  Trump  administration  policies, 
particularly  immigration.  Prior  to  the  U.S.  elections,  Zeid  warned 
against  "populists  and  demagogues"  -  mentioning  Trump  by  name.

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Biography: 

Zeid  Ra'ad  Al  Hussein  assumed  his  functions  as  United  Nations  High 
Commissioner  for  Human  Rights  on  1  September  2014,  following  the 
General  Assembly's  approval  on  16  June  2014  of  his  appointment  by 
the  United  Nations  Secretary-General.  He  is  the  sixth  High 
Commissioner  to  lead  the  Office  of  the  High  Commissioner  for  Human 
Rights  (OHCHR)  and  the  first  Asian,  Muslim  and  Arab  to  do  so. 

A  veteran  multilateral  diplomat,  Zeid  was  previously  Jordan's 
Permanent  Representative  to  the  United  Nations  in  New  York,  a  post 
he  held  from  September  2010  until  July  2014,  and  which  he  also  held 
from  2000  to  2007.  From  2007  to  2010  he  was  Jordan's  Ambassador 
to  the  United  States  of  America.  He  served  as  Jordan's  Deputy 
Permanent  Representative  to  the  UN,  with  the  rank  of  Ambassador, 
from  1996  to  2000.  In  January  2014,  he  was  President  of  the  UN 
Security  Council  and  chaired  the  Security  Council's  1533  and  1521 
committees  with  regard  to  two  sanctions  regimes  regarding  the 
Democratic  Republic  of  the  Congo  and  Liberia. 

Zeid's  professional  experience  demonstrates  his  long  familiarity  with 
international  criminal  justice,  international  law,  UN  peacekeeping, 
post-conflict  peace-building,  International  development,  and  counter- 
nuclear  terrorism.  He  played  a  central  role  in  the  establishment  of  the 
International  Criminal  Court,  chairing  the  complex  negotiations 
regarding  the  elements  of  individual  offences  amounting  to  genocide; 
crimes  against  humanity;  and  war  crimes.  Courts  around  the  world 
now  cite  as  authoritative  the  definition  for  'crimes  against  humanity' 
refined  by  the  'elements'. 

In  September  2002,  Zeid  was  elected  the  first  President  of  the 
Assembly  of  States  Parties  to  the  Rome  Statute  of  the  International 
Criminal  Court.  At  that  time,  the  Court  was  only  a  plan  on  paper,  and 
over  the  next  three  years  he  oversaw  the  election  of  the  first  IS 
judges,  mediated  selection  of  the  Court's  first  president,  and  led 
efforts  to  name  the  Court's  first  prosecutor  -  laying  out  a  functioning 
institution,  despite  considerable  budgetary  pressures  and  criticism  of 
the  Court  from  several  leading  nations. 

Subsequently,  in  2009,  he  was  asked  to  chair  the  closing  stages  of  the 
intricate  negotiations  over  the  crime  of  aggression  --  identified  by  the 
International  Military  Tribunal  at  Nuremburgas  that  "supreme 
international  crime"  -  specifically  with  respect  to  its  legal  definition 
and  the  conditions  for  the  court's  exercise  of  jurisdiction  over  it. 

Those  negotiations  ended  successfully  and  with  consensus  in 
Kampala,  Uganda,  in  June  2010. 

In  2004,  Zeid  was  appointed  by  his  government  as  Jordan's 
representative,  and  head  of  delegation,  before  the  International  Court 
of  Justice  in  the  matter  relating  to  the  wall  being  built  by  Israel  in  the 
Occupied  Palestinian  Territories.  He  also  represented  Jordan  before 
the  International  Court  of  Justice  in  December  2009  in  the  advisory 
proceedings  relating  to  Kosovo's  declaration  of  independence. 
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Zeid  also  represented  Jordan  on  Nuclear  Security  following  the 
Washington  Summit  on  Nuclear  Security,  convened  in  April  2010, 
which  kicked  off  a  concerted  international  effort  to  blunt  the  threat  of 
nuclear  terrorism.  In  this  context,  he  spearheaded  work  on  one  of  the 
main  pillars  of  the  summit:  the  establishment  of  counter  nuclear- 
smuggling  teams. 

Zeid's  knowledge  of  peacekeeping  is  extensive.  He  served  as  a  political 
affairs  officer  in  UNPROFOR,  in  the  former  Yugoslavia,  from  February 
1994  to  February  1996.  In  2004,  following  allegations  of  widespread 
abuse  being  committed  by  UN  peacekeepers,  he  was  named  Advisor 
to  the  Secretary-General  on  Sexual  Exploitation  and  Abuse.  His  report, 
produced  in  2005,  provided,  for  the  first  time,  a  comprehensive 
strategy  for  the  elimination  of  Sexual  Exploitation  and  Abuse  in  UN 
Peacekeeping  Operations,  and  has  been  called  "revolutionary"  by 
experts.  In  2012,  Zeid  was  chosen  by  UN  Secretary-General  Ban  Ki- 
moon  as  one  of  five  experts  to  serve  on  his  "Senior  Advisory  Group" 
regarding  reimbursements  to  countries  contributing  peacekeeping 
troops. 

He  also  chaired  the  Consultative  Committee  for  the  United  Nations 
Development  Fund  for  Women  (UNIFEM)  and  led  an  effort  to 
establish  greater  strategic  direction  for  the  Fund  (2004-2007).  He 
recently  pledged  to  be  a  Geneva  Gender  Champion 
<http://genevagenderchampions.net/zeid-raad-al-hussein/> , 
committing  to  advance  gender  equality  in  OHCHR  and  in  international 
fora. 

Zeid  holds  a  Bachelor  of  Arts  from  The  Johns  Hopkins  University  and  a 
Doctorate  in  Philosophy  from  Cambridge  University  (Christ's  College). 
On  14  June  2008,  he  was  presented  with  an  Honorary  Doctorate  of 
Laws  by  the  Southern  California  Institute  of  Law  for  his  work  on 
international  justice.  In  1989,  he  also  received  his  commission  as  an 
officer  in  the  Jordanian  desert  police  (the  successor  to  the  Arab 
Legion)  and  saw  service  with  them  until  1994. 

Zeid  has  been  a  member  of  the  advisory  committee  to  "The  Institute 
for  Historical  Justice  and  Reconciliation"  based  in  The  Hague.  He 
further  served  on  the  international  advisory  councils  of  'The 
Auschwitz  Institute  for  Peace  and  Reconciliation";  the  "International 
Peace  Institute"  and  "The  Security  Council  Report".  He  has  been  an 
honorary  member  of  the  advisory  board  of  'The  Center  for  Global 
Affairs"  at  New  York  University;  a  member  of  the  international 
advisory  board  of  'The  International  Center  for  Ethics,  Justice  and 
Public  Life"  at  Brandeis  University;  and  a  member  of  the  Advisory 
Board  for  the  Krieger  School  of  Arts  and  Sciences  at  Johns  Hopkins 
University.  He  also  served  as  a  member  of  the  World  Bank's  Advisory 
Council  for  the  World  Development  Report  2011.

Recent  engagement:  Our  last  senior  engagement  with  Australia  was 
May  4,  when  POTUS  met  PM  Turnbull  in  NY  at  a  commemoration  of 
the  Battle  of  the  Coral  Sea  and  delivered  public  remarks  praising  the 
alliance.  POTUS's  remarks  were  generally  well  received  in  Australia 
and  seemed  to  have  moved  the  relationship  beyond  the  negative 
press  surrounding  the  earlier  POTUS-PM  phone  call. 

Upcoming  engagement:  Sec.  Tillerson  and  Sec.  Mattis  are  meeting 
with  their  Australian  counterparts  on  June  5-6  to  discuss  the  full  range 
of  US/Australian  cooperation.  POTUS  is  also  expected  to  attend  the 
two  major  Asian  summits  in  Southeast  Asia  this  November:  the  Asia- 
Pacific  Economic  Cooperation  (APEC)  Summit  in  Vietnam  and  the  East 
Asia  Summit  (EAS)  in  Manila.

Sustainable  Development  Goals.  We  see  the  process  as  an 
opportunity  to  highlight,  and  hopefully  eliminate,  duplicative  and 
overlapping  mandates  between  UN  bodies,  which  waste  Member 
State  resources.

Background:  USG  for  Humanitarian  Affairs  Stephen  O'Brien  will  brief 
the  Council  on  the  UN's  and  its  humanitarian  partners'  efforts  to 
deliver  assistance  to  besieged  and  hard-to-reach  areas.  The  Council 
met  twice  last  week  on  Syria  -  Monday  on  political  developments 
with  Staffan  de  Mistura,  Tuesday  on  the  CW  file. 

Humanitarian  Update:  The  United  Nations  estimates  that,  as  of  the 
end  of  April,  some  624,500  people  were  living  under  siege  in  Syria. 

The  Syrian  regime  and  its  allies  are  responsible  for  approximately  82 
percent  of  the  sieges  in  Syria.  No  besieged  area  was  reached  through 
United  Nations  inter-agency  cross-line  operations  in  April,  except  Deir 
ez-Zor  (through  airdrops).  Only  one  besieged  location,  Douma,  was 
reached  in  May.  Out  of  the  one  million  people  the  UN  had  hoped  to 
reach  in  April  and  May,  only  266,000  were  reached.  The  number  of 
assistance  convoys  to  besieged  and  hard  to  reach  areas  in  Syria  was 
down  to  18  from  50  the  same  time  last  year.  The  Syrian  regime 
continued  to  impose  its  "reconciliation"  agreements  that  often 
occurred  following  long  sieges  and  eventual  surrender.  The  UN  also 
reported  that  local  agreements  "do  not  appear  to  meet  international 
standards  or  humanitarian  safeguards  and  may,  in  some 
circumstances,  be  characterized  as  forced  population  transfers  to 
opposition  controlled-areas,  which  continue  to  see  civilian 
infrastructure  attacked  regularly." 

Intra-Syrian  Talks:  The  latest  round  of  Geneva  talks  ended  on  May  19. 
Staffan  de  Mistura's  goal  was  to  push  constitutional  issues  in  a 
"business  like"  atmosphere  without  an  opening  or  closing  ceremony. 
Instead,  de  Mistura  dove  right  into  separate  meetings  with  each 
delegation,  proposing  a  consultative  mechanism  on  constitutional 
issues  that  would  include  experts  as  well  as  opposition  and  regime 
participation.  Neither  side  was  particularly  receptive,  but  reluctantly 
offered  their  experts  for  initial  technical  meetings  with  the  UN  on  May 
18,  a  notable  success  for  the  UN  team.  While  publicly  agreeing  to 
proceed,  the  opposition  is  divided  over  just  how  much  to  work  with 
the  new  mechanism.  We  are  insisting  that  the  mechanism  discuss  all 
parts  of  the  four  baskets  (governance,  constitutional  reform,  an 
elections  process,  and  counter-terrorism)  and  not  just  the  constitution 
as  Russia  would  like. 

Astana  Update:  Russia  announced  the  Astana-led  "Joint  Working 
Group"  was  formally  established  in  Ankara  on  May  18  and  experts 
there  from  the  three  guarantors  (Russia,  Iran,  Turkey)  started 
deliberations  on  a)  zone  mapping  and  delineation  and  b)  checkpoint 
locations  and  functions.  The  group  noted  the  three  guarantors  would 
no  longer  be  able  to  take  unilateral  strikes  on  terrorist  targets,  which 
would  now  require  "full  coordination."  We  expect  the  Astana 
guarantors  to  meet  again  sometime  after  Ramadan.

Background: 

On  May  28  the  United  States,  as  pen-holder  for  Iraq,  requested  a 
UNSC  meeting  on  the  humanitarian  situation  in  Mosul,  in  response  to 
shifts  in  the  civilian  evacuation  strategy  for  ISIS’  last  holdout  in 
western  Mosul's  Old  City.  Undersecretary-General  for  Humanitarian 
Affairs  and  Emergency  Relief  Coordinator  Stephen  O'Brien  is  expected 
to  brief. 

On  May  25  and  29  the  Government  of  Iraq  (GOI)  dispersed  over 
500,000  leaflets  over  ISIS'  last  stronghold  in  western  Mosul's  Old  City. 
The  leaflets  advised  all  civilians  to  leave  the  area  and  assured  Iraqi 
Security  Forces  (ISF)  protection  and  guidance  during  the  evacuations, 
which  began  on  May  27.  The  leaflet  drop  surprised  humanitarian 
partners,  whom  the  GOI  had  not  consulted  before  the  decision  was 
taken  to  implement.  The  directive  marks  a  major  change  from  the 
GOI's  prior  decision  not  to  provide  evacuation  guidance  for  Mosul's 
citizens  (in  part  to  prevent  ISIS  from  taking  advantage),  and  is 
expected  to  generate  a  surge  in  the  outflow  of  IDPs  from  the  city. 
Though  outflows  remain  low  as  of  May  29,  humanitarian 
organizations  estimate  that  up  to  180,000  may  flee  the  Old  City  in  the 
coming  days. 

Given  high  temperatures,  shortages  of  medical  supplies,  food,  clean 
water,  and  the  persistent  presence  of  ISIS  snipers  and  booby  traps 
(there  are  even  reports  of  ISIS  trapping  civilians  in  their  homes  by 
welding  their  doors  dosed),  the  UN  and  humanitarian  community  are 
deeply  concerned  over  the  ability  of  civilians  to  safely  depart  the  Old 
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City,  where  they  have  essentially  been  taken  hostage.  Efficient  but 
appropriate  'screening'  of  civilians  (to  weed  out  fleeing  ISIS  fighters) 
has  been  a  perennial  concern  throughout  the  conflict,  with  numerous 
reported  disappearances.  To  that  end,  it  remains  critical  that  the  ISF 
and  its  partners- which  include  both  Coalition  and  Iran-trained 
Popular  Mobilization  Forces  (PMF)  militia  groups -take  all  possible 
measures  to  prioritize  protection  of  civilians  during  the  evacuation 
and  conduct  of  hostilities. 

Overall,  coordination  between  humanitarian  actors  and  the 
Government  of  Iraq  with  regards  to  the  Mosul  operation  has  been 
strong  since  it  began  on  October  17,  2016,  and  the  humanitarian 
community  has  been  preparing  for  a  possible  evacuation  scenario 
since  April.  The  UN  and  NGOs  have  rapidly  mobilized  to  ensure  there 
is  adequate  protection,  health,  WASH,  food,  and  shelter  solutions  at 
five  mustering  points  around  Mosul.  Clean  water  access  along 
evacuation  routes  remains  an  issue,  however.  The  UN  is  preparing  for 
western  Mosul  military  operation  to  continue  through  the  end  of 
summer. 

One  focus  of  this  meeting  will  be  a  recent  Der  Spiegel  photo  essay,  in 
which  an  Iraqi  freelance  photographer,  deployed  to  record  a  good 
news  story  about  Shia  and  Sunni  soldiers  working  together,  instead 
photographed  alleged  torture,  rape,  and  summary  executions  by  the 
Iraqi  Ministry  of  the  Interior’s  Emergency  Response  Division  (ERD). 
Despite  the  article's  allegation  that  the  ERD  was  U.S.-trained,  the  unit 
was  actually  disqualified  from  receiving  U.S.  training  or  equipment  in 
March  2015  (they  failed  to  pass  Leahy  human  rights  vetting). 
However,  it  is  possible  that  U.S.  equipment  delivered  to  the  GOI  was 
routed  to  ERD  units,  and  that  U.S.  advisors  may  have  engaged  with 
ERD  units  during  or  after  the  alleged  events  took  place.

Jordan-Turkey  Trip  Memory  Joggers: 

*  Last  week  you  met  Syrian  refugees  living  in  camps  and  urban  areas 
in  Jordan  and  Turkey.  You  saw  first-hand  how  refugee  families  are 
living,  visited  schools  and  health  centers,  and  listened  as  women, 
children,  and  their  counselors  described  the  long-lasting  trauma  of 
war.  You  also  heard  them  describe  their  hopes  for  the  future  and  their 
strong  desire  to  return  home. 

*  You  saw  the  generosity  of  Syria's  neighbors  and  heard  how  they've 
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struggled  to  cope  with  the  Influx  of  refugees;  you  visited  a  small  home 
shared  by  four  families,  a  school  running  double  shifts,  and  a  clinic 
training  Syrian  doctors  and  nurses  to  work  in  the  local  health  system. 


*  In  Jordan,  you  met  with  King  Abdullah,  Foreign  Minister  Safadi,  and 
Minister  of  Planning  Fakhoury.  All  expressed  concern  about  the 
protracted  nature  of  the  crisis  and  noted  its  impact  on  Jordan's 
economy  and  people.  You  raised  concerns  about  the  plight  of  Syrians 
living  on  Jordan's  berm  and  the  slow  progress  with  security  screenings 
at  Azraq  camp.  You  also  stressed  the  importance  of  issuing  work 
permits  to  Syrian  refugees  and  of  providing  psychological  support  and 
education  for  Syrian  children. 

*  In  Turkey,  you  met  with  the  Prime  Minister  Yildirim  and 
Undersecretary  for  Foreign  Affairs  Yalcin.  Both  expressed  concern  for 
Turkey's  security  situation  and  its  need  for  additional  support  from 
the  international  donor  community  to  cope  with  the  refugee  crisis. 

PM  Yildirim  urged  that  the  UN  create  a  single  coordinating  mechanism 
to  channel  international  support  to  refugee  host  countries  like  Turkey, 
Lebanon,  and  Jordan.  (Note  that  the  UN  coordinates  humanitarian 
funding  through  the  Regional  Response  Plan  and  ask  if  he  sees  a  role 
for  the  UN  in  coordinating  bilateral  support  to  host  governments.)  You 
raised  concerns  about  T urkey's  recent  de-registration  of  NGOs  in 
Turkey,  including  two  (Mercy  Corps  and  IMC)  carrying  out  large  relief 
programs  for  the  United  States.  You  expect  a  resolution  to  the  NGO 
registration  issue  in  the  months  ahead,  but  also  reminded  NGOs  that 
they  must  remain  compliant  with  Turkey's  laws. 

*  In  discussions  with  government  officials  and  UN  leadership  in  both 
countries,  you  noted  a  need  to  close  the  gap  between  relief  and 
development  activities.  You  stressed  that  assistance  in  Year  7  should 
not  appear  the  same  as  assistance  provided  in  Year  1.  In  Jordan  and 
Turkey,  you  saw  several  great  examples  of  innovative  UN  programs 
that  meet  the  needs  of  refugees  while  also  building  their  future  and 
supporting  local  communities.  In  the  months  and  years  ahead,  the 
international  community  and  countries  hosting  Syrian  refugees  must 
intensify  our  focus  on  helping  refugees  become  more  self-sufficient; 
we  must  continue  to  focus  on  work  permits  and  on  ensuring  that 
Syrian  children  are  getting  an  education.  Above  all,  you  noted,  we 
must  work  to  end  this  conflict  and  enable  Syrians  to  return  home. 

*  You  saw  U.S  humanitarian  funding  at  work.  You  visited  the 
innovative  UN  food  program  in  Jordan  that  enables  refugees  to 
purchase  food  in  a  grocery  store,  using  nothing  but  their  retinas.  You 
saw  how,  in  partnership  with  the  UN,  U.S.  funding  is  helping  Syrian 
children  catch  up  in  school,  cope  with  trauma,  and  receive  critical 
training  and  life  skills. 

*  You  also  visited  the  Syrian  border  and  two  of  the  four  crossing 
points  authorized  by  UN  Security  Council  2165— Ramtha  and  Bab  Al 
Hawa.  There,  you  observed  the  large-scale  UN  cross-border  relief 
operation  for  Syria.  At  an  air  base  in  Jordan,  you  also  saw  the  UN 
preparing  for  high-altitude  airdrops  to  besieged  Deiz  Ez  Zor  city.

Background  on  PGA:  Annually,  the  General  Assembly  elects  a  new 
President  of  the  General  Assembly  (PGA)  and  many  Vice-Presidents 
(VPGAs)  who  serve  a  one-year  terms  beginning  each  fall  at  the  start  of 
UNGA.  Candidates  are  nominated  in  accordance  with  an  established 
regional  rotation  scheme  many  years  in  advance.  This  year,  the 
Eastern  European  Group  (EEG)  nominates  the  PGA,  which  will  be 
Slovakia's  rotation.  The  vote  is  predicted  to  go  by  acclimation,  i.e.  will 
not  be  contested,  will  not  be  balloted.

Background:  In  current  budgetary  negotiations  for  UNIFIL  we  have 
proposed  at  $34m  reduction  in  the  mission's  operating  costs.  The 
largest  cost-driver  for  the  mission's  operations  is  its  naval  component 
(the  Maritime  Taskforce).  Germany  contributes  one  of  the  seven  ships 
in  this  Taskforce,  and  they  are  concerned  about  its  future.  We  feel 
that  the  Maritime  Taskforce  is  ineffective,  especially  given  its  $50m 
price  tag.  Discussions  on  UNIFIL's  budget  are  in  the  early  stages,  and 
we  will  continue  to  coordinate  with  Germany  as  we  move  forward.

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candidates  are  running  unopposed  in  their  regional  groups.  In  the 
Africa-Asia  Group,  Cote  d’Ivoire  and  Equatorial  Guinea  will  replace 
Egypt  and  Senegal,  and  Kuwait  will  replace  Japan.  Poland  will  replace 
Ukraine  in  the  Eastern  European  Group,  and  Peru  will  replace  Uruguay 
in  the  Latin  American  and  Caribbean  Group.  Additionally,  the  GA  will 
hold  a  by-election  for  one  of  the  Western  European  and  Others  Group 
seats,  with  the  Netherlands  running  unopposed  to  replace  Italy  after 
the  two  agreed  to  split  a  term  during  last  year's  election. 

June  2  -  UNOCI  (UN  Operation  in  Cote  d'Ivoire)  Briefing:  SRSG 
Aichatou  Mindaoudou  will  brief  on  the  closure  of  the  13-year-old 
mission,  which  concluded  activities  on  April  30  and  will  complete 
liquidation  by  June  30.

(International  Criminal  Tribunal  for  the  Former  Yugoslavia)  President 
Carmel  Agius,  MICT  (International  Residual  Mechanism  for  Criminal 
Tribunals)  President  Theodor  Meron,  and  ICTY  &  MICT  Prosecutor 
Serge  Brammertz  will  present  their  semi-annual  reports  to  the 
Security  Council.  Included  in  their  reports  will  be  an  assessment  of 
how  the  phased  handover  of  the  ICTY's  remaining  work  to  the 
"residual"  Mechanism  for  International  Criminal  Tribunals  (MICT), 
established  by  UNSC  resolution  in  December  2010,  is  going.  (The  ICTR 
-  Rwanda  Tribunal  -  closed  its  doors  at  the  end  of  2015,  and  the  ICTY 
is  expected  to  finish  its  work  at  the  end  of  this  year.)  In  addition  to 
Council  members,  Serbia,  Bosnia  and  Croatia  are  expected  to  deliver 
remarks,  per  normal  practice.  The  Council’s  Informal  Working  Group 
on  the  International  Tribunals  will  also  be  meeting  in  connection  with 
the  Security  Council  meeting,  where  Serbia's  continued 
noncooperation  with  the  ICTY,  as  well  as  Turkey's  continued 
detention  of  MICT  Judge  Aydin  Sefa  Akay  (a  Turkish  national),  are 
virtually  certain  to  be  raised.

2253  (2015),  which  requests  the  Secretary-General  to  provide  a 
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strategic-level  report  on  ISIL  every  four  months.  Our  goals  for  the 
meeting  are  to  highlight  U.S.-led  efforts  to  defeat  ISIL  and  underscore 
the  need  for  resolute  UN  action  against  the  ISIL  threat. 

June  8  -  Sudan  ICC  (International  Criminal  Court)  Briefing:  ICC 
Prosecutor  Fatou  Bensouda  will  present  her  semi-annual  briefing  on 
the  situation  in  Darfur.  As  in  past  briefings,  the  Prosecutor  may  draw 
attention  to  the  lack  of  execution  of  the  outstanding  arrest  warrants 
and  lack  of  follow-up  by  the  Security  Council  to  its  referral.  Bensouda 
will  likely  raise  Sudanese  President  Bashir's  continued  travel  to  States 
Parties  and  non-States  parties. 

June  12  —  MINUSCA  (UN  Multidimensional  Integrated  Stabilization 
Mission  in  the  Central  African  Republic)  Briefing  and  Consultations: 
SRSG  Parfait  Onanga-Anyanga  will  brief  on  increasing  violence,  which 
resulted  in  the  death  of  six  peacekeepers  in  May.  USG  for 
Peacekeeping  Operations  Jean-Pierre  Lacroix  told  Ambassador  Sison 
on  May  26  that  the  UN  would  not  seek  additional  troops  in  response 
to  the  violence. 

June  13 -Mine  Action  and  Explosive  Hazard  Threat  Mitigation 
Briefing:  This  meeting  will  be  Bolivia's  second  signature  event  for  the 
month,  and  is  meant  to  focus  on  a  "comprehensive  approach  to 
handling  landmines,  lEDs  and  explosive  remnants  of  war."  USG  for 
Peacekeeping  Operations  Lacroix  will  brief.  Bolivia  worked  closely 
with  the  UN  Mine  Action  Service  (UNMAS)  on  a  draft  resolution  to 
"make  UNMAS  more  releva nt,"| 


June  13  -UN-AU  Cooperation  Briefing:  Ethiopia  and  Senegal  have 
requested  a  briefing  to  discuss  the  reports  requested  in  Resolution 
2320,  adopted  unanimously  in  November  2016,  on  cooperation 
between  the  UN  and  African  Union.  The  United  States  and  Senegal 
drafted  this  resolution,  which  welcomed  the  AU's  efforts  to  increase 
its  own  self-financing  of  operations,  and  expressed  willingness  to 
consider  future  proposals  of  the  AU  for  a  new  partnership  with  the 
UNSC  to  support  AU-led  peace  support  operations.  The  Secretary- 
General  submitted  a  report  to  the  Council  in  late  May,  which  offers 
examples  of  financial  arrangements  through  which  the  UN  has 
previously  supported  the  work  of  regional  organizations.  Ethiopia  and 
Senegal  are  eager  for  the  Council  to  continue  to  incrementally  move 
forward  on  a  proposed  new  financing  partnership  with  the  AU,  but 
Egypt,  as  one  of  the  AU's  largest  contributors,  has  strongly  resisted 
due  to  concerns  that  such  an  arrangement  would  increase  its  financial 
burden  to  the  AU. 

June  14  -UNAMID  (African  Union/UN  hybrid  operation  in  Darfur) 
Briefing  and  Consultations:  USG  for  Peacekeeping  Operations  Lacroix 
(TBC)  will  brief  on  the  Secretary-General's  recommendations  to 
downsize  the  mission.  The  report  calls  for  a  44-percent  cut  to  the 
authorized  troop  ceiling  and  a  30-percent  cut  to  police  over  a  12- 
month  period,  plus  a  staffing  review  to  seek  further  cuts. to  civilian.

We  expect 
de  Mistura  to  assess  the  technical  mechanism  for  constitutional  and 
legal  discussion  and  whether  the  latest  de-escalation  plan  has 
produced  any  tangible  results  on  the  ground.

UNMIL  SRSG  Farid  Zarif  will  brief  the  council  on  progress  in  UNMIL's 
drawdown  in  advance  of  the  mission’s  mandated  March  2018  closure.

June  28  -  Non-Proliferation  Open  Debate:  Bolivia,  which  chairs  the 
1540  (non-proliferation  and  non-state  actors)  Committee,  is 
describing  this  debate  as  a  follow-up  to  Spain's  December  meeting  on 
1540.  No  product  is  planned.  Bolivia  has  been  rather  feckless  as  Chair 
of  the  1540  Committee  and  POL  has  urged  them  to  hold  a  formal 
committee  meeting -something  they  have  not  done  yet  this  year -in 
the  lead  up  to  this  open  debate  to  help  frame  a  more  specific  theme. 

June  29 -Syria  Humanitarian  Briefing  and  Consultations:  USG  for 
Humanitarian  Affairs  Stephen  O'Brien  will  brief  the  Council  on  the 
UN’s  and  its  humanitarian  partners'  efforts  to  deliver  assistance  to 
besieged  and  hard-to-reach  areas.  Humanitarian  access  so  far  in  2017 
has  been  abysmal;  the  UN  has  been  unable  to  reach  any  communities 
besieged  by  the  regime.  O'Brien  will  also  express  concern  about  so- 
called  "reconciliation"  agreements  reached  between  the  regime  and 
opposition,  which  essentially  amount  to  involuntary  displacement  of 
civilians  and  forced  demographic  changes.

Miliband  graduated  from  Oxford  University  in  1987  with  a  first  class 
honors  degree  in  philosophy,  politics  and  economics,  and  received  a 
master's  degree  in  political  science  in  1989  from  the  Massachusetts 
Institute  of  Technology,  which  he  attended  as  a  Kennedy  Scholar. 

Miliband's  parents  fled  to  Britain  from  continental  Europe  during 
World  War  II  and  its  aftermath.  As  the  son  of  refugees,  he  brings  a 
personal  commitment  to  the  IRC’s  work.

In  the  lunch  meeting,  the  EU  PRs 
will  be  eager  to  get  a  sense  of  U.S.  commitment  to  its  partnership  with 
Europe  and  U.S.  plans  for  our  role  at  the  UN.  In  working  level 
discussions,  we  arrived  at  the  following  agenda: 

(1)  DPRK  sanctions  (EU  lead); 

(2)  Syria  outlook  and  humanitarian  needs  (U.S.  lead); 
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(3)  5th  Committee  peacekeeping  budget  negotiations  (U.S.  lead); 

(4)  If  time  permits,  the  EU  would  like  to  raise  reform  of  the  Human 
Rights  Council  (EU  lead). 

For  each  agenda  item,  either  an  EU  PermRep  or  you  will  lead  off  the 
discussion,  followed  by  a  response,  and  then  followed  by  an  informal 
discussion.  EU  PermRep  Ambassador  de  Almeida  would  like  to  meet 
with  you  briefly  prior  to  the  lunch  to  preview  the  event.

Following  introduction  of  language 
in  individual  mission  budgets,  the  total  costing  was  released  over  the 
weekend,  and  it  is  not  yet  public.  The  U.S.  reductions  are 


approximately  $1  billion  below  the  SG’s  request.  The  EU  and  Japan  are 
close  to  this  figure,  but  with  some  variation,  including  by  proposing  6- 


month  budgets  for  some  missions,  such  as  UNAMID. 

The  5C  Chair 

(St.  Vincent  and  Grenadines)  is  helpfully  emphasizing  to  the  G-77  and 


others  that  this  is  not  a  typical  negotiation  given  the  U.S.  has  even 
more  aggressive  posture,  with  backing.  The  Chair  has  also  set  a 
deadline  to  conclude  negotiations  of  June  9.  We  will  seek  to  honor 
that  deadline  with  the  expectations  others  will  seriously  engage  and 
we  achieve  the  results  we  want.

HRC  Reform 


Biography: 

Joao  Vale  de  Almeida  is  a  senior  European  Union  diplomat  who  was 
appointed  as  EU  Ambassador  to  the  United  Nations  from  16  October 
2015. 
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Ambassador  Vale  de  Almeida  previously  served  as  the  first  EU 
Ambassador  to  the  United  States  of  America,  from  2010  to  2014.  In 
Washington,  he  actively  engaged  in  strengthening  EU/U.S.  relations 
and  was  critical  to  the  launching  of  negotiations  of  the  Transatlantic 
Trade  and  Investment  Partnership  (TTIP). 

Prior  to  his  appointment  in  Washington,  Ambassador  Vale  de  Almeida 
served  as  Director  General  of  External  Relations  of  the  European 
Commission,  the  European  Union's  executive  body.  As  the  most 
senior  official  under  the  authority  of  the  High  Representative/Vice- 
President,  he  helped  formulate  and  execute  the  EU’s  foreign  policy 
and  played  a  key  role  in  preparing  for  the  new  European  External 
Action  Service  (EEAS)  introduced  by  the  Treaty  of  Lisbon. 

Between  2004  and  2009,  Ambassador  Vale  de  Almeida  was  the  Head 
of  Cabinet  (Chief  of  staff  and  main  adviser)  for  European  Commission 
President  Jose  Manuel  Barroso.  He  accompanied  President  Barroso  in 
all  European  Council  (EU  Summit)  meetings  and  ensured  coordination 
with  the  private  offices  of  Heads  of  State  and  Government  in  all  28 
Member  States  of  the  EU.  He  was  also  the  President's  Personal 
Representative  for  the  negotiations  on  the  Treaty  of  Lisbon. 

Ambassador  Vale  de  Almeida  also  acted  as  the  EU  "Sherpa"  for  G8  and 
G20  Summits  between  2005  and  2010.  In  this  capacity  he  prepared 
and  attended  annual  G8  Summits  in  Gleneagles,  UK;  St  Petersburg,

Immediately  before  joining  President  Barroso's  team  in  2004,  Joao 
Vale  de  Almeida  held  a  senior  position  in  the  Directorate  General  for 
Education  and  Culture  after  serving  as  Deputy  Chief  Spokesman  of  the 
European  Commission. 

Joao  Vale  de  Almeida  joined  the  European  Commission  in  1982  at  its 
Delegation  in  Lisbon,  after  spending  seven  years  as  a  journalist.  He 
holds  a  degree  in  History  from  the  University  of  Lisbon  and  has 
studied  and  received  training  in  journalism  and  management  in  the 
United  States,  France.  Japan,  and  the  United  Kingdom.  Ambassador 
Vale  de  Almeida  was  decorated  in  2011  by  the  President  of  the 
Republic  of  Portugal  with  the  'Gra-Cruz  da  Ordem  do  Infante  D. 
Henrique'  (Grand  Cross  of  the  Order  of  Prince  Henry  the  Navigator). 

Joao  Vale  de  Almeida  is  Portuguese;  he  was  born  in  Lisbon  in  1957.  He 
is  married,  has  two  children  and  recently  became  a  grandfather.

Background: 

Poland  is  pursuing  an  uncontested  bid  for  the  Eastern  European  seat 
for  non-permanent  members  in  the  Security  Council.  Foreign  Minister 
Waszczykowski  (pronounced  "Vaash-chi-KOFF-skee")  is  in  New  York  to 
solicit  support  ahead  of  the  GA  election  on  June  2  at  10:00, 
immediately  following  your  meeting  with  him.  The  Poland  mission  has 
indicated  Poland's  priorities  in  the  SC  likely  will  include  supporting  the 

SG's  conflict  prevention  focus,  Security  Council  transparency,  and _ 

refugee  concerns. 


Poland  enthusiastically  supports  a  strong  U.S.  military  presence  in 
Europe  and  earlier  this  year  welcomed  a  U.S.  battalion  to  northeast 
Poland  as  part  of  NATO’s  enhanced  Forward  Presence  deployment, 
which  reassured  Poland  of  our  shared  resolve  against  the  Russia 
threat.  Although  Poland  usually  aligns  with  its  EU  partners  in  the  UN, 
it  is  sometimes  at  odds  with  the  EU  on  internal  European  affairs, 
including  recent  spats  over  rule  of  law  matters  and  immigration. 
Largely  homogenous  with  a  historic  distrust  of  outsiders,  Poland  has 
rebuffed  calls  from  Brussels  to  host  refugees  -  taking  on  zero  to  date 
despite  an  expectation  of  burden  sharing  among  EU  states. 
Waszczykowski,  however,  earlier  this  week  signs  led  Poland  might 
temporarily  take  on  Syrians  who  need  medical  treatment.

Background:  Poland  continues  to  maintain  diplomatic  ties  with  DPRK, 
being  one  of  several  EU  countries  with  an  Embassy  in  Pyongyang.  We 
are  asking  EU  members  to  join  us  in  imposing  additional  rounds  of 
unilateral  sanctions  designations,  including  a  new  tranche  under 
discussion  for  early  June.  The  EU  requirement  for  consensus  on  such 
designations  has  made  this  difficult,  with  Eastern  Europe,  Poland,  and 
Sweden  sometimes  reluctant. 


3.  Syria  Chemical  Weapons: 


Background:  Poland  shares  our  views  on  Syria's  use  of  chemical 
weapons  and  Russia’s  obstructive  role.  In  the  General  Assembly, 
Poland  was  at  times  hesitant  to  take  a  firm  stance  against  Iran,  Syria 
and  Russia  on  chemical  weapons  use  in  Syria,  claiming  they  did  not 
want  to  jeopardize  their  chances  of  joining  the  Council.  Now,  we  need 
them  to  be  as  reliable  as  Ukraine  is  on  the  chemical  weapons  file.

Biography: 

Witold  Waszczykowski,  Minister  of  Foreign  Affairs,  was  born  in

history,  he  holds  a  PhD  in  the  humanities. 

The  chief  of  Polish  diplomacy  graduated  from  the  Faculty  of 
Philosophy  and  History  at  the  University  of  Lodz  (1980),  and  the 
Department  of  International  Studies  at  the  University  of  Oregon 
(1991)  in  the  United  States.  In  1992-93,  he  pursued  postgraduate 
studies  in  international  security  and  arms  control  at  the  Geneva 
Centre  for  Security  Policy  in  Switzerland.  In  1993,  he  was  awarded  a 
PhD  in  the  humanities  (history)  for  his  dissertation  The  United  States 
and  the  Strategic  Disarmament  Negotiations  in  1919-36.  From  1981  to 
1987,  he  was  an  assistant  lecturer  at  the  Faculty  of  Philosophy  and 
History  of  the  University  of  Lodz. 

He  began  his  career  with  the  Ministry  of  Foreign  Affairs  in  the  early 
1990s.  In  1992,  he  became  a  senior  expert  in  the  United  Nations 
System  Department  and  the  European  Institutions  Department,  and  in 
1996  he  was  named  deputy  director  of  the  European  Institutions 
Department,  and  then  of  the  Security  Policy  Department.  In  1997,  he 
served  as  head  of  Poland's  Liaison  Office  to  NATO  in  Brussels,  and 
went  on  to  become  deputy  Permanent  Representative  of  Poland  at 
the  newly  created  diplomatic  mission  to  the  North  Atlantic  Alliance 
(1997-99).  From  1999  to  2002,  he  was  posted  as  Poland's  Ambassador 
to  Iran.  In  2003,  he  worked  at  the  Department  of  Foreign  Policy 
Strategy  and  Planning,  and  in  2005  became  deputy  director  of  the 
Department  of  Africa  and  the  Middle  East.  In  2005-08,  he  was  deputy 
foreign  minister,  also  serving  as  the  chief  negotiator  during  Poland-US 
missile  shield  talks. 

In  2008,  he  was  appointed  deputy  head  of  the  National  Security 
Bureau,  and  from  2011,  served  as  a  deputy  to  the  7th  Sejm, 
representing  the  Law  and  Justice  party.  In  parliament,  he  was  deputy 
chair  of  the  Foreign  Affairs  Committee,  and  a  delegate  to  the  NATO 
Parliamentary  Assembly.  Re-elected  to  the  Sejm  in  the  2015  October 
general  election,  he  received  close  to  33,000  votes,  the  best  result  in 
the  Sieradz  district.

Background: 

This  pull-aside  will  take  place  during  Security  Council  elections,  after 
ballots  have  been  collected,  but  before  results  are  announced.  POL 
will  liaise  with  the  Cote  d'Ivoire  mission  in  the  GA  Hall  to  coordinate 
timing  and  will  accompany  you  to  the  P5  room  for  the  brief  15-minute 
meeting. 


After  13  years,  the  UN  Peacekeeping  Operation  in  Cote  d'Ivoire 
(UNOCI)  will  complete  Its  final  liquidation  this  month,  with  a  final 
Council  briefing  scheduled  later  on  Friday.  UNOCI  is  the  second 
peacekeeping  mission  in  West  Africa  to  shutter  in  the  last  12  years. 
Recent  turbulence  in  the  country  is  a  concern  after  a  series  of 
mutinies  in  the  armed  forces  over  unpaid  bonuses  led  to  armed 
protests  and  some  deaths,  first  in  January  and  again  in  May.  When  the 
government  agreed  to  pay  mutinous  soldiers  in  January/February,  the 
unrest  and  strikes  spread  more  widely,  to  other  members  of  armed 
and  security  forces.  There  have  been  several  fatalities  and  dozens  of 
injuries  in  the  most  recent  spate  of  violence.  Much  of  the  problem 
stems  from  unrealized  security  sector  reform,  as  rebels  who 
supported  President  Ouattara  during  the  power  struggle  in  2011  were 
not  properly  compensated,  integrated  into  the  army,  or  demobilized. 

Cote  d'Ivoire  has  experienced  the  impact  of  regional  terror  networks, 
most  recently  when  three  gunmen  opened  fire  at  an  Ivorian  beach 
resort  in  Grand-Bassam  in  March  2016  killing  19  people  and  injuring 
33  others  (Al-Qaeda  in  the  Islamic  Maghreb  claimed  responsibility). 
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Since  the  incident  the  government  has  stepped  up  efforts  to 
strengthen  its  borders  and  counter  terror  threats.  Finally,  Cote 
d'Ivoire  is  the  world's  leader  in  production  and  export  of  cocoa  beans, 
though  drops  in  global  prices  have  leveled  off  years  of  steady 
economic  growth  and  created  serious  challenges  for  farmers.

4.  Approve  requesting  a  POTUS  meet-and-greet  with  U5UN  staff 
during  HLW. 

5.  Approve  a  multi-section  Core  Team  (EXEC,  Section  Chiefs,  Executive 
Officers)  to  begin  meeting  and  providing  regular  updates. 

5.  HLW  Policy  Priorities: 

*  Specific  Security  Issue  -  To  be  chosen  by  State. 

*  Famine  Response  -  To  solicit  financial  and/or  policy  commitments 
from  member  states  to  address  famine  situations  in  four  countries, 
including  a  massive  public  awareness  campaign  with  related  UN 
organizations.  ***Contingent  upon  timing  of  Africa  trip.*** 

*  Peacekeeping  Reform  (performance-focused)  -  To  build  on  April's 
rollout  of  5  Pillars  of  Peacekeeping  Reform  by  utilizing  the  spotlight  of 
HLW  to  refresh  the  discussion,  highlight  positive  changes,  and  refocus 
on  TCC  performance  ahead  of  the  Vancouver  ministerial  in  November. 

*  Business  &  Innovation  -  To  build  on  Security  Council  Arria  (?)  on  the 
importance  of  innovation  and  technology  to  solve  problems  that 
traditional  resources  cannot  by  engaging  the  private  sector  and 
highlighting  success  stories  throughout  the  UN  system. 

*  Human  Trafficking  -  The  PGA  will  sponsor  a  high-level  event  on  Sept. 
27-28;  therefore,  the  U.S.  could  host  a  side  event  during  HLW  as  a 
precursor  to  lay  out  U.S.  priorities. 

Other  Ideas:  SEA  (sexual  exploitation  and  abuse);  Girls'  access  to 
education,  especially  in  refugee  camps;  Child  Marriages;  Honor 
Killings;  Religious  Persecution  (blasphemy  laws).

*  GA  Revitalization  Resolution  and  Negotiation  Strategy  Reform  -To 
formally  build  upon  incremental  progress  of  balloting  elections  and 
drawing  offensive  red  lines  during  negotiations  to  prioritize  U.S. 
interests  and  cut  meaningless  work,  which  would  be  a  radical  new 
approach  to  2C  work. 

Outside  Requests:  Sponsor  resolution  for  rights  of  crime  victims  (rape 
survivors);  Sponsor  side-event  for  anti-BDS  movement.

Purpose:  At  her  request,  Rep.  Bass  wanted  to  provide  a  readout  of 
and  recommendations  from  her  trip  with  Rep.  Chris  Smith  (R-NJ)  to 
South  Sudan  and  Uganda. 

Background: 

Rep.  Bass  is  the  Ranking  Democrat  on  the  House  Foreign  Affairs 
Subcommittee  that  oversees  the  UN.  You  previously  met  her  during 
the  UNSC  visit  in  DC  when  she  participated  in  the  Member  of  Congress 
panel  at  the  Blair  House.  She  has  been  a  vocal  supporter  of  additional 
aid  to  the  1+3  Famine  countries  including  authoring  a  H.  Res.  187 
calling  for  USAID  to  dedicate  more  funds  to  address  the  famine  in 
South  Sudan. 

During  the  week  of  May  29,  a  CODEL  led  by  U.S.  Representatives 
Smith  and  Bass  traveled  to  South  Sudan  and  neighboring  Uganda  to 
assess  humanitarian  conditions.  The  delegation  met  with  President 
Salva  Kiir,  members  of  the  South  Sudan  Council  of  Churches,  UNMISS 
leadership,  and  key  humanitarian  actors,  and  visited  the  UNMISS 
protection  of  civilians  (PoC)  site  in  Bentiu,  where  almost  120,000 
people  shelter  for  safety.  In  Uganda,  they  visited  Kuluba  Collection 
Center  and  Bidi  Bidi  refugee  settlement,  which  hosts  more  than 
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270,000  South  Sudanese  refugees.  The  delegation  also  met  with 
Ugandan  President  Museveni,  who  reaffirmed  the  country's 
commitment  to  continue  hosting  South  Sudanese  refugees. 
Throughout  the  visit,  the  CODEL  stressed  ending  the  conflict, 
improving  humanitarian  access  in  South  Sudan,  and  rescinding  the 
recent  South  Sudanese  government  increase  in  NGO  registration  fees. 


A  new  report  on  the  level  of  food  insecurity  in  South  Sudan  is 
expected  in  the  coming  days;  this  will  indicate  if  famine  has  been 
averted  or  continues.  We  expect  to  hear  that  more  people  are  on  the 
brink;  the  last  report  of  February  20  stated  that  one  million  people 
were  on  the  edge  of  famine  and  100,000  experiencing  famine. 
Humanitarian  access  has  been  predominantly  blocked  by  fighting  and 
obstacles  created  by  the  parties  to  the  conflict.  With  the  arrival  of  the 
rainy  season  now,  roads  will  become  impassable  and  more  aid 
delivery  will  resort  to  air  operations.  The  flow  of  refugees  out  of  South 
Sudan  continues.  Uganda  hosts  1.5  million  refugees,  and  72  percent 
are  from  South  Sudan.

She  was  selected  by 
Democratic  Leader  Nancy  Pelosi  to  serve  on  the  prestigious  Steering 
and  Policy  Committee,  which  sets  the  policy  direction  of  the 
Democratic  Caucus,  as  Organization,  Study  and  Review  Chair. 
Congressmember  Bass  is  also  playing  a  leadership  role  in  the 
Congressional  Black  Caucus  (CBC),  where  she  serves  as  Second  Vice- 
Chair  for  the  115th  Congress. 

Throughout  her  career.  Representative  Bass  has  maintained  a  focus 
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on  our  nation's  foster  care  system.  In  her  first  term,  she  created  the 
bipartisan  Congressional  Foster  Youth  Caucus  along  with  co-chair  U.S.

Subject:  South  Sudan:  CODEL  Smith  Urges  President  to  Act  on 
Ceasefire,  Humanitarians,  Terrain,  Media 


Summary 


1.  (SBU)  During  a  May  30  to  June  1  visit  to  South  Sudan,  a 
Congressional  delegation  led  by  Representatives  Chris  Smith  and 
Karen  Bass  pressed  President  Salva  Kiir  Mayardit  to  implement  a 
ceasefire  and  end  the  conflict.  Representatives  Smith  and  Bass 
emphasized  that  the  government  of  South  Sudan  must  demonstrate  a 
commitment  to  peace  and  act  on  U.S.  priorities  in  order  to  justify  U.S. 
foreign  assistance.  They  expressed  concern  about  harassment  of 
humanitarians,  including  arbitrary  fees;  restrictions  on  international 
journalists;  and  failure  to  hold  the  security  forces  to  account  for  the 
Terrain  Hotel  attack.  President  Salva  made  no  promises  of  changed 
behavior,  merely  arguing  that  the  United  States  must  continue  to 
support  its  "child."  Representatives  Smith  and  Bass  also  met  newly- 
appointed  SPLA  Chief  of  Defense  Forces  General  James  Ajongo 
Mawut,  who  shared  an  asplrational  list  of  positive  reforms.  The  CODEL 
met  with  church  leaders  and  humanitarians;  each  group  described  a 
deteriorating  political  environment.  They  also  met  with  UNMISS 
leadership,  who  expressed  cautious  optimism  about  the  impact  of  the 
new  leadership  of  the  SPLA  under  Ajongo.  The  CODEL  also  travelled  to 
Bentiu  to  meet  with  internally-displaced  South  Sudanese  (septel).  End

Won't  Abandon  Us 


3.  (SBU)  On  June  1,  Representatives  Chris  Smith  and  Karen  Bass 
(Chairman  and  Ranking  Member  of  the  House  Sub-Committee  on 
Africa,  Global  Health,  Global  Human  Rights  and  International 
Organization,  respectively)  and  the  Ambassador  met  with  President 
Salva  Kiir  Mayardit,  First  Vice  President  Taban  Deng  Gai,  Cabinet 
Minister  Martin  Elia  Lomuro,  Petroleum  Minister  Ezekiel  Lol  Gatkuoth, 
Justice  Minister  Paulino  Wanawilla  Unango,  and  Deputy  Justice 
Minister  Martinson  Mathew  Oturomoi. 


4.  (SBU)  Representative  Smith  opened  the  discussion  by  reporting  that 
prior  to  the  meeting  the  delegation  had  visited  Uganda  (reftel  A), 
where  they  spoke  with  South  Sudanese  at  the  Bidi  Bidi  refugee 
settlement,  and  the  UN  Protection  of  Civilian  camp  in  Bentiu,  where 
approximately  120,000  IDPs  are  seeking  refuge  (septel).  He  said  all 
were  unanimous  in  their  cry  for  the  conflict  to  end.  Calling  upon 
President  Salva  to  "end  this  thing,"  Smith  warned  that  funding  is 
limited  and  cannot  be  guaranteed  for  countries  who  do  not  act  as 
cooperative  partners.  Recalling  that  the  SPLA  rallying  cry  during  the 
struggle  with  Khartoum  was  "2  million  dead,  4  million  displaced,"  he 
expressed  regret  that  under  SPLA  leadership  3.8  million  are  displaced 
now.  Representative  Bass  asked  the  government  to  rescind  its 
proposal  to  levy  new  fees  on  humanitarian  NGOs  (reftel  E),  explaining 
that  such  harassment  of  U.S.  Implementing  partners  made  it  difficult 
to  argue  for  assistance  for  South  Sudan  at  a  time  when  foreign 
assistance  budgets  are  being  cut.  Salva  responded  that  "the  U.S.  has 
supported  us,  so  you  cannot  dismantle  that  (...)  we  are  America’s 
child.”  Cabinet  Affairs  Minister  Lomuro  presented  a  slew  of 
unverifiable  statistics  purporting  to  demonstrate  that  humanitarians 
are  given  full  access  and  support  by  the  government  in  the  form  of  tax 
exemptions,  and  blamed  new  NGO  fees  on  the  Transitional  National 
Legislative  Assembly.  These  fees  are  comparable  to  the  region, 

Lomuro  asserted  (incorrectly),  but  he  also  claimed  that  the 
government  directed  the  Relief  and  Rehabilitation  Commission  (RRC) 
to  reconsider  the  registration  fee  for  NGOs  in  deference  to  donor 
concerns.  (The  RRC  continues  to  threaten  NGOs  and  demand 
payment.)  First  Vice  President  Taban  inaccurately  alleged  that  NGOs 
spend  "85  percent  on  administrative  costs:  offices,  travel,  luxuries." 
Salva  agreed,  suggesting  that  audits  of  these  organizations  would 
reveal  that  NGO  funding  does  not  reach  people  on  the  ground. 
Representative  Bass  responded,  "That  is  not  our  understanding." 


On  Terrain:  What  FBI  Invitation? 


5.  (SBU)  Representative  Smith  recalled  that  during  his  last  visit  to 
Juba,  he  had  been  promised  that  the  FBI  would  be  invited  to  provide 
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assistance  to  the  investigation  into  the  attack  on  aid  workers  at  the 
Terrain  Hotel  compound  on  July  11,  2016  (reftel  C).  A  senior 
government  delegation  that  visited  Washington  and  New  York  in 
September  2016  also  committed  to  welcoming  an  FBI  role.  Nine 
months  later,  the  government  has  still  not  extended  an  invitation  for 
FBI  assistance.  Despite  this  inaction,  the  FBI  is  ready  to  assist  and 
could  have  an  agent  on  the  ground  to  conduct  an  initial'  visit  as  early 
as  June  3,  Smith  advised  the  President.  Justice  Minister  Paulino  said 
that  the  matter  of  FBI  assistance  "depends  on  what  assistance  is  being 
offered."  Technical  assistance  with  regard  to  forensic  evidence  would 
be  useful  as  SPLA  Military  Justice  does  not  have  these  capabilities,  he 
said.  The  Deputy  Minister  of  Justice  interjected  that  the  United  States 
and  South  Sudan  would  have  to  work  out  a  Memorandum  of 
Understanding,  or  perhaps  even  a  mutual  legal  assistance  treaty 
(MLAT),  in  order  for  the  FBI  to  participate,  and  suggested  that  the 
Embassy  write  a  letter  detailing  exactly  what  assistance  the  FBI  would 
provide.  When  informed  that  the  FBI  had  deposed  the  U.S.  victims,  he 
said  such  testimony  could  not  be  used  in  a  South  Sudanese  court. 


6.  (SBU)  Deputy  Justice  Minister  Oturomoi  said  that  the  government's 
initial  investigation,  which  he  led,  has  been  transparent  and  objective. 
He  explained  that  the  prosecution  had  been  handed  over  to  the  SPLA. 
Acknowledging  that  there  were  doubts  about  the  government's 
commitment  to  accountability,  Oturomoi  reported  that  the  SPLA  held 
the  first  hearing  of  its  court  martial  on  May  30,  which  was  open  to  the 
public  and  media  (Reftel  D).  [Note:  That  initial  hearing,  scheduled  to 
take  place  before  CODEL  Smith's  arrival,  was  adjourned  after  an  hour 
due  to  the  prosecution's  lack  of  preparation.  Embassy  contacts 
subsequently  reported  that  the  Chief  Prosecutor  had  been  fired  and 
replaced  on  June  4.  End  Note.]  Representative  Smith  asked  how  many 
soldiers  had  been  arrested;  Oturomoi  said  that  23  suspects  had  been 
detained,  and  13  had  been  at  the  court  martial  hearing.  [Note:  Only 
12  were  present  at  the  hearing  on  May  30.  End  Note.]  Paulino  said 
thatsuspects  were  being  tried  by  a  SPLA  court  martial  rather  than  a 
civilian/military  hybrid  court  (despite  the  fact  the  South  Sudanese  law 
calls  for  soldiers  who  commit  crimes  against  civilians  to  be  tried  by  a 
civilian  court)  because  the  soldiers  were  in  uniform  when  they 
committed  the  crimes. 


On  the  Conflict,  Dialogue,  Political  Prisoners,  and  the  Churches: 


7.  (SBU)  Representative  Smith  strongly  encouraged  President  Salva  to 
meet  with  the  South  Sudan  Council  of  Churches.  The  President  has 
declined  repeated  requests  for  meetings  with  the  group,  which  asked 
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to  see  him  after  the  President's  office  named  the  Council  to  the 
secretariat  of  the  National  Dialogue  without  consultation  in 
December.  Salva  explained  that  he  had  stopped  regularly  attending 
church  because  he  is  offended  that  religious  leaders  are  practicing 
"tribalism"  during  mass.  He  contended  that  he  is  "much  more 


truthful1'  than  church  leaders.  (Comment: 

End  Comment.)  Representative  Smith  also  urged  the 

President  to  fulfill  his  commitments  to  release  political  prisoners  such 
as  DongSaluel  Luak,  Aggrey  Idri,  and  James  Gatdet  Dak.  Taban 
responded  "you  should  ask  Kenya"  about  Dong  and  Aggrey,  claiming 
South  Sudan  had  not  role  in  their  disappearance,  and  inaccurately 
asserted  that  the  ICRC  has  been  allowed  access  to  see  Gatdet. 
President  Salva  added  that  the  ICRC  should  be  permitted  to  visit 
Gatdet.  The  Justice  Minister  added  that  Gatdet  was  being  charged 
formally  and  would  face  a  criminal  trial  soon  (he  has  been  held 
without  charge  since  November  2016). 


8.  (SBU)  Salva  stressed  that  he  had  announced  a  unilateral  ceasefire 
during  the  opening  of  the  National  Dialogue,  but  suggested  the 
opposition  can  "break  it  at  any  time."  The  President  described  the 
controversial  dismissal  of  former  SPLA  leader  General  Paul  Malong 
Awan  as  "a  normal  change"  based  on  a  typical  rotational  schedule, 
but  admitted  that  "General  Paul  did  not  receive  it  well."  He  said 
"Thank  god  there  was  no  bloodshed,"  and  asserted  the  government  is 
in  firm  control  of  Malong  and  the  new  chief.  General  Aj'ongo,  is  in  full 
control  of  the  SPLA. 


On  Media:  Don't  Expect  Critical  Voices  to  Get  Visas 


9.  (SBU)  Representative  Smith  expressed  regret  thatjournalists  from 
the  Wall  Street  Journal  and  other  major  publications  had  been  denied 
visas  to  South  Sudan  and  urged  reconsideration  of  these  refusals. 
Representative  Bass  added  that  all  politicians  are  criticized  by  the 
media  but  the  press  plays  an  important  role.  President  Salva  asserted 
the  government's  sovereign  right  to  approve  or  deny  visas.  The 
President  said  that  the  government  had  granted  access  to  western 
journalists  "in  good  faith,”  but  "biased"  reporters  had  reported 
negatively  on  positive  developments  in  order  to  secure  "fundraising." 
The  First  Vice  President  admitted  that  visa  denials  were  based  on  past 
critical  coverage. 


...And  What  About  the  Good  Things  in  South  Sudan? 


10.  (SBU)  Taban  criticized  Ambassador  Phee  for  organizing  a  visit  of 
the  CODEL  to  the  UNMISS  POC  camp  in  Bentiu,  lamenting  their  trip 
was  "focusing  on  the  negative,  not  the  positive."  He  said  the  trip 
should  have  included  a  visit  to  the  site  where  the  Ministry  of  Interior 
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is  training  police  to  replace  the  SPLA  in  Juba  and  other  cities.  He  also 
highlighted  his  recent  involvement  in  brokering  a  cessation  of 
hostilities  in  legacy  Jonglei  state  between  the  Bor  Dinka  and  the 
Murle.  Representative  Bass  informed  him  that  she  and  Representative 
Smith  had  specifically  directed  the  embassy  to  arrange  the  trip  to 
Bentiu  as  the  two  intended  to  hold  a  hearing  shortly  to  review  the 
issues  of  famine  and  food  insecurity.  The  First  Vice  President 
attempted  to  argue  that  South  Sudanese  who  have  fled  to  Uganda  are 
not  fleeing  violence  but  have  been  driven  out  from  fear  generated  by 
hate  speech  and  opposition  propaganda.  Ezekiel  added  that  "positive 
things  are  happening”  in  South  Sudan  but  not  being  reported,  and 
claimed  "there  is  no  fighting,  just  scrimmages"  across  the  country. 


New  Army  Chief  AjongoSays  All  the  Right  Things 


11.  (SBU)  Also  on  June  1,  the  CODEL  metthe  newly  appointed  SPLA 
Chief  of  Defense  Forces  (CDF),  General  James  Ajongo  Mawut.  Also  in 
attendance  were  the  Assistant  CDF  for  Logistics  LTG  Gabriel  Jok; 
Assistant  CDF  for  Administration  LTG  Mangar  Buong;  Director  for 
Transformation  MG  Rabbi  Emmanuel;  and  the  Chief  of  the  Joint 
Border  Verification  and  Monitoring  Mechanism  (JBVMM)  MG  Majier 
Kur.  Ajongo  highlighted  recent  moves  to  restructure  the  SPLA 
following  his  promotion  and  stated  his  intent  to  move  most  SPLA  units 
out  of  Juba  and  other  towns  (consistent  with  the  peace  agreement). 
He  agreed  that  the  agreement's  call  to  canton  forces  was  outdated 
and  expensive,  and  recommended  as  an  alternative  setting  up 
assembly  areas  for  opposition  groups  that  renounce  violence  to  be 
assimilated  into  the  SPLA,  and  then  further  reduced  as  appropriate  in 
a  future  Disarmament  Demobilization  Reintegration  (DDR)  process. 


12.  (SBU)  Ajongo  frankly  offered  his  view  that  the  government  cannot 
be  satisfied  with  the  current  situation  where  conflict  and  violence 
have  displaced  millions  and  so  many  South  Sudanese  have  sought 
refuge  in  other  countries.  He  acknowledged  the  gap  between  the 
SPLA  and  communities,  and  said  he  seeks  to  rebuild  trust  between  the 
two.  He  said  the  SPLA  is  reaching  out  to  opposition  counterparts. 
Ajongo  said  he  has  instructed  the  SPLA  to  support  such  engagement  in 
the  field  and  to  guarantee  the  safety  of  opposition  officials,  although 
he  said  both  would  be  challenging. 


13.  (SBU)  Representative  Smith  asked  Ajongo  if  the  SPLA  in  the  field  is 
following  his  orders.  Ajongo  replied  that  he  would  go  to  the  field 
himself  to  explain  his  policies,  and  to  also  make  clear  that  there  is  a 
standing  order  to  allow  access  for  humanitarian  workers. 
Acknowledging  that  humanitarian  organizations  play  a  critical  role  in 
supporting  the  people  of  South  Sudan,  Ajongo  said  that  humanitarians 
and  UNMISS  should  improve  communication  with  the  SPLA, 
specifically  notifying  the  Joint  Border  Verification  and  Monitoring 
Mission),  of  SPLA  obstructions  and  violations.  (Comment; 
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_ !End  Comment.)  Ajongo 

claimed  these  violations  are  reported  through  international  channels 
and  the  SPLA  leadership  in  Juba  does  not  find  out  about  it  until  made 
public. 


14.  (SBU)  The  SPLA  chief  emphasized  that  the  peace  agreement,  the 
National  Dialogue,  President  Salva's  announcement  of  a  unilateral 
ceasefire,  and  opening  of  channels  to  the  opposition  as  examples  of 
the  government's  efforts  to  pursue  peace.  He  expressed  appreciation 
for  AU  and  IGAD  support  of  these  efforts,  and  opined  that  the 
international  community  should  do  the  same.  Ajongo  also  commented 
on  Juba’s  bilateral  relationship  with  Khartoum,  highlighting 
unresolved  issues  such  as  each  side's  respective  support  for  rebel 
groups  and  the  lack  of  an  agreement  as  to  whether  rebel  groups 
should  be  disarmed  before  they  are  expelled. 


15.  (SBU)  Congressman  Smith  expressed  his  concern  over  reports  of 
SPLA  misconduct,  particularly  with  respect  to  sexual  violence,  urging  a 
policy  of  zero  tolerance.  Ajongo  demurred  at  first  as  he  claimed  this 
subject  is  not  one  that  is  discussed  in  his  culture.  He  then  collected 
himself  and  reiterated  that  this  is  one  of  the  areas  that  must  be 
addressed  to  narrow  the  gap  between  the  SPLA  and  civilian 
population.  The  Ambassador  asked  about  a  recent  visit  by  a 
delegation  from  the  UN  Office  of  the  Special  Representative  of  the 
Secretary  General  on  Sexual  Violence  in  Conflict;  Ajongo  responded 
positively  that  he  wanted  to  see  the  draft  of  the  UN’s  Action  Plan  so 
the  SPLA  can  make  adjustments  to  current  policy  as  appropriate. 


16.  (SBU)  Ajongo  raised  the  decision  by  AFRICOM  not  to  invite  the 
SPLA  to  a  recent  CHOD  Conference  and  admitted  that  the  reason  was 
obvious:  "the  way  we  operate."  He  expressed  his  desire  to  "close  the 
gap"  so  the  SPLA  can  become  a  partner  for  the  region  and  the  United 
States,  citing  counterterrorism  concerns  such  as  Al  Shabaab. 


Humanitarian  Partners:  "Year-on-Year  Degradation" 


17.  (SBU)  In  a  May  30  meeting  with  representatives  from  World  Food 
Program  (WFP),  Office  for  the  Coordination  of  Humanitarian  Affairs 
(OCHA),  International  Organization  For  Migration  (IOM),  Catholic 
Relief  Services  (CRS),  Samaritan's  Purse,  and  Mercy  Corps, 
humanitarians  told  the  CODEL  that  the  government  must  take  action 
to  match  its  repeated  assurances  about  aid  worker  safety  and  access. 
Humanitarians  flagged  that  northern  Jonglei  state  may  soon  reach 
famine  conditions,  and  said  the  outbreak  of  cholera  is  another 
concern.  Humanitarians  agreed  that  there  has  been  a  "year-on-year 
degradation  of  everything"  with  respect  to  food  security,  the 
economy,  and  political  dialogue. 
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Church  Leaders:  Locked  Out  of  J1 


18.  (5BU)  In  a  June  1  meeting  with  South  Sudan  Council  of  Churches 
(SSCC)  General  Secretary  Father  James  Oyet  Latansio  and  other  SSCC 
members,  Representative  Smith  underscored  the  importance  of  faith- 
based  groups  in  promoting  peace  and  reconciliation.  Father  James 
reported  that  the  SSCC  has  repeatedly  requested  to  meet  with 
President  Salva  since  being  appointed  to  the  National  Dialogue 
Secretariat  in  December  2016,  but  said  that  the  President  has  refused 
to  meet:  "the  door  has  been  locked  to  us.”  One  SSCC  member 
expressed  skepticism  about  the  credibility  of  the  government's 
prosecution  of  the  Terrain  Hotel  compound  attackers,  opining  that 
"accountability  scares  Salva  and  the  other  leaders."  Another  member 
suggested  that,  while  there  was  support  for  the  general  idea  of 
hosting  a  National  Dialogue,  the  government  had  not  taken  the  steps 
(release  of  prisoners,  credible  security  guarantees)  to  enable  it  to 
succeed  but  instead  had  "copied  and  pasted''  Sudan's  National 
Dialogue  initiative.  Father  James  shared  SSCC  plans  to  travel  to  meet 
with  regional  stakeholders  (Uganda,  Sudan,  Ethiopia  and  the  African 
Union)  in  June  and  July. 


UNMISS:  Optimistic  about  Improved  Relations  under  Ajongo 


19.  (SBU)  In  a  June  1  meeting  with  UNMISS  Acting  SRSG  Moustapha 
Soumare,  Representative  Smith  asked  if  the  RPF  would  arrive  in  full  by 
the  end  of  July.  Soumare  responded  that  "a  big  chunk"  (namely  the 
Rwandans  and  Ethiopians)  will  be  deployed  by  that  time,  but  reported 
that  Kenya's  battalion  minus  is  still  a  question  mark  due  to  political 
sensitivities  over  how  the  UN  handled  the  dismissal  of  the  previous 
Kenyan  Force  Commander.  Deputy  Force  Commander  MG  Chaoying 
Yang  offered  his  opinion  on  the  new  SPLA  chief,  opining  that  Ajongo  is 
"milder"  than  Malong  and  will  not  mobilize  tribal  fighters  as  Malong 
did.  Ajongo  has  promised  UNMISS  that  he  will  do  his  "utmost"  to 
ensure  freedom  of  movement  and  reduce  bureaucratic  impediments, 
Yang  said.  Representative  Smith  urged  Soumare  to  increase  UNMISS 
attention  to  the  needs  of  women  and  children. 


20.  (SBU)  Representative  Smith  cleared  this  cable.

Diop  has  served  as  Minister  for  Foreign  Affairs  and  International 
Cooperation  since  2014.  Prior  to  this  appointment.  Diop  was 
appointed  in  May  2003  by  President  Amadou  Toumani  Toure  to  serve 
as  Ambassador  to  the  United  States,  concurrently  also  accredited  to 
Colombia,  Brazil,  Argentina,  Chile,  Mexico,  Uruguay,  and  Peru. 

From  2000-2003,  Diop  was  a  diplomatic  advisor  to  Malian  Presidents 
Alpha  Oumar  Konare  and  Amadou  Toumani  Toure.  Diop  was  Chair  of 
the  ECOWAS  (Economic  Community  of  West  African  States)  and  the 
WAEMU  (West  African  Economic  and  Monetary  Union).  During  this 
time,  Diop  also  worked  on  monitoring  initiatives  for  the  African  Union, 
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in  which  Mali  played  an  active  role  in  creating.  In  2000  and  2001,  Diop 
oversaw  Mali's  participation  in  the  United  Nations  Security  Council 
and  served  as  a  member  of  the  Steering  Committee  of  the  Partnership 
for  Africa's  Development.  From  1999-2000,  Diop  worked  as  the 
advisor  to  the  Minister  of  Foreign  Affairs  in  charge  of  political  and 
diplomatic  issues.  From  1998-1999,  Diop  held  the  position  of 
counselor  at  the  Malian  Embassy  in  Belgium,  where  he  was  in  charge 
of  multilateral  cooperation.  Diop  played  an  active  role  in  negotiations 
between  the  ACP  (African  Caribbean  and  Pacific  States)  and  the 
European  Union  with  regard  to  the  Partnership  Agreement  for 
Development  signed  in  Cotonou  in  2000.  Prior  to  that  position,  he 
spent  several  years  at  the  direction  of  International  Cooperation  of 
the  Ministry  of  Foreign  Affairs  in  charge  of  implementing  and 
monitoring  the  European  Development  Funds  financial  programs  in 
Mali. 

Abdoulaye  Diop  received  a  Master  of  Arts  in  International  Relations 
from  the  International  Institute  of  Public  Administration  in  Paris, 
France.  He  also  received  a  Master  of  Arts  in  Diplomacy  and 
Management  of  International  Organizations  from  the  Paris-Sud  11 
University  and  a  Bachelor  of  Arts  in  Diplomacy  from  the  National 
School  of  Administration  in  Algeria.

Note:  Ethiopia  and  Senegal  requested  a  briefing  on  June  15  to  discuss 
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the  reports  requested  in  Resolution  2320,  adopted  unanimously  in 
November  2016,  on  cooperation  between  the  UN  and  African  Union, 
which  welcomed  the  AU's  efforts  to  increase  its  own  self-financing, 
and  expressed  willingness  to  consider  future  proposals  of  the  AU  for  a 
new  partnership  with  the  UNSC  to  support  AU-led  peace  support 
operations.  Ethiopia  and  Senegal  are  eager  for  the  Council  to  continue 
to  incrementally  move  forward  on  a  proposed  new  financing 
partnership,  but  Egypt,  as  one  of  the  AU’s  largest  contributors,  has 
strongly  resisted  due  to  concerns  that  such  an  arrangement  would 
increase  its  financial  burden. 


Note:  Throughout  the  continent,  health  outcomes  are,  on  average, 
worse  than  in  other  regions,  due  mainly  to  a  lack  of  primary  health 
care  facilities  and  trained  medical  staff,  and  a  very  small  proportion  of 
government  expenditures  going  towards  health. 


Reform  of  UN  Bodies  Focused  on  Development: 


Note:  As  some  of  the  top  recipients  of  aid,  many  African  countries 
have  been  obstacles  to  reasonable  reform  of  UN  development-related 
work  based  on  a  fear  that  any  changes  will  decrease  assistance  to 
them.  You  should  emphasize  that  we  all  benefit  from  rationalizing  our 
work  in  New  York,  which  allows  us  to  devote  our  human  resources  to 
solving  problems,  not  repeatedly  discussing  them.

He  was  a  tireless  champion  of  the  health  of 
women  and  children,  and  as  Minister  of  Health  of  Nigeria  prior  to  his 
appointment  as  head  of  this  UN  agency,  worked  to  bring  down 
maternal  mortality  rates  and  improve  survival  rates  for  young  children 
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in  Nigeria.

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FOR  YOUR  AWARENESS:  Of  the  African  countries  invited  to 
Ambassador  Haley's  reception,  it  may  be  of  note  that  several  are  in 
significant  debt  to  local  creditors  who  have  sought  USUN  assistance: 

*  ANGOLA-  $64K  owed  to  Diplomat  Centre  Condominium  at  820 
Second  Avenue  where  the  offices  of  the  Permanent  Mission  are 
located.  The  Mission  recently  made  a  $10K  payment,  its  first  payment 
in  2017.  The  Mission  was  unable  to  give  a  date  when  more  payments 
would  be  made  so  the  condominium  will  go  ahead  with  legal  action. 
USUN/HC  has  requested  a  meeting  with  PR  Amb.  Gaspar  Martins,  who 
has  just  returned  last  Thursday  from  a  trip  to  his  capital  which  we 
understand,  was  partly  to  request  funding. 

*  Cote  d'Ivoire-  $150K  to  Condo  Assn  -  lawsuit  filed  (on  HC  Committee 
Bureau.  Some  payments  have  been  made  but  have  mostly  gone  to  pay 
legal  fees  of  the  condominium  association. 

DRC  -  $5 IK  to  landlord. 

*  Guinea  -  $18K  to  the  Fieldston  Property  Owner's  Association  in 
Fieldston,  Bronx,  NY,  where  the  residence  of  the  Permanent 
Representative  is  located. 

*  Nigeria  -owes  monthly  maintenance  fees  to  several  co-operative 
apartment  buildings  where  its  diplomats  are  housed.  One  in 
particular,  at  2  Tudor  City,  has  aggressively  sought  USUN  and  NYC 
assistance  in  obtaining  payment  of  over  $30K  in  monthly  maintenance 
fees.  The  Mission  owes  over  $80K  for  similar  fees  for  two  apartments 
at  East  89th  Street.

Background: 

Babak's  brother  Siamak  Namazi  was  arrested  by  the  Government  of 
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Iran  on  October  15,  2015.  On  February  22,  2016,  the  Government  of 
Iran  arrested  Babak's  father  .Baquer  Namazi,  an  81-year-old  retired 
UNICEF  official.  On  October  18,  2016,  the  Government  announced  it 
had  sentenced  the  Namazis  each  to  10  years  in  prison.  According  to 
the  prosecutor,  they  were  imprisoned  for  espionage  and  collaboration 
with  the  American  government.  Both  are  being  held  under  terrible 
conditions  in  Iran’s  notorious  Evin  prison.  Siamak  has  been  held 
substantially  in  solitary  confinement  and  denied  a  bed  and  is  forced  to 
sleep  on  a  concrete  floor  with  limited  blankets  and  warn  clothing. 
Baquer,  who  underwent  heart  bypass  surgery,  has  serious  medical 
conditions  that  are  not  being  addressed.

Context: 

This  Arria  Formula  Open  Meeting  provides  an  opportunity  to  address 
access  to  populations  at  risk  of  famine  in  four  countries  affected  by 
conflict  and  to  identify  concrete  measures  to  improve  that  access  and 
meet  people’s  needs.  Amina  Mohammed,  the  Deputy  Secretary- 
General,  will  provide  an  update  on  the  humanitarian  situation  in  these 
countries,  and  food  insecurity  globally.  Franck  Bousquet,  Senior 
Director  of  the  Fragility,  Conflict,  and  Violence  Group  of  the  World 
Bank,  will  argue  that  a  zero  tolerance  for  famine  is  both  a  desirable 
and  achievable  goal  and  address  the  obstacles  to  the  Bank's  work  in 
these  contexts.  Andrea  Tamburini,  CEO  of  Action  Against  Hunger,  will 
describe  the  access  challenges  they  face.  Led  by  France  and  the  UK, 
the  meeting  is  cosponsored  by  Egypt,  Ethiopia,  Italy,  Japan,  Senegal, 
Sweden,  and  us,  the  meeting  follows  up  on  the  Secretary-General's 
February  21st  call  for  action  to  prevent  and  respond  to  famine  and 
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Under-Secretary-General  Stephen  O'Brien’s  March  10  briefing  to  the 
Security  Council  on  the  four  countries  at  risk  of  famine.  The  meeting 
should  identify  concrete  measures  that  the  Council,  Member  State, 
and  the  UN  system  could  take  to  prevent  famine. 

Background: 

In  late  February  2017,  the  Secretary  General  warned  that  unless 
decisive  action  was  taken  and  additional  resources  mobilized 
immediately,  the  world  could  face  a  global  food  security  crisis  with  an 
acute  risk  of  famine  in  four  countries:  Yemen  where  6.9  million 
require  urgent  food  assistance,  Somalia  with  2.9  million.  South  Sudan 
with  5  million,  and  Nigeria  with  5.1  million.  Famine  had  been  declared 
in  two  counties  in  South  Sudan  in  February,  where  100,000  people 
were  already  facing  famine,  and  one  million  people  on  the  brink.  In 
Nigeria,  famine  probably  already  occurred  and  may  continue  today  - 
but  humanitarians  were  not  able  to  reach  these  areas  to  collect 
sufficient  evidence.  In  Yemen,  widespread  hunger  could  become 
famine  if  the  country  can  no  longer  import  food.  In  Somalia,  a  drought 
affecting  the  Florn  of  Africa  could  become  famine  if  assistance  cannot 
reach  people  -  a  real  risk  in  areas  controlled  by  A!  Shabaab. 

Violence  and  conflict  hinderan  effective  humanitarian  response  as 
well  as  more  robust,  early  engagement  by  development  actors.  Three 
things  can  save  millions  of  lives:  ending  these  conflicts  or  at  least 
changing  the  way  that  they  are  waged;  gaining  sustained 
humanitarian  access  to  people  in  need;  and  mobilizing  sufficient 
funding  to  provide  life-saving  assistance.

Biographical  Note  for  Congressman  Jim  Costa 

Jim  Costa  was  sworn  in  as  a  Member  of  the  U.S.  House  of 
Representatives  representing  California's  16th  Congressional  District 
in  January,  2005.  Raised  on  a  dairy  farm  in  Fresno's  Kearney  Park  area. 
Congressman  Costa  is  a  third-generation  family  farmer.  As  a  Member 
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of  Congress,  Costa  has  applied  his  farming  background  to  fighting  for 
Valley  water,  agriculture,  and  the  economy. 

A  lifelong  resident  of  the  Valley,  Costa's  committee  assignments  allow 
him  to  effectively  advocate  for  the  district.  Costa  uses  his  position  on 
the  Natural  Resources  Committee  to  fight  for  the  Valley's  fair  share  of 
water.  This  includes  securing  funding  for  dams,  working  to  overturn 
unfair  federal  water  regulations,  and  increasing  Valley  water 
allocations.  On  the  Agriculture  Committee,  Costa  has  worked  to 
increase  federal  support  for  Valley  agriculture  through  the  Farm  Bill 
and  other  programs.  When  a  milk  price  crisis  devastated  the  region's 
dairy  industry,  Costa  introduced  legislation  to  protect  Valley  dairy 
families  and  local  jobs.  In  addition  to  his  committee  assignments, 

Costa  is  a  member  of  the  fiscally-conservative  Blue  Dog  Coalition  and 
has  worked  with  his  colleagues  to  support  more  responsible 
budgeting  practices. 

Costa's  work  to  improve  the  Valley  stretches  across  the  district. 

During  his  first  term  in  office,  Costa  put  together  a  broad-based 
bipartisan  coalition  aimed  at  developing  a  Regional  Water  Plan  for 
Central  California.  He  also  led  the  negotiations  between  the  City  of 
Fresno  and  the  State  of  California  that  secured  the  final  funding 
necessary  to  complete  the  new  Amtrak  station  in  Fresno.  During  the 
109th  Congress,  Costa  played  a  leading  role  in  the  bipartisan  effort  to 
secure  Highway  99  funding  in  the  infrastructure  bonds  approved  by 
California  voters  in  2006.  Costa  was  also  a  principal  in  the  successful 
effort  to  secure  Congressional  approval  of  plans  to  keep  Fresno's 
144th  Air  National  Guard  Fighter  Wing  viable  well  into  the  future.  As 
the  primary  author  of  state  legislation  to  create  the  San  Joaquin  Valley 
Air  Pollution  Control  District,  Costa  continues  to  work  with  local  and 
state  officials  to  clean  up  the  Valley's  air. 

Costa's  efforts  to  strengthen  Valley  agriculture  and  the  economy  have 
been  recognized  by  organizations  like  The  American  Farm  Bureau 
Federation  who  named  him  a  recipient  of  its  "Friend  of  the  Farm 
Bureau"  award.  Costa  has  also  received  the  "Spirit  of  Enterprise" 
award  by  the  U.S.  Chamber  of  Commerce.  Costa's  work  to  crack  down 
on  violent  crime  and  advocate  for  victims'  rights  was  recognized  by 
the  National  Organization  for  Victim  Assistance,  which  named  him 
recipient  of  the  Donald  E.  Santarelli  Public  Policy  Award  for 
demonstrating  outstanding  public  policy  leadership. 

A  product  of  Fresno  County  schools,  Costa  is  a  graduate  of  San 
Joaquin  Memorial  High  School  and  has  a  Bachelor's  Degree  in  Political 
Science  from  California  State  University,  Fresno.  Before  being  elected 
to  the  U.S.  House  of  Representatives,  Costa  served  for  24  years  in  the 
California  State  Legislature.

Congressman  Joe  Wilson 

Addison  (Joe)  Graves  Wilson  was  born  on  July  31, 1947,  in  Charleston, 
South  Carolina.  After  graduating  from  the  High  School  of  Charleston,

Background:  Following  on  the  three  month  reporting  requirement  of 
UNSCR  2334  (2016),  the  Secretary  General's  Special  Coordinator  for 
the  Middle  East,  Nickolay  Mladenov,  will  brief  the  Council  on 
implementation  of  the  resolution  via  video  teleconference  in  the  open 
chamber.

*  Lakhdar  Brahimi,  a  member  of  "the  Elders,"  a  group  of  world  leaders 
brought  together  by  Nelson  Mandela  with  the  goal  of  "working 
together  for  peace  and  human  rights."  Brahimi  served  as  the  United 
Nations  and  Arab  League  Special  Envoy  to  Syria  from  2012  to  2014.  He 
was  Minister  of  Foreign  Affairs  of  Algeria  from  1991  to  1993. 
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*  Ahmed  Aboul  Gheit,  an  Egyptian  diplomat  who  has  been  Secretary- 
General  of  the  Arab  League  since  July  2016.  Aboul-Gheit  served  as  the 
Minister  of  Foreign  Affairs  of  Egypt  from  11  July  2004  to  6  March  2011 
and  was  Egypt's  PR  to  the  United  Nations  for  a  number  of  years. 


*  Michael  Doran,  a  Senior  Fellow  at  the  Hudson  Institute  in 
Washington,  DC  who  specializes  in  Middle  East  security  issues.  Doran 
served  in  the  George  W.  Bush  administration  as  a  senior  director  in

Background:  A  terrorist  truck  bomb  near  the  Presidential  Palace  and 
diplomatic  compound  in  Kabul  killed  over  150  people  and  wounded  at 
least  400.  This  was  one  of  the  worst  terrorist  attacks  In  Kabul  since  the 
Taliban  was  removed  from  power,  and  terrorist  incidents  have  risen 
notably  in  2016  and  2017. 


2.  U.S.  Afghanistan  Policy  Review: 
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Background:  Ambassador  Saikal  recently  conveyed  to  Ambassador 
Sison  President  Ghani's  concern  that  the  United  States  and  the 
Security  Council  have  grown  more  distant  from  the  issues  affecting 
Afghanistan. 


Background:  After  the  spectacular  May  31  attack,  and  in  light  of  the 
growing  tensions  in  the  region  as  a  result  of  the  increased  violence,  it 
was  encouraging  that  the  Kabul  Process  partners  convened  on  June  6 
and  recommitted  themselves  to  the  pursuit  of  stability  in  Afghanistan.

Senator  Brown  serves  as  the  Ranking  Member  of  the  Senate  Banking 
Committee,  where  he  played  an  instrumental  role  in  passing  the 
historic  Wall  Street  reform  law.

Biography: 


Ameena  Saeed  Hasan  is  a  Yezidi  Kurd,  a  minority  group  targeted  by 
the  extremist  group  ISIL.  She  has  helped  secure  the  release  of  over 
100  captives.  Ms.  Hasan  traveled  to  the  US  in  the  spring  of  2015  to 
participate  in  and  speak  at  the  White  House  Summit  to  Counter 
Violent  Extremism.  In  2015,  she  was  named  as  a  Hero  Acting  to  End 
Modern  Slavery  by  the  US  Department  of  State. 

Ms.  Hasan,  previously  a  member  of  the  Iraqi  Council  of 
Representatives,  is  a  Yezidi  Kurd.  The  Yezidi  community  is  a  religious 
minority  that  is  primarily  located  in  Northern  Iraq.  As  the  extremist 
group  the  Islamic  State  of  Iraq  and  the  Levant  (ISIL),  often  referred  to 
as  ISIS,  has  expanded  its  control  over  the  northern  part  of  Iraq  and 
Southeastern  Syria  they  have  targeted  the  Yezidi  minority.  There  are 
reports  of  ISIL  forcing  migration,  executing  those  who  refuse,  and 
taking  girls  and  women  as  sex  slaves.  Reports  include  details  of 
systematic  rape  and  sexual  slavery,  and  various  ISIL  documents  and 
videos  confirm  the  accounts. 

Ms.  Hasan  has  courageously  spoken  about  the  human  rights  abuses 
that  are  being  perpetrated  upon  the  Yezidi  people.  Her  advocacy  has 
been  encouraging  to  other  members  of  the  Yezidi  community.  She 
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worked  with  others  to  try  and  create  a  registry  of  captives  and  their 
locations.  The  local  government  has  sponsored  a  team  of  local 
activists  who  have  worked  on  freeing  captives.  Ms.  Hasan,  as  a 
member  of  that  team,  has  helped  to  free  over  100  people  from  ISIL 
captivity  since  the  summer  of  2014.

3.  UNIFIL/Lebanon:  Raise  your  concern  with  the  growing  presence  and 
influence  of  Hezbollah  and  massive  build-up  of  rockets  in  Lebanon,  in 
violation  of  UN  resolutions,  as  a  UN  Peacekeeping  mission  sits  on  the 
Lebanese  border. 
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Background:  In  two  separate  reports  this  year  alone,  the  SG  has  called 
out  Hezbollah  for  its  failure  to  disarm  as  called  for  under  multiple  UN 
Security  Council  resolutions,  its  refusal  to  be  accountable  to  State 
institutions,  and  its  involvement  in  the  Syrian  conflict.  He  has  also 
called  on  the  government  of  Lebanon  to  take  actions  to  prohibit 
Hezbollah  and  other  armed  groups  from  acquiring  weapons  and 
building  paramilitary  operations.  There  is  currently  an  arms  embargo 
in  place  in  Lebanon,  but  there  are  ways  it  could  be  strengthened  and 
additional  measures  could  be  put  in  place.

Background:  Japan's  counterpart  of  Armed  Forces  Day  is  Self-Defense 
Forces  Commemoration  Day  observed  on  November  1.  It  has  been 
celebrated  since  1966.  The  Japan  Self-Defense  Forces  (JSDF)  were 
officially  established  on  July  1, 1954.  SDF  Commemoration  Day  was 
first  held  in  1966.  It  was  eventually  decided  to  move  the  celebration 
to  November  1,  because  July  1  falls  during  the  season  of  typhoons, 
and  bad  weather  prevents  from  celebrating  the  occasion  properly. 

SDF  Commemoration  Day  is  not  a  public  holiday.  The  parade  honoring 
the  SDF  usually  takes  place  during  the  last  week  of  October.  It  is  held 
every  three  years. 

The  JSDF  consist  of  three  branches:  Japan  Ground  SDF,  Japan 
Maritime  SDF,  and  Japan  Air  SDF.  The  number  of  active  personnel  is 
approximately  260,000.  The  Prime  Minister  is  the  commander-in-chief 
of  the  SDF.  In  2013,  the  National  Security  Council  was  established, 
with  the  aim  of  reforming  the  JSDF.

Background:  UN  Under-Secretary  General  Stephen  O’Brien  will  brief 
the  Council  in  the  open  chamber  and  closed  consultations  on  the 
continued  dire  humanitarian  situation  in  Syria.  Despite  the  efforts  of 
the  Astana  guarantors  (Russia,  Iran,  and  Turkey)  to  negotiate  de- 
escalation  zones  across  the  country,  violence  is  rising  and 
humanitarian  access  remains  blocked.  We  recommend  that  you  speak 
in  closed  consultations.  Bolivia  and  Uruguay  probably  will  speak  in  the 
open. 

Humanitarian  Update:  Some  13.5  million  people  in  Syria  (80  percent 
of  the  current  population)  require  humanitarian  assistance,  including 
more  than  600,000  people  living  under  siege.  More  than  85  percent  of 
those  under  siege  are  besieged  by  their  own  government.  Despite 
Russia's  touting  of  the  Astana  de-escalation  plan,  it  has  not  improved 
the  humanitarian  situation  at  all.  On  June  20,  a  UN  interagency 
convoy  delivered  food  and  other  assistance  to  11,000  Syrians  in 
regime-besieged  East  Harasta,  part  of  the  Damascus  suburbs.  This  is 
less  than  a  quarter  of  the  population  estimated  to  live  there.  The 
convoy  arrived  two  days  after  unidentified  gunmen  fired  on  the 
convoy's  first  attempt  to  deliver  assistance.  This  is  only  the  second 
delivery  in  2017  to  areas  besieged  by  the  Syrian  regime.  In  the  June  23 
Humanitarian  Access  Task  Force  meeting,  the  UN  special  advisor  said 
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that  the  rate  of  convoy  deliveries  to  besieged  and  hard-to-reach  areas 
has  "never  been  worse”  since  the  task  force  was  created. 

Political  Update:  Both  the  Geneva  and  the  Astana  processes  are 
continuing,  but  neither  track  is  close  to  a  breakthrough.  The  next 
Astana  round  will  take  place  on  July  4-5,  but  this  meeting  could  be 
delayed.  Previous  meetings  scheduled  for  June  were  indefinitely 
postponed  because  Turkey,  Russia,  and  Iran  have  been  unable  to 
reach  agreement  on  delineating  the  boundaries  of  the  de-escalation 
zones  and  arrangements  for  ceasefire  monitoring.  Meanwhile,  UN 
Special  Envoy  for  Syria  Staffan  de  Mistura  announced  he  will 
reconvene  the  Geneva  talks  on  July  10,  and  we  expect  he  will  attempt 
to  build  upon  the  last  round  in  which  the  parties  agreed  to  form  a 
working  group  for  constitutional  issues.  De  Mistura  aims  to  develop  a 
common  opposition  position  on  constitutional  issues  before  July  10. 

Military  Update:  In  eastern  Syria,  the  battle  lines  are  growing  more 
complex.  The  U.S.  Military  has  fired  on  pro-Assad  forces  three  times 
(May  18,  June  6,  and  June  8)  for  encroaching  on  a  de-confliction  zone 
in  southeastern  Syria  agreed  to  with  the  Russians.  In  the  same  time 
period,  our  military  grounded  two  Iranian  drones  in  the  same  area 
and  a  Syrian  military  jet  in  the  north  which  threatened  the  Syrian 
Democratic  Forces  (SDF)  fighting  ISIS.  Elsewhere,  violence  is 
undermining  the  failing  ceasefire  in  key  areas.  In  southern  Syria,  the 
regime  continues  to  pummel  Dar'a  city,  clearly  inside  the  southern  de- 
escalation  zone  envisioned  by  Astana.  The  regime  and  opposition 
have  clashed  in  central  Syria,  and  regime  forces  there  have  fired 
artillery  rounds  on  cropland  to  prevent  the  harvest.

Background:  UN  Under-Secretary  General  Jeffrey  Feltman  will  brief 
the  Council  in  the  open  chamber  on  the  Secretary  General's  third  bi¬ 
annual  report  on  implementation  of  UNSCR  2231  on  Iran.  We  believe 
this  Is  a  strong  report  that  helpfully  shines  a  spotlight  on  a  range  of 
illicit  Iranian  activities,  especially  its  arms  smuggling  and  ballistic 
missile  activities.  Security  Council  experts  met  in  the  2231  Format  to 
discuss  the  report  on  June  23. 

UNSCR  2231  was  negotiated  alongside  the  Joint  Comprehensive  Plan 
of  Action  (JCPOA)  and  retained  binding  restrictions  on  Iran  for  set 
periods  of  time.  These  measures  include  prohibitions  on  transfers  of 
conventional  arms,  and  certain  ballistic  missile-  and  nuclear-rel3ted 
technology;  it  also  includes  targeted  sanctions  (asset  freeze/travel 
ban)  on  listed  Iranian  individuals  and  entities.  UNSCR  2231  asked  the 
Secretary-General  to  report  every  six  months  on  implementation  of 
these  measures. 

Iran  reacted  negatively  to  the  last  two  UNSCR  2231  reports.  FM  Zarif 
argued  that  the  findings  on  arms  smuggling  and  ballistic  missiles 
would  embolden  Iranian  hardliners.  He  also  criticized  the  UN  for  not 
evaluating  Tehran’s  complaints  that  the  United  States  has  not 
complied  fully  with  our  JCPOA  commitments  on  sanctions  relief. 

Secretary-General's  Report  on  UNSCR  2231:  Key  Points 

*  JCPOA:  The  Secretary-General  calls  upon  the  JCPOA  participants  to 
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continue  to  work  together  in  good  faith  and  reciprocity;  he  also 
encouraged  all  States  to  act  in  accordance  and  support  the  JCPOA, 
and  to  avoid  "provocative  actions  and  speech."  He  asserts  that  "it  is  in 
the  interest  of  the  international  community,  writ  large,  that  this 
achievement  of  multilateral  diplomacy  endures  transitions  and 
implementation  challenges.”  The  report  notes  that 

*  Ballistic  missiles:  The  report  recalls  Iran's  January  2017  ballistic 
missile  launch  and  presents  information  from  the  United  States,  UK, 
France,  Germany  and  Israel  asserting  that  this  launch  was  in  defiance 
of  UNSCR  2231.  Noting  that  there  is  no  Security  Council  consensus  on 
how  this  launch  related  to  UNSCR  2231,  the  Secretary-General 
nonetheless  calls  upon  Iran  to  "avoid  such  ballistic  missile  launches 
that  have  the  potential  to  increase  tensions."  The  report  also  notes 
formal  allegations  from  Israel  that  there  is  proof  of  cooperation 
between  Iran  and  DPRK  on  the  development  of  missile  technologies 
(Iran  has  denied  this).  It  also  refers  to  U.S. -provided  information 
regarding  an  Iranian  consignment  of  carbon  fiber  (a  dual-use  material 
applicable  to  ballistic  missiles)  that  was  in  violation  of  UNSCR  2231. 

*  Arms:  The  report  summarizes  a  series  of  reported  incidents 
involving  the  prohibited  transport  of  Iranian  arms,  including  recent 
arms  seizures  by  Ukraine  and  Turkey  and  an  incident  where  South 
Africa  provided  emergency  repair  services  to  an  Iranian  warship.  It 
also  analyzes  weapons  seized  in  a  March  2016  interdiction,  concluding 
that  the  weapons  were  indeed  of  Iranian  origin.  The  report  includes 
several  paragraphs  on  illicit  transfer  of  Iranian  arms  to  Yemen,  with 
detailed  information  from  the  Yemenis  and  UAE  about  weapons 
intercepted. 


’  Targeted  sanctions  (asset  freeze/travel  ban):  The  report  notes  that 
the  Defense  Industries  Organization,  UN-listed  entity,  participated  in 
an  Iraq  Defense  Exhibition  in  apparent  violation  of  the  asset  freeze.  It 
also  documents  the  extensive  travel  General  Qasem  Soleimani,  who 
has  been  repeatedly  to  Iraq  and  Syria  in  violation  of  the  UNSCR  2231 
travel  ban. 


*  UNSCR  2231  implementation:  The  Secretariat  continues  outreach  to 
promote  UNSCR  2231  implementation,  including  through  attendance 
at  international  trade  conferences.

Purpose:  To  hear  Qatar's  perspectives  on  its  dispute  with  its  neighbors 
and  how  the  crisis  can  be  resolved. 

Background:  This  meeting  comes  three  weeks  after  Saudi  Arabia,  the 
UAE,  Bahrain,  and  Egypt  unexpectedly  cut  diplomatic,  economic,  and 
military  ties  with  Qatar  over  what  they  described  as  Qatari  support  for 
extremism  and  its  meddling  in  the  internal  affairs  of  other  Gulf 
Cooperation  Council  (GCC)  countries.  Last  Friday,  Saudi  Arabia 
provided  Kuwaiti  mediators  with  a  list  of  13  demands  that  were 
subsequently  shared  with  Qatar,  indicating  Qatar  had  ten  days  to 
comply.  Many  of  the  demands  are  hardline  and  almost  impossible  for 
Qatar  to  implement  in  full.  Saudi  FM  Adel  Al-Jubelr  has  said  that 
Qatar's  isolation  will  continue  indefinitely  if  Qatar  does  not  comply. 
Secretary  Tillerson  met  with  both  the  Qatari  FM  and  the  Acting 
Minister  of  Information  on  June  27,  during  which  he  reiterated  his 
strong  support  for  the  Kuwaiti  led  mediation  process,  the  need  for  all 
parties  to  work  toward  productive  diplomatic  relations,  and  the 
importance  of  confronting  extremism.  Senator  Bob  Corker  recently 
put  a  hold  on  arms  sales  to  GCC  countries  to  force  reconciliation 
between  Qatar  and  its  neighbors.

Background:  This  is  your  first  courtesy  call  with  the  Rwandan 
Ambassador.  You  met  her  during  a  dinner  hosted  by  the  Canadian 
Ambassador  and  she  was  invited  to  the  event  you  hosted  for  African 
Ambassadors  but  was  not  able  to  attend.  The  Rwandans  have  been 
closely  aligned  with  the  U.S.,  and  Ambassador  Rugwabiza  is 
particularly  friendly  toward  the  United  States.  Rugwabiza's 
predecessor,  Euguene  Gasana,  was  removed  from  his  Post  last  year 
and  is  reportedly  still  in  the  United  States.  It  remains  unclear  why  he 
was  relieved  of  his  duties. 


1.  Peacekeeping  Budgets: 


Note:  Rwanda  is  a  top  troop  contributing  country  with  uniformed 
personnel  In  MINUSCA,  MINUSTAH,  UNAMID,  UNISFA,  and  UNMISS. 
Rwanda  does  not  have  an  active  5C  delegate  at  the  moment,  so  they 
likely  have  not  had  much  visibility  on  the  budget  discussions.  We 
understand  privately  that  they  were  most  concerned  about  UNAMID 
and  MINUSCA,  where  they  contribute  2,506  and  1,284  uniformed 
personnel  respectively.  We  agreed  on  a  six  month  commitment 
authority  of  $972m  for  UNAMID  and  a  $883m  annual  budget  for 
MINUSCA  ($39m  below  the  SG's  request). 

2.  Kigali  Principles:  Stress  continued  U.S.  support  for  the  Kigali 
Principles  as  an  important  commitment  to  uphold  protection  of 
civilians  (POC)  in  UN  peacekeeping. 
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Note:  The  "Kigali  Principles  on  the  Protection  of  Civilians"  are  a  set  of 
IS  best  practices  that  were  developed  by  Rwanda,  in  consultation 
with  the  United  Nations,  the  Netherlands  and  peacekeeping  experts, 
and  released  in  2015.  The  40  signatories  (including  the  U.S.)  commit 
to  a  range  of  actions  including  direct  military  action  to  protect  civilians 
against  armed  actors,  and  to  hold  troops  accountable  for  failure  to 
protect  civilians  or  failures  in  conduct.  In  November  2016,  Rwanda, 
the  Netherlands,  and  the  U.S.  jointly  hosted  an  event  for  the 
signatories  to  discuss  the  Principles.  Rwanda  may  ask  you  to  co-host 
the  next  event.  At  the  end  of  August,  Rwanda  will  host  one  of  three 
preparatory  meetings  in  the  lead  up  to  this  year's  UN  Peacekeeping 

Defense  Ministerial,  which  is  scheduled  for  14-15  November  in _ 

Vancouver.  Secretary  Mattis  will  attend  the  November  event. 


3.  UNMISS:  Note  that  UNMISS,  UN  HQ  NY,  and  the  TCCs  are  having 
coordination  problems  deploying  the  Regional  Protection  Force  (RPF). 


Note:  The  entire  Regional  Protection  Force  is  not  projected  to  be  fully 
deployed  until  November,  2017-over  a  year  from  when  they  were 
mandated.  We  expect  the  November  date  will  slip  as  there  are 
disagreements  with  the  government  of  South  Sudan  on  which  land 
the  force  will  occupy,  the  site  build-up,  the  flow  of  material  into  Juba, 
and  moving  UNMISS  forces  out  of  Juba  to  new  or  existing  bases  as  a 
result  of  the  arrival  of  the  RPF., 
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4.  IF  NEEDED:  August  4  Presidential  Election: 


Note:  President  Paul  Kagame's  January  2016  announcement  that  he 
will  seek  a  third  term  when  presidential  elections  are  held  on  August  4 
followed  a  December  2015  rushed  referendum  process  that  failed  to 
provide  sufficient  time  and  opportunity  for  political  debate.  Kagame's 
decision  was  an  historic  missed  opportunity.  We  and  others  expressed 
our  disappointment  about  the  constitutional  amendments  to  extend 
the  terms  of  incumbents,  and  our  broader  concerns  about  the  state  of 
democracy  and  fundamental  freedoms  in  Rwanda.  The  referendum 
yielded  Constitutional  amendments  that  included  an  exception  for  the 
current  president  that  allows  President  Kagame  to  serve  another 
seven-year  term  in  2017,  potentially  followed  by  two  additional  five- 
year  terms.

Ambassador  Valentine  Rugwabiza  has  worked  for  more  than  twenty 
five  years  on  African  and  global  development  issues  both  from 
corporate  and  public  sector;  as  senior  Diplomat,  national  and 
international  public  servant  and  corporate  manager  in  national, 
regional  and  multilateral  organisations.  She  is  a  Cabinet  Member  since 
2013  and  has  held  different  portfolio  as  Minister  with  the 
Government  of  Rwanda. 

In  October  2016,  Ambassador  Valentine  Rugwabiza  was  appointed  the 
Rwanda  Permanent  Representative  to  the  UN  and  remains  a  Member 
of  Cabinet  of  the  Government  of  Rwanda.  Prior  to  this,  she  was  the 
Minister  in  the  Ministry  of  East  African  Community  from  July  2014  to 
October  2016.  She  also  served  as  the  Chief  Executive  Officer  of  the 
Rwanda  Development  Board  and  Member  of  Cabinet  from  October 
2013  to  July  2014. 

Between  2005  and  2013,  Ambassador  Valentine  Rugwabiza  served  as 
the  Deputy  Director-General  of  the  World  Trade  Organization  (WTO). 
Prior  to  joining  the  WTO,  she  served  as  Rwanda  Permanent 
Representative  to  the  UNOGand  all  specialised  agencies  based  in 
Geneva  as  well  as  Rwanda  Ambassador  to  Switzerland. 

Ambassador  Valentine  Rugwabiza  is  a  founding  member  of  Imbuto

Women  Entrepreneurs'  Organisation  and  the  Rwandese  Women

Purpose:  Kick-off  of  the  Chinese  Presidency  of  the  UN  Security

Background:  The  Chinese  run  a  tight  ship  when  it  comes  to  Council 
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presidencies  and  July  looks  to  be  no  exception.  They  have  only  one 
signature  event  -  the  July  19  open  debate  (non-ministerial)  on  peace 
and  security  in  Africa,  to  promote  UN-African  Union  cooperation  -  but 
otherwise  are  trying  to  limit  non-essential  meetings.  After  June's  raft 
of  UNSCRs,  only  three  are  expected  for  July:  the  mandate  for  the 
political  mission  for  Colombia  -  focusing  on  security  guarantees  and 
reintegration  for  the  FARC  rebels  -  and  the  renewals  for  UNFICYP 
(Cyprus)  and  UN  AMI  (Iraq).1 


.  We  also 

have  provided  "if  raised"  points  on  the  cholera  issue  in  Haiti,  the 
situation  in  Burundi,  and  the  Cyprus  settlement  negotiations. 


Note:  UN  Special  Envoy  Ismail  Ould  Cheikh  Ahmed  will  deliver  his 
regular  60-day  briefing  to  the  Security  Council  on  July  12.  On  June  15, 
the  Security  Council  adopted  a  PRST  with  strong  demands  on  the 
parties  to  facilitate  access  for  humanitarian  aid  and  medical 
evacuation  flights.  However,  there  is  no  progress  to  report  on  bringing 
the  parties  together  for  further  negotiations. 

2.  Middle  East  Meeting:  Reinforce  our  view  that  the  open  debate  on 
the  Middle  East  should  be  a  forum  to  discuss  the  most  pressing  issues 
of  the  region  and  should  not  be  focused  exclusively  on  the  Palestinian- 
Israeli  issue. 

*  Underscore  that,  to  the  degree  Security  Council  members  wish  to 
address  the  Israeli-Palestinian  issue,  they  should  try  to  remain 
forward-looking  and  balanced.  Turning  the  open  debate  into  another 
Israel  bashing  session  will  only  compel  us  to  highlight  the  Israeli 
perspective  and  restate  our  strong  position  on  the  issue. 

Note:  At  the  June  Briefing,  which  Bolivia  insisted  on  keeping  in  the 
open  chamber,  the  Egyptians  were  offended  by  remarks  given  by 
former  NSC  official  Michael  Doran,  which  they  viewed  as 
unnecessarily  harsh  on  Egypt.  Doran  gave  his  view  on  the  1967  war 
and  put  much  of  the  blame  on  then  Egyptian  President  Gamal  Abdel 
Nasser,  whom  many  Egyptians  (especially  from  PR  Aboulatta’s 


3.  Haiti  Cholera 
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Note:  During  the  June  22-24  Security  Council  trip  to  Haiti,  members  of 
the  Council  expressed  concern  about  the  potential  impact  of  cholera 
on  Haiti's  transition.  Whereas  some  countries,  like  Bolivia,  have 
focused  on  cholera,  more  members  are  taking  notice  following  the 
trip.  We  expect  that  cholera  may  come  up  more  and  more  in  the 
Council.  The  next  Haiti  debate  is  July  19. 


4.  Burundi 


*  Note  that  you  are  still  considering  options  for  how  the  Security 
Council  might  address  the  problems  in  Burundi. 

Note:  UNSCR  2303  (2016),  which  authorizes  a  228-person  police  force 
in  Burundi  to  monitor  the  security  situation,  has  not  been 
implemented  due  to  objections  by  the  government  of  Burundi.  France 
is  still  considering  whether  it  will  seek  to  renew  the  mandate.  We  are 
pressing  the  U.S.  government  interagency  to  arrive  at  a  view  as  well. 


5.  Cyprus 


*  [PLACEHOLDER]  Note  the  United  States  reserves  judgement  on  the 
UNFICYP  mandate  renewal  pending  the  outcome  of  the  current 
settlement  negotiations. 


Note:  The  Greek  Cypriot  and  Turkish  Cypriot  leaders  renewed 
negotiations  in  Geneva  on  June  28;  this  followed  SG  Guterres's 
intervention  in  early  June,  when  he  brought  leaders  from  both  sides 
to  New  York  to  bridge  an  impasse  in  talks.  UNSC  consultations  on 
UNFICYP  are  set  for  July  19  and  the  UNFICYP  mandate  renewal  is 
scheduled  for  adoption  on  July  24  (it  expires  July  31).  The  United 
States  likely  would  support  a  technical  rollover  of  the  mandate,  but 
we  reserve  judgement  pending  the  outcome  of  current  round  of 
negotiations.  We  will  update  you  ahead  of  this  breakfast  if  the  Geneva 
negotiations  have  produced  any  results. 

TAB  1:  COUNCIL  MEETINGS 

July  5  (TBC)  -  Sanctions  Arria:  Egypt  will  host  this  Arria-formula 
meeting  to  focus  the  Council's  attention  on  how  to  improve  the 
design  of  UN  sanctions  regimes.  This  meeting  will  include  a  variety  of 
stakeholders,  including  the  PRs  of  some  countries  that  have  been 
subject  to  sanctions  such  DRC,  Liberia  and  Sierra  Leone,  as  well  as  the 
UN  Secretariat,  which  will  be  represented  by  Kelvin  Ong,  Chief  of  the 
Security  Council  Affairs  Division.  The  Egyptians  intend  for  this  meeting 
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to  lay  the  groundwork  for  an  early  August  Security  Council  meeting 
that  will  include  the  adoption  of  a  Security  Council  product  on 
sanctions. 

July  6 -Syria  CW  Consultations:  High  Representative  for  Disarmament 
Affairs  Izumi  Nakamitsu  will  brief  the  Council  in  closed  consultations 
on  the  OPCW  Director-General's  monthly  report  regarding  Syria's 
obligations  under  the  Chemical  Weapons  Convention.  She  will 
probably  also  update  the  Council  on  the  OPCW  Fact  Finding  Mission 
report  on  the  April  4  attack  in  Khan  Sheikhoun,  which  the  OPCW 
published  on  June  29.  Head  of  the  Joint  Investigative  Mechanism  (JIM) 
Edmond  Mulet  will  brief  the  Council  on  the  JIM's  latest  report  issued 
June  27. 

July  11  -  MONUSCO  (UN  Organization  Stabilization  Mission  in  the 
Democratic  Republic  of  the  Congo)  Briefing  and  Consultations:  USG 
for  Peacekeeping  Operations  Jean-Pierre  Lacroix  will  brief  on  the 
increasing  instability  throughout  the  DRC  and  the  upcoming  strategic 
review  that  was  mandated  by  the  Security  Council  during  the  April 
mandate  renewal.  We  expect  that  Sidikou  will  update  the  Council  on 
the  decision  that  has  been  made  to  cut  troops  in  line  with  the  new 
mandate. 

July  12  -  Yemen  Briefing  and  Consultations:  Special  Envoy  Ismail  Ould 
Cheikh  Ahmed  (IOCA)  will  deliver  his  regular  60-day  briefing  to  the 
Security  Council  on  Yemen.  Having  failed  to  persuade  the  parties  to 
negotiate  on  a  plan  to  hand  Hudaydah  port  over  to  a  neutral 
authority,  IOCA  will  probably  have  very  little  progress  to  report. 
Council  members  will  likely  ask  IOCA  about  implementation  of  the 
demands  contained  in  the  Council’s  June  15  PRST,  which  included 
unfettered  humanitarian  access,  the  re-opening  of  Sana'a  airport  to 
medical  evacuation  flights,  and  steps  to  increase  the  flow  of  aid  and 
other  essential  supplies  into  the  country.  Council  members  will  also 
likely  focus  on  Yemen’s  humanitarian  catastrophe,  now  that  Yemen 
has  the  world's  largest  outbreak  of  cholera.  Some  Council  members 
may  discuss  allegations  that  the  United  Arab  Emirates  tortured 
detainees  in  the  parts  of  Yemen  controlled  by  the  Saudi-led  Coalition. 
Additionally,  Bolivia  and  Kazakhstan  have  asked,  respectively,  for 
briefers  from  the  Food  and  Agriculture  Organization  (FAO)  and  World 
Health  Organization  (WHO). 

July  13  -  UNOWAS  (UN  Office  for  West  Africa)  Briefing  and 
Consultations:  SRSG  Mohamed  Ibn  Chambas  will  brief  on  the  status  of 
his  preventative  diplomacy  efforts  in  West  Africa  and  the  Sahel.  We 
expect  Chambas  to  touch  on  his  work  in  the  Lake  Chad  Basin  region, 
The  Gambia  and  Guinea-Bissua.  In  the  wake  of  recent  Peacebuilding 
Commission  and  ECOSOC  meetings  on  The  Sahel  and  the  Security 
Council's  adoption  of  Resolution  2359  on  the  G5  Sahel  Joint  Force, 
Chambas  will  likely  lobby  for  more  UN  investment  and  engagement  in 
the  tumultuous  region. 

July  14  -  Syria  Political  Consultations:  Special  Envoy  Staffan  de  Mistura 
(via  VTC)  will  deliver  his  monthly  briefing  and  update  the  Council  on 
the  latest  round  of  intra-Syrian  talks  in  Geneva,  which  will  take  place 
starting  July  10.  He  will  attempt  to  build  upon  the  last  round,  in  which 
the  parties  agreed  to  form  a  working  group  for  constitutional  issues. 
De  Mistura  aims  to  develop  a  common  opposition  position  on 
constitutional  issues  before  the  talks  begin  in  the  hopes  of  forcing  the 
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regime  to  engage  on  the  issue. 

July  17  -  UNAMI  (UN  Assistance  Mission  for  Iraq)  Briefing  and 
Consultations:  SRSG  Jan  Kubis  will  brief  the  Council  on  the  status  of 
the  ongoing  conflict  and  humanitarian  crisis  in  Iraq,  likely  focusing  on 
the  ongoing  counter-ISIS  efforts  in  and  around  Mosul,  but  also  efforts 
to  facilitate  lasting  political  reconciliation  between  Iraq's  sects  and 
factions.  The  UNAMI  mandate  renewal  is  scheduled  for  adoption  on 
July  20,  though  we  are  trying  to  move  it  to  the  beginning  of  the  month 
to  enable  a  third  party  audit  of  the  SPM's  staffing  and  resources,  to 
inform  the  5C  budgeting  process. 

July  17  -  Monthly  Council  Lunch  with  the  SG:  The  Secretary-General’s 
staff  will  inform  the  Council  about  the  issues  he  would  like  to  raise  a 
few  days  before  the  lunch. 

July  18  -  Peace  and  Security  in  Africa  Open  Debate:  China  wants  to 
use  this  debate  -  their  only  signature  event  for  the  month  -  to  keep 
up  momentum  in  UN-African  Union  cooperation.  It  will  not  be  at  the 
ministerial  level,  but  they  are  considering  whether  to  pursue  a 
product.  The  SG  and  an  AU  representative  (TBC)  will  brief.  China 
wants  the  Council  to  focus  on  strengthening  AU  and  subregional 
organizations’  capabilities  in  coordination  with  the  UN,  funding  for  AU 
and  subregional  organizations'  peace  operations  in  Africa,  the 
importance  of  women  and  youth,  and  how  to  increase  efficiency  in 
UN  peacekeeping  operations  in  Africa. 

July  19  -  MINUSTAH  (UN  Stabilization  Mission  in  Haiti)  Debate:  SRSG 
Sandra  Honore  will  brief  on  implementation  of  UNSCR  2350,  which 
extended  the  MINUSTAH  mandate  fora  final  six-month  period  before 
it  transitions  to  the  smaller  UN  Mission  for  Justice  Support  in  Haiti 
(MINUJUSTH). 

July  19  -  UNFICYP  (UN  Peacekeeping  Force  in  Cyprus)  Consultations: 
SRSG  Elizabeth  Spehar  and  Special  Envoy  Espen  Barth  Eide  will  brief 
on  developments  in  the  Cyprus  settlement  negotiations  convened 
June  28  in  Geneva.  The  UNFICYP  mandate  renewal  is  scheduled  for 
adoption  on  July  24. 

July  20  -  UNMISS  (UN  Mission  in  South  Sudan)  Briefing  and 
Consultations:  We  requested  this  meeting  to  discuss  updates  on 
South  Sudan,  and  hope  to  receive  a  status  report  on  UN  assistance  to 
the  Hybrid  Court.  The  Department  of  Peacekeeping  Operations  will 
brief  the  Council. 

July  20  -  1701  Report  (Lebanon)  Consultations:  Special  Coordinator 
Sign'd  Kaag  and  ASG  for  Peacekeeping  Operations  El  Ghassim  Wane 
will  brief  on  the  latest  political  situation  in  Lebanon  as  well  as  the 
operations  of  the  UN  Interim  Force  in  Lebanon  (UNIFIL).  Kaag  will 
most  likely  focus  her  briefing  on  Lebanon's  new  electoral  law,  which 
will  govern  parliamentary  elections  scheduled  for  next  year,  as  well  as 
the  impact  of  the  war  in  Syria  on  Lebanon.  Wane  will  likely  deliver  a 
business-as-usual  briefing  on  UNIFIL,  with  an  emphasis  on  the  fact 
that  UNIFIL's  area  of  operations  has  remained  relatively  calm.  This 
session  will  be  an  Important  opportunity  for  us  to  deliver  a  strong 
message  on  Hizballah,  as  well  as  the  need  for  UNIFIL  to  be  more 
proactive  in  looking  for  ways  to  implement  its  mandate  (i.e.  to  enforce 
a  zone  free  of  weapons  outside  the  control  of  the  Lebanese  state  in 
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the  area  of  Lebanon  closest  to  Israel). 

July  24  -  Burundi  Briefing  and  Consultations:  France  requested 
consultations  to  discuss  the  political  and  security  situation  in  Burundi 
in  advance  of  a  possible  renewal  of  resolution  2303,  which  authorized 
228  police  to  deploy  to  Burundi.  Since  the  July  2016  adoption  of  the 
mandate,  the  resolution  has  been  completely  unimplemented,  making 
it  necessary  to  discuss  next  steps.  Special  Envoy  Michel  Kafando  will 
brief  the  Council. 

July  25  -  Middle  East  Open  Debate:  Special  Envoy  Nickolay  Mladenov 
will  brief  the  Council  in  the  open  chamber.  USUN  has  continued  to 
push  delegations  to  look  beyond  the  Israeli-Palestinian  conflict  and 
instead  focus  on  threats  to  regional  stability  such  as  Iran's  actions, 
Hezbollah,  and  Hamas;  at  the  June  Political  Coordinators'  lunch, 
however,  the  Chinese  PC  said  China  plans  for  "no  more  and  no  less” 
on  Israeli-Palestinian  issues  at  the  meeting. 

July  27  -  Syria  Humanitarian  Briefing  and  Consultations:  USG  for 
Humanitarian  Affairs  Stephen  O'Brien  will  brief  the  Council  on  the 
UN's  and  its  humanitarian  partners'  efforts  to  deliver  assistance  to 
besieged  and  hard-to-reach  areas.  Humanitarian  access  so  far  in  2017 
has  been  abysmal;  the  UN  has  only  delivered  aid  to  two  communities 
besieged  by  the  regime. 

TBD  -  Somalia-Eritrea  Briefing:  The  UK  requested  a  briefing  from  the 
Somalia-Eritrea  Monitoring  Group  to  discuss  the  latest  developments 
regarding  the  implementation  of  sanctions  on  both  Somalia  and 
Eritrea.  The  briefing  will  also  serve  to  inform  ongoing  Council 
discussions  on  the  UK's  proposed  Presidential  Statement  on  Eritrea, 
which  outlines  sanctions  benchmarks  for  Eritrea  to  fulfill  in  order  for 
the  Council  to  consider  modifying  the  regime.

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Background:  We  are  negotiating  a  second  political  mission  for 
Colombia;  the  UK  has  passed  the  draft  resolution  to  the  full  Council 
and  plans  to  convene  negotiations  on  July  5.  The  Council  is  united  in 
its  strong  support  for  a  second  mission  to  continue  momentum 
implementing  the  peace  agreement  and  continuing  the  reintegration 
of  FARC  members  into  Colombian  society. 


4.  Haiti  Cholera  Response: 


Background:  The  UN's  new  approach  to  cholera  in  Haiti  is  significantly 
underfunded  despite  efforts  to  raise  voluntary  funding.  The  SG 
recently  appointed  American  citizen  and  former  World  Food 
Programme  Executive  Director  Josette  Sheeran  as  high-level  envoy  to 
develop  a  comprehensive  strategy  to  seek  additional  voluntary 
contributions  from  Member  States. 


5.  Indigenous  Rights: 


Background:  Several  countries  want  a  new  process  to  accredit 
indigenous  institutions  to  participate  at  the  UN.

2.  Syria:  Emphasize  that  the  United  5tates  remains  committed  to  a 
UN-facilitated  Syrian-led  Geneva  process. 
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Background:  Several  of  the  countries  in  attendance  follow  the 
situation  in  Syria  with  great  interest.  Canada,  Qatar,  and  Turkey  are 
members  of  the  International  Syria  Support  Group  and  participate 
each  week  in  the  Geneva-based  Humanitarian  Access  and  Ceasefire 
Task  Forces.  As  such,  they  are  accustomed  to  hearing  the  U.S.  view  on 
Syria.  Last  December,  Canada  facilitated  a  General  Assembly 
resolution  on  Syria's  humanitarian  situation.  The  resolution  was 
contentious  and  ultimately  had  detractors  on  both  sides  -  some,  like 
Russia,  claiming  that  the  issue  was  in  the  Security  Council's  domain 
and  others,  like  Qatar,  who  felt  that  the  final  product  was  not  tough 
enough.  You  recently  had  a  bilateral  meeting  with  Turkish  PR  Feridun 
Sinirlioglu  (June  19)  and  raised  the  issue  of  NGOs  in  Turkey,  yet  we 
have  not  seen  substantial  progress  on  the  issue  to  date. 


3.  Trafficking  in  Persons 


Background:  PRs  of  Qatar  and  Belgium  are  co-facilitators  of 
negotiations  on  a  Political  Declaration  for  the  September  27-28  High 
Level  Meeting  on  TIP.  Process  has  just  begun. 


4.  Indigenous  Rights 


Background:  PRs  of  Finland  and  Ghana  are  co-facilitators  of 
negotiations  on  finding  a  way  for  elected  representatives  of 
indigenous  tribes  to  sit  in  on  UN  meetings,  which  have  reached  an 
impasse  over  Russian/Chinese  wishes  to  veto  any  groups  from  their 
jurisdictions,  Australian/Nordic  wishes  to  maintain  universal  rights  of 
indigenous  peoples,  and  Latin  American  wishes  to  find  a  face-saving 
way  to  show  some  momentum  for  their  indigenous  populations. 
Mexico  chairs  the  Group  of  Friends  of  Indigenous  Peoples,  of  which 
the  U.5.  is  an  observer. 


5.  Supporting  the  SG's  Conflict  Prevention  Focus: 
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*  Note  that  you  look  forward  to  discussing  this  issue  further  in  the 
SG's  July  15  Retreat. 


Background:  Mexico,  Canada,  Finland,  Switzerland  are  all  active  in  the 
Peacebuilding  Commission. 

6.  Migration  Compact  Goals 


Background:  Mexico  and  Switzerland  co-facilitate  talks  on  the  non¬ 
binding  compact.  Phase  I  runs  through  Nov  2017  with  thematic  and 
regional  meetings.  Phase  II  (until  Jan  2018)  prepares  the  zero  draft  for 
negotiations  in  Phase  lit  (through  July  2018).  Migrant  recipients  (the 
U.S.,  Australia,  UK,  Japan,  EU,  etc.)  want  practical  ideas.  Countries  that 
send  migrants  (especially  Latin  American,  including  Mexico)  and  civil 
society  aim  to  expand  migrant  rights. 


7.  Humanitarian  Politicization  Concerns: 


Background:  The  Economic  and  Social  Council  adopted  by  consensus 
in  Geneva  on  June  23  the  Council's  annual  resolution  on 
Strengthening  the  Coordination  of  Humanitarian  Assistance  following 
five  weeks  of  difficult  and  highly  politicized  negotiations.  Progress  on 
other  important  fronts  such  as  humanitarian  access  and  protection 
were  beyond  reach  due  to  the  increased  politicization  of  these 
discussions  and  obstruction  by  China  and  the  G77. 

Biographies: 
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General  Assembly  President  H.E.  Mr.  Peter  Thomson 

Ambassador  Thomson  of  Fiji  was  elected  to  be  President  of  the 
General  Assembly  in  June  of  2016.  Ambassador  Thomson  has  served 
as  Fiji's  Permanent  Representative  to  the  United  Nations  since  2010 
as  well  as  Ambassador  to  Cuba  simultaneously  until  his  recent 
appointment.  Ambassador  Thomson  also  served  as  President  of  the 
Executive  Board  pf  UNDP/UNFPA/UNOPS  from  2014-2015.  In  2013,  he 
chaired  the  UN's  largest  negotiating  bloc,  the  Group  77,  and  China. 
Previously,  in  2011-2012,  Ambassador  Thomson  served  as  the  Vice- 
President  of  the  UN  General  Assembly  and  was  elected  President  of 
the  Assembly  of  the  International  Seabed  Authority. 

H.E.  Mr.  Mark-Andre  Blanchard  (Canadian  PR) 

Ambassador  Blanchard  has  been  Canada's  Ambassador  to  the  United 
Nations  since  April,  2016.  Previously,  he  acted  as  chairman  and  CEO  of 
McCarthy  Tetrault,  one  of  the  largest  law  firms  in  Canada.  He  also  sat 
of  the  boards  of  Conference  Board  of  Canada,  the  Heart  and  Stroke 
Foundation  of  Canada  and  the  Institute  for  Research  in  Immunology 
and  Cancer  In  2014. 

H.E.  Mr.  Kai  Sauer  (Finnish  PR) 

Before  becoming  Finland's  Permanent  Representative  to  the  United 
Nations,  Ambassador  Sauer  was  Ambassador  to  Indonesia,  Timor- 
Leste,  and  ASEAN  from  2010  until  2014,  when  he  was  appointed.  For 
three  years  prior  to  this,  Ambassador  Sauer  was  the  Director  of  the 
United  Nations  Affairs  unit  in  Finland's  Ministry  for  Foreign  Affairs. 

H.E.  Ms.  Alya  Ahmed  Saif  Al-Thani  (Qatari  PR) 

Prior  to  her  appoint  as  Ambassador  in  New  York  in  2013,  Ambassador 
Al-Thani  represented  Qatar  as  the  Permanent  Representative  to  the 
United  Nations  in  Geneva  since  2011.  Additionally  she  served  as 
Deputy  PR  to  the  UN  in  New  York  from  2010  to  2011.  Before  this, 
Ambassador  Al-Thani  has  served  as  Minister  Plenipotentiary  for  Qatar 
and  Director  of  the  Division  of  the  Rights  of  the  Child  in  the  General 
Secretariat  of  Qatar's  Supreme  Council  for  Family  Affairs. 

H.E.  Mr.  Feridun  Sinirlioglu  (Turkish  PR) 

Ambassador  Sinirliogu  was  appointed  to  be  the  Permanent 
Representative  to  the  United  Nations  in  2016.  From  2009  to  2015,  he 
served  as  the  Under  Secretary  in  the  Ministry  of  Foreign  Affairs  in 
Turkey:  he  also  served  as  Minister  for  Foreign  Affairs  in  the  Interim 
Government  in  2015.  Ambassador  Sinirliogu  spent  two  years  as 
Deputy  Under  Secretary  for  Bilateral  Political  Affairs  from  2007  to 
2009  and  before  this  was  the  Turkish  Ambassador  to  Israel  from  2002 
to  2007.

Ambassador  Lauber  has  been  the  Permanent  Representative  of 
Switzerland  to  the  United  Nations  since  2015.  He  spent  the  four  years 
before  his  appointment  as  the  Head  of  the  United  Nations  and 
International  Organizations  Division  of  the  Federal  Department  of 
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Foreign  Affairs  for  Switzerland  and  from  2007  to  2009,  Ambassador 
La  liber  served  as  Deputy  Permanent  Representative  of  Switzerland  to 
the  United  Nations  and  other  international  organizations  in  Geneva  as 
well  as  Permanent  Representative  of  Switzerland  to  the  Conference 
on  Disarmament. 

H.E.  Mr.  Juan  Jose  Gomez  Camacho  (Mexican  PR,  Host) 

Ambassador  Gomez  Camacho  was  appointed  to  be  the  Permanent 
Representative  for  Mexico  to  the  United  Nations  in  2016.  Prior  to  this 
position,  he  concurrently  served  as  Mexico's  Ambassador  to  the 
European  Union  and  Head  of  Mission  in  Belgium  and  Luxembourg 
from  2013.  From  2009  until  2013  Ambassador  Gomez  Camacho  was 
the  Permanent  Representative  of  Mexico  to  the  United  Nations  in 
Geneva.

Background: 


Talking  Points 


1.  Syrian  Kurds/Turkey: 


Background:  Turkey  has  its  largest  deployment  of  troops  in  Syria  since 
the  conflict  began  and  appears  to  be  preparing  an  offensive  against 
Syria's  Kurds  in  the  north.  The  head  of  the  Syrian  Kurdish  YPG  militia 
told  Reuters  on  Wednesday,  July  5  that  Turkish  military  deployments 
near  Kurdish-held  areas  of  northwestern  Syria  amounted  to  a 
"declaration  of  war"  which  could  trigger  clashes  within  days. 

2.  Trip  Readout:  Share  highlights  of  your  trip  to  Turkey  with  Sinirlioglu 
and  thank  him  for  his  personal  engagement  to  make  sure  you  were 
able  to  visit  the  refugee  camp  and  border  crossing  in  Hatay  Province. 
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Background:  As  the  Qatar  crisis  has  continued,  Turkey  has  been  one  of 
Qatar's  strongest  defenders.  Turkey  and  Qatar  share  a  similar  foreign 
policy, 

[Turkey  recently  deployed  a  small 

number  of  troops  to  Qatar  as  part  of  a  basing  agreement  reportedly 
negotiated  before  this  Qatar  crisis.  However,  Turkey's  deployment 
infuriated  the  Saudis  and  the  DAE,  and  one  of  the  demands  they  made 
to  Qatar  was  that  Turkey  withdraw  all  its  troops.  Qatar  responded 
formally  to  the  list  of  13  demands  presented  to  them,  and  now  Saudi 
Arabia,  the  UAE,  Egypt,  and  Bahrain  are  formulating  a  response. 

4.  Syria  Humanitarian  Response:  Express  concern  over  regulatory  and 
administrative  roadblocks  on  international  organizations  and  NGOs 
providing  cross-border  aid  and  helping  Syrian  refugees  in  Turkey.  Note 
that  you  raised  this  issue  with  Turkish  officials  on  your  trip  and  want 
to  follow  up  with  Sinirlioglu  to  discuss  concrete  solutions. 


Background:  Turkey  has  created  a  tough  operating  environment  arid 
attempted  to  impose  more  control  on  NGOs  working  inside  Syria. 


5.  Syria  Talks:  Ask  how  the  Astana  talks  to  delineate  the  de-escalation 
zones  went  on  July  4-5. 
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Background:  The  regime  has  recently  struck  areas  inside  the  de- 
escalation  zones,  and  only  two  UN  convoys  have  been  able  to  reach 
areas  besieged  by  the  regime  in  all  of  2017. 


Background:  Turkey  ran  an  intense  campaign  in  January  to  remove 
NGO  accreditation  from  three  Turkish  NGOs,  one  of  which  is  also 
American,  despite  U.S.  objections.  Turkey  also  ignored  and  overturned 
the  committee  rules  and  procedures.  In  the  May  2017  session,  Turkey 
blocked  a  number  of  U.S.  NGOs  without  informing  us  in  advance  or 
providing  justifications. 


IF  RAISED 


Background:  At  a  June  2  briefing  by  the  Chef  de  Cabinet  on  the  SG's 
reform  agenda,  Sinirlioglu  stated  that  Security  Council  reform  is  the 
real  problem  and  noted  that  "the  five  permanent  members  also  have 
permanent  seats  (i.e.  senior  positions)  at  the  UN."

He  also  served  as  the  Chief  Foreign  Policy  Advisor  to  Turkey's  former 
President  from  1996-2000,  as  Minister  and  Deputy  Director  General 
for  the  Middle  East  and  North  Africa  from  2000-2002,  and  as  the 
Ambassador  of  Turkey  to  Israel  from  2002-2007.  Sinirlioglu  then 
served  as  Deputy  Undersecretary  for  Bilateral  Political  Affairs  from 
2007-2009.  In  2009,  he  became  the  Undersecretary  to  the  Ministry  of 
Foreign  Affairs.

2.  Second  Phase  of  UN  Monitoring  and  Verification  Mission  (MVM): 


Background:  A  peace  agreement  last  December  ended  52  years  of 
conflict  between  the  Colombian  government  and  the  FARC,  a  left- 
wing  terrorist  organization.  The  MVM  (a  UN  special  political  mission 
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or  SPM)  has  been  monitoring  the  government-FARC  ceasefire  and  the 
FARC’s  disarmament  process  since  the  beginning  of  the  year.  On  June 
27,  the  FARC  handed  the  remainder  of  their  weapons,  nearly 
completing  the  disarmament  process  as  laid  out  by  the  peace  accord 
signed  last  December.  (A  small  number  of  weapons  will  remain  with 
the  FARC  to  provide  security  for  camps  -  where  weapons  caches  are 
being  temporarily  held  -  until  August  1.) 

Reintegration:  UN  Mission  in  Colombia  SRSG  Jean  Arnault  recently 
warned  Council  members  that  the  Colombian  government  is  not 
focusing  enough  on  reintegration  of  the  FARC.  Without  employment 
and  a  clear  pathway  back  into  civil  society,  he  is  concerned  that  many 
will  revert  to  criminal  activities

Background:  UN  Special  Envoy  Ismail  Ould  Cheikh  Ahmed  (IOCA)  will 
deliver  his  mandated  60-day  briefing  on  the  Yemen  conflict  in  the 
open  Security  Council  chamber,  along  with  a  briefing  from  Under 
Secretary-General  Stephen  O'Brien  on  humanitarian  issues.  The  Food 
and  Agriculture  Organization  (FAO)  and  World  Health  Organization 
(WHO)  have  also  been  invited  to  provide  separate  briefings  on  food 
security  and  cholera,  respectively.  We  anticipate  that  Yemeni 
PermRep  Khaled  Al-Yemany  may  ask  to  take  the  floor  as  well.  Among 
UNSC  members,  Sweden  will  likely  join  Uruguay  and  Bolivia  in 
speaking  in  the  open  chamber.  This  will  make  for  a  long  set  of  open 
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chamber  briefings  before  UNSC  members  move  into  closed 
consultations.  In  closed  consultations,  the  UK  intends  to  propose 
press  elements  to  be  adopted  at  the  end  of  the  discussion;  these 
should  not  be  controversial. 


Political  and  Security  Update:  There  is  almost  no  progress  to  report 
since  the  UNSC's  last  Yemen  briefing  at  the  end  of  May.  On  June  15, 
the  UNSC  adopted  a  Presidential  Statement  (PRST)  on  Yemen,  which 
was  the  first  UNSC  Yemen  product  in  more  than  a  year.  The  PRST 
contained  strong  language  endorsing  lOCA's  proposal  to  hand 
Hudaydah  port  over  to  a  third  party,  and  the  PRST  made  a  number  of 
concrete  humanitarian  demands,  including  for  the  parties  to  agree  to 
the  deployment  of  mobile  cranes  at  Hudaydah  port  and  to  establish 
medevac  flights  out  of  Yemen’s  capital.  However,  since  the  PRST,  IOCA 
has  not  been  able  to  get  the  parties  to  negotiate  on  any  of  these 
issues.  The  Saudis  and  UAE  have  been  distracted  by  the  Qatar  crisis, 
and  the  Houthis  have  been  reluctant  to  engage  IOCA.  Meanwhile,  the 
situation  in  Yemen's  south  -  the  part  of  the  country  nominally 
controlled  by  the  Yemeni  government  -  is  deteriorating.  Southern 
political  leaders  have  convened  meetings  of  a  Southern  Transitional 
Council,  which  has  the  trappings  of  a  new  state  authority.  At  the  end 
of  June,  there  were  also  well-publicized  reports  from  Human  Rights 
Watch  about  horrific  abuses  in  secret  prisons  run  by  the  UAE.  We 
doubt  this  prison  issue  will  come  up  in  the  Security  Council,  though. 

Humanitarian  Update:  Yemen's  humanitarian  situation  continues  to 
worsen,  primarily  due  to  the  collapse  of  state  institutions.  Most  health 
workers  have  not  been  paid  in  11  months,  and  Yemeni  families 
struggle  to  scrape  together  even  enough  funds  to  send  the  sick  to  the 
remaining  clinicS.  Yemen’s  cholera  epidemic  is  out  of  control,  with 
more  than  300,0.00  suspected  infections.  More  than  1,700  people 
have  died.  On  July  11,  WHO  reported  that  obstacles  to  humanitarian 
access,  including  destroyed  infrastructure  and  restrictions  imposed  by 
the  warring  parties,  are  so  bad  that  WHO  may  not  be  able  to  import 
cholera  vaccines.  Yemen  is  also  the  world's  largest  food  security  crisis, 
with  17  million  people  in  need  of  food  aid.

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Background: 

On  Saturday,  Nikolay  Mladenov  reached  out  to  Michael  Ratneyto  feel 
out  U.S.  views  on  an  AOB  briefing  to  the  Council  on  the  electricity 
crisis  in  Gaza  -  electricity  levels  had  dropped  to  93  megawatts,  while 
the  territory  requires  450  megawatts.  Mladenov  wished  to  explain  to 
the  Council,  in  closed  session,  all  of  the  measures  Hamas  is  taking  to 
antagonize  the  Palestinian  Authority  (PA),  as  well  as  what  Israel, 
Egypt,  and  the  UN  are  doing  to  offset  the  crisis. 

While  fuel  shipments  to  Gaza  resumed  Sunday  night,  allowing  the 
Gaza  power  plant  to  run  two  of  its  three  turbines  -  and  alleviating  the 
immediate  crisis  -  a  long-term  solution  has  yet  to  be  found.  In  the 
meantime,  Egypt's  ongoing  "fuel  for  cash"  deal  with  Hamas  will 
continue  to  partially  replace  the  PA’s  support  for  Gaza  fuel  and 
electricity,  while  Abbas  seeks  to  increase  financial  and  political 
pressure  on  Hamas.

Background:  This  meeting  comes  days  after  the  United  States,  Jordan, 
and  Russia  agreed  on  a  ceasefire  in  southwest  Syria.  This  meeting  also 
precedes  your  anticipated  meeting  with  Minister  of  Planning  and 
International  Cooperation  (MOPIC)  I  mad  Fakhoury  next  week. 

Talking  Points:| 


1.  Ceasefire  in  Southwest  Syria 


Background:  On  July  7,  Secretary  Tillerson  announced  that  the  United 
States,  Jordan,  and  Russia  had  agreed  to  the  terms  of  a  general 
ceasefire  in  Syria's  southwest  -  mainly  the  Dara'a  governorate  - 
between  the  Assad  regime  and  opposition.  As  of  July  12,  the  ceasefire 
has  largely  held  but  the  opposition  has  documented  several  notable 
regime  attacks.  We,  Russia,  and  Jordan  have  not  yet  established  a 
monitoring  mechanism.  Violence  persists  outside  of  the  ceasefire 
area. 


2.  Trip  Readout:  Share  highlights  of  your  visit  to  Jordan, 


Background:  Prior  to  the  trip,  Bahous  suggested  to  Ambassador  Sison 
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that  you  see  at  least  one  host  community  situation  while  in  Jordan. 
Bahous  also  suggested  a  meeting  with  Minister  Fakhoury.  You  met 
Fakhoury  in  the  hotel  for  tea.  You  and  Secretary-General  Guterres  will 
host  a  meeting  with  Jordan  to  discuss  the  challenges  related  to 
hosting  Syrian  refugees  and  how  the  international  community  can 
better  support  Jordan  in  the  years  ahead.  Fakhoury  will  try  to  join 
your  meeting  with  Guterres,  and  we  will  work  to  arrange  a  separate 
meeting  with  him  for  you. 


3.  Situation  on  the  Berm: 


Note:  Syrian  regime,  pro-regime  militia,  and  ISIS  elements  are  moving 

south  toward  Jordan.  The  UN  and  our  Embassy  assess  45,000  Syrians  B5 

on  the  berm  are  concerned  for  their  security.  Jordan  allowed  the  UN 

to  distribute  food  at  the  berm  from  May  7  -  June  15  for  35,451  people 

but  has  not  given  permission  to  complete  the  distribution.  A  small 

percentage  of  the  population  includes  extremist  elements,  but  the 

vast  majority  are  vulnerable  Syrians  seeking  entry  to  Jordan.  The 

longer  they  are  stranded,  the  more  desperate  and  susceptible  to 

extremist  influence  they  become. 


Secretary  Tillerson  left  on  July  10  for  a  four -day  visit  to  Kuwait,  Qatar, 
and  Saudi  Arabia.

Dr.  Bahous  held  various  positions,  including 
Executive  Director  of  the  King  Hussein  Foundation  and  the  Noor  Al 
Hussein  Foundation,  Professor  of  Development  and  Communication  at 
Yarmouk  University  and  Petra  University,  and  as  a  board  member  of 
several  academic,  media,  and  NGO  organizations.  Dr.  Bahous  holds  a 
Ph.D.  in  Communication  from  Indiana  University;  a  Master’s  degree  in 
literature  and  drama  from  Essex  University  in  the  UK;  and  a  bachelor's 
degree  in  English  literature  from  the  University  of  Jordan.  She  is 
married  and  has  one  daughter.

Purpose:  The  purpose  of  this  reception  is  to  discuss  regional  and  UN- 
related  issues  with  a  wide  range  of  Permanent  Representatives  from 
Small  Island  Developing  States  (SIDS)  and  the  Association  of  Southeast 
Asian  Nations  (ASEAN). 

Talking  Points:  Below  please  find  broad  talking  points  for  use  with  all 
member  states,  followed  by  talking  points  for  several  specific 
Ambassadors. 

1.  Climate:| 
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Background :The  President’s  remarks  identified  two  failings  of  the 
prior  administration's  climate  policy.  First,  he  said  that  the  U.S. 
nationally  determined  contribution  (NDC)  would  result  in  U.S.  job 
losses,  while  other  countries,  especially  competitors,  were  not  taking 
on  similarly  rigorous  targets.  Second,  U.S.  pledges  of  climate  finance 
to  developing  countries  were  unfair  to  the  U.S.  taxpayer  and  other 
countries  had  not  taken  on  similar  burdens.  Almost  50  other  countries 
in  Europe  and  from  around  the  world  have  not  ratified  the  Paris 
Agreement.  As  of  this  time,  all  cooperative  programs  and  initiatives 
underway  with  previously  obligated  funds  will  continue.  Reevaluation 
of  climate  policy  may  also  create  opportunities  to  work  on  a  bilateral 
basis  with  select  partners. 

Watch  out  for:  PRsfrom  the  Small  Island  Developing  States  have  been 
highly  active  on  climate  change  due  to  its  impact  on  their  coastlines 
and  concerns  about  the  costs  of  adapting  to  it. 


Background:  The  DPRK  has  been  exploiting  weak  state  controls  and 
lack  of  political  interest  in  implementing  North  Korea  sanctions  found 
in  many  Pacific  island  and  Southeast  Asian  nations.  Countries  like 
Malaysia,  Vietnam,  Laos,  Cambodia,  Indonesia,  and  Fiji  have 
traditionally  maintained  generally  positive  relations  with  North  Korea, 
including  visa-free  travel  arrangements  in  some  countries  and  joint 
ventures  for  commercial  cooperation.  While  we,  the  1718  Panel  of 
Experts,  and  other  outside  researchers  have  increasingly  reported  on 
North  Korea  exploiting  such  relations  to  conduct  a  wide  array  of  illicit 
activities  in  those  countries,  the  affected  governments  continue  to  lag 
in  fully  implementing  all  UN  sanctions.  In  particular,  the  DPRK 
registered  their  ships  in  Pacific  island  and  Southeast  Asian  nations  to 
fly  third  country  flags  of  convenience  to  avoid  detection  and  scrutiny 
while  conducting  covert  transfers  of  illicit  arms,  minerals,  and  other 
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prohibited  goods  to  places  like  Cuba,  Egypt,  and  Africa.  North  Korea 
has  long  established  front  companies  and  conducted  illicit  business 
out  of  Malaysia  and  other  parts  of  Southeast  Asia  to  generate  hard 
currency.  Furthermore,  with  Chinese  compliance  of  sectoral  sanctions 
increasing,  North  Korea  is  trying  to  pivotto  Southeast  Asia  to  sell  coal 
and  other  prohibited  minerals  and  metals. 


3.  UN  Reform: 


Background:  The  Secretary-General  released  his  first  report  on  reform 
of  the  UN  development  system  a  week  ago.  It  contained  many  good 
ideas  but  also  introduced  several  new  concepts  which  he  will  need  to 
elaborate,  such  as  a  "funding  compact.”  We  are  seeking  additional 
information  on  his  proposals.  Deputy  SG  Amina  Mohammed,  who 
leads  on  development  system  reform,  will  meet  select  DPRs,  including 
Ambassador  Sison,  next  week.

4.  [Burma]  Rohingya/Fact  Finding  Mission  Access:  The  United  States 


Background:  Palau  and  Nauru  consistently  vote  with  the  United  States 
on  anti-Israel  resolutions,  and,  to  a  lesser  extent,  Tonga  and  Vanuatu. 
During  UNGA  70,  Palau  and  Nauru  voted  with  the  U.S.  on  more  than 
15  resolutions  that  contained  anti-Israel  language. 


6.  [Philippines]  Global  Migration  Compact  Process: 
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Background:  Some  of  the  Philippines  migration  compact  positions 
closely  align  with  the  United  States: 

*  Practical  outcomes  and  sharing  of  best  practices,  of  which  the 
Philippines  has  developed  many. 

*  Developing  partnerships  with  countries  to  take  practical  steps  to 
address  migration  challenges.

8.  South  China  Sea: 
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Background  on  U.S.  Freedom  of  Navigation  Operations:  Since  1979, 
the  U.S.  Freedom  of  Navigation  program  has  demonstrated  non¬ 
acquiescence  to  excessive  maritime  claims  by  coastal  States  all  around 
the  world.  The  program  includes  both  consultations  and 
representations  by  U.S.  diplomats  and  peaceful  operational  activities 
by  U.S.  military  forces.  In  FY  2016,  we  conducted  FONOPs  challenging 
excessive  maritime  claims  of  22  coastal  States,  including  allies  and 
partners.  These  operations  are  designed  to  protect  the  rights, 
freedoms,  and  lawful  uses  of  the  sea  and  airspace  guaranteed  to  all 
countries.  U.S.  forces  operate  in  the  Asia-Pacific  region  on  a  daily 
basis,  including  in  the  South  China  Sea,  and  all  operations  are 
conducted  under  the  highest  professional  standards  and  In 
accordance  with  international  law.  Conducting  regular  FONOPs, 
including  in  the  South  China  Sea,  reflects  our  commitment  to  the 
region  and  our  support  for  rights  accorded  to  all  nations  under 
international  law.  These  operations  also  complement  our  diplomatic 
efforts  urging  claimant  states  to  refrain  from  reclamation, 
construction,  and/or  militarization  of  features  in  the  South  China  Sea 
and  to  resolve  territorial  and  maritime  disputes  peacefully  in 
accordance  with  international  law,  without  the  use  or  threat  of  force 
or  coercion.

Purpose:  Discuss  DRC  and  South  Sudan 

Background:  Dieng  briefed  the  Security  Council  on  July  6  on  his  June 
19-24  trip  to  the  DRC.  Dieng's  staff  first  alerted  us  to  reports  of  "pre¬ 
emptive  executions  of  children,"  and  this  meeting  is  an  attempt  to 
increase  awareness  of  the  violence  happening  in  the  Kasai  region. 
Dieng's  assessment  on  the  potential  for  genocide  in  South  Sudan  in 
October  2016  was  instrumental  in  advancing  our  attempts  to  pursue 
additional  sanctions  and  an  arms  embargo  in  South  Sudan.  Dieng's 
staff  has  told  us  he  will  also  offer  you  some  background  on  his 
mandate  and  provide  you  with  a  read  out  of  recent  meetings  in 
Washington. 


1.  DRC:  Thank  Dieng  for  his  visit  to  the  DRC  and  his  honest  assessment 
of  the  violence  in  the  Kasai  region. 

*  Ask  what  more  can  be  done  to  address  the  violence  and  ensure 
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accountability  for  crimes. 


Note:  The  UN  estimates  that  the  crisis  in  the  Kasais  has  resulted  in  1.3 
million  IDPs  and  30,000  refugees  to  neighboring  Angola.  OHCHR  has 
only  confirmed  292  dead  in  the  Kasais  between  March  and  May  2017, 
but  OHCHR  has  told  us  they  believe  the  Catholic  church’s  estimate  of 
3,200  dead  is  likely  accurate.  Forty-two  mass  graves  have  been  found, 
and  OHCHR  interviews  with  refugees  indicate  numerous  wounds  on 
women  and  children.  It  is  also  important  to  note  that  there  have  been 
five  prison  breaks  over  the  last  few  weeks,  resulting  in  thousands 
escaping  from  jails.  While  no  one  has  found  the  perpetrators  of  these 
mass  prison  breaks,  many  suspect  the  DRC  government  could  be 
behind  the  releases  as  part  of  a  strategy  to  sow  chaos. 

2.  South  Sudan:  Ask  for  Dieng's  assessment  of  the  potential  for 
genocide  and  how  to  move  forward  on  the  Hybrid  Court. 


Note:  In  October  2016,  Dieng  issued  a  statement  on  the  potential  for 
genocide  in  South  Sudan  after  visiting  the  country.  Early  into  the  new 
Secretary-General's  tenure,  Dieng  maintained  there  was  a  risk,  even 
though  the  UN  Secretary-General  told  Council  members  that  the  risk 
had  diminished.  Per  the  2015  South  Sudan  peace  agreement,  the 
African  Union  is  responsible  for  establishing  the  Hybrid  Court  for 
South  Sudan  to  prosecute  individuals  responsible  for  violations  of 
international  law  committed  during  the  course  of  the  conflict. 
However,  there  has  been  very  little  progress  in  establishing  the  court. 
In  a  2015  resolution,  the  Security  Council  mandated  the  UN  to  provide 
technical  assistance  to  the  establishment  of  the  court.  The  U.S.  has 
been  very  supportive  of  the  formation  of  the  court  and  we  continue 
to  urge  the  African  Union  to  move  forward  with  its  formation. 

3.  IF  Raised/  Burma:  Remind  Dieng  of  your  statement  this  week  that 
we  are  troubled  that  Burmese  officials  announced  they  would  deny 
visas  to  members  of  a  human  rights  fact  finding  mission.

Adama  Dieng  holds  degrees  in  Law  from  Dakar  University  and  in 
International  Law  from  the  Research  Centre  of  The  Hague  Academy  of 
International  Law.  His  legal  career  started  in  Senegal  where  he  held 
several  positions  before  becoming  registrar  of  Supreme  Court  of 
Senegal  and,  from  1976  to  1982,  personal  assistant  to  its  President. 

He  then  served  as  Legal  Officer  of  Africa  for  the  International 
Commission  of  Jurists  from  1982  to  1989,  Executive  Secretary  (1989- 
1990)  and  Secretary-General  from  October  1990  to  May  2000.  UN 
Secretary-General  Kofi  Annan  appointed  him  in  January  2001  as  the 
Registrar  of  the  International  Criminal  Tribunal  for  Rwanda.  He  has 
worked  as  a  consultant  for  many  international  organizations  including 
UNITAR,  the  Organisation  of  African  Unity,  the  Ford  Foundation, 
UNESCO,  the  Organisation  Internationale  de  la  Francophonie,  the 
United  Nations  and  the  International  Committee  of  the  Red  Cross.  He 
is  a  council  member  of  the  Observatoire  Panafricain  de  la  Democratic, 
a  member  of  the  executive  committee  of  Africa  Leadership  Forum  and 
a  board  member  of  the  International  Institute  of  Human  Rights.

Background:  Australia  recently  funded  a  revised  version  of  the  ISHR 
NGO  Committee  guide,  which  mentioned  the  Turkish-led  assault  to 
shutdown  three  NGOs  during  the  January  NGO  Committee  session, 
among  other  examples.  Turkey  demanded  the  removal  of  any 
mention  of  Turkey  in  the  guide  and  threatened  Australia  with  possible 
bilateral  repercussions.  Australia  did  not  give  into  this  demand. 
However,  faced  with  Turkish  pressure,  Australia  changed  the  event  to 
focus  on  the  launch  of  the  Third  Committee  guide,  with  the  NGO 
Committee  guide  only  a  side  note  of  the  discussion. 


3.  Humanitarian  Action: 
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*  Note  that  each  of  these  complex  crises  has  displaced  over  two 
million  people.

Note:  Kazakhstan  in  the  past  two  weeks  has  insisted  in  Council 
meetings  and  at  the  expert  level  that  the  humanitarian  situation  in 
Syria  is  improving,  even  though  the  UN  has  contradicted  this  false 
assessment.

5.  Indigenous  Rights: 

*  Acknowledge  the  importance  of  continued  indigenous  involvement 
in  discussions  at  the  UN. 


Background:  Negotiations  on  finding  a  way  for  elected  representatives 
of  indigenous  tribes  to  sit  in  on  UN  meetings  have  reached  an 
impasse,  due  to:  Russian/Chinese  wishes  to  veto  any  groups  from 
their  jurisdictions  and  Australian/Nordic  wishes  to  maintain  universal 
rights  of  indigenous  peoples.  Delegations  have  shifted  to  efforts  to 
agree  on  a  procedural  resolution,  rather  than  a  new  category  for 
participation  at  the  UN.  USUN  has  coordinated  closely  with  Canada, 
Australia  and  New  Zealand  (CANZ)  during  the  entire  process.  Australia 
has  a  small  but  politically-significant  indigenous  population,  and  is 
most  concerned  about  ensuring  that  indigenous  peoples  themselves 
have  a  role  to  play  in  future  discussions  on  indigenous  issues  at  the 
UN. 

6.  We  appreciate  the  close  coordination  we've  shared  with  Australia 
and  also  with  Canada  and  Israel  on  the  problematic  HLPF  Ministerial 
Declaration  negotiations. 


Background:  The  United  States  and  Australia  were  two  of  four 
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Member  States  (along  with  Canada  and  Israel)  that  broke  silence  on 
the  draft  of  the  HLPF  Ministerial  Declaration.  While  our  concerns  were 
primarily  on  language  on  the  Paris  Agreement,  and  Means  of 
Implementation  (including  trade),  Foreign  Occupation,  and  most 
recently,  SDGs,  Australia,  along  with  Canada,  protested  the  poor 
language  on  gender  as  well  as  problems  with  the  Means  of 
Implementation.  Israel  broke  silence  on  the  inclusion  of  "foreign 
occupation"  in  the  text.  We  supported  this.  Australia,  Canada,  and  the 
United  States  have  consistently  supported  Israel  in  our  strong 
opposition  to  this  being  included  in  the  text.

Background:  Where  it  has  sufficient  funding  and  access,  WFP  and  its 
partners  have  been  able  to  prevent  famine  and  save  lives  in  the  four 
affected  countries.  WFP  is  the  largest  recipient  of  humanitarian 
funding  in  all  four  crises  -  in  South  Sudan  WFP  has  received  ~  60 
percent  of  total  humanitarian  funds;  in  Nigeria,  33  percent;  in  Somalia 
24  percent:  and  in  Yemen  25  percent  of  total  and  it  is  especially 
important  they  take  their  stewardship  of  these  life-saving  resources 
seriously.

Background:  Qatar  is  bringing  together  a  cross-section  of  PRs  from 
different  regions  and  influential  blocs  at  the  UN.  Of  note,  when  it 
comes  to  the  Middle  East,  Qatar  has  invited  some  of  its  strongest 
regional  supporters -Turkey,  Oman,  and  Tunisia  -  so  they  will  likely 
want  to  talk  about  the  Qatar  crisis.  India,  Indonesia,  and  Kenya  are 
important  members  of  the  Non-Aligned  Movement,  which  means 
they  can  be  antagonistic  toward  our  peacekeeping  and  UN  reform 
agendas.  The  New  Zealand  PR  has  led  the  effort  to  adopt  UNSCR  2334 
on  Israeli  settlements,  and  he  may  press  you  on  Israeli-Palestinian 
issues.  New  Zealand  completed  its  two-year  term  on  the  Security 
Council  in  December  2016.  Australia  and  Japan,  of  course,  are  two  of 
our  closest  partners  in  all  things  at  the  UN.

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Note:  Secretary  Tillerson  left  on  July  10  for  a  four-day  visit  to  Kuwait, 
Qatar,  and  Saudi  Arabia.  During  his  stop  in  Qatar,  Secretary  Tillerson 
announced  that  the  United  States  and  Qatar  had  signed  a  framework 
for  counterterrorism,  which  mostly  concerned  technical  issues  like 
information-sharing. 


2.  UN  Reform  Agenda/Fiscal  Discipline 


Note:  Many  of  those  in  attendance  (i.e.  New  Zealand,  Australia,  Japan, 
Turkey)  are  part  of  the  New  Zealand-led  UN  reform  group,  a  meeting 
of  which  you  will  participate  in  on  July  14. 


3.  Syria-Political  and  Humanitarian 
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Note:  On  July  7,  Secretary  Tillerson  announced  that  the  United  States, 
Jordan,  and  Russia  had  agreed  to  the  terms  of  a  general  ceasefire  in 
Syria's  southwest  between  the  regime  and  opposition. 


4.  Syria  Chemical  Weapons: 


Note:  Most  of  your  counterparts  at  the  dinner  share  our  position 
regarding  Syria's  use  of  chemical  weapons,  but  we  need  them  to  be 
more  vocal  with  their  views  and  to  help  by  providing  information  to 
the  JIM  and  urging  Russia  to  cease  protecting  Assad.

Purpose:  This  is  a  brainstorming  session  ori  the  Secretary-General's 
management  reform  agenda  in  preparation  for  the  PR  retreat  on  July

support  for  the  Secretary -General's  reform  agenda,  and  making  the 
UN  a  more  efficient,  effective,  flexible  and  field-focused  Organization. 


Background:  The  SG  has  three  tracks  for  UN  reform:  1.)  restructuring 
the  peace  and  security  architecture  to  make  field  operations  more 
flexible  in  response  to  needs  on  the  ground;  2.)  revitalizing  the 
development  architecture  to  more  effectively  and  efficiently  deliver 
on  Agenda  2030;  and  3.)  management  reform  to  create  a  simple, 
decentralized,  and  flexible  UN  that  is  transparent  and  accountable. 
The  focus  of  this  group  is  on  management  reform.  The  SG’s 
Management  Reform  Internal  Review  Team  (MR/IRT)  concludes  its 
third  and  final  retreat  this  week.  The  IRT  has  been  examining  several 
management  areas,  including  human  resources,  budget,  leadership, 
mobility  and  recruitment,  consolidation  of  services,  and 
accountability.  The  IRT  is  scheduled  to  make  recommendations  to  the 
SG  on  all  "big  ticket  items"  in  advance  of  the  SG's  retreat.  It  is 
envisioned  that  the  SG  will  outline  these  recommendations  on  July  22 
and  release  a  report  to  Member  States  on  management  reform  in  the 
fall. 

2.  Management  Reform:  Emphasize  that  the  goal  of  management 
reform  must  be  to  increase  effectiveness  and  efficiency. 
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Background:  Your  July  6  letter  to  the  SG  outlines  these  concepts  in 
detail. 

3.  Key  Messages  for  the  SG's  July  22  Retreat: 


4.  Other  Reform  Areas:  Peace  &  Security  and  Development:  Stress 
that  progress  is  needed  across  all  three  pillars  of  peace  and  security, 
development,  and  management  to  reduce  fragmentation  and 
duplication.

Background:  UN  Special  Envoy  Staffan  de  Mistura  will  brief  the 
Security  Council  via  VTC  during  his  monthly  update  on  the  Syrian 
political  process.  His  briefing  comes  hours  after  the  end  of  the  latest 
round  of  Geneva  negotiations  and  one  week  after  the  announcement 
of  the  U.S.-Russian-Jordan-negotiated  ceasefire  in  southwestern  Syria. 

Diplomatic  Updates:  UN  Special  Envoy  for  Syria  Staffan  de  Mistura 
opened  a  new  round  of  Syria  talks  in  Geneva  on  July  10.  De  Mistura 
shuttled  between  the  two  sides  in  "proximity  talks”  because  both 
sides  are  still  not  yet  ready  for  face-to-face  negotiations.  UN  DPA 
reports  that  his  goal  is  to  continue  building  opposition  consensus  on 

the  four  "baskets”  -  elections,  constitution,  governance,  and _ 

counterterrorism.) 


Military  Update:  On  July  7,  the  United  States,  Jordan,  and  Russia 
agreed  to  the  terms  of  a  general  ceasefire  in  Syria's  southwest  - 
mainly  in  Dara'a  Governorate  -  between  the  Assad  regime  and 
opposition.  The  ceasefire  is  one  preliminary  part  of  a  more 
complicated  de-escalation  effort  in  southern  Syria.  As  of  July  13,  the 
ceasefire  has  largely  held,  but  the  opposition  has  documented  several 
notable  regime  attacks.  There  is  still  no  established  monitoring 
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mechanism  for  the  ceasefire.  Violence  persists  outside  of  the 
ceasefire  zone.  On  July  10,  Armed  Opposition  Groups  (AOGs)  reported 
Syrian  troops  and  pro-regime  militias  launched  an  assault  to 
consolidate  land  near  the  Jordanian  and  Iraqi  borders.  The  regime, 
backed  by  Russian  airpower,  waged  the  offensive  on  eight  villages 
that  the  rebels  had  seized  from  ISIS  at  the  end  of  March.  It  is 
important  to  note  that  these  areas  are  not  part  of  the  U.S.-Russian- 
Jordanian  ceasefire.  This  skirmish  shows  that  eastern  Syria  -  generally 
in  the  vicinity  of  the  At-Tanf  area  -  will  continue  to  be  a  hotspot 
because  of  regime  and  Iranian  concerns  about  a  Western  or  Western- 
backed  proxy  force  gaining  influence. 

Humanitarian  Situation  Still  Dire:  Some  13.S  million  people  in  Syria 
(80%  of  the  current  population)  require  humanitarian  assistance, 
including  over  600,000  people  living  under  siege.  More  than  85%  of 
those  under  siege  are  besieged  by  their  own  government.  Despite 
Russia's  touting  of  the  Astana  de-escalation  plan,  it  has  not  improved 
the  humanitarian  situation  at  all.  The  regime  has  not  granted  the  UN 
permission  to  deliver  aid  to  any  besieged  areas  since  June  20.

Current  Funding-related  News:  Since  FV  2015,  the  United  States  and 
Jordan  have  had  a  Memorandum  of  Understanding  (MOU)  pertaining 
to  US  Foreign  Assistance  to  Jordan.

Note:  Lebanon  hosts  the  largest  population  of  Syrian  refugees  per 
capita  of  any  country  in  the  world.  One  of  every  four  people  in 
Lebanon  is  a  Syrian  refugee,  with  just  over  1  million  Syrian  refugees  in 
total.  However,  conditions  for  refugees  in  Lebanon  are  poor.  The 
Lebanese  state  does  not  accommodate  Syrians  in  refugee  camps,  due 
to  sensitivities  about  refugee  camps  Palestinians  established  in  the 
1970s  that  remain  to  this  day.  Therefore,  Syrians  in  Lebanon  reside  In 
host  communities,  with  many  living  in  squalor  on  the  edges  of  towns 
or  in  derelict  buildings.  The  Lebanese  government  has  opened  up 
access  to  primary  education  to  Syrian  refugee  children,  but  there  are 
not  nearly  enough  spaces  available.  Syrian  refugees  also  have  no 
formal  rights  to  work  in  Lebanon.

We  believed  that  such  a  position  can  help  de-conflict  and  give 
a  strategic  vision  to  the  UN’s  bodies  responsible  for  counterterrorism. 
Secretary-General  Guterres  announced  the  creation  of  this  position 
and  the  new  UN  Office  of  Counter-Terrorism  in  June,  after  the  General 
Assembly  formally  endorsed  his  efforts  to  reform  the  UN's  CT 
architecture. 
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2.  (SBU)  Preventing  Violent  Extremism  (PVE): 


Background:  A  major  focus  of  UN  CT  efforts  is  the  implementation  of 
SG  Ban's  2015  Plan  of  Action  on  PVE,  which  highlighted  the  need  for  a 
"whole-of-UN”  approach  that  encompasses  both  security-based  and 
systematic  softer  preventive  counterterrorism  measures  to  address 
the  drivers  of  violent  extremism.  Russia  has  been  among  the  greatest 
skeptics  of  the  PVE  agenda,  seeing  it  as  a  distraction  from  a  more 
security-focused  fight  against  terrorism.  Most  UN  Member  States, 
including  our  European  allies  and  some  Arab  states  like  Jordan, 
believe  that  ISIS  and  other  terrorist  groups  cannot  be  defeated  with 
security  measures  alone  and  that  PVE— an  approach  that  helps 
prevent  and  counter  terrorist  recruitment  and  reduce  risk  to 
communities  posed  by  terrorist  offenders  as  they  return  to  society  - 
must  be  an  essential  and  complementary  element  of  comprehensive 
counterterrorism  strategies. 

3.  (SBU)  Engaging  Civil  Society:  Reaffirm  that  civil  society,  including 
local  youth  and  women's  organizations,  academia  and  media,  play  an 

essential  role  as  trusted  local  intermediaries  in  preventing _ 

radicalize tion  to  violence.!

Mr.  Voronkov  brings  to  the  position  more  than  30  years  of  experience, 
working  primarily  on  the  United  Nations,  as  well  as  responsibilities 
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ranging  from  public  diplomacy  and  social  and  economic  development 
issues  to  intergovernmental  affairs.  He  was  previously  Ambassador 
and  Permanent  Representative  of  the  Russian  Federation  to  the 
International  Organizations  in  Vienna.  Linder  his  leadership,  the 
Permanent  Mission  has  launched  several  flagship  projects  with  the 
United  Nations  Office  on  Drugs  and  Crimes  (UNODC)  and  developed 
successful  collaborations  with  the  UNODC  Antiterrorist  Branch.  Mr. 
Voronkov  also  serves  on  the  Board  of  Governors  of  the  International 
Atomic  Energy  Agency  (IAEA),  and  has  led  several  delegations  to  the 
Commission  on  Narcotic  Drugs  and  the  Commission  on  Crime 
Prevention  and  Criminal  Justice.  Prior  to  his  current  position,  Mr. 
Voronkov  was  Director  of  the  Department  of  European  Cooperation 
(2008-2011).  He  started  his  career  with  the  Ministry  of  Foreign  Affairs 
in  1989  and  has  served  in  various  capacities,  among  them  as  Deputy 
Permanent  Representative  of  the  Russian  Federation  to  the 
Organization  for  Security  and  Co-operation  in  Europe  (OSCE)  in  Vienna 
(2005-2008),  Deputy  Director  of  the  Personnel  Department  (2002- 
2005)  and  Minister  Counsellor  and  Deputy  Chief  of  Mission  of  the 
Russian  Embassy  to  Poland  (2000-2002).  Mr.  Voronkov  holds  a  PhD 
from  Moscow  State  University.  He  is  married  with  one  daughter.

Chergui  was  re-elected  in  January  to  a  second  four-year  term  as  the 
AU's  top  official  responsible  for 

peace  and  security  Issues.  You  met  with  Chergui  on  April  18  at  the  AU 
Permanent  Observer  Mission 

when  he  accompanied  AU  Commission  Chairperson  Faki  to  New  York, 


Chergui  requested  this  meeting  though  our  Mission  to  the  AU  in  Addis 


The  Security  Council  is  due  to  travel  to  Addis  Ababa  for  consultations 
with  the  AU  Peace  and  Security  Council  (AU  PSC)  September  7  and  8. 

Talking  Points: 
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Note:  The  AU-UN  joint  review  of  AMISOM  is  expected  to  recommend 
a  reduction  of  AM  ISOM's  force  levels  of  22,126  by  1,500  troops, 
beginning  later  this  year.  Chergui  had  previously  pushed  for  an 
additional  troop  surge  of  4,500  troops  for  a  planned  military  offensive, 
which  will  now  be  undertaken  by  a  mix  of  Somali  forces  and  existing 
AMISOM  forces. 


Note:  Commissioner  Chergui  single-handedly  developed  plans  for  an 
AU  mission  for  Burundi  in  late  December  2015.  The  AU  Assembly 
quickly  undermined  him  and  did  not  authorize  the  mission.  Since  that 
time,  the  AU  has  been  unable  to  press  for  a  useful  solution  to  the 
crisis  in  Burundi. 


Note:  African  members  of  the  Security  Council  are  planning  a  Summit- 
level  Security  Council  meeting  in  September  at  which  they  hope  to 
adopta  resolution  thatadvances  UN  support  for  AU  financing. 
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Note:  Under  the  2015  South  Sudan  peace  agreement,  the  African 
Union  is  responsible  for  establishing  the  Hybrid  Court  for  South  Sudan 
to  prosecute  individuals  responsible  for  violations  of  international  law 
committed  during  the  course  of  the  conflict.  In  a  2015  resolution,  the 
Security  Council  mandated  the  UN  to  provide  technical  assistance  to 
the  establishment  of  the  court.  The  African  Union’s  legal  and  political 
offices,  along  with  the  UN  Office  of  Legal  Affairs,  are  scheduled  to 
travel  to  South  Sudan  July  21  to  discuss  the  Hybrid  Court  with  the 
South  Sudanese  government  (who  to  date  has  been  very  reluctant  to 
discuss  the  court).  The  U.S.  has  been  very  supportive  of  the  formation 
of  the  court,  including  providing  the  African  Union  with  funding  to 
help  with  the  initial  phases  of  the  court's  establishment,  and  we 
continue  to  urge  the  African  Union  to  move  forward  with  its 
formation.  The  African  Union's  Special  Envoy  for  South  Sudan  is  now 
back  in  the  picture  (after  several  months  of  being  inactive).  With 
various  initiatives  underway  by  the  region  (IGAD),  the  UN,  and  other 
individual  initiatives  by  Ugandan  President  Museveni,  we  continue  to 
encourage  all  regional  and  international  actors  to  coordinate  efforts.

Purpose;  Reinforce  our  commitment  and  support  to  Nigeria  in  its 
effort  to  combat  Boko  Haram  and  its  offshoot,  ISIL-West  Africa.  Note 
our  ongoing  concern  over  the  food  insecurity  crisis  in  northeast 
Nigeria  as  a  result  of  the  Boko  Haram  conflict.  Commend  Nigeria's 
recent  efforts  to  improve  the  management  and  operation  of  its  crisis 
response  organs. 

Background:  Ambassador  Muhammad-Bande  presented  his 
credentials  in  May  2017  filling  a  longstanding  gap  in  the  Nigerian 
permanent  mission's  leadership.  He  comes  with  a  significant 
background  of  time  spent  in  academia  and  research  institutions  as  an 
administrator.  Nigeria  has  been  beset  by  a  number  of  challenges  over 
the  last  few  years,  with  the  ongoing  Boko  Haram  conflict  and  its 
concomitant  humanitarian  crisis,  insurgency  in  the  oil-rich  Niger  delta, 
falling  oil  prices,  endemic  corruption,  and,  most  recently,  the  poor 
health  of  its  president  Muhamadu  Buhari,  who  has  spent  several 
months  in  London  this  year  receiving  medical  treatment.  The  Vice 
President  Vemi  Osinbajo  has  been  an  effective  administrator  and 
voice  for  the  country  in  his  absence.  Osinbajo  visited  Buhari  in  the  UK 
in  early  June,  afterward  telling  the  press  he  expected  the  President  to 
return  soon.  Despite  the  exogenous  shock  of  reduced  revenue  from 
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fossil  fuels  and  self-inflicted  challenges  of  corruption,  Nigeria 
possesses  the  continent's  largest  economy  and  wields  tremendous 
influence  in  the  region.  Nigeria  was  most  recently  in  the  Security 
Council  from  2014-2016,  and  along  with  their  fellow  continental 
power  South  Africa,  believes  they  should  receive  a  permanent  seat. 
Nigeria  was  slow  to  address  the  emerging  security  threat  of  Boko 
Haram  that  began  in  2009,  but  has  stepped  up  efforts  and  is  better 
addressing  the  challenge  with  its  operations  in  concert  with  the  Multi 
National  Joint  Task  Force  (whose  force  commander  is  Nigerian) 
composed  of  troops  from  Nigeria,  Cameroon,  Chad,  Niger  and  Benin, 
functioning  under  the  rubric  of  the  Lake  Chad  Basin  Commission. 
However,  the  humanitarian  challenge  is  of  a  magnitude  that  demands 
greater  effort  and  investment  from  the  government.

The  latest  escalation  began  when  three 
Arab-lsraeli  citizens  carried  out  a  shooting  attack  near  the  entrance  of 
the  Haram  al-Sharif/Temple  Mount,  killing  two  Israeli  guards.  Israeli 
authorities  closed  the  site  in  the  wake  of  the  attack,  reopening  the 
compound  to  Muslims  on  the  16th,  but  with  additional  security 
measures,  including  metal  detectors.  Any  changes  to  the  site  are 
highly  sensitive  and  the  Israeli  move  has  been  met  with  criticism  by 
Arabs  who  accuse  Israel  of  trying  to  exert  greater  control  over  the 
site,  disturbing  the  delicate  status  quo.  Palestinian  President  Abbas 
had  strongly  condemned  the  shooting  attack  but  has  also  been  highly 
critical  of  what  they  see  as  a  change  in  the  status  quo.  On  July  21 
there  were  reports  of  three  Palestinians  killed  in  the  West  Bank  and 
East  Jerusalem  in  "day  of  rage"  protests  against  the  magnetometers.

We  are  seeking 
additional  information  on  his  proposals.

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Background:  In  a  May  10  meeting  with  ASEAN  foreign  ministers, 
Secretary  Tillerson  urged  the  region  to  do  more  to  cut  funding  for 
North  Korea's  nuclear  and  missile  programs  and  minimize  diplomatic 
relations  with  Pyongyang.

Background:  On  December  19,  ASEAN  foreign  ministers  met  in 
Yangon,  Burma,  to  discuss  the  situation  in  northern  Rakhine  State.  The 
meeting  was  unusual  because  ASEAN  typically  does  not  interfere  in  its 
member  states'  internal  business.  While  there  was  universal  concern 
among  the  group  over  the  deteriorating  humanitarian  situation, 
Cambodia,  Laos,  and  Vietnam  were  reluctant  to  have  ASEAN  play  a 
direct  role.  Thailand  and  Brunei  are  also  hesitant.  Malaysia  and 
Indonesia  (also  OIC  members)  are  the  two  most  vocal  and  active  in 
pushing  ASEAN  to  act.  Indonesia  has  also  encouraged  Bangladesh  to 
grant  Rohingya  refugees  safe  harbor  instead  of  returning  them  to 
Rakhine.  USUN  has  encouraged  ASEAN  members,  particularly  those 
who  are  also  OIC  members,  to  increase  pressure  on  Burma  to  improve 
its  humanitarian  and  human  rights  situations.

Background: 

In  September  2016,  UNRWA  alerted  the  international  community  $96 
million  projected  core  budget  shortfall  and  urged  collective  action  to 
mobilize  the  necessary  resources.  In  response,  the  Agency  received 
additional  contributions  from  Canada,  Sweden,  EU,  Saudi  Arabia, 
Switzerland,  the  United  Arab  Emirates,  and  the  United  States  that 
enabled  UNRWA  to  maintain  operations  in  2016  without  interruption. 


In  December  2016,  the  General  Assembly  through  resolution  71/93 
requested  the  Secretary-General  to  facilitate  consultations  with 
member  states  with  a  view  to  "explore  all  potential  ways  and  means, 
including  through  voluntary  and  assessed  contributions,  to  ensure 
that  the  Agency's  funding  is  sufficient,  predictable  and  sustained  for 
the  duration  of  its  mandate."  On  March  30,  2017,  the  Secretary- 
General  issued  his  report  (A/71/849). 


In  response  to  the  SG  report,  the  Palestinian  mission  introduced  a 
draft  resolution  [OP  17  in  particular],  the  latest  text  of  which  (5  July) 
would  have  budgetary  implications  in  the  order  of  $40  million  per 
year  for  "administrative  management  costs"  component  of  UNRWA, 
in  addition  to  its  currently  approved  regular  budget,  according  to  the 
UN  Controller's  Office. 


Member  States  contribute  to  UNRWA  through  three  separate  portals, 
namely  the  Programme  Budget,  Emergency  Appeals,  and  the  Project 
Budget.  UNRWA's  core  operations  are  encapsulated  in  the  Agency's 
Programme  Budget,  which  finances  its  UN-mandated  program  of 
work,  principally  education,  health  care,  and  relief  and  social  services. 
This  budget  is  the  foundation  for  all  activities  and  programs.  As  of 
August  2017,  UNRWA's  financial  shortfall  on  its  program  budget  stood 
at  $121  million  (against  the  Agency's  cash  budget  for  2016  of  $715 
million). 
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The  United  States  is  the  largest  donor  to  UNRWA.  According  to 
UNRWA's  donor  ranking  in  December  2016,  we  provided  $368.4m  in 
2015,  including  $152. 3m  to  the  programmatic  budget.

Background: 

Ghassan  Salame  (Hah-san  Sah-la-May)  is  the  newly  arrived  Special 
Representative  of  the  Secretary  General  for  the  United  Nations 
Support  Mission  in  Libya  (UNSMIL).  We  warmly  welcome  his 
appointment  as  an  opportunity  to  reinvigorate  the  political  process  in 
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Libya.  At  a  PS  +  Italy  and  Egypt  lunch  on  Friday,  Ambassador  Sison 
found  Salame  to  be  forthright  and  blunt,  as  he  pledged  to  deliver 
straight-talk  to  all  of  his  interlocutors  in  Libya. 

Salame  heads  toUNSMIL’s  headquarters  in  Tunis  to  tackle  some 
considerable  challenges,  including  how  to  build  on  the  Libyan  Political 
Agreement  of  December  2015,  organize  a  unified  security 
architecture,  enable  the  provision  of  basic  services  to  a  population  in 
need,  shore  up  a  struggling,  oil-dependent  economy,  and  manage  the 
mission's  relocation  from  Tunis  back  to  Tripoli.  While  Salame's 
predecessor,  Martin  Kobler  (Germany)  was  a  capable  manager,  he 
struggled  to  forge  ties  with  Libya's  Eastern  factions,  exposing  him  to 
criticism  by  Egypt  and  Russia  in  this  regard.

1.  UNSMIL  Budgeting: 


Background:  At  the  P5  lunch  on  Friday,  Ambassador  Sison's  question 
about  UNSMIL's  ongoing  strategic  assessment  mission  appeared  to 
strike  a  nerve  with  Salame,  triggering  a  discussion  about  how  half  of 
UNSMIL's  budget  was  devoted  to  the  logistics  of  the  mission's  return 
to  Tripoli  from  Tunis,  leaving  it  short  on  resources  to  carry  out  its  core 
mission.  The  strategic  assessment,  led  by  the  well-regarded  former 
USG  for  Peacekeeping  Operations  Jean-Marie  Guehenno,  is  in  its  final 
stages.

Background:  Egypt  is  putting  together  an  ambitious  POW,  especially 
for  an  August  -  when  mission  staff,  particularly  the  Europeans, 
decamp  en  masse  for  summer  vacation.  Egypt  has  four  signature 
events  scheduled  -  one  more  than  during  their  last  presidency,  in  May 
2016  -  all  during  the  first  or  last  weeks  of  the  month,  calculating  that 
PRs/DPRs  are  more  likely  to  be  in  New  York  at  those  times.  The 
signature  events  include  meetings  on  prevention  of  terrorist 
acquisition  of  weapons,  evaluation  of  sanctions  regimes,  UN-Arab 
League  cooperation,  and  sustaining  peace.  We  suggest  you  use  the 
Council  breakfast  to  raise  U.S.  priorities  on  Syria,  Middle  East  peace, 
UNIFIL  and  Libya.  We  also  have  prepared  points  on  the  Egypt 
sanctions  resolution,  G5  Sahel  Joint  Force,  Burundi,  AMISOM  and  CAR 
if  the  topics  are  raised. 

1.  North  Korea:  With  the  latest  North  Korean  launch  having  occurred 
on  Friday,  July  28,  we  will  send  points  on  Monday  to  update  you  on 
the  status  of  the  draft  resolution  and  any  other  developments. 


Note:  The  Syria  humanitarian  meeting  on  July  27  was  one  of  the  worst 
in  months.  Syrian  PR  Ja'afari  blasted  the  UN  for  being  "biased"  against 
the  Syrian  regime  and  failing  to  build  a  constructive  "humanitarian 
partnership"  with  Damascus.  Other  Council  members  -  Russia,  China, 
and  Ethiopia  -  echoed  this  sentiment  in  the  consultations  room  and 
urged  the  UN  to  do  more  to  cooperate  with  the  Syrian  Government 
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4.UNIFIL: 


Note:  UNIFIL  (UN  Interim  Force  In  Lebanon)  consultations  will  be  held 
August  17.  Adoption  of  the  UNIFIL  mandate  renewal  is  scheduled  for 
August  30 


Note:  The  UK,  France,  and  Italy  have  all  raised  the  possibility  of  a  UN- 
led  event  on  Libya  during  High  Level  Week.  Last  year's  UNGA  featured 
a  high-level  event  on  Libya  led  by  then-Secretary  Kerry  and  then- 
Italian  Foreign  Minister  Gentiloni,  under  the  U.S.-  and  Italy-led  'Rome 
Format.'  It  is  unlikely  that  there  will  be  high-level  U.S.  interest  in  co¬ 
leading  another  such  event  this  year,  so  a  UN-led  event  might  not  be  a 
bad  idea.

6.  Egyptian  Sanctions  UNSCR 


We  will  send  points  on  Monday. 

Note:  Egypt  proposed  this  UNSCR  in  conjunction  with  an  August  3 
Security  Council  meeting  on  evaluation  of  sanctions  regimes. 


Note:  France,  at  the  highest  levels  of  its  government,  continues  to 
actively  advocate,  in  the  region  and  locally,  that  the  G5  force  deserves 
UN  support  (including  financial  support)  and  authorization.  In  a  July  26 
town  hall  for  UN  Staff  to  discuss  his  reform  initiatives,  SG  Guterres 
again  publicly  advocated  for  the  use  of  assessed  contributions  for  the 
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G5  force.  Such  calls  for  UN  support  will  continue  in  the  SG's  August 
briefing  on  the  G5  force’s  deployment  and  in  his  October  report,  to  be 
released  during  the  French  Security  Council  presidency,  that  will 
include  recommendations  on  UN  support.  We  expect  France  may  also 
plan  a  Security  Council  trip  to  the  region  during  its  presidency.  USUN 
is  lobbying  the  interagency  to  expedite  the  planning  and  holding  of 
the  G5  Joint  Force  donor  and  strategy  conference  to  defuse  what  will 
continue  to  be  aggressive  Secretariat,  French  and  A3  calls  for  UN 
support  despite  the  lack  of  a  Chapter  VII  authorization  for  the  force  in 
Resolution  2359. 


S.  Burundi 


Note:  Egypt,  Russia  and  China  have  attempted  to  weaken  the  Burundi 
PRST  to  suggest  that  the  situation  in  Burundi  has  improved  and 
reduced  UN  engagement  is  possible.  We  heard  in  the  July  26  Burundi 
meeting  that  the  government  continues  to  engage  in  torture,  human 
rights  violations  and  closure  of  civil  society  and  media. 


9.  AMISOM: 


Note:  The  mandate  of  the  African  Union  Mission  in  Somalia  (AMISOM) 
must  be  renewed  before  August  31.  The  AU-UN  joint  review  of 
AMISOM  is  expected  to  recommend  a  reduction  of  AMISOM's  force 
levels  of  22,126  by  1,500  troops,  beginning  later  this  year.  We  are  still 
evaluating  our  position,  but  are  generally  supportive  of  this  reduction, 
and  some  in  the  U.S.  government  are  advocating  for  a  larger 
reduction.  The  report  was  due  to  the  Security  Council  July  15,  but  as 
of  July  28,  ft  had  not  yet  been  transmitted. 

10.  Central  African  Republic:  Highlight  that  nine  peacekeepers  have 
died  in  CAR  this  year.  Explain  that  we  need  to  work  closely  with  troop 
contributors,  the  UN  and  Council  members  to  address  the  problems  in 
CAR. 

Note:  Anti-Balaka  (Christian)  militias  in  Bangassou,  CAR  on  July  24 
ambushed  Moroccan  peacekeepers  in  MINUSCA-  killing  two-  when 
they  were  escorting  a  humanitarian  convoy  containing  water  for 
civilians.  Another  Moroccan  peacekeeper  was  killed  two  days  before 
that;  in  total,  militias  have  killed  nine  peacekeepers  in  Bangassou 
since  May.  Ongoing  anti-Balaka  violence  has  successfully  expelled 
humanitarian  NGOs  in  Bangassou,  forcing  the  UN  to  provide  basic 
services  such  as  potable  water.  However,  anti-Balaka  militias  have 
identified  Bangassou's  single  source  of  water  as  a  chokepoint; 
moreover,  the  Moroccan  forces  are  clearly  being  targeted  because  the 
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militias  suspect  them  of  colluding  with  the  Muslim  ex-Seleka  coalition 
due  to  religious  affinity.  The  MINUSCA  Moroccan  Battalion  needs  to 
revise  their  tactics.

AUGUST  COUNCIL  MEETINGS 

August  2-  Preventing  Terrorist  Groups  from  Acquiring  Weapons 
Briefing:  This  meeting  will  be  the  first  of  Egypt's  signature  events  for 
the  month,  and  they  plan  to  adopt  a  resolution  at  the  top  of  the 
meeting  on  the  topic.  We  expect  the  meeting  could  be  used  as  an 
opportunity  for  Egypt  to  bash  Qatar  and  Turkey.  Briefers  will  include 
Weixiong  Chen,  Deputy  Executive  Director  of  the  Counter-Terrorism 
Committee  Executive  Directorate;  Yury  Fedotov,  Executive  Director  of 
the  UN  Office  and  Drugs  and  Crime  (via  VTC);  and  Jurgen  Stock  (TBC), 
Secretary  General  of  INTERPOL. 

August  3  -  Evaluation  of  Sanctions  Regimes  Briefing:  This  meeting  will 
be  the  second  of  Egypt's  signature  events  for  the  month,  with  ASG  for 
Political  Affairs  Taye-Brook  Zerihoun  expected  to  brief.  Egypt  has 
proposed  a  draft  resolution  to  re-establish  a  Security  Council  Working 
Group  on  General  Sanctions  Issues  and  task  the  SG  with  annual 
reporting  on  UN  sanctions  regimes,  but  it's  highly  unlikely  that  the 
draft  would  be  ready  for  a  vote  in  time  for  this  meeting. 

TBD  (listed  as  August  9.  but  expected  to  move  to  later  in  the  month)  - 
Syria  Political  Consultations:  Special  Envoy  Staffan  de  Mistura  (TBC) 
will  deliver  his  monthly  briefing  and  update  the  Council  on  plans  for 
the  next  round  of  intra-Syrian  talks  in  Geneva,  which  will  take  place  in 
early  September.  He  may  also  provide  an  update  on  technical-level 
talks  with  the  opposition  as  well;  he  is  trying  to  develop  a  common 
opposition  position  on  all  four  baskets  for  negotiations  in  the  hopes  of 
increasing  pressure  on  the  Syrian  regime  to  participate  in  a 
meaningful  way,  which  they  have  refused  to  do. 

August  10-  Peace  and  Security  in  Africa  Briefing:  This  meeting  will 
allow  DSG  Amina  Mohammed  to  brief  on  her  recent  trip  to  Nigeria 
and  the  DRC.  UN  Women  Head  Phumzile  Mlambo-Ngcuka  and  SRSG 
for  Sexual  Violence  in  Conflict  Pramila  Patten  -  who  accompanied  the 
DSG  on  the  trip  -  are  also  expected  to  attend  the  meeting,  but  will  not 
brief. 

August  15  -  Peace  and  Security  in  Africa  Briefing  and  Consultations: 
ASG  for  Peacekeeping  Operations  El  Ghasslm  Wane  will  provide  a 
mandated  (Resolution  2359)  update  for  the  Council  on  the  G5  Sahel 
Joint  Force,  namely  its  operationalization,  deployment  challenges,  and 
possible  "measures"  of  support.  DPKO  told  us  July  26  that  they  are 
under  pressure  from  other  Council  members  to  focus  on  the  needs  of 
the  force,  which  is  not  yet  constituted  or  very  close  to  deployment. 

We  emphasized  that  this  first  briefing  should  focus  on  the  force's 
deployment  and  not  deliver  a  wish  list  or  push  again  for  UN 
authorization.  SG  Guterres  has  been  active  in  his  advocacy  for  UN 
support  of  the  force,  including  July  26  comments  that  the  lack  of 
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Security  Council  authorization  weakened  the  nascent  endeavor. 

August  15  -  UNISFA  (UN  Interim  Security  Force  for  Abyei) 
Consultations:  Special  Envoy  Nicholas  ''Fink"  Haysom  (via  VTC)  and 
DPKO  ASG  Wane  will  update  the  Security  Council  on  developments  in 
the  process  to  seek  a  resolution  to  the  status  of  Abyei.  In  our  May 
resolution  we  asked  for  the  SG  to  update  the  Council  on  the  efforts  of 
the  African  Union  and  the  UN  Special  Envoy  towards  getting  Sudan 
and  South  Sudan  to  implement  their  2011  agreements.  For  us,  this  will 
be  the  first  step  in  highlighting  that  the  countries  continue  to  make 
little  progress  in  resolving  this  outstanding  issue  in  the  lead  up  to  the 
November  UNISFA  mandate  renewal,  in  which  we  will  seek  to 
eliminate  the  border  monitoring  mission. 

August  16-  UNMIK  (UN  Mission  in  Kosovo)  Briefing:  SRSG  Zahir  Tanin 
(via  VTC)  will  brief  on  the  activities  of  UNMIK  and  related  political 
developments  for  the  period  of  April  to  June  2017.  Parliamentary 
elections  in  Kosovo  on  June  11  were  largely  peaceful.  A  new  coalition 
government  is  still  in  the  formulation  stage,  but  should  be  established 
in  the  near  future. 

August  16-  Syria  CW  Consultations:  High  Representative  for 
Disarmament  Affairs  Izumi  Nakamitsu  will  brief  the  Council  in  closed 
consultations  on  the  OPCW  Director-General's  monthly  report 
regarding  Syria's  obligations  under  the  Chemical  Weapons 
Convention.  She  will  probably  give  the  Council  a  readout  of  the  OPCW 
Executive  Council's  July  meeting,  which  focused  heavily  on  Syria. 

August  17  -  DRC  Sanctions  Briefing:  Egyptian  PR  Aboulatta,  in  his 
capacity  as  chair  of  the  DRC  Sanctions  "1533"  Committee,  has  invited 
the  families  of  Michael  Sharp  and  Zaida  Catalan  to  New  York  to  attend 
an  open  session  of  the  sanctions  committee.  The  Sharps  have  not 
decided  if  they  will  attend. 

August  17  -  UNIFIL  (UN  Interim  Force  In  Lebanon)  Consultations: 

DPKO  ASG  Wane  will  brief  the  Council  in  these  annual  consultations 
on  UNIFIL.  DPKO  will  focus  on  UNIFIL's  efforts  to  work  with  Lebanon 
and  Israel  to  prevent  local  violations  of  the  Blue  Line,  including  the 
work  of  the  Tripartite  Mechanism  and  other  confidence-building 
measures.  While  UNIFIL's  area  of  operations  has  remained  relatively 
calm  with  no  major  violations  of  the  Blue  Line  to  report,  Israel  has 
aired  concerns  that  Hizballah  is  stockpiling  and  developing  weapons 
thatcould  lead  to  renewed  conflict  in  the  future.  The  United  States 
has  been  clear  that  UNIFIL  must  be  more  assertive  if  it  is  to  deter 
Hizballah.  UNIFIL's  mandate  renewal  is  scheduled  for  August  30. 

August  17  -  Monthly  Council  Lunch  with  the  SG:  The  Secretary- 
General’s  staff  will  inform  the  Council  about  the  issues  he  would  like 
to  raise  a  few  days  before  the  lunch. 

August  22 -Middle  East  Briefing  and  Consultations:  Special  Envoy 
Nickolay  Mladenov  will  not  be  available  to  brief  the  Council  this 
month  -  a  replacement  has  yet  to  be  identified.  That  said,  the 
meeting  will  likely  focus  on  the  ongoing  crisis  in  Gaza  and  elevated 
tensions  in  Jerusalem.  The  current  draft  of  the  POW  lists  consultations 
as  being  about  "Middle  East/Palestine,"  but  the  Egyptians  have 
assured  POL  that  "Palestine"  will  be  removed  before  POW  adoption. 
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August  23  -  UNSMIL  (UN  Support  Mission  in  Libya)  and  Libya 
Sanctions  Briefing  and  Consultations:  SRSG  Ghassan  Salame,  in  his  first 
appearance  since  becoming  SRSG,  will  brief  the  Council  on  his  vision 
for  the  way  forward  for  Libya,  as  well  as  recent  developments  on  the 
file,  including  the  recent  meeting  between  Prime  Minister  Serraj  and 
"Libya  National  Army"  General  Haftar.  Additionally,  Swedish  PR  Skoog 
will  brief  the  Council  in  his  capacity  as  Chair  of  the  Libya  Sanctions 
"1970"  Committee. 

August  24  -  UNMISS  (UN  Mission  in  South  Sudan)  Briefing  and 
Consultations:  USG  for  Peacekeeping  Operations  Jean-Pierre  Lacroix 
will  brief  on  the  latest  developments  in  South  Sudan.  African  Union 
High  Representative  for  South  Sudan  Alpha  Konare  and  Joint 
Monitoring  and  Evaluation  Commission  (JMEC)  Chair  Festus  Mogae 
will  also  be  invited  to  update  the  Council  on  their  efforts  towards 
achieving  peace  in  South  Sudan.  Mogae  also  briefed  the  Council  in 
July.  We  do  not  expect  any  particularly  significant  developments  at 
this  meeting. 

August  24  -  UNIOGBIS  (UN  Integrated  Peacebuilding  Office  in  Guinea- 
Bissau)  and  Guinea-Bissau  Sanctions  Briefing  and  Consultations:  SRSG 
Modibo  Toure  will  brief  on  the  continued  political  impasse  in  Guinea- 
Bissau.  Additionally,  Uruguayan  PR  Rosselli,  in  his  capacity  as  Chair  of 
the  Guinea-Bissau  Sanctions  "2048"  Committee,  will  brief  on  his  June 
trip  to  Bissau  and  recap  his  recommendations  to  the  committee. 

August  28-  UN-Arab  League  Cooperation  Briefing:  This  meeting  will 
be  the  third  of  Egypt's  signature  events  for  the  month.  Egypt  has 
invited  SG  Guterres  and  Arab  League  Secretary-General  Ahmed  Aboul 
Gheit  to  brief.  Egypt  is  planning  for  this  meeting  to  segue  into  an  IID  at 
which  members  of  the  Arab  League  will  speak  on  particular  topics  of 
interest,  and  hope  that  some  sort  of  joint  statement  will  come  out  of 
the  meetings. 

August  29  -  Sustaining  Peace  Open  Debate:  This  meeting  will  be  the 
fourth  -  and  final  -  signature  event  for  August.  Egypt  wants  to  focus 
this  meeting  on  making  sure  there  is  a  clear  exit  strategy  for 
peacekeeping  missions  but  also  to  note  that  peacebuilding  and 
peacekeeping  are  interlinked.  They  hope  to  have  the  SG  or  CdC  brief, 
and  also  have  invited  as  briefers  Ameerah  Haq,  Co-Chair  of  the  High- 
Level  independent  Panel  on  Peace  Operations,  and  Ambassador  Gert 
Rosenthal,  Chair  of  the  Advisory  Group  of  Experts  on  the  UN 
Peacebuilding  Architecture  (and  former  Guatemalan  Foreign  Minister 
and  PR). 

August  30 -Syria  Humanitarian  Briefing  and  Consultations:  USG  for 
Humanitarian  Affairs  Stephen  O'Brien  will  brief  the  Council  on  the 
UN's  and  its  humanitarian  partners'  efforts  to  deliver  assistance  to 
besieged  and  hard-to-reach  areas.  Humanitarian  access  so  far  in  2017 
has  been  abysmal,  with  less  than  a  handful  of  deliveries  to  areas 
besieged  by  the  regime.  The  creation  of  de-escalation  zones  through 
the  Astana  process  has  not  improved  the  humanitarian  situation  at  all.

Priority  Security  Council  Issues: 

1.  Syria :  | 
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Background:  Russia  has  deployed  military  police  to  monitor  the  latest 
ceasefire  and  set  up  checkpoints  in  the  Damascus  suburbs.  A 
humanitarian  convoy  reportedly  traveled  to  the  zone  on  July  25  to 
deliver  supplies  and  evacuate  critical  cases,  but  it  was  a  unilateral 
Russian  publicity  stunt.  The  delivery  only  consisted  of  ten  metric  tons 
of  aid  (a  pittance  in  terms  of  the  actual  need),  and  it  was  not 
distributed  in  an  impartial  or  needs-based  way.  Our  message  should 
be  that  unilateral  aid  deliveries  and  the  Syrian  regime's  practice  of 
granting  only  partial  access  for  occasional  convoys  is  wholly 
insufficient. 

2.  North  Korea:  With  the  latest  North  Korean  launch  having  occurred 
on  Friday,  July  28,  we  will  send  points  on  Monday,  August  31  to 
update  you  on  the  status  of  the  draft  resolution  and  any  other 
developments. 


Background:  Although  our  negotiations  on  the  DPRK  draft  in  response 
to  their  July  4  ICBM  launch  have  been  exclusively  with  the  Chinese,  we 
have  liberally  back-briefed  the  UK  and  France;  we  understand  China 
has  done  the  same  with  Russia. 

3.  Burundi:  Stress  the  importance  of  the  Council  staying  engaged  on 
Burundi.  Acknowledge  last  year’s  resolution  to  establish  a  police 
mission  was  counterproductive,  but  explain  the  situation  has  not 
improved  and  we  need  clear,  regular,  measurable  reporting. 

Background:  Egypt,  Russia,  and  China  have  attempted  to  weaken  the 
Burundi  PRST  to  suggest  the  situation  has  improved  and  reduced  UN 
engagement  is  possible.  We  heard  in  the  July  26  session  that  the 
government  continues  to  engage  in  torture,  human  rights  violations 
and  closure  of  civil  society  and  media.  470,000  people  have  fled 
Burundi  for  neighboring  countries  since  the  start  of  the  crisis. 

4.  CAR:  Highlight  that  nine  peacekeepers  have  died  in  CAR  in  2017. 
Explain  that  we  need  to  work  closely  with  troop  contributors,  the  UN, 
and  Council  members  to  address  the  problems  in  CAR. 

Background:  Anti-Balaka  (Christian)  militias  attacked  Moroccan 
peacekeepers  escorting  a  humanitarian  convoy  containing  water  for 
civilians  on  July  24  in  Bangassou,  killing  two  and  injuring  one.  This 
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attack  came  only  two  days  after  anti-Balaka  militias  killed  another 
Moroccan  peacekeeper  in  the  same  city,  bringing  to  nine  the  total 
number  of  peacekeepers  killed  in  Bangassou  since  May.  On-going 
anti-Balaka  violence  has  successfully  expelled  humanitarian  NGOs  in 
Bangassou,  forcing  the  UN  to  provide  basic  services  such  as  potable 
water.  However,  anti-Balaka  militias  have  identified  Bangassou's 
single  source  of  water  as  a  chokepoint,  raising  the  challenge  for  the 
MINUSCA  Moroccan  Battalion  to  revise  their  tactics.  Anti-Balaka 
militias  are  clearly  targeting  the  Moroccan  Battalion,  because  they 
suspect  the  Moroccan  forces  are  colluding  with  the  Muslim  ex-Seleka 
coalition  simply  due  to  religious  affinity. 

5.  UN  Reform  Agenda:  Note  that  at  the  management  retreat  on  July 
27,  the  Secretary-General  said  he  will  engage  Member  States  on 
peace  and  security  reform,  an  issue  where  the  P-5  have  significant 
responsibilities  and  equities. 


Background:  During  recent  consultations  on  reform,  including  the 
Secretary-Gerierj'Js  retreat,  Russia  has  indicated  wariness,  and  we  can 
expect  that  peace  and  security  will  be  a  particularly  sensitive  issue. 
Russia  will  not  be  supportive  of  reforms  it  perceives  to  strengthen  the 
UN's  political  analysis  capabilities  (particularly  under  an  American 
USG),  particularly  on  issues  related  to  peacebuilding  and  human 
rights.  China,  by  contrast,  has  spoken  of  the  need  for  "revolutionary 
reform,"  and  shares  our  goals  of  increasing  the  efficiency  and 
effectiveness  of  mandate  delivery,  though  like  Russia  will  differ  from 
the  P3  on  issues  they  view  as  undermining  state  sovereignty,  such  as 
human  rights.  There  are  a  number  of  upcoming  meetings  in  the 
Security  Council  where  we  can  coordinate  with  the  P5  to  support  the 
SG's  efforts  -  Egypt  has  a  peacekeeping  thematic  at  the  end  of 
August,  we  will  convene  the  Council  Working  Group  on  peacekeeping 
with  TCCs,  and  Ethiopia  has  a  broadly-themed  session  planned  for 
September.

Meeting  Context: 

As  one  of  Egypt’s  signature  events  during  its  August  Presidency,  Egypt 
intends  for  this  meeting,  chaired  by  Ambassador  Aboulatta,  to  call 
attention  to  illicit  trafficking  in  weapons  that  can  aid  terrorists, 
encourage  more  coordination  among  UN  bodies,  and  underscore  the 
role  that  Security  Council-mandated  arms  embargos  play  to  help 
prevent  illicit  arms  trading.  The  focus  of  the  meeting  is  on  Illicit  arms 
flows  that  benefit  ISIS  and  al-Qaeda.  Egypt  will  likely  also  use  the 
meeting  to  criticize  Qatar  and  Turkey  for  supporting  extremist  groups 
and  for  not  fully  implementing  CT-related  UN  Security  Council 
resolutions.  Egypt  plans  to  adopt  its  resolution  on  preventing 
terrorists  from  acquiring  weapons  before  the  briefings  and  Council 
member  interventions.  We  expect  the  briefings  to  be  technical  in 
nature  and  most  Council  members  to  focus  on  practical  ways  to 
ensure  ISIS  and  al-Qaeda  affiliated  terrorists  do  not  get  their  hands  on 
arms  or  the  means  to  build  Improvised  Explosive  Devices  (lEDs).

Background: 

Germany  is  the  fourth  largest  contributor  to  the  UN  budget  after  the 
U.S.,  China,  and  Japan,  and  currently  provides  804  personnel  to  UN 
peacekeeping,  with  its  largest  contingent  of  troops  supporting 
MINUSMA.  Germany  also  provides  substantial  military  support  to 
NATO's  campaign  in  Afghanistan,  where  it  leads  NATO's  military 
training  mission  in  the  north.  Germany  is  campaigning  for  a  non¬ 
permanent  seat  on  the  Council  2019-2020  (Germany  last  held  a 
Security  Council  seat  2011-2012)  and  has  long-argued  for  a 
permanent  seat  for  itself.  This  meeting  is  an  opportunity  to  establish  a 
strong  relationship  with  an  important  ally.

5.  Russia  Sanctions  Legislation: 
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Background:  On  July  25,  the  House  passed  legislation  imposing 
comprehensive  sanctions  against  Russia,  Iran  and  the  DPRK.  Updated 
language  on  coordinating  with  allies  has  lessened  German  concerns 
that  the  bill  would  lead  quickly  to  sanctions  on  German  companies. 
Nonetheless,  Germany  is  still  unhappy  with  the  reduced  policy 
flexibility  towards  Russia. 


6.  DPRK: 


Background:  Germany  wants  to  increase  cooperation  on  DPRK  issues 
and  is  continuing  to  pressure  the  DPRK  to  shut  down  a  hostel 
operating  on  the  DPRK  embassy  grounds  in  Berlin.

Background:  In  addition  to  over  $1  billion  In  humanitarian  assistance 
to  the  region  since  2011,  Germany's  contributions  to  the  Defeat  ISIS 
Coalition  include  the  provision  of  lethal  assistance  and  training  to  Iraqi 
Kurds,  air  reconnaissance  and  refueling,  and  nearly  150  military 
personnel  on  the  ground  in  northern  Iraq  conducting  training  and 
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capacity  building.

Background:  At  the  Joint  Commission  meeting  on  July  21,  Germany 
pushed  back  against  Iran's  assertions  that  the  United  States  violated 
its  commitments  under  the  JCPOA.  The  Germans  have  consistently 
communicated  that  the  United  States  should  remain  in  the  JCPOA.

10.  Security  Council  Reform: 


Background:  Germany,  alongside  Brazil,  India  and  Japan  (known 
collectively  as  the  Group  of  4  or  G4)  advocate  for  permanent  seats  on 
the  Security  Council.  There  remains  considerable  daylight  between 
the  positions  of  many  member  states  on  this  issue  of  reforming  the 
Security  Council,  from  topics  like  the  size  of  a  reformed  Council,  the 
possible  addition  of  new  permanent  members,  and  the  question  of 
the  veto. 


Background:  Germany  is  a  member  of  a  group  spearheaded  by 
Hungary  and  Switzerland  who  believes  that  water  is  an  "orphan”  goal 
under  the  SDGs  and  is  pushing  for  a  new  intergovernmental  body  on 
water.  Given  the  strong  divergent  views  among  member  states,  there 
has  been  no  consensus  or  agreed  way  forward.

mission:  a)  does  not  acknowledge  the  reality  of  Hizballah's  operations 
in  southern  Lebanon;  and  b)  interprets  its  mandate  in  a  very 
conservative  way,  such  that  UNIFIL  feels  it  cannot  take  steps  on  its 
own  to  search  for  weapons  or  otherwise  to  serve  as  more  of  a 
deterrent  to  Hizballah.  While  we  do  not  think  that  it's  necessary  to 
change  the  UNIFIL  mandate  itself,  we  want  UNIFIL  to  make  better  use 
of  the  authorities  it  has  to  reduce  the  potential  for  a  Hizballah-lsrael 
confrontation.

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Background:  Egypt  has  been  the  key  negotiator  for  the  G77  on  the 
New  Partnership  for  Africa's  Development  (NEPAD)  resolution.  After 
nearly  30  hours  of  negotiations,  we  have  signaled  a  hard  line  with  the 
G77  and  indicated  we  are  likely  to  vote  against  the  resolution.  The 
Egyptian  negotiator,  noting  the  importance  of  this  resolution  for 
African  Member  States,  has  asked  us  to  reconsider.  We  are  currently 
evaluating  whether  we  want  to  take  that  step  or  to  see  if  we  can  join 
consensus. 

2.  Gulf  Crisis:  Underscore  that  all  countries  must  do  more  to  defeat 


Background:  Egypt  is  solidly  in  the  anti-Qatar  camp.  Secretary 
Tillerson  has  continued  outreach  to  try  to  resolve  the  crisis  and 
recently  signed  a  counterterrorism  MOU  with  Qatar.  Ultimately,  this  is 
a  political  spat  to  punish  Qatar  for  its  independent  foreign  policy  and 
support  for  Islamist  political  movements. 


Note:  Despite  repeated  high-level  U.S.  engagement,  el-Sisi  signed  the 
new  law  on  May  24.  It  requires  NGOs  to  obtain  the  government's 
approval  before  receiving  foreign  funding,  a  process  that  takes 
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months.  NSC  and  State  are  assessing  options  to  respond  to  the  law 
and  determining  the  legal  repercussions  for  our  assistance.  As  of 
March,  Egypt  had  a  pipeline  of  $574  million  in  U.S.  assistance.  We  are 
also  concerned  that  that  the  law  could  help  advance  radical  narratives 
in  the  region.

Note:  Since  Security  Council  resolution  2272  on  SEA  was  adopted  in 
March  2016,  Egypt  has  frequently  taken  the  lead  in  opposing  SEA 
reforms,  especially  those  related  to  transparency  or  accountability  for 
peacekeeping  troops.  However,  after  their  successful  push  for  an  SEA 
resolution  in  the  General  Assembly  in  March  2017  (a  response  to  what 
they  consider  Security  Council  over-reach  on  this  issue),  they  have 
been  more  willing  to  cooperate  In  other  SEA  negotiations.  Egypt  was 
broadly  supportive  of  our  position  in  the  recent  Fifth  Committee 
discussions  on  SEA,  and  were  instrumental  in  helping  us  adopt  a 
positive  resolution. 


6.  (IF  ASKED  ONLY)  UNESCO: 


Background:  There  are  nine  candidates  for  UNESCO  Director-General 
position,  including  two  from  the  P5:  Azerbaijan,  China,  Egypt,  France, 
Guatemala,  Iraq,  Lebanon,  Qatar,  and  Vietnam.  The  UNESCO 
Executive  Board  interviewed  the  candidates  in  April  and  will  vote  by 
secret  ballot  in  October  to  select  one  candidate.  10  and  NEA  Front 
Offices  have  previously  met  with  Egypt's  candidate.  Because  this 
election  is  held  in  Paris,  10  and  Embassy  Paris  have  taken  the  lead.

North  Korea  Sanctions  Fact  Sheet: 

Resolution  2371  (2017),  adopted  unanimously  by  the  United  Nations 
Security  Council  on  August  5,  2017,  strengthens  UN  sanctions  on 
North  Korea  in  response  to  its  two  intercontinental  ballistic  missile 
(ICBM)  tests  conducted  on  July  3,  2017  and  July  28,  2017.  As  such,  this 
resolution  sends  a  dear  message  to  North  Korea  that  the  Security 
Council  is  united  in  condemning  North  Korea's  violations  and 
demanding  North  Korea  give  up  its  prohibited  nuclear  and  ballistic 
missile  programs. 


Resolution  2371  (2017)  includes  the  strongest  sanctions  ever  imposed 
in  response  to  a  ballistic  missile  test.  These  measures  target  North 
Korea's  principal  exports,  imposing  a  total  ban  on  all  exports  of  coal 
(North  Korea's  largest  source  of  external  revenue),  iron,  iron  ore,  lead, 
lead  ore  and  seafood.  Banning  these  exports  will  prevent  North  Korea 
from  earning  over  a  $1  billion  per  year  of  hard  currency  that  would  be 
redirected  to  its  illicit  programs.  North  Korea  earns  approximately  $3 
billion  per  year  from  export  revenues.  Additional  sanctions  target 
North  Korea's  arms  smuggling,  joint  ventures  with  foreign  companies, 
banks,  and  other  sources  of  revenue. 


Resolution  2371  (2017)  includes  the  following  key  elements: 


•  Condemns  North  Korea  July  3  and  July  28  ballistic  missile  tests  in  the 
strongest  terms,  and  reaffirms  North  Korea's  obligations  not  to 
conduct  any  further  nuclear  tests  or  launches  that  use  ballistic  missile 
technology,  to  abandon  all  nuclear  weapons  and  existing  nuclear 
programs  in  a  complete,  verifiable  and  irreversible  manner,  to 
suspend  all  activities  related  to  its  ballistic  missile  program,  and  to 
abandon  all  other  WMD  programs. 


•  Imposes  several  full  sectoral  bans  on  exports  North  Korea  uses  to 
fund  its  nuclear  and  ballistic  missile  programs,  namely: 

o  A  ban  on  its  largest  export,  coal,  representing  a  loss  to  North  Korea 
of  over  $401  million  in  revenues  per  year; 

o  A  ban  on  iron  and  iron  ore  exports,  worth  roughly  $250  million  per 
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year; 

o  A  ban  on  seafood  exports,  worth  roughly  $300  million  in  revenue 
each  year;  and 

o  A  ban  on  lead  and  lead  ore  exports,  worth  roughly  $110  million  per 
year; 


■  Imposes  additional  restrictions  on  North  Korea's  ability  to  generate 
revenue  and  access  the  international  financial  system,  by: 

o  Adding  new  sanctions  designations  against  North  Korean  individuals 
and  entities  that  support  the  country's  nuclear  and  missile  programs, 
including  the  state-owned  Foreign  Trade  Bank  (FTB),  which  acts  as 
North  Korea's  primary  foreign  exchange  bank,  while  protecting 
diplomatic,  consular,  and  humanitarian  activities. 

o  Prohibiting  all  new  joint  ventures  or  cooperative  commercial  entities 
between  North  Korea  and  other  nations,  as  well  as  ban  additional 
investment  in  existing  ones. 

o  Banning  countries  from  allowing  in  additional  numbers  of  North 
Korean  laborers  who  will  earn  revenue  for  the  illicit  programs. 

■  Requests  the  Security  Council's  North  Korea  Sanctions  Committee  to 
identify  additional  conventional  arms-relatedand  proliferation-related 
items  to  be  banned  for  transfer  to/from  North  Korea. 


•  Enables  the  Security  Council’s  North  Korea  Sanctions  Committee  to 
designate  vessels  tied  to  violations  of  Security  Council  resolutions  and 
prohibit  their  international  port  access. 


•  Takes  steps  to  improve  sanctions  enforcement,  including  by  asking 
Interpol  to  publish  Special  Notices  on  listed  North  Koreans  for  travel 
ban  purposes. 


•  Provides  additional  analytical  resources  to  the  UN's  Panel  of  Experts 
to  enhance  its  capacity  to  monitor  sanctions  enforcement. 

■  Regrets  North  Korea's  massive  diversion  of  its  scarce  resources 
toward  its  development  of  nuclear  weapons  and  a  number  of 
expensive  ballistic  missile  programs  and  expresses  its  deep  concern  at 
the  grave  hardship  to  which  the  people  in  North  Korea  are  subjected; 


•  Includes  sanctions  exemptions  to  make  sure  these  measures  do  not 
impede  foreign  diplomatic  activities  in  North  Korea  or  legitimate 
humanitarian  assistance. 
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Reaffirms  the  Council's  support  for  the  Six  Party  Talks,  calls  for  their 
resumption,  reiterates  its  support  for  commitments  made  by  the  Six 
Parties,  and  reiterates  the  importance  of  maintaining  peace  and 
stability  on  the  Korean  Peninsula  and  in  Northeast  Asia.

North  Korea  Sanctions  Fact  Sheet: 

Resolution  2371  (2017),  adopted  unanimously  by  the  United  Nations 
Security  Council  on  August  5,  2017,  strengthens  UN  sanctions  on 
North  Korea  in  response  to  its  two  intercontinental  ballistic  missile 
(ICBM)  tests  conducted  on  July  3,  2017  and  July  28,  2017.  As  such,  this 
resolution  sends  a  clear  message  to  North  Korea  that  the  Security 
Council  is  united  in  condemning  North  Korea's  violations  and 
demanding  North  Korea  give  up  its  prohibited  nuclear  and  ballistic 
missile  programs. 


Resolution  2371  (2017)  includes  the  strongest  sanctions  ever  imposed 
in  response  to  a  ballistic  missile  test.  These  measures  target  North 
Korea's  principal  exports,  imposing  a  total  ban  on  all  exports  of  coal 
(North  Korea’s  largest  source  of  external  revenue),  iron,  iron  ore,  lead, 
lead  ore  and  seafood.  Banning  these  exports  will  prevent  North  Korea 
from  earning  over  a  $1  billion  per  year  of  hard  currency  that  would  be 
redirected  to  its  illicit  programs.  North  Korea  earns  approximately  $3 
billion  per  year  from  export  revenues.  Additional  sanctions  target 
North  Korea's  arms  smuggling,  joint  ventures  with  foreign  companies, 
banks,  and  other  sources  of  revenue. 


Resolution  2371  (2017)  includes  the  following  key  elements: 


*  Condemns  North  Korea  July  3  and  July  28  ballistic  missile  tests  in  the 
strongest  terms,  and  reaffirms  North  Korea's  obligations  not  to 
conduct  any  further  nuclear  tests  or  launches  that  use  ballistic  missile 
technology,  to  abandon  all  nuclear  weapons  and  existing  nuclear 
programs  in  a  complete,  verifiable  and  irreversible  manner,  to 
suspend  all  activities  related  to  its  ballistic  missile  program,  and  to 
abandon  all  other  WMD  programs. 


*  Imposes  several  full  sectoral  bans  on  exports  North  Korea  uses  to 
fund  its  nuclear  and  ballistic  missile  programs,  namely: 
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o  A  ban  on  its  largest  export,  coal,  representing  a  loss  to  North  Korea 
of  over  $401  million  in  revenues  per  year; 

o  A  ban  on  iron  and  iron  ore  exports,  worth  roughly  $250  million  per 
year; 

o  A  ban  on  seafood  exports,  worth  roughly  $300  million  in  revenue 
each  year;  and 

o  A  ban  on  lead  and  lead  ore  exports,  worth  roughly  $110  million  per 
year; 


*  Imposes  additional  restrictions  on  North  Korea's  ability  to  generate 
revenue  and  access  the  international  financial  system,  by: 

o  Adding  new  sanctions  designations  against  North  Korean  individuals 
and  entities  that  support  the  country's  nuclear  and  missile  programs, 
including  the  state-owned  Foreign  Trade  Bank(FTB),  which  acts  as 
North  Korea’s  primary  foreign  exchange  bank,  while  protecting 
diplomatic,  consular,  and  humanitarian  activities. 

o  Prohibiting  all  new  joint  ventures  or  cooperative  commercial  entities 
between  North  Korea  and  other  nations,  as  well  as  ban  additional 
investment  in  existing  ones. 

o  Banning  countries  from  allowing  in  additional  numbers  of  North 
Korean  laborers  who  will  earn  revenue  for  the  illicit  programs. 


*  Requests  the  Security  Council's  North  Korea  Sanctions  Committee  to 
identify  additional  conventional  arms-relatedand  proliferation-related 
items  to  be  banned  for  transfer  to/from  North  Korea. 


*  Enables  the  Security  Council's  North  Korea  Sanctions  Committee  to 
designate  vessels  tied  to  violations  of  Security  Council  resolutions  and 
prohibit  their  international  port  access. 


*  Takes  steps  to  improve  sanctions  enforcement,  including  by  asking 
Interpol  to  publish  Special  Notices  on  listed  North  Koreans  for  travel 
ban  purposes. 


*  Provides  additional  analytical  resources  to  the  UN's  Panel  of  Experts 
to  enhance  its  capacity  to  monitor  sanctions  enforcement. 


*  Regrets  North  Korea's  massive  diversion  of  its  scarce  resources 
toward  its  development  of  nuclear  weapons  and  a  number  of 
expensive  ballistic  missile  programs  and  expresses  its  deep  concern  at 
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the  grave  hardship  to  which  the  people  in  North  Korea  are  subjected; 


*  Includes  sanctions  exemptions  to  make  sure  these  measures  do  not 
impede  foreign  diplomatic  activities  in  North  Korea  or  legitimate 
humanitarian  assistance. 


*  Reaffirms  the  Council's  support  for  the  Six  Party  Talks,  calls  for  their 
resumption,  reiterates  its  support  for  commitments  made  by  the  Six 
Parties,  and  reiterates  the  importance  of  maintaining  peace  and 
stability  on  the  Korean  Peninsula  and  in  Northeast  Asia.

Background;  The  dispute  between  Armenia  and  Azerbaijan  over  the 
Nagorno-Karabakh  region  of  Azerbaijan  remains  one  of  post-Soviet 
Europe's  "frozen  conflicts."  Negotiations  have  so  far  failed  to  produce 
a  permanent  peace  agreement  between  the  countries.  The  Armenian 
Deputy  Permanent  Representative  met  with  Ambassador  Sison  on 
June  15  to  protest  the  circulation  of  a  joint  Costa  Rica-Azerbaijan 
press  statement  on  Nagorno-Karabakh  released  June  2  after  a 
meeting  between  their  Foreign  Ministers.  We  have  heard  reports  that 
Azerbaijan  is  continuing  to  work  quietly  to  encourage  Latin  American 
countries  to  move  from  their  historically  neutral  positions  on  the 
issue,  with  the  goal  of  bolstering  their  support  at  the  UN.r~  _ 


Talking  Points; 

1.  Nagorno-Karabakh: 
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Background:  Azerbaijan  and  Armenia  are  engaged  in  a  protracted 
conflict  over  the  disputed  territory  of  the  Nagorno-Karabakh  region  of 
Azerbaijan.  The  territory,  bordering  Armenia  and  with  an  Armenian 
majority  population,  is  seeking  to  be  self-governed,  which  Armenia 
supports  under  the  principle  of  self-determination.  Azerbaijan 
maintains  the  predominance  of  the  sovereignty  and  territorial 
integrity  principle. 

Since  a  ceasefire  went  into  effect  in  1994,  the  territory’s  final  status 
has  been  the  subject  of  international  mediation  under  the  auspices  of 
the  OSCE  Minsk  Group,  co-chaired  by  the  United  States,  Russia,  and 
France.  There  has  been  little  recent  progress  on  negotiations,  though 
the  Co-Chairs  met  with  the  Armenia  and  Azerbaijan's  Foreign 
Ministers  in  Brussels  on  July  11  to  begin  negotiations  on  a  date  and 
agenda  for  meeting  between  their  Presidents. 

The  current  OSCE  Minsk  Group  Co-Chair  from  the  U.S.,  Ambassador 
Richard  Hoagland,  is  leaving  August  28  when  the  permanent 
replacement,  Andrew  Schofer,  starts.  Schofer  is  a  qualified  candidate, 
but  the  sides  have  expressed  concern  over  his  lack  of  an 
Ambassadorial  title. 


IF  RAISED: 


Background:  Armenia  has  contributed  troops  to  UN  peacekeeping 
since  2004  and  currently  has  33  personnel  in  UNIFIL  and  one  staff 
officer  in  MINUSMA.  Armenia's  peacekeeping  brigade  is  NATO- 
interoperable  and  certified  to  deploy  with  NATO  forces  worldwide. 
Additionally,  Armenia  committed  a  field  hospital  and  a  company  of 
explosive  ordnance  disposal  and  counter-IED  technicians  for  future 
UN  peacekeeping  operations  during  the  2015  Leaders'  Summit  on 
Peacekeeping. 


3.  Refugees: 


Background:  Since  2011,  the  government  of  Armenia  has  accepted 
over  20,000  refugees  from  Syria,  the  third-highest  per  capita  intake  in 
Europe.  The  refugees  accepted  are  from  Syria's  Armenian  community.

Background: 

The  Netherlands,  Italy,  and  Germany  are  shopping  around  an  initiative 
to  have  the  Security  Council  apply  sanctions  on  Libyans  responsible 
for  migrant  smuggling  and  trafficking  in  persons.  UNSCRs  on  Libya 
allow  for  the  designation  of  people  responsible  for  human  rights 
abuses  in  Libya,  so  the  Netherlands,  Italy,  and  Germany  want  to  apply 
these  provisions  to  the  problem  of  human  smuggling.  This  Is  part  of  a 
much  broader  effort  by  European  countries  to  stem  the  flow  of 
migrants  through  Libya. 

The  intentions  behind  the  proposal  are  worthy.  No  one  disputes  that 
conditions  for  people  smuggled  through  Libya  are  atrocious— there 
are  widespread  reports  of  torture,  rape,  and  starvation  in  the  safe 
houses  that  migrant  smugglers  use  in  Libya.  The  problem  is  that  for 
the  U.S.  government  to  support  a  sanctions  designation,  the  Treasury 
Department  must  be  able  to  enforce  the  proposed  sanctions.  That 
means  we  have  a  very  high  burden  of  proof  when  it  comes  to 
sanctioning  individuals.  So,  the  Netherlands,  Italy,  and  Germany 
would  need  to  develop  and  present  to  us  specific  evidence  of  who 
they  want  to  sanction.  Russia  and  Egypt  would  also  likely  be  opposed 
to  these  sanctions  on  human  traffickers,  particularly  if  anyone  close  to 
Khalifa  Haftar  were  implicated.

1.  The  Humanitarian  and  Human  Rights  Situation: 


Background:  An  August  UN  human  rights  report  confirmed  that 
between  12  March  and  19  June  some  251  people,  62  of  whom  were 
children  and  30  of  whom  were  under  the  age  of  eight,  were  the 
victims  of  extrajudicial  and  targeted  killings.  Victims  told  the  UN  that 
local  security  forces  and  other  officials  actively  fomented,  fueled,  and 
occasionally  led,  attacks  on  the  basis  of  ethnicity.  The  UN  Mission  in 
the  DRC  has  identified  at  least  80  mass  graves  in  the  Kasais.  The  UN 
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estimates  that  the  crisis  in  the  Kasais  alone  has  resulted  in  1.3  million 
new  IDPs  and  30,000  refugees  to  neighboring  Angola.  More  than  3.8 
million  people  are  internally  displaced  countrywide  and  7  million  need 
humanitarian  assistance,  including  some  1.9  million  children  suffering 
from  severe  acute  malnutrition.  There  have  been  at  least  six  prison 
breaks  over  the  last  few  weeks,  resulting  in  thousands  escaping  from 
jails.  While  no  one  has  found  the  perpetrators  of  these  mass  prison 
breaks,  many  suspect  the  DRC  government  could  be  behind  the 
releases  as  part  of  a  strategy  to  sow  chaos.

President  Mirziyoyev  was  elected  in  December  2016,  winning 
an  88%  electoral  victory  in  an  election  that  was  not  considered 
democratic  and  fair  according  to  several  international  election 
monitors.  Mirziyoyev  has  spoken  of  improving  relations  with  the 
United  States  and  has  recently  demonstrated  a  new  willingness  to 
cooperate  regionally  with  the  other  four  Central  Asian  States. 


2.  U.S.  Support  for  Central  Asia: 


Background:  The  Secretary  has  agreed  to  a  one-hour  C5+1  (the  United 
States:  Kazakhstan;  the  Kyrgyz  Republic;  Tajikistan;  Turkmenistan;  and 
Uzbekistan)  Ministerial  on  the  margins  of  UNGA  to  discuss  the  C5+1 
pillars  of  economic  connectivity,  environmental  challenges  and 
security. 


3.  Nonproliferation  - 


Background:  Uzbekistan  did  not  participate  in  the  Ban  Treaty 
meetings  and  abstained  on  the  General  Assembly  resolution  that 
established  the  negotiations.

Background:  The  "Countering  America's  Adversaries  Through 
Sanctions  Act,"  signed  on  August  2  to  enact  new  sanctions  on  Iran, 
North  Korea,  and  Russia,  makes  clear  that  the  United  States  will  not 
tolerate  interference  in  our  democratic  process,  and  that  we  remain 
aligned  with  our  allies  against  Russian  subversion  and  destabilization. 
The  final  bill  reflects  feedback  from  European  allies  regarding  energy 
sanctions  concerns,  and  ensures  that  U.S.  agencies  can  delay 
sanctions  on  the  intelligence  and  defense  sectors  that  might 
negatively  affect  U.S.  companies  and  those  of  our  allies. 


4.  Prospective  UN  Role  in  Ukraine: 


Background:  Ukraine  President  Poroshenko  has  publicly  called  for  a 
UN  peacekeeping  mission  in  the  separatist-controlled  areas  of 
Ukraine's  Donbas  region  since  2015.  The  Ukraine  mission  may  revive  a 
proposal  to  increase  UN  involvement  in  the  conflict,  possibly  including 
the  establishment  of  a  peacekeeping  mission.  USUN/POL  assesses 
Russia  is  extremely  likely  to  co-opt  the  Security  Council’s  engagement 
to  legitimize  its  own  ongoing  military  presence  in  eastern  Ukraine. 
Such  a  move  may  also  reaffirm  Ukraine's  loss  of  control  over  Luhansk 
and  provide  Russia  justification  for  their  occupation  since  2014.

Background:  The  election  to  the  Human  Rights  Council  (HRC)  will  be 
held  during  the  last  week  of  October  2017.  Currently,  there  is  only  one 
candidate  with  a  significantly  egregious  human  rights  record  - 
Democratic  Republic  of  Congo  (DRC)  -  that  is  running  unopposed.  On 
July  25,  2017,  the  United  States  and  UK  sent  a  joint  demarche  to 
pressure  DRC  to  withdraw  its  candidacy  and  to  request  that  other 
African  states  run  to  break  DRC's  clean  slate.  This  Wednesday,  August 
9,  2017,  NH  met  with  DRC  PR,  Amb.  Gata  Mavita,  and  asked  DRC  to 
step  down  until  they  had  a  good  story  to  tell;  Amb.  Mavita  deferred  to 
capital.

Background:  You  will  be  traveling  to  see  first-hand  the  impact  of 
conflict  on  children;  U.S.  assistance  for  refugees,  IDPs,  and  those 
affected  by  famine;  urgent  need  for  political  solutions  and  support 
from  regional  actors;  two  of  the  UN's  largest  peacekeeping  missions 
(UNMISS  and  MONUSCO). 


Background:  In  FY2015,  the  United  States  provided  more  than  $8 
billion  of  assistance  to  47  countries  in  sub-Saharan  Africa.  Specifically 
for  DRC,  the  United  States  has  contributed  more  than  $107  million  in 
FY2017  to  support  relief  and  refugee  response.  After  failing  to  hold 
elections  in  2016,  the  DRC  is  again  not  expected  to  hold  elections  this 
year.  Violence  is  increasing  in  DRC,  especially  in  Kasais,  at  alarming 
rates  with  30,000  refugees  fleeing  the  border  into  Angola  and  3.8 
million  Congolese  displaced. 


3.  DRC's  Candidacy  to  HRC: 
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Background:  You  are  trying  to  reform  the  HRC's  membership,  but  one 
of  the  biggest  obstacles  is  the  practice  of  clean  slates  that  offer 
member  states  no  choice  when  they  vote.  If  the  DRC  withdraws,  then 
another  candidate  will  have  to  run  to  fill  the  seat.  If  the  DRC  does  not 
withdraw,  then  another  candidate  must  run  to  break  the  slate, 
providing  an  alternative  to  support  against  the  DRC.

Background:  For  the  past  26  years,  the  Cuban  government  has  used 
this  annual  resolution  to  condemn  the  U.S.  embargo  in  Cuba  and  call 
for  its  end.  Historically,  most  member  states  have  voted  in  support  of 
the  resolution,  with  only  the  United  States  and  Israel  opposed.  Cote 
d'Ivoire  PR  Tanoh-Boutchoue,  as  chair  of  the  Organization  of  Islamic 
Cooperation  (OIC),  has  already  indicated  that  he  will  deliver  a  strong 
statement  in  support  of  the  resolution  on  behalf  of  the  OIC,  though  he 
personally  expressed  to  USUN  on  multiple  occasions  that  he  feels 
uncomfortable  doing  so.  Sub-regional  trade  bloc  MERCOSUR  --  Brazil, 
Argentina,  Paraguay,  and  Uruguay  -  has  also  told  us  it  will  be  speaking 
out  in  support  of  the  resolution.  Last  year,  to  reflect  the  Cuba  policy 
shift  under  President  Obama,  the  United  States  abstained  for  the  first 
time.  The  new  Cuba  policy  under  President  Trump  reaffirms  the 
United  States  statutory  embargo  of  Cuba  and  opposes  calls  in  the 
United  Nations  and  other  international  fora  for  its  termination.  The 
policy  also  mandates  regular  reporting  on  Cuba's  progress  -  if  any  — 
toward  greater  political  and  economic  freedom.  For  that  reason,  we 
will  be  voting  "No"  this  year.
